Lord Tenterden to Messrs. Burness and Co, 

Gentlemen, Foreign Office, January 7, 1878. 

WITH reference to your letter of the 31st October last, I am directed by the Earl of 
Derby to inform you that it appears from the reports received from Her Majesty’s Agent 
and Consul-General in Egypt that the arrangements entered into by the Egyptian 
Government in March last for the settlement of claims analogous to yours has broken 
down, in consequence of its having been found that the arrears of taxes on which the 
arrangement was based are not recoverable; and that in the present financial position of 
the Egyptian Government it would be useless to press upon them any individual claims, 
even those which have been affirmed by the Mixed Tribunals remaining unpaid. 

I am to add that it is now proposed than an inquiry should be held into the whole 
financial condition of Egypt, and that it is to be hoped that a solution of the difficulties of 
the Egyptian Government may be the result, which will enable them to come to a settle¬ 
ment with their creditors; but that until the inquiry has taken place Her Majesty's 
Government feel that it would be of no use to urge the payment of your claim.

My Lord, Cairo, January 5, 1877.^ 

WITH reference to my despatch No. 354 of the 29th ultimo, I regret to have to 
report that the proposed inquiry into the financial position of Egypt has made no progress 
whatever; nor has any communication been yet made to the Cornmissionez’s of the 
Caisse ” on the subject. The Khedive seems determined to make no further concessions 
in respect to the powers of the Commissioners, while the latter consider those powers alto¬ 
gether insufficient for a thorough inquiry, although the moderate party admit that the 
reti’enchments spontaneously proposed by tbe Khedive in his Civil List go some way, at 
all events, towards meeting the demands they had in view for reductions in the Govern¬ 
ment Budget. 

The demand of the Commissioners to examine into all the State debts raises another 
serious difficulty. The Khedive insists thzzt these debts were submitted to Messrs. Goschen 
and .Joubert, and that the only object in reopening them must be to rake up disagreeable 
questions as to the origin of some of the debts; altogether, the strong mutual distrust and 
suspicion shown by both parties makes me fear that the inquiry can now never be entei’ed 
into with the one essential condition to its success, namely, good faith and a loyal desire 
on both sides to arrive at the truth of the real resources and liabilities of Egypt. 

Besides this, the serious disputes that have arisen with the French Controller-Genei'al 
have not tended to promote harmonious working between the natives and Europeans in 
the administration, and altogether I am becoming hopeless of a successful issue from our 
difficulties, and I fear we are drifting towards some financial disaster, or to some arbitrary 
act of the Khedive which may possibly lead to serious consequences.

THE Commissioners of the Public Debt have addressed to Prince Hussein, the 
Egyptian Minister of Finance, the inclosed letter stating in moderate language their views 
as to the urgent necessity for an inquiry into the whole financial position of Egypt, and as 
to the extent and scope that should be given to the investigation. 

This letter has been provoked by the evident indisposition of the Khedive to take any 
step towards authorizing the inquiry, while ])recious time is being thus lost, and the position 
of affiiirs is daily becoming more serious. It is due, however, to the Khedive to say that 
in framing this year’s Budget he has proposed spontaneously to reduce the State expendi¬ 
ture from 4,403,9611., the sum at which it was fixed for the year 1878 by Mr. Goschen’s 
arrangement, to 4,000,0001., by reductions in his own civil list and that of his family. 
His Highness maintains that any further reduction would he impossible, seeing that after 
deducting 1,000,000/. for the Tribute, interest on the Suez Canal shares purchase-money, 
and contributions to the holy places, only 3,000,000/. would be left for the general adminis¬ 
tration of the country. 
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There seems little chance now of the heavy coupon falling due on the 1st May being

’ MY* French colleague has spoken to me very seriously about the financial difficulties 
here, and the pi’obability of their cumulating eitfier in an act of bankruptcy or an aibitiary 

reduction of tlie rate of interest of the public debt. r- r i 

He considers that cither act wmuld be equally disastrous to the impoitant Lnglish 
and French financial interests at stake in Egypt, and he is of opinion that some energidic 
action should be taken by the French and English Governinents to arrest it m time. He 
seems to fear that if our two Governments do not interfere other Powers will do so, and 
that a pretext for such intervention might easily be found in the attitude of the Egy[)tian 
Government towards the international tribunals, which has prevented the execution of 
their sentences. He had observed symptoms of a tendency towards such intervtmtion in 
the language of certain of our colleagues, and he deprecated the idea of England and 
France allcwing their influence in Feypt to be overriden by other Powers. 

His view seemed to be that England and France ought to bring the financial position 
of affairs in Egypt before the Porte, as a question most seriously affecting the inteiests of 
the two countries, and that the Porte should be moved to bring pressure to bear iqion the 
Khedive, to compel him to give adequate security lor the maintenance of his financial 

° 1 said that 1 had long thought the only possible issue out of the dead-lock at which 
we hud arrived was a serious and thorough inquiry into the whole financial position by

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which alone the flehts and resources of Ep:ypt could be accurately ascertained, and a basis 
C'^tablished lor an arrangement which might then be made as binding as possible upon the 
Khedive, but I thought ibis preliminary step was absolutely neccssaiy. 

Haron des Michels seemed to doubt if either the inijuiiy or any arrangement resulting 
from it would be worth the paper on which they were written unless our two Governments 
took the matter in hand; for if the Khedive found that to-day he could with impunity 
arl)itrarily reduce the rate of interest to 5 per cent., or obtain its reduction through 
misre, resentations, a year hence he might discover that he could not pay even this amount, 
and reduce it again to 3, and eventually to nothing. 

lie doubted, in short, if the Khedive could be trusted to keep to any engagement 
unless he were made to feel the wholesome dread of bringing himself into collision with 
Fi ance and England if he violated it.

The British Suez Directors to the Earl of Derby.—(Received January 19.)

My Lord, London, January 17, 1878. 

WE have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your Lordship’s despatch of 
the 31st ultimo, relative to the “Article Additionnel ” to M. de Lisseps’Convention of 
23rd April, 18G9, with the Khedive. 

M. de Lesseps has explained to us that this article was drawn up in Nuhar Pashas 
handwriting, that in company with the Due d'Albufera he called on the Khedive previous 
to the General Assemblv of Shareholders of the 2nd August, 18G9, that he thanked Ilis 
Highness for this further proof of his solicitude, that the Khedive accepted his thanks, 
and that he therelove felt justified in communicating the “ Article Additionnel ” to the 
meeting. 

That when subsequently the Khedive ignored tlie article, he wrote to Cherif Pasha 
that he had no means of demanding the fulfilment of the Article as it was not signed, 
and had not been formally ratified by the Khedive, although it hud previously appeared to 

him that the Khedive had fully accepted it. ^ _ 

M. de Lesseps has communicated to us very confidentially the enclosed copy of his 

letter of the 14th Mav, 1872, to Cherif Pasha. 

Your Lordship will perceive from this letter that all question-- of the additional 
article was at that time definitely abandoned ; and iu it M. de Lesseps appears to attach 
very little importance to it, as in his opinion the Convention itself, without the said 
Article, gave to the Company all that it wanted; and it must be said that if his pre¬ 
dictions at that time are ever verified, and the Company realizes 10,000,000 sterling by 
the sale of the lands thus conceded, the Canal enterprize will be one of tire most profitable 
investments of modern times for all its shareholder's.

La nous arr^tames avec Nuhar Pacha, par un echaiige de lettres en date des 26 Juin 
et 14 .luillet, 1869, le mode de paiement d’une somme de 30,000,000 fr. comme conse¬ 
quence de la premiere Convention. 

En ce qui concernait la seconde Convention, m’etant declare satisfait de ses stipula¬ 
tions qui avaient tres-heureusement et tr6s equitablement concilie les interfits de I’Egypte 
et ceux de la (/oinpagnie, je ne me croyais pas fonde h demander davantage. Mais le chef 
du contentieux de notie Administration, qui s’occupait alors, avec le Ministre des Affaires 
Etrangeres de Son Altesse, de la redaction d’un memoire I'elatif if la reforme de la juridic- 
tion en Egypte, vint un jour trouver le Pre>)ident et le Vice-Prfisident du Conseil leur 
annoiifant (|u’en echange des bons offices par lui prates h I’occasion de la question de 
juridiction, il n’avait pas reclame d’autre r&ompense que I’obtention pour la Compagnie 
d’un Article Additionnel, et en vertu duquel nous serions autorises ^ augmenter le pdrimetre 
de.s villes du Canal Maritime sans fixation de limites, au fur et ^ raesure de I’augraentation 
des populations. Je repondis d’ahord que notre Convention donnait deja le plus d’exten- 
sion possible a I’avenir le plus prosp^re de Port Said, dTsrnailia, et du terre-plein de Suez, 
et, quant aux autres points tres amplement delimites, que je les consid^rais comme n’ayant 
aucune importance. Cependant sur une nouvelle insistance notre fonctionnaire fut 
autorisd k mettre sa proposition a execution sans quo nous eussions k nous en occuper 
d’aucune nianiere, lui seul clevant en avoir tout le merite s’il y avait lieu. II annon^’a 
plusieurs jours apres qu’il avait reussi et presenta au President, qui I’en tit feliciter par 
le Conseil, I’ArticIe Additionnel tel qu'il a cte ajout6 k la deuxi^me Convention du 
•23 Avril, 1869. 

Le President du Conseil et le Vice-President, M. le Due d’Albufera, s’empress^rent 
d’aller remcrcier le Khedive dans sa residence de I’Elysee, mais il est Evident que Son 
Altesse pensait que ces reincrciments sc rapportaient I’ensemble des deux Conventions et 
non h I’ArticIe Additionnel. 

Le Gouvernement Egyptien declarant aujourd’hui qu’il n’en a jamais eu connaissance, 
il est en droit d’en refuser la ratification. 

Il nous reste done maintenant a nous renfermer dans les termes de la seconde Con¬ 
vention, dont la complete execution a dte suspendue par suite d’evenements qu’il est inutile 
do rappeler, ct de causes locales qui n’existent plus, 

Je ne sais pas si Ic Gouvernement sc rend bien compte de I’importance des terrains 
dependant du Canal Maritime, dont Ic produit net doit fitrepartage en commun. 

Cette importance est telle, et le periin^tre sur lequel elle repose a dte si bien calcule 
pour les plus larges dventualitds de I’avenir, que I’experience acquise depuis plusieurs 
anndes a fait dire a notre Administratcur du Domaine que s’il fallait ajouter des terrains ^ 
ce periin^tre, il ne saurait vraiment oil les prendre utilement. Suivaiit son opinion, I’avan- 
tage qui semblait re'sulter de TArlicle Additionnel dtait plus apparent que rdel. 

D’apr^s les ventes effectuees les terrains batis on ii batir determines dans nos Conven¬ 
tions represciitcraient sans aucune exageration unc valeur de 365,000,000 fr. a Port Said, i 
50 fr. le metre ; de 85,000,000 fr. a Ismailia, k 20 fr. le metre; et de 50,000,000 fr. au 
terre-plein de Suez : total, 500,000,000 fr. 

Une si grande valeur doit appelcr toute notre attention sur I’exdcution de la seconde 
Convention du 23 Avril, 1869. Afin de regler le plus tot possible la juste application de 
ses stipulations, je prie votre Excellence de demander a Son Altesse de vouloir bien designer 
une personne de sa conliance, qui entrerait en conference avec moi pour proposer un projet 
de r^glement d’ex6cution conforme aux termes de nos Conventions.

I HAVE the honour to inclose a copy of a statement that lias been furnished to me 
by the European Secretary to the Egyptian Ministry of Finance, showing that, during tlic 
year 1877, Egypt has paid away 9,543,000/., of which 7,473,909/. went to the bondholders 
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and 2,070,000/. for the necessary expenses of the Government, including the Tribute and 
the interest on the Suez Canal shares’ purchase money. 

Of this sum of about 9,500,000/., 1,100,000/. was collected from the taxes of 1876, 
leaving a balance of about 8,500,000/. accounted for out of the taxes of the current year; 
whereas Messrs. Goschen and Joubert’s estimates were framed upon a revenue of over 
10,500,000/.

Mr. Vivian to the Earl of Derby.—{Received January 27.) 

(No. 13. Political. Confidential.) 

My Lord, Cairo, January 19, 1878. 

THE principal Members of the Bar practising in the New Courts of the Reform in 
Egypt have addressed to M. de Martino, the Italian Agent and Consul General, in bis 
capacity of Doyen of our Consular body, the inclosed letter, protesting, on behalf of their 
clients, against the non-execution of the sentences of the Courts when directed against 
the Egyptian Government or the “ Duirasof the Khedive, while^onthe other hand 
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the judgments are rigorously enforced against private individuals; they further pray that 
measures may be taken to prevent the Courts of the Reform from thus becoming “a 
snare and an instrument of tyranny.” 

M. de Martino considered this appeal of sufficient importance to warrant him in 
calling together the Representatives of the Powers that had contributed to institute the 
Courts of the Reform, with a view to consulting with them how the appeal of the barristers 
should be dealt with. 

We met accordingly the day before yesterday, and there was but one opinion as to 
the truth of the statements contained in the letter. But is was also recognized that it 
might be inexpedient and even dangerous, at the present critical moment, to give the 
Khedive a loop-hole of escape from his general engagements, by insisting upon the satis¬ 
faction of the sentences of the Law Courts, without consideration for his other creditors 
or for his engagements to the bondholders. It was the general impression that the Khedive 
would seize the opportunity to Say, “ If you insist upon our satisfying these claims, we 
cannoi meet our coupons or pay our other creditors.” 

It was therefore unanimously agreed that w'e should transmit the letter of the members 
of the bar to our respective Governments, with the expression of our opinion : That the 
statements contained in it were literally true, but that tli’ey ought to be considered in 
connexion with the whole financial position of Egypt, which had become so grave and 
critical ns to challenge the serious attention of our Government, if they wished to avert 
the financial catastrophe which we foresaw to be impending; that we did not wish to 
point out a danger without trying to suggest a remedy, which we thought might be souglit 
before anything else was done, in demanding that the Porte should insist upon the Khedive 
consenting to a Commission of Inquiry, formed of the Commissioners of the Public Debt, 
into the whole financial situation of Egypt, embracing the whole debts and the assets of the 
country; that this Commission should have some official authority and recognition, and 
the Khedive be held responsible for carrying out the conclusions at which it might 
arrive, and the modifications it might have to suggest in the engagements by which he is 
bound. 

It was proposed that our views to this effect should be recorded in a proces-verbal^ 
but this I declined to sign, as I would not pledge myself to any opinion without 
consulting my Government upon so important a question, and the proposal accordingly 
dropped. 

All my despatches since my return to Egypt will show, however, that I agree in 
opinion with my colleagues that the position of affairs is too serious and critical to be 
allowed to continue, and that if energetic measures be not taken in time, a catastrophe 
may ensue involving certainly serious financial consequences, and possibly political compli¬ 
cations, which it would bo wise to avert if possible. I should certainly much prefer to see 
these measures taken spontaneously by the Khedive, without foreign pressure or dictation, 
but his obstinate refusal to agree to an inquiry upon any terms that could be accepted by 
the representatives of the creditors, notwithstanding tlie friendly counsels of Her 
Majesty’s Government, gives me little hope of his ever agreeing without stronger pressure 
to any acceptable solution of difficulties which are daily becoming more serious. 

I may add that some of my colleagues have expressed to me confidentially their hope¬ 
lessness of any serious financial or administrative reform being possible in Egypt so long 
as the Khedive remains as Chief of the State, and this feeling is gaining strength here. 

I fear it is true that the Khedive"is wedded to the practices wliich have brought 
Egypt into all its diffieulties, for which he is primarily responsible; but I cannot forget 
that with all his faults he has been consistently a stanch friend and ally of England, and 
I doubt if he could be replaced with advantage either by his son or by any other member 
of his family, or by a Turkish Pasha from Constantinople. 

As my colleagues of France, Germany, Austria, and Italy are all writing to their 
Respective Governments in the sense of this despatch, your Lordship will certainly receive 
further respresentations upon the subject. 

Since the above was written Cherif Pasha has placed in my hands a copy of the reply 
which the Khedive has returned to the letter of the Commissioners of the Public Debt, 
inclosed in my despatch No. 9 of the 11th instant. The reply simply amounts to this, 
that the Khedive refuses to allow the Commissioners to push their inquiry any further 
than into the revenues of Egypt. 

I have pointed out to Cherif Pasha that in view of the reductions in the Budget for 
1878, spontaneously made by the Khedive, an agreement upon this point with the Commis¬ 
sioners would probably not be difficult, and that the only question really at issue is that 
of the inquiry extending to the general debts of the Government, upon which I earnestly 
advised that the Khedive should yield rather than provoke the interference of the Porte

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at the instance of foreign Governments, but Cherif Pasha could hold out to me no hope

Quant au Ministdre de la Guerre, c’est Sa Majestd Impdriale le Sultan qui est juge 
de sa ndcessitd, de I’importance de I’armde que I’Egypte doit eutrelenir, et des contingents 
qui pourraient lui dtre demandds par la Sublime Forte; le Gouvernement Egyptien, de son 
c6td, peut seul juger de I’importance que doit avoir sa force armee au point de vue des 
ndcessitds de toutes ses possessions. 

En ce qui concerne les dettes flottantes, j’ai repUussd toute idde ou tout principe qui 
aurait pour elFet de remettre en question ces dettes, et d’en faire I’objet d’examens et 
d^investigations continuels, toutes les lois qu’une difficultd se presenterait. 

Ces dettes se divisent d’ailleurs en deux catdgories distinctes: celles antdrieures et 
cfelles postdrieures au Decret du 18 Novcmbre. 

Les premidres ont dte discutees lors des negociations avec MM. Goschen et Joubert. 
Elies sont portees sur les dtats et tableaux qui leur furent remis les 17 Octobre et 
8 Novembre, et sont mcntionndes dans leur note et lettre des 11 et 12 Novembre. 

La seule dette flottante dont Texistence fut contestee par les ndgociateurs, dans leur 
note du 11 Novembre, dtait cello de 1,297,000/. dues d M. Ismalum pour compte des litres 
de I’emprunt 1873. Mais les ndgociateurs revinrent bient6t sur leur premiere idde, 
reconnurent Fexactitude de la Dette, et aiddrent mdnie Gouvernement d I’dteindre au 
moyen de 3,000,000/. do la Dette Unifide, qui furent prdlevdes, d’accord avec eux et par 
Fintervention de M. Joubert, sur les 6,638,000/. donndes en nantissement au Comptoir 
d’Escompte. 

Les autres dettes flottantes furent dgalement reconnu comme existantes; et pour 
que des hommes de la valeur et du caractere de MM. Goschen et Joubert en aient admis 
I’existence, il faut qu’ils en aient fait I’objet d’dtudes sdrieuses, ou que cette existence fut 
tellement dvidente qu’ils n’ont pas cm devoir Fapprofondir autrement. Celui«ci n’est 
pourtant pas le cas; MM. Goschen et Joubert n’ont admis ces dettes qu’aprds examen 
serieux, et ce n’est qu’ensuite qu’ils ont dit qu’il faudrait les rdgler, en dehors de la 
convension, au moyen d’unc partic des recettes qui restraient encore d effectuer sur les 
revenus de 1876, et d’une solde d obtenir sur la rdalisation des litres rdserves au Gouverne¬ 
ment, aprds remboursement des creances gagees, les ndgociateurs dtant alors convaincus 
d’uno hausse sur les valeurs Egyptiennes. On ne comprendrait pas, autrement, qu’ils 
aient laissd a la disposition du Gouvernement une somme de plus de 4,000,000/. rept*e- 
sentant, d’aprds les calculs fails alors, I’excddent des revenus de 1876 et de la rdalisatjon 
au cours de 65 pour cent des litres en question, lorsque ces mdmes ndgociateurs avaient 
opposd tant de difficultd ct de resistance avant d’avoir admis la creation au projet du 
Gouvernement de 2,000,000/., valeur nominale, en litres de la Dette Unifide, atfectds d la 
garantie de la somme de 700,000/. due aux entrepreneurs du port d’Alexandria. 

C’est ainsi que les ndgociateurs rdglaient toute la situation financidre et arrdtaient leur 
projet. Le cours do 65 pour cent dlait tellertlent en perspective, que M. Joubert fit 
donner par le Grand Syndicat des avances Fengagement de ne pas rdaliser d un prix 
infdrieur les litres du Gouvernement qui garantissaient des avances. 

Malheureusement les dvdnements n’ont pas justitid ces prdvisions: d’une part les 
revenus de 1876 n’ont pas pu dtre recouvrds en enlier; ils ont laisse un grand 
deficit; d’autre part, les litres de la dette unifide sont reslds bien au-dessous des cours 
espdrds. 

Les dettes flottantes postdrieures au Ddcret de Novembre ont pris naissance pendant 
que Ics Controleurs Gdndraux exer 9 aient leurs tonctions. Elies proviennent ou des condain- 
nations jucliciaires prononedes par les Tribunaux de la Rdforme, ou du has prix des litres 
unifies, qui laissera le Gouvernement en face d’un solde considerable ct d ddcouvert sur 
les creances gagdes, ou de ddpenses budgdtaires et appointements restes en soufl'rance, 
au vu el au su des ContiOIeurs Gdndraux. 

J es deux questions du Budget et des dettes non consolidees ne pouvaient ainsi donner 
lieu daucune immixtion ou invesligation dela part des Comraissaire.s de la Dette, en sup- 
posant qu’ils aient eu qualite pour ce fairc. Mais cette qualitd, ils veconnaissent eux- 
mdmes ne pns la possdder, ainsi qu’ils le ddclarent au commencement de leur lettre 
du 9 couiant. Le l^ecrct du 2 Mai, qui a institud la Caisse de la Dette Publique, 
ddfinit la qualitd de ces directcurs et leurs attributions. 11 est inutile de le reproduire ici. 
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En cc qui regardc le retard apportd dans le paicinent du dernier coupon iiitcicalairc, 
effectud le 31 au lieu de I’etre le 15 Decetnbre, et auquel fait allusion la lettre de la Direction 
de la Caissc, il est a peine necessaire de rappelcr les causes fatales et de notorietd publitiue 
qui ont amend ce retard. Outre I’insuffisante crue du Nil, la sdeberesse de presque toutes 
les terres des provinces de Girgeh, Keneh, et Esne, et Fon peut dire de toute la rive droite 
de la Haute Egypte, dela moitid de Siout, d’une petite partie de laBasse-Egypte, sdeberesse 
qui a eupour premiers efiets d’empecher en graucle partie la culture du maiset de diminuer 
la recolte du riz, nul n’ignore que les chaleurs aussi intenses qu’insolites qui ont regne 
pendant les mois d’Aoflt, de Septembre et d’Oetobre, jointes k une irrdgation insuffisante 
meme dans la Ba«se-Egypte, ont dessdehe en partie la fleur du cotonnier au moment 
de I’dclosion, ct ont determine ainsi une grande diminution dans les produits du coton. 

Au milieu de ces calamitds, le Gouvernement, poussant a la limite du possible le 
respect de ses engagements, donna des ordres sdvdi'es pour activer les jrerceptions. Mais 
la mesure etant au-dessus des moyens des contribuables plus d’une vorx s’est elevee pour 
exprimer des plaintes centre les rigueurs des agents de perception, des moudirs, des 
inspecteui’s g6ndraux et particulifeiement celui de la Haute Egypte, 

Dans ces conditions on peut s’^tonner de ce que le coupon intercalaire a pu eti'e paye, 
meme le 31 Decernbre. 

J.,es memes causes ci-dcssus rap])eldes expliquent aussi les mecomptes signales dans la 
lettre de la Direction de la Caisse. En efl’ct, lorsqu’au commencement de Septembre les 
inspecteurs gdne'raux, et spccialement celui de la Haute-Egyptc, fournissaient sur les 
revenues les renseignements quifurentpoitesala connaissance de MM. Goschen et Joubert, 
le Nil venait d’atteindre k Khartoum la hauteur de 21 pics. Sur la foi des precedentes, 
tout le monde croyait alors et espdvait que la mdme hauteur scruit afteinto au Caire 
aprtis un certain nombi-e de jours. Get espoir a dte compldtcment degu, par suite de 
Finsuffisance du contingent d’eau fourni par la Rividre el-Albara, I’un des affluents im- 
portauts du Nil; ct il en est resultd une augmentation dans les ddficits, qui ne pouvait 
dtre previie au mois de Septembre. Il n’en a pas moins etd appliqud au service dc la dette 
publique en 1877 une somme de 7,475,000/. 

Bi I’on considdre d’ailleurs I’ensemble des revenus realises en 1877 dans les provinces, 
en dehors des subsides de la guerre, on les trouvera, par I’effet des rigueurs employdes dans 
la perception, supdrieurs d ceux de 1876. 

Quant a la question de I’enqudtc sur les recettes, mon intention a dtd d’instituer une 
Commission, a Feft'et dc vdrificr les deficits, de constater pour I’anncc 1878 d’une part, el 
pour les anndes novmales d’autre part, les revenus j)ositifs et d’en etablir Fassiette et la 
percei)tion, s’il y a lieu, sur des bases plus conforines aux vdritables ressourccs du pays, 
dans le but de regulariser la situation financidre et d’ameliorer ainsi la condition des 
contribuables en mdme temps que celle des crcancicrs, en faisant acquerir aux fonds 
Egyptiens, quel que soil le taux de I’interdt, une valeur serieuse ct reellc, dtablic sur des 
revenus certains et non sur I’incertain qui leur donne aujourd’bui une valeur illusoire, 

Le projet du Decret que j’entendais signer a cet eiict, et dont Mr. Baring a pris 
officicusernent connaissance, temoigne suffisamment dc mes intentions largos et liberales. 
J’entenclais comme j’entciuis toujours faire appel, dans ce but, au concours des Uirecteurs 
de la Caissc, et e’est avec mi veritable plaisir que jc les verrai faire partie de la Commis¬ 
sion. Dans le cas ou ils croiraient neanmoins devoir s’abstenir, jo regretterai une pareille 
determination, mais le Gouvernement n’en poursuivra pas moms Fenqudte d I’aide des 
elements dont il peut disposer.

WITH reference to your Lordship’s despatch, Political, No, 7 of the 11th instant, 
and to previous correspondence respecting Baron de Malaret’s Convention with the brench 
Syndicate at Paris, I liave the honour to inclose, for your Lordship’s information, a copy 
of a memorandum which has been given to me by M. Blum, the European Secretary to 
the Egyptian Ministry of Finance, showing the present position of tlie Khedive and the 
Egyptian Government, with respect to their engagements towards the French Syndicate 
• [187] E 
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for the repayment of the advance of 105,000,000 frs. made by the Syndicate to the 
Government, 

It appears from this memorandum that the proposed additional security of a mortgage 
of the common lands along the Suez Canal has been repudiated by the Khedive, and that 
the Syndicate do not insist upon their pretensions in this respect, which are accordingly 
waived. 

But as regards the proposed modification of the terms of the contracts of February

Memorandum. 

L’AVANCE faite au Gouvernement Egyptien par le Grand Syndicat (nommd Syndicat 
du Credit I'oncier) etait a recheancedu 1" Octobre, 1877. Le Gouvernement se trouvant 
dans I’inipossibilitd de la rembourser, entama des negociations 5 I’effet d’obtenir une 
prolongation. 

Comme ces negociations n’ont pu aboutir k un rdsultat pour le I" Octobre, 1877, le 
Syndicat accorda au Gouvernement une prorogation de vingt jours.

A r^cheance de I’avance soit le 1" Avril, 1878, le Syndicat a la faculte de vendre les 
j),\rts de fondateurs, apr^s avoir prealablement envoye au Gouvernement la mise en 
demeure r^guli^re. 

Si le Gouvernement peut disposer le 1" Avril, 1876, d’une somme de 800,000/., il y 
uurait trfes grande probabilite de pouvoir amener le Syndicat 5 rendre les parts des fonda¬ 
teurs contre paiement au comptant de cette somme, quoique le nouveau Contrat du

My dear Cookson, Cairo, January 23, 1878. 

ON receiving your letter of yesterday, informing me tha* the newly-elected Assessors 
to the Commercial Tribunal of the Mixed Courts were di.sposed to resign in a body to 
mark their sense of the flagrant injustice of the non-execution of the sentences of the 
Courts when directed against the Egyptian Government, while sentences against private 
persons were rigorously enforced, but that the English Assessors desired to know my 
opinion before taking so important a step, I telegraphed to you as follows in cypher:— 

“ It was held, when the Netherlands Judge refused to sit any more because the 
sentences of the Courts against the Government were not executed, that this fact did not 
justify the entire suspension of all justice, &c., I think the argument applies to the case in 
point. 

“ We decided at our meeting to refer the protest of the Egyptian bar to our respective 
Governments, who will necessarily take action in the matter, and we should not forestall 
their decision. There would be no harm, however, in a strong protest on the part of the 
Assessors against the existing denial of justice.’’ 

As my opinion was asked, 1 have thus given it unoflScially, and without pretending to 
dictate to the Assessors the course they should take; but further reflection confirms me 
in the view that the question cannot be decided by the judges or Assessors, but by the 
foreign Powers, parties to the Conventions by which the Courts of the Reform were 
established. 

My French colleague declined, he tells me, to give any advice in the matter; but he 
argues with me that a protest would be preferable to the resignation of the Assessors, 
which might involve the suspension of the whole administration of justice in commercial 
matters.

I REGRET to have to report that the Khedive persists in refusing to make any 
further concessions in respect to the bas‘»s of the proposed inquiry into the financial 
position of Egypt than those contained in his Project of Decree, nor will he even give a 
loop-hole for a compromise to the representatives of the bondholders; and I am informed 
confidentiallv that M. de Lesseps, who has just arrived here, supports the Khedive in his 
[I87j F 
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determination. I fear, therefore, that nej^otiations must inevitably be broken off, and that 
we can only look the probable results, serious as they are, in the face. One thing only I 
CM positively affirm, namely, that a state of affairs which involves the neglect of the 
Ciovernment to satisfy any of its liabilities to its general creditors, the systematic evasion 
sentences of the Courts of the Reform, and probably the renudiation or arbitrary 

modification of the Khedive’s engagements to the bondholders, cannot possibly be allowed 
to continue. 

• I the Khedive be left alone, there are three probable issues from this dead lock, 

either of which would, in my opinion, be an arbitrary act, and, therefore, disastrous to the 
credit of Egypt 

1* matters to drift until the coupon of May becomes due, which will not be 

paid, and the Decree of the 18th November will thus be violated. 

2. The Khedive, with a view to the reduction of the rate of interest, may appoint a 
Commission of Inquiry into the revenues alone over the heads of the representatives of the 
bondholders, a step which would probably lead to their resignation in a body. Ch^rif 
Pasha has hinted to me that the Khedive thought of this, and of appointing Colonel 
Cordon as President of the Commission; but I deprecated the idea (to which, I hope, 
Colonel Gordon would not lend himself), and pointed out its probable consequences. 

S. The Khedive may refer the whole question to the Porte, and leave the scope of the 
inquiry entirely in their hands. 

The representatives ot the bondholders would not accept any one of these measures 
as a sufficient justification for any^ modification of the Decree of the 18th November 
without their sanction and participation in the preliminary inquiry. 

A* • ^ friendly advice and counsel, both in my own name and in that of Her 

Majesty s Government, to its utmost .limits, and my colleagues and I have done our 
utmost to impress the Khedive with the conviction that we are unanimous in disapproving 
the course he is taking. I could not go further without compromising mv position, and as 
friendly counsels are not listened to, it will be for Her Majesty’s Government to consider 
whether they wll take any, and if so, what further action, either separately or in concert 
with the other Great Powers, to brinjj; the Khedive to reason and to prevent the financial 
catastrophe which is evidently impending.

Colonel Stanley to Lord Tenterden,—{Received February 5.) 

My Lord, Treasury Chambers, February 4, 1878. ^ 

WITH reference to the despatch from Her Majesty’s Agent and Consul-General in 
Egypt, No. 344, dated December 22,1877, and the Report from Mr. Baring accompanying 
it, which were inclosed in your letter of 1st February, I am desired by the Lords Cotnniis- 
sioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury to offer the following observations for the consideration 

of the Secretary of State. , j u -n xl 

In the first place my Lords entertain little doubt that Lord Derby will agree with 

them that Mr. Baring’s suggestion that Her Majesty’s Government, either alone or 
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conjointly with the French Government, should guarantee a loan for enabling the Viceroy 
of Egypt to pay off a portion of his creditors, is altogether inadmissible. 

It is proposed that the proceeds of the loan shall be applied to the payment of the 
outstanding debts of the Khedive,” and the inducements held out to the Guaranteeing 
Powers are the increased value likely to accrue to Egyptian stock, with corresponding 
advantage to the bondholder, the opportunity of exercising an irresistible moral pressure 
in the direction of economy, and the establishment of the paramount ascendancy of a 
wholesome European influence in the internal affairs of Egypt. 

Comprised in the list of outstanding debts, and forming more than one-half of the 
whole amount, are the claims of the financial associations who, for a considerable time, 
have been anxious to extricate themselves from the difficulties in which they have become 
involved, in consequence of their advances to the Khedive. None of their combinations 
for this object having hitherto been successful, a proposal for relieving them by means of 
the credit of the Governments of England and France would doubtlessly be extremely 
acceptable to them, but it is necessary to. point out that these creditors are, to say the 
least, no more entitled to consideration than the ordinary bondholders, whose securities 
now' represent only a fraction of their original advances, and that, apart from other 
considerations, the creation of a preferential guarantee in favour of these companies would 
be open to the gravest objection. 

As regards the ulterior objects specified by Mr. Baring, it appears to my Lords that 
the liability and responsibility which would be incurred by this country through an 
adoption of the proposed measure would be much more certain than any advantage likely 
to be derived from it either by the bondholders or by the people of Egypt, so long as the 
present system of administration in that country is maintained. 

The appointment of the Commission of Inquiry, alluded to in Mr. Vivian’s despatch, 
would seem to afford a much more legitimate and favourable opportunity for the exercise 
of any influence which Her Majesty’s Government nmy think proper to bring to hear 
upon the Khedive for the advancement of those interests. 

If the scope of the proposed inquiry be sufficiently enlarged, and if it be conducted 
with firmness and intelligence, most important benefits may result for all interests con¬ 
cerned ; but, on the other hand, looking to the experience of the last two years, it is to 
be apprehended tliat, unless securities are taken for ensuring its eflicient prosecution, it 
may only lead to further disappointment and may indeed rather tend to perpetuate than 
remove existing defects of administration, besides being made an instrument for justifying 
any plan that may be in contemplation for reducing the interest on the debt. 

The Viceroy has declared to Mr. Vivian, as stated in a former despatch, that the 
estimates of revenue given to Mr. Cave and to Mr. Goschen, which form the basis of 
the recent financial settlement, were erroneous and exaggerated, and he throws the 
responsibility of their prejiaration on his late Finance Minister. Such a statement is 
most surprising in view ot the intimate knowledge which His Highness appears to possess 
of all the details of his Government, the personal communications which both Mr. Cave 
and Mr. Goschen had with him on the subject of their respective missions, and the 
improbability that the Minister would have acted in opposition to the views of his 
master; but this circumstance proves at least how difficult it must be for Europeans to 
obtain trustworthy information as to the actual receipts and expenditure of the country, 
as well as the necessity for framing the inquiry upon a basis which may make the 
Commissioners as far as possible independent of the accounts and statements supplied by 
official and other native witnesses. 

The attention of the Commissioners should, therefore, as it would seem, be directed 
not only to an examination into the actual revenue and expenditure, the results of which 
may be more or less accurate, but to the more vital question of the causes which have 
brought this naturally wealthy country into so deplorable a condition, and to the remedies 
for their removal. It is alleged, for instance, that mueli of the present distress is traceable 
to the wholesale acquisition of lands by the Khedive on behalf of himself and his family, 
and the injudicious system upon which their management is conducted. 1,000,000 acres 
of land, or about one-fifth of tlie whole of the arable lands of Egypt, are popularly 
supposed to have passed into the hands of the Khedive and his family since his accession. 
It has been repiesented that these lands, instead of being farmed out to the dispossessed 
proprietors at an adequate rent, are administered directly by the Khedive, that they are 
cultivated in a great measure by forced unpaid labour, that the Viceregal lands of Upper 
Egypt are illegally assessed at a lower rate for taxation than other not more productive 
lands in Lower Egypt, that in short tliis question ot the land operations of the Khedive 
lies at the root of the financial difficulties of Egypt. It should be the duty of the 
Commissioners to examine those widely diffused statements and resolutely to expose the 
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defects they may discover in the financial administration of the country, and suggest 
methods for the removal of such defects founded upon principles of honesty and sound 
•economy. 

without anticipating the results of such an investigation, my Lords cannot but point 
out that should the Commissioners recommend the substitution, for the wasteful system of 
personal management by the Khedive, of a system of leasing these vast tracts of lands, he 
himself would be the first to benefit, and in the largest measure, from so wholesome an 
improvement, because he would receive in rent a far larger income, with infinitely less 
trouble than he now derives from the sale of his produce. 

This consideration, if pressed upon his notice, might well outweigh any objections he 
might at first entertain to an extension of the inquiry in this direction. On the 
other hand the bondholders would be benefited, because the land, which is the source 
of all wealth in Egypt, would become more productiv'e alike in taxes and in 
material produce, while the Fellah, above all, would have cause for satisfaction, because, 
with the disappearance of the system of personal farming by the Viceroy, would disappear, 
as a natural consequence, the system of corvee, except in its application to works of public 
utility. 

The Commissioners would, no doubt, further consider whether the prosperity of the 
Fellah, which is the best ultimate security for the bondholder, might not be still more 
firmly assured by the extension to the native population of an amended system of 
justice. 

These are questions of primary importance. There would naturally be many other 
directions in which the Commissioners could advantageously make inquiry with more 
special reference to the development of revenue and curtailment ot expenditure if proper 
latitude were given to them, but the principal point to be insisted upon w'ould seem to be 
that the instructions to be given to the Cominissioners should not be confined to ascer¬ 
taining the actual resources of the country under present conditions, but that they should 
be large enough to allow of a thorough probing of the system which has brought the 
country to its present state. 

My Lords would only further suggest that, considering how much the success of the 
inquiry will depend upon the personal qualifications of the Commissioners themselves, it 
may perhaps not be out of place for Her Majesty’s Agent and Consul-General, in any com¬ 
munication he may make to the Khedive on this subject, to impress on His Highness the 
importance of selecting persons whose intelligence and independence will command public 
confidence and give weight and authority to their report and recommendations. 

Should Lord Derby concur in the expediency of instructing Mr. Vivian in the sense 
of the views which my Lords have expressed, they would suggest tor his Lordship’s con¬ 
sideration whether a copy of the instructions to Mr. Vivian might not advantageously be 
communicated by Lord Lyons to M. Waddington, and whether his Excellency might not 
be directed to endeavour to obtain the support of the French Government in any represen¬ 
tation which may be made to the Khedive.

P.S.—My Lords have received your Lordship’s letter ot 1st instant, inclosing copy of 
a telegram from Mr. Vivian, staling that the Khedive has actually issuecl a Decree for the 
appointment of a Commission of Inquiry, and that it has been very unfavourably received 
in consequence of the limited scope proposed to be given to the inquiry. 

This intelligence confirms my Lords as to the correctness ot the views expressed in 
their letter, and seems to make the present moment especially opportune tor pressing 
them on the attention of His Highness.

Mr. Goschen to the Earl of Derby.—[Received February 5.) 

Dear Lord Derby, 69, Portland Place, February 4, 1878. 

1 HAVE received the inclosed despatch from the Viceroy of Egyj^t, whidi 1 think of 
sufficient importance to communicate to you. 

The Viceroy wishes to refer tlie question of his pending difficulties and his resistance 
to the inquiry which has been asked for to a Power whieli has itself stoj)ped payment, and 
whom he has been assisting to the utmost of his power with men and money during the 
[187] G 
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past struggle. Such a reference must, of course, be most unsatisfactory to all who are 
interested in Egyptian finance. 

The following is a short account of what has passed between the Viceroy and myself 
fluring the last fortnight. The Commissioners of the Public Debt in Egypt presented a 
letter to the Viceroy, in which they stated that they could only be parties to an inquiry 
which embraced both the revenue, the liabilities, and the expenditure. To this the Viceroy 
replied that he was anxious for an inquiry into the revenues, but that he could not consent 
to an inquiry into the liabilities or the expenditure. 1 will not trouble you with the 
reasons that he gave. They were mainly based on allegations, wliich were entirelv contrary 
to fact. When I received a copy of the letter of the Commissioners to the Viceroy, I 
telegraphed jointly with M. Joubert that we entirely shared the views of the Commissioners, 
and we could only recommend a modification of the contracts to which we had been 
parties, upon the opinion of the Commissioners of the Public Debt and the Controllers- 
General officially stated, and based upon an inquiry into the whole financial situation. 
The Viceroy telegraphed back to the efect that he regretted we had made this declaration 
to him before seeing his answer to the Commissioners of the Public Debt, which would 
Convince us of his liberal disposition as regards an inquiry. This letter, as I have 
mentioned, was full of misstatements, and gave no adequate grounds whatever for refusing 
the inquiry. In the meantime, before receiving any answer from us to this telegram, we 
saw in the newspapers that he had issued a Decree fixing an inquiry into the revenues 
only. We telegraphed to him, adhering to our former view. Thus the matter stands at 
this moment.

LE Gouvernement Anglais a tenu h fairo part h son Agent au Caire des declarations 
si satisfaisantes que vous avez recueillics, il y a <|uelque temps, de la bouche du Comte 
Derby et de celle de Lord Beaconsficld, au sujet de I’Egypte, et ii Icur doimer ainsi une 
sanction dont nous ai)precions toute la valour. Mais Mr. Vivian nc s’est pas contents 
de communiquer ces assurances h notre Consul-GGu^ral, il a j)aru desireux de lui indiquer 
en meme temps qu’elles pourraient servir utilcment dc point de depart ii une entente 
entre les deux Gouvernements sur les questions soulcvees par les embarras financiers du 
Khedive. 

Vous savez, M. le Marquis, avec quelle repugnance le Gouvernement dc Son Altesse 
er visage les obligations qu’il a contractees vis-a-vis de ses creanciers etrangers par les 
arrangements du mois de Novembre 187G, qu’il denonce comme trop lourds, et dont il 
poursuit avec activite la reduction. Pour attcindre ce but, il reclame aujourd’hui une 
nouvelle enquete sur I’ensemble de ses ressources, et avec les resultats qu’il en attend, il 
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se fait fort, sans doute, de ddmontrer I’exagdration des charges qui pesent sur son 
Tre'sor. 

Dans un entretien qu’il a eu rdeemrnent avec M. le Baron de Michels, le Consul- 
General Britannique a exprimd les craintes les plus vives, et probablement les plus 
fondees, sur les jierils de cette situation, donnant h eniendre que les inter^ts des creanciers 
du Khddive etaient fort exposes, si, dans un avenir tres-prochaine, ils ne trouvaient pas un 
appui serieux a I’etranger. A I’objcction que I’Angleterrc s’etait toujours refusee h entrer 
dans cette voic, Mr, Vivian a repondu que le meilleur moyen de I’y disposer serait 
d’et'iblir I’appreciation des ressources du Khedive sur des bases indii;cutables, et il a 
ajoutc que, si une enquete serieuse etait faite par les creanciers Europeens sous le 
patronage des Cabinets intdress^s, il ne serait pas impossible d’en consacrer les resultats 
par un arrangement qui aurait I’approbation de I’Angleterre comme de la France, et que 
le Khddive serait oblige d’executer. 

Avant d’adresser h M. le Baron de Michels les instructions que comporte une 
pareille suggestion, nous tenons a nous assurer du degre d’irnportance qu’y attache le 
Cabinet de Londres. En principe des creanciers e'trangers du Viceroi ne peuvent 
qu’envisager avec defiance une enquete qui, si elle s’accomplissait d’apr^s le programme 
de Son Altesse, ne porterait que sur les rocettes de I’Egypte, Texclusion de ses depenses. 
Mais il en serait tout autremenc si cette restriction insoutenable dtait ecartec et si, de 
plus, il devait sortir de la procedure dont il s’agit une union d’efforts entre les Cabinets de 
Londres et de Versailles pour sauvegarder, dans des vues communes, des interets livres 
jusqu’iei, sans centre poids suffisamment efficace, a des calculs peu scrupuleux.

Lord Lyons to the Earl of Derby.—[Received February 6.) 

(No, 105. Confidential.) 

My Lord, Paris, February 5, 1878. 

M. WADDINGTON told me this afternoon that he was sending by to-night’s mail an 
instruction to the Marquis d’Harcourt to speak seriously and confidentially to your Lordship 
on the financial condition of Egypt. 

He said that he thought it had become very urgent that France and England should 
jointly insist upon the Khedive’s assenting to the appointment of a proper and independent 
Commission, with the powers necessary to enable them to make a full and searching inquiry 
not only into the revenue, but into the expenditure of Egypt. 

He observed that if England and France did not exert themselves at once, the matter 
would slip out of their hands. The German Consul-General in Egypt seemed to be already 
seeking and obtaining influence in the counsels of the Khedive. The restoration of peace 
would, no doubt, be soon follow'cd by the arrival at Cairo of a Representative of Russia, 
who might bring to the support of his German colleague the prestige which Kussia had 
now obtained in the East. It was time, M. Waddington thought, lor the French and 
English Governments to bestir themselves to prevent the sacrifice of the interests of the 
numerous French and English holders of Egyptian bonds, and to obtain something like a 
reasonable and honest administration of the finances of that country. 

M. Waddington proceeded to mention the telegram recently receiveil Irom the Khedive, 
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in which His Highness has announced his intention to appeal to the Sultan to appoint the 
Commission. 

M. Waddingion looked upon this proposal as a simple subterfuge, and thought that it 
should be absolutely and peremptorily set aside.

Mr. Vivian to the Earl of Derby.—{Received February 10.) 

(No. 25. Political.) 

My Lord, Cairo, February 1, 1878. 

IN my despatch No. 13, Political, of the 19th ultimo, I sent your Lordship a copy 
of a letter from the Khedive refusing to allow any inquiry into the general debts or State 
expenditure of Egypt, and 1 now inclose a copy of the rejoinder of the Commissioners of the 
Public Debt justifying their claim to a voice in the settlement of the bases of the inquiry 
and correcting several misstatements in the Khedive’s letter. I also inclose a copy of a 
letter from Messrs. Goschen and Joubert to the Khedive denying that they ever examined 
the list of the current debts not included in the arrangement consolidating the Public 
Debt, and contradicting a misstatement of the Khedive upon another point. 

Thus the assertions which His Highness has used to strengthen his arguments against 
allowing the inquiry to extend to the public debts and expenditure are flatly contradicted 
on all sides, and he has certainly done himself no good by embarking in this correspondence. 

But notwithstanding the weakness of his case, and in spite of my friendly counsels 
and tho^-e of Her Majesty’s Government in favour of a full and complete in([uiry, His 
Highness has, nevertheless, issued the Decree, of which I inclose a copy, appointing a 
Commission of Inquiry, limited to the revenues and the abuses and irregularities in the

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collection of the taxes, excluding, therefore, both the State expenditure and debts fiom 

^ ™s Det" has produced a bad effect here; it is interpreted as an indication of the 
Khedive’s intention arbitrarily to reduce the rate of interest on the debt, and the Com¬ 
missioners of the “ Caisse” will certainly refuse to take part in an inquiry which, ^ tieir 
SorwiU be unsatisfactory and incomplete. It is rumoured that the Khedive propo es 
to aoDoint Colonel Gordon on the Commission, with other Englishmen, including, possib y,

Si on veut apprecier les motifs qui nous ont fait revendiquer ce droit, non pour nous- 
niemes, en notre qualite de Directeurs de la Caisse de la Dette, mais pour la Commission 
d’Enqudte, il Taut sc reporter aux ndgociations qui ont precede la promulgation du Decret du 
18 Novembre. 

Ce Decret n’a pas ete I’oeuvre de Son Altesse seule, les dispositions en ont etd arretees 
par Son Altesse de concert avec MM. Goschen et Joubert, reprdsentants des creanciers. 

Son Altesse reconnaissait par la mdme que les Decrets qui portaient atteinte aux droits 
des creanciers ne devaient pas etre rendus sans que les representants des creanciers aient 
acceptd les sacrifices demandes a leurs commettants. 

Telle etait au moins la manidre de voir de Son Altesse au mois de Novembre 1876, 
et telle etait encore au mois de Septembre dernier, puisqu’avant de prendre une decision au 
sujet de la reduction du taux de I’interet Son Altesse voulait que MM. Goschen et Joubert 
fussent saisis de cette question. 

Or MM. Goschen et Joubert, dans une lettre dont Son Altesse a certainement eu 
connaissance, ont declare qu’ils ne pouvaient prendre aucune decision h ce sujet tant que 
re.\actitude des nouveaux renseignements qui leur etaient produits ne serait pas atteste'e 
par les Controleurs et nous-mtlmcs. Nous avions done quelque raison de dire que c’est 4 
nous que s’en rapporteront les creanciers et les negociateurs du Decret du 18 Novembre 
|)our apprecier I’impossibilite oil se trouverait le Gouvernement de suffire ^ toutes ses 
charges. 

Si Son Altesse renonce au projet de modifier le Decret de Novembre et de reduire le 
taux de I’inter^t, notre intervention dans I’enquete devient sans objet. Mais s’il on est 
autrement et si d’autre part Son Altesse s’attache toujours au principe dont I’equitd est si 
evidente, que rassentiiiienl des representants des creanciers est necessaire, on ne peut pas 
ne pas reconnaitre que cct assentiment est subordonne aux resultats d’une enquSte faite 
par nulls, ou tout au moins avec notre co-operation. 

Du moment que notre avis est demande, nous sommes assurement les meilleurs 
juges des conditions dans lesquellcs peut etre emise une opinion qui engage aussi grave- 
ment notre responsabilitd. Nous n’avons fait autre chose qu'exposer ces conditions. 

Mais examiner les depenses ce serait, dit-on, “ toucher aux droits legitimes de tout 
Gouvernement.” Cette objection a d’uutant plus lieu de nous surprendre que nous avons 
pris soil! d’insister sur les attributions purement consultatives de la Commission d’Enquete, 
dont le r6le ne devait consister qu’a eclairer le Gouvernement sur les reductions de 
depenses compatibles avec la marche reguliere de I’administration. 

On parait craindre que nous ne pretendions nous substituer aux chefs des “ admi¬ 
nistrations pour juger de I’utilite et des besoins des services publics,” 

Nous n’avons jamais demande, en ce qui concerne les depenses, qu’ii etre investu 
d’un droit d’exainen qui nous permette de dire aux creanciers qu’avant de porter atteinte 
aux droits qu’ils tiennent de contrats ou de Decrets, le Gouvernement a renonce a toute 
depense qui n’est pas indispensable a la bonne administration du pays. 

De la, la necessity d’examiner le Budget des ddpenses; les crdanciers ne sont-ils pas 
en droit de reclamer sur ce point d’autres renseignements que ceux qui emanent de 
fonctionnaires qui, jusqu’a present, ont si incxactement renseigne le Gouvernement sur 
le produit des iinpots ? 

Nous ne saurions ne ])as apprecier a sa juste valeur I’intention que Son Altesse 
ex prime spontanement, de faire subir certaines reductions aux appointements de Son 
Altesse le Prince Ileritier et a sa propre Liste Civile, et de ramener le Budget des depenses 
h 4,000,000Z.; mais avant d’emettre une opinion sur le chifiVe auquel est reduit ce 
Budget nous desirous pouvoir rechercher si certaines depenses, ainsi que nous avons lieu de 
la croire, ne figuraient pas uniquement en diminution de recettes. 
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C’est seulement alors que nous pourrons dire aux creanciers avec quelque autoritd quo 
le Gouvernement ne fait que des ddpenses strictement ndeessaires et quel est le montant de 
ces depenses. 

F.n ce qui concerne les dettes non consolide'es, Son Altesse “ repousse toute idee ou 
tous principes qui auraient pour effet de remettre en question ces dettes et d’en faire 
I’objet d’examens et d’investigations continuels toutes les fois qu’une difinculte se 
prdsenterait.” 

Or, dit-on, si ces dettes sont anterieures au 18 Novembre, 1876, elles ont ^td 
examinees par MM. Goschen et Joubert; si elles sont posterieures a cette date, elles ont 
pris naissance pendant que les Controleurs-Gdneraux cxer^aient leurs fonctions. 

On conclu que “ ces dettes ne pourraient donner lieu h aucune immixtion de la part 
des Commissaires de la Dette en supposant qu’ils aient eu qualitd pour ce faire, mais cette 
qualite, ils reconnaissent eux-mfimes ne pas la posseder, ainsi qu’ils le ddclarent au com¬ 
mencement de leur lettre du 9 Janvier.” 

Nous sommes assurement trds-convaincus de la necessitd de ne pas mettre frdquem- 
ment en question les droits des creanciers de I’Etat, mais c’est faire erreur que de croire 
(]ue les dettes non-consolidees qui ont etd contraetdes antdrieurement au Decret du 
18 Novembre ont ete examinees par MM. Goschen et Joubert. Nous avons entre les 
mains un teldgramme de Mr. Goseben ainsi con 9 u :— 

“ La pretention que nous avons verifides la liste des dettes est tout-a-fait sans 
foil dement.” 

Mais quand meme il en serait autrement nous devions faire observer qu’il s’est 
ecould prds de trois mois entre la promulgation du Decret du 18 Novembre, et I’entrde en 
functions de M. le Conlrolcur-Gdneral de la Dette, et que pendant ce laps de temps 
quelques dettes ont certainement pris naissance. Nous citerons notamment un emprunt 
de 160,000/. fail it la Banque d’Egypte, et dont nous avons eu indirectement connaissance, 
car si les renseignements qui nous ont ete donnes sont exacts cet emprunt serait postdrieur 
au 18 Novembre, 1876, et d’autre part M. le Contrdleur-Gendral de la Dette n’aurait 
certainement pas cru devoir donner son assentiment k une operation financidre de cette 
nature conclue sans I’avis conforme de la Caisse de la Dette Publique, avis qu’exige 
I’Article 9 du Decret du 2 Mai, 1876. 

Si nous croyons que la Commission d’Enqudte devrait examiner ces dettes, c’est que 
nous considdrons que les engagements pris vis-h-vis des porteurs de litres consolidds ne 
doivent pas moins dtre respectes que les engagements contractes vis-it-vis des autres 
creanciers de I’Etat, et (jue si un sacrifice doit dtre demande aux uns, les autres ne doivent 
pas s’ils ne pen vent faire valoir en leur faveur de cause legale de preference etre plus 
iavorablement traites. 

Nous pensons enfin qu’il importe avant de diminuer la valeur des litres consolidds de 
rechercher si certaines rdclamations ne doivent pas, par des raisons diverses, dtre dlimindes 
ou rdduites. 

C’est assurdment de la situation financidre du Gouvernement, envisagee dans son 
ensemble, que ddpend le taux de I’intdrdt qu’il peut payer, et cette situation ne peut dtre 
apprdcide si on en neglige I’un des elements. C’est pourquoi nous avons reclame pour la 
Commission le droit de comprendre les dettes non-consoliddes dans ses investigations. Ce 
droit, qu’il depend de Son Altesse de donner ou non a la Commission d’Enqudte, nous 
I’aurons en notre qualitd de Commissaires Directeurs de la Dette le jour ou on voudra 
rdgulariser la situation des crdanciers dont il s’agit, soit en leur delivrant des litres de 
dette consoliddc soit en emettant un emprunt. Aux termes de I’Article 9 du Ddcret du 
2 Mai, le Gouvernement ne peut, sans notre consentement, dmettre aucun litre, ni contracter 
aucun emprunt. 

En prdscnce des dispositions formelles de cet Article on ne saurait done affirmer que 
les dettes non consoliddes ne pourrait donner lieu h aucune immixtion ou investigation de 
la part des Commissaires de la Dette. 

Son Altesse fait obsei’ver que le service de la Dette a exigd dans le courant de 1877 
7,470.000/. 

Cette soinmc comprend pour la Dette Unifide:— 

2,089,000/. echeance du 15 Janvier, 1877. 

2,061,000/. echeance du 15 Juillet, 1877. 

1,171,500/. echeance du I" Novembre, 1877, payde le 31 Decembre, 1877, 

et repre'sente ainsi les interdts de la Dette Unifiee courus du 15 Juillet, 1876, au 1" No¬ 
vembre, 1877, soit pendant quinze mois et demi. Nous rcmaniuons de plus que des 
renseignements fournis par le Gouvernement lui-mdme, il rdsulte que sur les 2,089,000/. 
ndcessaircs au coupon du 15 Janvier, 1877, 1,100,000/. proviennent des taxes de 1876. 
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Son Altesse croit devoir faire allusion a quelques communications verbales ^cbangdes 
entre nous et M. le baron de Malaret an sujet de la participation des indigenes k I’enqu^te, 
et elle s’exprimq ainsi:— 

“ La question d’une enqucte fut soulevee sous une forme qui n’en admettait pas la 
possibilite. L’on pretendait qu’il fallait proceder, en dehors de I’element indigene, k une 
enqucte sur toutes les affaires du Gouvernement. Plus tard Ton reconnut I’exagdration 
de ces prdtentions relativement k I’exclusion de I’element indigkne.” 

Le but avoud de I’enqudte dtant d’obtenir I’assentinient des creanciers k une reduction 
du taux de I’intdrdt, nous ne pouvions pas ne pas penser que cet assentiment serait plus 
facilement obtenu si Son Altesse, excluant tout indigene, ne confiait ainsi Penqu^tc qu’a 
des personnes dont nul ne saurait mettre en doute I’independance. 

II ne faut pas perdre de vue qu’il s’agit aujourd’hui de constater I’inexactitude des 
renseignements donnes successivement a MM. Cave, Wilson, Scialoja, Villet, Goschen, ct 
Joubert, renseignements qui eux-mdnies ne concordaient pas entr’eux. 

Or, les fonctionnaires qui avaient donne ces renseignements ont prouvd tout au 
moins par Ik leur inaptitude k se rendre un compte exact dc la situation financikre et du 
rendement normal des diverses sources de revenus publics. L’autoritd de la Commission 
d’Enquete ne pouvait done qu’etre amoindrie par leur cooperation, 

Cependant nous ne pretendinies jamais ne vouloir accepter la mission que Son Altesse 
voulait nous conficr qu’a la condition d’en btre seuls charges, et ayant appris que Son 
Altesse desirait faire presider la Commission par I’un de ses Ministres, nous nous montrames 
disposes k accepter cette decision, sous cette reserve toutefois que les pouvoirs conferes 
au President n’entraveraient dans aucune mesure les droits ^’investigation des autres 
Commissaires. 

Son Altesse veut bien dire qu’elle nous aurait vus avec un veritable plaisir faire partie 
de la Commission. Nous vous prions, Mouseigneur, dc faire savoir a Son Altesse, cn le 
remerciant des sentiments qu’elle exprime a notre egard, que de notre cotd nous aurions 
^td heureux de pouvoir lui preter en cette circonstance le concours de notre experience 
et de I’autoritd que donne aux Commissaires de la Dette la designation dont les ont 
honords, soit leurs Gouvernements respectifs, soit I’eminent deldgud des crdancicrs 
Anglais.

Messrs. Goschen and Joubert to His Highness the Khedive,

Monseigneur, Londres, le Mi Janvier, 1878. 

IL a dte porte a notre connaissance qu’un malentendu assez serieux s’est soulcve au 
sujet de ce qui s’est passd pendant notre sejour en Egyptc relativement aux dettes du 
Gouvernement Egyptien non comprises dans la conversion. Nous apprenons que votre 
Altesse est sous I’irapression (jue nous avons examine et verifid la liste de ces dettes, et 
que, par consequent, il n’est pas neeessaire d’en comprendre I’examen dans I’enqudte dont 
il s’agit k present. Nous croyons devoir rappeler a votre Altesse quo parmi les documents 
qui nous ont dte fournis,il ne se trouvaient aucuns ddtails relatifs aces dettes, sauf une liste 
des plus sommaires. Nous avons meme fait des declarations trks deciddes sur I’impossi- 
bilite de les examiner. 

Dans notre note du 9 Novembre remise au Gouvernement Egyptien, et intitulde, 
" Note sur le Tableau nouvellement rernis No. 3,” nous avons parle des dettes nouvellcs 
du Gouvernement, dont nous n’avons eu connaissance que par la note sommaire que nous 
a ete remise.” Nous avons expose que quant aux besoins du Gouvernement indiquds dans 
le susdil tableau, “ nous n’avons re^u aucune explication sauf la declaration qu’ila 
existent.” Nous avons ajoutd: “ Il manque tons les ddtails, et le temps de notre sejour 
est trop avaned pour que nous puissions les examiner, et quo les reponses que nous 
ont dtd donnees, quant k d’autres questions que nous avons faites, ont dtd si contra- 
dictoires quo nous doutons I’utilitd de cbercber de plus aniples explications.” Enfin 
nous avons conclu connne suit: “Mais il faut qu’il soit bien entendu que nous n’avons 
pas d’dclaiioissenicnts suffisants sur la forte augmentation des dettes du Gouverne- 
menl, et que nous ne pouvons en aucun cas en garantir I’exactitude au j)ublic.” 

Votre Altesse voudra bien conclure de ces citations, que, quant a nous, rexamen de 
ces I'cltes n’a jamais eu lieu, et que nous avons reluste d’en garantir I’exactitude. 






Votre Altesse voudra bien nous permettre aussi de vdrifier un autre malentendu qui 
parait exister sur la part que nous avons prise a la reduction du Budget des Depenses 
pour I’annde 1877 de la sornme de 5,000,000/., au montant de 4,250,000/., qui est 
introduit dans le D^cret de Novembre. Nous avons appris que le Gouvernement 
Egyptien prdtend que e’est par suite de nos conseils que la reduction s’est faite moyen- 
nant la suppression dans le Budget des sommes destinees k des travaux publics ndees- 
saires, par exemple, du montant du aux entrepreneurs du Port d’Alexandrie. Cette allega¬ 
tion n’est pas basde sur des faits. Notre action a etd limitde, quant aux ddpenses, a un 
protet dnergique contre I’augmentation du Budget de la somme de 4,000,000/., chiffre 
donne par le Gouvernement k Mr. Cave et a Mr. Wilson, k la somnne de 5,000,000/. 
portee dans le Budget Provisoire, au moment ou il fallait demander aux crdanciers des 
sacrifices. 

Dans la lettre que nous avons eu I’honneur d’adresser k votre Altesse le 31 Octobre, 
1876, nous avons dcrit que e’etait “ avec un profond regret que nous avons re 9 u parmi 
les documents remis un Budget Provisoire, ou les ddpenses depassent de 1,000,000/. 
les Budgets anterieurs.” Nous avons donnd expression k notre conviction que quand 
votre Altesse viendra k etudier ce Budget elle verra “ I’impossibilite d’augmenter ses 
depenses normales au moment oil le Gouvernement ne peut faire face k ses engage¬ 
ments, et qu’elle saura ramener les demandes des chefs de ses administrations a des pro¬ 
portions qui conviendront mieux a la situation actuelle.” La discussion ne s’est pas portde 
sur les ddpenses aprks la remise de cette lettre k votre Altesse. Quand votre Altesse 
nous faisait remettre ses contre-propositions, nous avons trouve que le Gouvernement 
avait port6 les depenses k 4,250,000/. pour I’annee 1877. Mais nous n’avons jamais dtd 
informes des modifications par lesquelles la reduction avait dtd faite; au contraire, nous 
avons dtd bien etonnes d’apprendre plus tard, au moment oil les moyens manquaient pour 
faire les versements diis k Sir George Elliott sur le.s travaux, que non seulement la dimi¬ 
nution envisagee par nous comme devant resulter des economies etait effectude en partie 
par I’omission du Budget de la part du Gouvernement d’un item absolument indispensable, 
mais qu’il nous attribuait rndme la responsabilitd, en disant au reprdsentant de Sir George 
Elliott que c’dtait nous qui avions supprimd le montant qui lui dtait dfi. 

Nous regrettons sincerement de nous trouver dans la ndccssitd de deranger votre 
Altesse par ces ddtails, et de rappeler des incidents passds, mais nous ne pouvons garder 
silence quand nous voyons des impressions inexactes se rdpandre au sujet du degre de 
responsabilitd qui nous revient des negociations de 1876.

WrrH reference to my despatch No. 25, Political, of yesterday, I have the honour 
to inclose a copy of the indictment prepared by the Commissioners of the “Caisse,” 
stating the considerations which forced them to have recourse to the Law Courts to 
compel the Minister of Finance (the Khedive’s son) to account for the very serious deficit 
in the sums that have been paid into the chest of the Public Debt during the last 
two months, as compared with those i)aid in during the corresponding period of last 
year. 

As the mail is just going I have no time to analyze this paper, but I believe 
it has been very carefully drawn, and the legal proceedings taken under legal advice. 

War is thus openly declared between the Khedive and the trustees of the bond¬ 
holders, as the indictment of the Finance Minister is their answering shot to the Khedive’s 
Decree. 

The Commissioners of the “ Caisse ” now hold a very strong position, and the 
Khedive a very weak one; but in falling back upon the Porte he may find a very strong 
fortress from which it would be difficult to dislodge him, unless indeed he finds it already 
in hostile occupation.

Mr. Vivian to the Earl of Derby.—{Received February 17.) 

(No. 28. Political. Confidential.) 

My Lord, ^ Cairo, February 8, 1878. 

I HAVE the honour to inclose a copy of the monthly statement, published by the 
Commissioners of the Public Debt, showing the sums they have encashed during the past 
month from the revenues mortgaged to the bondholders. 

This statement speaks for itself as to the chances of the coupon of the 1st May being 
paid. The coupon amounts to 2,014,240/. The moneys received on account during 
Januaiy, one off he most productive months of the year when the cotton harvest has just 
been realized, amount to 71,908/. 

The prospects of the payment of the short loans are not much more liopeful, the 
receipts from the “Moukabaloh ” during the montli having only produced 8,805/. towards 
the 258,000/. which will be required to meet the coupon of the 1st April; it is evident, after 
making every allowance for the effects ol the bad Nile, &c., that the taxes are not being 
called up from the provinces, if they are being collected, and that no effort is being made to 
meet the ne\t coupons. In short, there is an evident intention to show that no monev is 
forthcoming, that Mr. Gosehen’s financial arrangcfiient has hopelessly broken down, and 
that a reduction of the rate of interest is inevitable. 

The Commissioners of the ‘'Caisse” have cited the Finance Minister before the 
Tribunals to account for this heavy deficit ; hut 1 doubt if this step, however necessary it 
may he for the (Commissioners to cover tlieir responsibility towards the bondholders, can 
have any practical result. 

Mr. Romaine, the Controller-General of Receipts, has chosen this moment to publish 
the inclosed Report to the Khedive, giving a gloomy picture of the state of the country and 
of the revenue prospects for the current year, and justifying in some measure tin; empty 
state of the Exchequer; l)ut however correct his estimates may be, they would carry more 
weight than they do if they were the result of his personal inspection of the provinces 
instead of being based, as they are, solely upon the reports of the local authorities, which 
have so often before proved utterly unreliable. Moreover, it is difficult to reconcile the 
importance said to be attached by the Khedive to Mr. Romaine’s Report with the opinion 
he expressed last year as to that gentleman’s qualifications for his post. 

Meanwhile a strong feeling of indignation is growing up among all classes of Europeans 
in Egypt agaiu&t the Khedive, who is held primarily responsible for what is loudly asserted 
to be nothing but a fraudulent State bankruptcy. 

This discontent has lately manifested itself at Alexandria, in a large meeting of the 
merchants at the Bourse, of which I send your Lordship a report. 

The language employed at the meeting and the expressions used towards the Khedive

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in the letter that is proposed to be addressed to us (but which we have not yet received) are 
improper and indiscreet, and the arguments against the necessity for any further inquiry into 
the finances of Egypt, founded on an anonymous pamphlet containing gross mistakes and 
inaccuracies, are erroneous and untenable; but the protest of the Egyptian Bar, that of the 
European Assessors, and the strong feeling shown at this meeting, are true indications of 
the deep dissatisfaction of the whole European community at a state of affairs which, I have 
predicted, must sooner or later inevitably force itself upon the attention of the Cabinets of 
Europe ; and the chorus of indignation will, I hear, shortly be swelled by a strong protest 
from the High Court of Appeal against the mockery of justice involved in the evasion by 
the Khedive and his Government of the sentences of the Tribunals. 

It would be difficult to account for the Khedive’s refusal to follow the advise of those 
who have urged him to agree to a proper inquiry into the finances of Egypt on terms 
that would justify the representatives of his creditors in taking part in it, otherwise than 
from fear oi' the exposure that might result from it; yet he persists in his intention to 
appoint a Commission of Inquiry on his own terms, and he told me yesterday that he had 
summoned Colonel Gordon from the Soudan, with the view of offering him the presidency 
of the Commission. 

It may be that in disregarding impartial advice His Highness will find that he has 
courted the very danger he seeks to avoid; that the inquiry which may be forced upon him 
will be more searching and relentless than the one he has refused, and that it may establish 
the truth of what his enemies have so often asserted, that his retention of power is incom¬ 
patible with any serious reform in Egypt. At the present moment, when His Highness 
professes to be utterly unable to pay any of his creditors and to be without resources, he 
still braves public opinion by continuing the costly works at one of his palaces (Ghizeh), 
where he is said to be employing 6,000 workmen !

Une partie en a ctO 
cultivee par le moyen des machines d’irrigation. 

Ce moyen a Ote dans les propriOtes de Son Altesse le Khedive, mais h do grands 
frais. Quant aux habitants des terrains non inondes, ils sont deja dans la dOtresse. Ils 
vivent sur des epis de inais vert, seul produit des quehiues morceaux de Icrre qu’ils ont 
sernds et irrigues par le moyen des Seliadouf.

Report by Mr. Romaine. — (2nd Part.) 

Observations sur les Recettes Probables des Gouvernorats et Administrations en VAnnde 

1878, d’apres les Rapports de leurs Percepteurs. 

J’AI regu et examine les rapports des percepteurs des Gouvernorats et Administrations 
sur leurs recettes probables en I’annee 1878. 

II en resulte que le Budget de lours recettes respectives en 1877 dtait dtabli, pour les 
principaux chefs de revenus, d’une mani^re approximative et u’etait pas basd sur les recettes 
effectuees dans I’annee precedente. 

Aussi, prcsqiio tous les percepteurs font prevoir, dans leurs rapports, une diflfdrence en 
moins sur les sommes sanctionnees par le Budget de 1877. Le total de cette difference 
montera A une somme tr^s-considerable. 

Cependant comme les previsions pour I’annee 1878 sont, pour la plupart, basees sur 
les recettes realisees en 1877, les percepteurs consid^rent les sommes qu’ils ont indiquees 
comme recouvrables. 

II faut remarquer (juc les recettes des Gouvernorats et Administrations dependent de 
I’actixite des affiires commerciales et industrielles ainsi quo de la bonne recolte. Or, dans 
I’dtat actuel des affaires et de I’agriculture on ne peut s’attendre a ce que les recouvrements 
ne soient inferieures a ceux de 1877. 


Chemin de Per. 

La difference en moins eonstatec entre les recettes effectuees en 1877 ct les 
previsions laitcs pour la meme annee est trfes-consid6rable et monte it 412,723 livres 
Egyptiennes. 

Neanmoins, et d’apr^s les informations que j’ai prises, les recettes realisees en cspeces 
dans I’annee 1877 ont etc superieures a cellcs effectuees en 1876. 

L’adniinistration ne m’ayant pas donnd une prevision pour I’annee 1878, j’ai pris comme 
base pour cette provision le Budget des Recettes et des Ddpenses de 1677 qui m’a etc con'- 
munique par I’Administration meme. 

11 y a lieu d’espdror que les rendements de I’cxercice 1878 ne seront pas de beaucoup 
inferieurs ii ceux de 1877, malgre le defaut de la recolte du ble cette amide dans les provinces 
dloignees do la Haute-Egypte. 

Douanes.-^Importations. 

II existe dans les previsions des recettes des Douanes pour cette annee une grande 
difference en moins entre la somme indiquee an chapitre “Importations” etcelle sanctioniiee 
en 1877 pour le meme chapitre. 

Le Directeur-Gcneral m’a informe (jiic nonobstant le peu d’activitc des transactions 
commerciales durant I’annee 1877, les recettes dans cette dernidre annee n’ont pas subi de 
diminution comparativement it cellcs de 1876. 

Droits sur les Tubacs. 

Les recettes provenant des tabacs ont diminud outre mesurc, par suite de la contre- 
bando qui est organisee sur une vaste echelle. L’oetroi qui est dc 20 piastres est trop 
dleve |)our ne pas permettre aux contrebandiers d’offrir dc I'ortes sommes a leurs affilids et 
de liier en mbme temiis de grands profits de leur commerce illicite, Jc suis par 
consequent d’axisque pour fairc empecher la contrebandc, le mcillcur moyen serait 
dc diminuer les droits de la moitie an moins. Mon avis a cot dgard est fondo sur 
les documents que le Dircctcur - General des Douanes a transmis au Ministere du 
Comii erce. 

Ce moyen pourra 6tre immediatement adopte au grand profit dc I’Etat ct en attendant 
des mesures ultericures qu’il pliiiia h Son Altesse d’edicter. 

En Europe, la diminution des droits a toujours etc le mcillcur remade dans des cas 
semblublcs. Aussi le Dircctcuv-General des Douanes croit que dans trois mois on en 
recueillerait de grands profits pour le Gouvernement. 
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Muniripalite' du Cuirc. 

Ilya une grande diffdrence en moins entre les pievisions des recettes pour 1878 et les 
recouvrements effcctues en 1877. 

Le manque de travaux de construction occasionnera une diminution sur les droits des 
r^c^pisses ainsi que sur les recettes du Pont Kars-el-Nil. La crue insuffisante du Nil sera 
egalement cause d’une forte reduction dans les recettes dc I’Octroi sur les comestibles, le 
bersim, &c. 

De mSme, le manque des travaux d’orfevrerie fait prevoir une difference en moins sur 
le droit de cri^e. 

Le total de la difference entre les previsions de ce chef pour 1877, ct les recouvrements 
prevus par le percepteur pour 1878 s’cl^ve k .50,000 livres environ. 

Cependant par suite de quelques exeddants prevus pour certains chefs de revenus, le 
total des previsions pour 1878 n’est pas inferieur h la somme des recouvrements effectuds 
en 1877. 

Municipality d'Alexandrie. 

Les I’ccettes de cette Municipalite subissent plus que toute autre I’influence du mouve- 
ment commercial. Aussi, le manque d’affaires de I’annde 1877 a grandement influe sur les 
recettes de la susdite annde; et I’ecart entre le Budget dc 1877 ct les previsions du per¬ 
cepteur pour 1878 est tres-considerablc. Cet dcart, qui s’eleve a plus de 73,000 livres, a dtd 
calculi d’aprfes les recettes rdalisees en 1877. 

II faut cependant ajoutcr, que les Europ^ens doivent une grande somme pour leurs 
impots. Si cette sonime, comme on a tout lieu de I’esp^rer, est recouvree cette annee, I’ecart 
en question sera de beaucoup diminue. 

Gouvernorat d’Alexandrie.

Report of a Meeting of Merchants and others, held at the Bourse, Alexandria, 

February 3, 1878. 

AINSI qu’on I’avait annonc^, la reunion des interess(5s h la question financi^re 
Egyptienne a eu lieu, ce matin, dans la Grande Salle de la Bourse d’Alexandrie. 

Cette reunion etait des ]dus imposantes, et Ton pent evaluer I’assistance ^ plus de 
1,000 personnes repre^entant le commerce et la finance. 

Au debut de la seance et par acclamation, il a ete nomm6 un Comite provisoire, 
charge de presider la reunion. 

Ont ete nommes, MM. Ralli, President; Lumbroso, Menasce, Debourg; Gilly, 
Secretaire. 

M. le President a pris la parole en ces termes :—Messieurs, le but de cette assemblde 
est de discuter les mo 3 ^ens les plus efficaces et les plus aptes pour arriver a sauvegarder 
les interets communs menaces par le recent Decret d’enqufite de Son Altesse le Khddive. 
Je recommandc le calme et la moderation. 

M. Gatteschi, preuant la parole, et dans un discours des plus brillants, trbs souvent 
inteiTompu [)ar de longs applaudissements, a expose, d’une mani^re claire et precise, le but 
de la reunion. II a dit qu’en Europe il s’est forme des Comites charges de veiller aux 
interets des porteurs de titres Egyptians, et qu’il est de toute necessite qu’en Egypte il en 
soit aussi forme un, d’autant plus que ce Comite se trouvant sur les lieux, scrait dans une 
situation des plus favorables pour rendre aux interesses, avec connaissance de cause, les 
services les plus importants et les plus signales. 

Pour arriver nous fairc payer ce qui est du, a-t-il dit, il faut demontrer une grande 
energie, il faut que le Comite imjjose, nous connaissons la veritable situation des finances 
Egyptieunes.—On pent tout j)ayer! 

Une brochure qui a ete publiee ces jours derniers et ayant pour titre; La veritd sur 
les finances Egyptieunes, le demontre surabondemraent. 

Les rccettes de I’Egypte s’eleveraient k 10,450,000 livres sterling, les frais, compris la 
Liste Civile, ceux d’administration et le service des interets de la Dette Publique, ne 
ddpasscraient pas U,115,000 livres sterling. Il y a done un excedant a I’actif, de 1,350,000 
livres sterling, devant servir it I’extinction de la dette. 

Ces chifires ont etc fournis par feu Ismail Pacha Saddik, Ministre des Finances, et 
confirmes par la bouche de Son Altesse le Khedive, lui-m^me, aux Honorables MM. Cave, 
Wilson, Villette, et Scialoja, (jui, d’apres les rapports particuliers qui leur avaient ete 
fournis. ont declare (jue les leceltes indiquees etaienl encore inferieurcs a la rdalite. 

Mr. Gosclien, qui a sejourne quelques mois en Egypte, qui a tr^’s minutieusement 
etudie cette question, et a qui le Khedive avail confirme I’cxactitude du chiftVe des recettes 
sus-enoncees, a lui-mOme declare que les rentrees etaient superieurcs. 

Pourquoi done, demande-t-on, aujourd’hui un enqufite ? 

Qu’elle en peut-etre le but ? 

Tout siraplcment. Messieurs, pour arriver it r^duire d’abord I’inter^t a 4 pour cent et 
plus tard le faire arriver it neant. 

Devons nous accepter traiiquillcment edit ? 

Hon, non. (L’asscmblbc repde ii plusieurs reprises, et tr^s 6nergiqucmcnt; Non, 
non, protestons, agissons, ne nous laissons point depouiller.) 

D’apr^s des donnees precises, ajoute M. Gatteschi, qui m’ont ete fournies par un gros 
proprietaire, qui est place pour etre pari'aitement rcuscignd sur les rentes de I’Egypte, 
I’imp&t foncier est de 2 livres sterling par I'eddan. Or, il y a, au moins, 5,000,000 de 
feddans cultives en Egypte, qui rendent ensemble 10,000,000 de livres sterling. A cela 
il faut ajouter 990,000 livres sterling, produit des chemins de fer, ceux des salines, 
douanes, ports, &c.; I’on arrive ainsi bien facilement it 13,000,000 livres sterling. Cela 
donne done, frais et interets de la Dette Publitjue deduits, un excedent de 4,000,000 de 
livres sterling. 

Faut-il, a[)r^s cela, que le Gouvernement vienne nous dire qu’une enqu^te est 
ndeessaire pour connaitre si les recettes sonL suffisantes it payer ce qui nous est du ? 
Non. 

11 n’y aurait (pie trois voies a suivre pour nous faire payer:— 

1. Les Tribunaux ! Malheureusemeiit, vous u’iguorez pas que les jugements qu’ils 
out rendu centre le Gouvernement soul demeures lettre morte. 

2. Les luoyens de conciliation. On pourrait faire comprendre au Khedive I’impor- 
tance qu’il y aurait it s’attacher le,s colonies, ear a un moment donm?, lorsquc la question 
d’Orieut sera re'glee et que les Puissances seiont appelees ii constituer la carte d’Orient, 
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I’appui des colonies Europ6ennes etablies en Egypte pourrait lui etre d’une trbs grande 
utilite. Cet appui, I’aura-t-il, s'il refuse de faire droit k leurs justes reclamations ? 

3. L’energie! En recourant enfin. ^ I’intervention diplomatique, et demontrer aux 
Puissances, avec preuves it I’appui, que e’est ii une spoliation que I’on veut en arriver. 

Si quelqu’un vous arretait dans la rue, continue M. Gatteschi, pour vous enlever 
votre chaine et votre montre, vous la laisscriez-vous enlever tranquillement ? Non. Eh 
bien !

Les Soussign(is ont ritonneur de vous exposer ce qui suit; 

Il est de notoriete publique que le Gouvernement Egyptian, non content d’avoir 
suspendu le payement de ses comptes courants, de ses fournitures, des pensions et des 
condamnations prononcees contre lui, menace en outre de reduire I’intdret des titres de la 
conversion sc decomposant en titres unifiiis et titres privilegiiis do la dette Egyptienne. 

Afin de justifier sa conduite, il pretend que les rcssources du pays no suffisent pas au 
service de la dette de I’Etat, et, pour 'e diiiuontrer il vient de rendre un Diicret ordnnnant 
une enquete, a I’cfiet de coiistater les conditions tinancieres d’Egypte. 

Mais CCS priitentions ne resistant pas a un examen scrieux et impartial dc la situation. 
Les rapports des Commissuires et des personauges financiers envoyiis par I’Europe pour 
examiner les finances de I’lCgypte, ont (itabli, d’unc manibre indiscutable, que le Triisor 
Egyptieu sc trouve non-seulement en etat de satisfaire h ses engagements, mais qu’il peut 
encore, dans un delai rclativement court, arriver 5 Ecxtinction totale de son passif. ' D’un 
autre c6te, le patrimoine prive du Vice-Roi, qui sous le nom dc Da'ira-Sunieh, a suspendu 
ses payements comme I’Etat lui-meme, n’est ainsi devenu insolvable que par Tattribution 
faite a sa fainille des biens immenses acquis aux d(ipcns de TEgyptc et des cnianciers 
Europeens, et qui pourraient sullire a eux seuls, pour rembourser la Dette de I'Etat et 
cello du Vice-Roi. 

C’cst ce qui est developp(5 dc rnaniiJie a ne plus laisseraucun doute, dans une brochure 
qui vient de paraitre sous le litre : “ La v^ritcj sur les finances Egyptieunes,” a laquelle 
nous pouvons nous rajiporter, pour ne pas etendro outre mesure cette petition.

My Lord, Cairo, February 8, 1878. 

WITH reference to my despatch No. 1.5 of the 19th ultimo, I have the honour to 
report that Baron des Michels, the French Agent here, has officially informed his 
colleagues that his Government cannot admit the right of the Egyptian Government or 
the Court of Appeal of the Mixed Tribunals to decide arbitrarily whether or not modifica¬ 
tions, however trivial, in the Egyptian Codes, may involve “a change of system.” The 
French Government consider that this question can only be decided by the Powers who 

sanctioned the Codes. 

Baron des Michels said he was instructed to sound his colleagues upon the question 
of making a combined protest against the recent modification of the “ Code Civil ” without 

any reference to our respective Governments. 

We all replied that we had referred tlie question to our Governments, but that we 
had not yet received anv reply which would authorize us to act upon his suggestion, 
although our personal opinions coincided with the views of his Government.

^ I REFERRED in my despatch No. 28, Confidential, of yesterday, to the probability 
of a protest being made by the High Court of Appeal of the Jribunals of the Retoim 
against the flagrant injustice involved in the persistent evasion by the Government of 
the sentences by the Mixed Tribunals. 

1 have now the honour to inclose a cojiy of this paper, which has been addressed by 
the Court of Appeal to the Egyptian Government, m which the Judges say that they 
cannot continue calmly to look on at the Government profiting by the limitations to the 
powers of the Courts, laid down in Article 2 of the “ Reglement d’Organisation Judiciaim, 
to evade the sentences of the Tribunals, and the Court points out that a persistence mthis 
course must inevitably compromise both the dignity of the Government and the stability 

of the institution of the Tribunals of the Reform. . 

It is my duty to warn your Lordship that this protest froni so high a judicial authority 

as the Court of Appeal must attract serious attention, and that if the Egyptian Gv^vernment 
are sufficiently ill-advised to ignore it, the Judges can take no other course with any regard 
to their reputation and dignity than to resign their functions, unless the Powers who con¬ 
tributed to establish the J'ribunals of the Reform will mterlere to redress the scandalous 

injustice thus brought to their notice.

The British Suez Directors to the Earl of Derby. — {Received February 20.) 

(No. 2. Political.) 

My Lord, London, February 19, 1878. 

WE have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your Lordship’s despatch No. 1 
of the 15th instant, inclosing a despatch from Her Majesty’s Agent and Consul-General in 
Egypt. 

This despatch contains a Memorandum showing the present position of the Khedive 
and the Egyptian Government w’ith respect to their engagement towards the French 
Syndicate for the repayment of the advance of 105,000,000 fr. made by the Syndicate to 
the Government. 

From this Memorandum and Mr. Vivian’s despatch the following points stand out 
clearly:— 

1. That the Khedive has pledged his share in the net profit of the Suez Canal Com¬ 
pany (15 per cent, of the same) as security for the repayment of a sum of 800,000/. on 
the 1st April, 1878. 

2. That the Khedive insists that he can redeem this security by payment of the 
capital sum. 

3. That the Syndicate claims to have the right to sell the security, and, if it realizes 
more than 800,000/., to appropriate the whole sum. 

4. That there is veiy little probability of the Khedive being able to redeem the 
security, even if the Syndicate will allow hini to do so. 

5. That the Syndicate will probably buy in the security for their own account. 

We propose to examine whether it i.s desirable to allow this large interest in tlie Suez 
Canal to pass into the hands of a foreign Company, and what is the present value of the 
security. 

As regards the first point, we do not consider that the possession of this shaie of the 
net profits of the Company by the Syndicate is so objectionable us would be the acquisition 
of a lai’gc number of shares, or of a share in the common domain, because it would confer 
on the holders no right to interfere in the direction of the Suez Canal Company’s affairs 
or in the management of its lands. 

There are only two ways in which the possession of the right to receive a share of 
the Company’s profits might be undesirable :— 

(1.) If the French Syndicate held the share for their own use, there would be a 
powerful body of financiers intei-ested in bringing influence to bear on the French Govern¬ 
ment in any matter in which the Suez Canal interests might be involved; though it is 
true that no such interest can equal that obtained by Her Majesty’s Government from the 
purchase of the shares in 1875. 

(2.) If the Syndicate, instead of retaining the security for its own benefit, were to 
create a number of bonds entitling their holders to a proportion of the reserved profits, 
and these bonds were put on the market, they might have a depreciating effect on the 
other shares, bonds, &c., of the Suez Canal Company. 

The present value of the 15 per cent, of the net profits may be easily calculated from 
a comparison with the founders’ shares. 

The founders’ shares give their holders a right to participate in another reserved 
portion of the net profits, namely 10 per cent, of the same. There are 1,000 founders’ 
shares, the market value of which a few days back was 17,200 fr. per sliare. 

One thousand shares, or 10 per cent, of the net profits of the Company, were there¬ 
fore valued on the market at 17,200,000 fr.; 15 per cent, of the same profits would 
therefore be worth 25,800,000 fr. = 1,032,000/. 

We may here remark that in 1875 the Khedive offered this share of the Canal profits 
to Her Majesty’s Government for 2,000,000/. It will, no doubt, eventually be worth that 
sum. At present if purchased for 1,032,000/., 15 per cent, of last year’s net profits 


= 26,266/. would give a rate of interest slightly under 2/. 10s. lOd, per cent. In 1876 
the share was only 12,017/., representing a rate of interest of 1/. 3s. 3d. on 1,032,000/. 

It is worth observing that this question of the foreclosure price of the 15 per cent, is 
the second stipulation in the Contract of 20th October, 1877, which has been repudiated 
by the Khedive. Both as regards the introduction of the so-called “ Article Additionnel,” 
affecting the Domaine Commun, which had no real existence, and the increased value 
proposed to be given to the 15 per cent, as a pledged secuiity, Baron de Malaret would 
seem to have acted in excess of his powers, and to have consented to arrangements more 
advantageous to the interests of the French Syndicate than to those of the Egyptian 
Government.

Mr. Vivian to the Earl of Derby.—{Received February 23.)

My Lord, Cairo, February 16, 1878. 

I REFERRED in my despatch No. 28, Confidential, of the 8th instant, to a petition 
(of which I inclosed a copy) that was intended to be addressed to the foreign Representa¬ 
tives here as the result of a meeting of European merchants at the Alexandria Bourse, and 
1 said that it was couched in improper and indiscreet language, and founded on an anony¬ 
mous pamphlet containing many mistakes and inaccuracies. 

1 subsequently ascertained from Her Majesty’s Consul at Alexandria that no English 
commercial firm of any repute had signed the petition. 

It was eventually sent to us with the most objectionable words, such as “ I'raudc,” 
“ niensonge,” and “obstination revoltante,” scored through ; but it was by no means clear 
that all the persons who signed the petition had sanctioned the erasure. 

1 therefore informed my colleagues, at the meeting that was called by our Doyen to 
consider the petition, that although I sympathized with the general feeling of which it 
was the expression, I could neither approve its language nor its substance in many impor¬ 
tant points, nor could I accept it as a true representation of the \ iews and opinions of the 
creditors of Egypt, and I held that it would be highly improper for us to sanction the 
use of disrespectful language towards the Chief of the .State to which we were 
accredited. 

I maintained my opinion, notwithstanding that I found myself in the minority (my 
chief opponent being my French colleague), and I declined to take any part in noticing 
the petition.

1. That Mr. Romaine’s Report is founded solely on statements and opinions of native 
officials, which previous experience has shown to be utterly unreliable; and 

2. Tliat the soundness of Mr. Romaine’s conclusion, that the 'dimple land tax is 
assessed at too high a rate, is exceedingly doubtful. Captain Baring also calls attention 
to other important points in which he conceives Mr. Rornaine to be in error.

Memorandum on Mr. Romaine’s Estimate of the Egyptian Revenue for the Year 1878. 

1. MR. ROMAINE has been good enough to communicate “ officieusement ” to 
myself and my colleagues a copy of his “Observations sur les Revenus des Provinces de 
la Basse et de la Haute Egypte en I’ann^e 1878.” Certain portions of this important paper 
may not improbably call for official notice on our part. In the meanwhile, inasmuch as 
Mr. Romaine’s opinion may possibly be quoted to justify a temporary, or perhaps even a 
permanent change in the relations between the Government and the holders of Egyptian 
Stock, whose interests wc represent, I have thought it desirable to draw up, without delay, 
the following brief Memorandum, which I propose to send to Mr. Goschen, with authority 
to make such use of it as he may consider desirable. 

2. As 1 shall have occasion to differ from some of Mr. Romaine’s opinions, I wish at 
the outset to state that I render full justice to the praiseworthy desire that something 
should be done to lighten the burden of the Egyptian fellah, which clearly lies at the 
root of his observations. That is a sentiment which commands my entire sympathy. I 
very much wish that I could see some serious endeavour being made to place the relations 
between the Government and the cultivating classes on a footing more in consonance with 
sound economic principles than that which at present exists. Were any such endeavour 
made it would certainly encounter no obstacles from the attitude of the representatives 
of the Egyptian bondholders. Even if wc were guided by no higher motives, it is clearly 
not in the interests of the bondholders to impose heavier taxes on the people than they can 
bear. For my own part, I wish most distinctly to say that, whatever might be the views 
of the bondholders- - and 1 believe that, as a body, they are perfectly reasonable on the 
subject—I should decline to make myself the instrument of urging any claims on the 
Egyptian Government which could fairly be characterized as over-exacting, or as neces¬ 
sarily involving the oppression of the people. Our general views on this subject will, 
however, be clearly stated in the account of our proceedings for 1877, which is now being 
printed. It is therefore unnecessary for me to expound them here. 

With these preliminary remarks I pass on to a consideration of the main issues raised 
by the Report. 

3. Mr. Romainc says that he summoned the principal agents for the collection of 
the taxes (“ perceptours-generaux”) and their head assistants (“ chefs dcrivains ”) to Cairo, 
that they [iresented him with detailed reports, and that he questioned each separately on 
his report. Save the cross-examination to which they were subjected by Mr. Romaine, it 
does not appear that any check w'as applied to the accuracy of the statements made bv 
the various local authorities. In fact, except that Mr Romaine, in ojiposition to those 
authorities, treats—and, probably, rightly treats—the large arrears of taxes and the 
advances made by the Government during the cattle-plague as, for the most jiart, irre¬ 
coverable, the Report is a reproduction of those statements, and nothing more. I am not 
prepared to say, as a positive fact, that the reports of these local officials are incorrect, but 
I am prepared to state most positively that the authority on which they rest is wholly 
insufficient to convince me of their correctness. The experience of the last two years has 
abundantly proved how uttcily unreliable are the estimates of native Egyptian officials, 
and 1 venture to think that it is wholly out of the power of a single I'airopcan official, 
however able or zealous, sitting in an office at Cairo, to form a trustworthy opinion as to 
their reliability. Considering the inaccuracy inherent in almost all Orientals, the fact 
that the lile and property of every native employe lies wholly at the mercy of a despotic 
and not over-scrupulous Government, and that the latter is at present largely interested 
in understating its resources, the difficulty of arriving at any sound conclusion as to the 
true amount of the revenue is, indeed, enormous. The only chance of doing so appears 
to me to consist in paying a lengthened visit to the head-quarters of each province, and 
there, on the spot, and by the help of trustworthy interpreters, subjecting the whole of the 
local registers to a rigorous examination. The accounts should then be checked by the 
examination of a considerable number of taxpayers, selected at hazard, with a view to 
seeing whether the sums jiaid by them correspond with those credited to the Government 
in the books of the local treasuries. Were such an examination once commenced, many 
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other means of arriving at the truth—such, for instance, as the evidence of European 
subjects long resident in the country—would, without doubt, suggest themselves. 

4. These considerations appear to me greatly to invalidate the importance which 
would otherwise attach itself to opinions emanating from so high an authority as the 
English Controller-General of Receipts ; and I have no hesitation in saying that neither 
my colleagues nor myself will be able to recognize the justice of demanding any sacrifices 
from the creditors on the ground that Mr. Romainc’s Report gives an accurate account 
of the available resources of the country. 

5. Mr. Romaine says, “Mon opinion est que les grands chefs de revenu, tels que la 
Moukabala, les imp&ts Karadje et Ouchoury, les imp6ts personnels et professionnels et les 
revenus du sel ont etd etablis d'apr^s un taux qui ddpasse les moyens des cultivateurs, 
et que les modifications n’ont pas dte faites quand I’experience en avait ddmontr^ la 
nece.ssite.” 

6. I am at a loss to understand how it can be said that the Ouchoury lands are too 
highly assessed, or how those who hold under Ouchoury and Karadji tenure can be 
indiscriminately classed in one category. 

I have before me an official return, from which it appears that there are 1,329,001 
acres of land in all Egypt held under Ouchoury tenure; that the assessment in Lower 
Egypt varies from a maximum of 11s. per acre in the Province of Gallioubiah to a 
minimum of 5s. per acre in the Province of Bchera, the average in all the provinces of 
Lower Egypt being 8s. per acre; and that in Upper Egypt the rate varies from a maximum 
of 6s. ‘2rf. in the Piovince of Ghizeh to a minimum of 2s. lOd. in the Province of Esueh, 


the average in all the provinces of Upper Egypt being 4s. 6d. 

So far from being high, ii appears to me that these rates arc very low. Mr. McCoan 
says (“ Egypt as it is,” p. 181), that the Ouchoury lands pay “ an almost nominal quit-rent, 
which, remembeiing that vested riglits here mean vested abuses, might he quite equitably 
trebled.” With the knowledge I at present possess of this subject, 1 will not go so far as 
to say that I share this opinion, but it is certainh one that is entertained by a great many 
high authorities, and before reading Mr. Romainc’s Report. 1 had never heard it maintained 
by any one that the assessment on the Ouchoury lands was too high. 

there are 3,405,462 acres of land held under Karadji tenure in all Egypt. In Lower 
Egypt the assessment varies from a maximum of 1/. 2.9. 9ci!. per acre in the Province of 
Menoufieh to a minimum of 1.5s. 6f/. in the Province of Charkiah, the average in all the 
provinces of Looser Egypt being 19.9. 9d. In Upper Egypt the rate varies from a nunximum 
of 1/. 2s. lie/, in the Province of Ghizeh to a minimum of 12s. 3(/. in the Province of 
Isueh, the average in all the provinces of Upper Egypt being 18s. 6c/. 

The gross produce of an acre of cultivated land ranges, it is said (McCoan, j). 123), 
“from 81 to 12/., or even 15/. an acre,” so that it is lathcr over-stating the rate to say 
that the Karadji landholder is generally assessed at about 10 per cent, ot his gross produce. 
This cannot be called a high rate. In France, the Government demand on the land is 
generally about 18 per cent, of the gross produce (“Enquete Agucole,^1869^ ). A closer 
analogy, however, will be found in comparing the rates at which the Egyptian cultivator 
is assessed with those existing in lurkey, or with those which existed in India befoic the 
establishment of British rule. In lurkey, the dime, or tenth, is nominalU taken, but 
owing to the pernicious s\stem ot farming the revenues, which has up to the present time 
obtained—a system from which Egypt, with all its manifold abuses, is free, a far greater 
proportion of the gross produce is actually taken. In India, under the Mahommedan 
Emiiire, the Government demand was one-third of the gross produce. By comparison with 
these rates, it does not appear that the Egyptian rates of assessment are excessive. 

7 I speak under correction on this difficult subject, for the opportunity has not 


Campbell arrived during his hasty visit tins winter is correct. i siiii neiieve, ne 
says (“ Fortnightlv Review,” January 1878), “the mainstay—the land revenue—to be 
sound ” And I further conceive he is correct when he says that the real grievance 
consists in the “ endless illegitimate extras.” I strongly suspect that large sums paid 
by the taxpayers which never find their way either to the Finance Minister’s Treasury or 
to the “Caisse de la Dette,” and I think that me direction which reforms might 
beneficially take is not in a reduction of the legitimate land-tax, but in putting a stop to 
all the illegitimate and some of the legitimate “ extras.” As regards the latter, I annex to 
this Memorandum a list of the various recognized taxes. They are very numerous; 
many of them yield little, and must be very harassing to the people. 

8. I do not possess sufficiently detailed information to examine Mr. Romaine’s state¬ 
ments with respect to the personal and professional taxes. So far as 1 have been able to 
[I87j O 
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form an opinion, I am inclined to agree with him and Sir George Campbell that these 
taxes are oppressive. 

9. As regards the salt-tax, the system under which it is levied is very objectionable, 
and if the rate (9 piastres, or Is. lO^d.) per head of population given by Mr. Romaine be 
correct, it is no doubt very high—higher than the salt-tax in India. 

10. The two main criticisms that I have to make on Mr. Romaine’s Report are, 
therefore,— 

(1.) That it is entirely based on the statements and opinions of the same native 
officials, in whose accuracy experience has shown that no reliance whatever can be 
placed; and, 

(2.) That it is exceedingly doubtful whether the conclusion that the land-tax is 
assessed at too high a rate is sound. 

11. I have not sufficient sources of information at my command to enable me to 
examine the remainder of Mr. Romaine’s statements or his figures in detail. The following 
remarks, however, occur to me:— 

12. Although Mr. Romaine says that there is “ not a single province of Lower 
Egypt that will not suffer from the low Nile, I find, on turning to the Tables which 
accompany the Report, that, whereas the revenues for 1878 of three provinces in Lower 
Egypt are estimated as less than the receipts of 1877 by 80,999/., in three others 
Mr. Romaine estimates that the revenues of 1878 will exceed those of 1877 by 112,910/., 
in one province (Behera) the excess being no less than 105,41 \ L The total revenue of 
the provinces of Lower Egypt for 1878 are, therefore, estimated at 31,911/. in excess of 
those of 1877. There is an apparent contradiction here between the Tables and the 
Report which I do not understand. 

13. The same criticism applies, although to a much less degree, to Mr. Romaine’s 
calculation of the revenues of Upper Egypt. In the Report it is stated that “ a I’excep- 
tion de Fayoum, toutes les provinces subiront les effets de I’insuffisance des eaux du Nil.” 
Yet, on turning to the Tables, I find that the revenue of Ghizeh for 1878 is estimated at 
76,373/., and that of Niniveh at 44,743/., in excess of the receipts of 1877. 

14. “ II est d’usage,” Mr. Romaine says, “qu’on ne reclame que la moitid des imp6ts 
des terrains irrigues par le moyen des machines.” I do not quite undei'stand whether this 
rule, which I had never heard of before reading Mr. Romaine’s Report, is invariable, or 
whether it only applies to bad years. In any ease, when it happens, as it does in Egypt, 
that the ruler of the State, as head of the Executive Government, makes a regulation that 
is eminently advantageous to himself as a large landed proprietor, one may not unreason¬ 
ably be inclined to cavil at its propriety, or, at all events, to demand some explanations 
on the subject. It is a notorious fact that the Khedive is the principal proprietor who 
uses machinery for irrigation purposes. I can understand tliat in some cases, those for 
instance in which, by reason of the capital laid out in constructing machinery, land has 
been reclaimed from waste, the Government demand may equitably be assessed at a low 
figure. But I do not understand why the mere substitution of machinery for hand labour 
on lands, which would in any case be irrigated, should be considered an adequate plea for 
a diminished land-tax. An English farmer does not pay a lower rent because he employs 
a steam-plough or a threshing-machine. 

15. There are several other points of a similar nature, on which, I think, explanation 
may fairly be demanded before accepting estimates, which will surely, if they are correct, 
lead to a demand for further sacrifices on the part of the bondholders. 

16. Is it true, for instance, as stated by Sir George Campbell, that ” on the estates of 
the Khedive and his family labourers receive a sort of negative wages in exemption from 
personal taxes;” in other words, that the State pays for the balance on the Khedive’s 
private estates? I conceive it to be true, at least in this sense, that, under the abominable 
“ corvee ” system, the fellah, being taken to a distance from his home at the season when 
he ought to be tilling his fields, loses his ordinary income, and, therefore, cannot pay 
bis taxes. 

Again, is it true, as stated by Mr. Decey (” XIXth Century, December 1877”), that 
the land owned by the Khedive pays an exceptionally low land-tax ? 

I might indicate other points of a similar nature, but it is perhaps scarcely necessary 
to do so at present. 

17. Lastly, Mr. Romaine says that, although none of the 1878 taxes were taken in 
advance, no considerable sums can be collected during the first three months of 1878 
because “ les percepteurs affirment que les cultivateurs ont employe I’argent qu’ils ont pu 
gagner sur leurs rdcoltes, au paiement de leurs dettes et des frais de leurs cultures.” 

I need not repeat what 1 have already said as to the utter untrustworthiness of state¬ 
ments brought forward on the sole responsibility of the native tax collectors; neither need

I dwell on the subject at all at any length, as, in consequence of the cessation of 
payments to the Caisse, we have been forced to appeal to the international Tribunals, and 
it is to be hoped that the result of our action will be to throw some further light on this 
matter. The reasons which have induced us to take this step will be fully set forth in the 
account of our proceedings, which is about to be published. 

I will, therefore, here merely state the main facts, which are— 

(1.) That, whatever other effects the low Nile may produce, there can be little doubt 
that it has not seriously affected the cotton crop; up to December 31 the amount of 
cotton exported was but slightly inferior to that exported during the corresponding period 
of the previous season. 

(2.) That December and January are the months during which the taxes in the 
cotton districts may most conveniently be collected, but that during those months the 
sums collected, or at all events those paid into our hands, are out of all proportion to the 
real revenues of the mortgaged districts. 

I may add that if Mr. Romaine’s explanations were correct, it might at least be hoped 
that the large sum of money which, by comparison with former years, is alleged to have 
been left in tlic hands of the cultivators, might really have enabled them to shake off the 
yoke of the money-lenders to some extent; but I hear on good authority that the process 
of selling up tlie fellah in execution of decrees of Court was never more actively carried 
on than at present. 

18. I shall send a copy of this Memorandum to Mr. Vivian and one to Mr. Romaine.

My Lord, Cairo, February 16, 1878. 

I REGRET that I cannot report any iniproveineut in the financial situation here. 
Matters remain at the same dead-lock ; no one is being paid, and hardly any money is 
coming into the Chest of the Public Debt. It is not known whether the Khedive intends 
to proceed with the inquiry that he lias decreed over the heads of the representatives of the 
bondholders, nor whom he proposes to appoint on the Commission. 

A Mr. .Montgomery Walker has arrived here at the invitation of the Egyptian 
Government as the representative of a group of English financial houses, with the object, 
I hear, of taking over all the floating debts, estimated at betw'cen 11,000,000/. and 
12,000,000/. sterling, which were not comprised in Mr. Goseben’s scheme, or which have 
been incurred subsequently. 1 am not aware of the terms of the proposals that 
Mr. Walker is authorized to ofi'er, noi- do 1 know if they are made with the consent of the 
bondholders, although 1 heui' that liis scheme will involve a reduction of the rate of 
interest; but while I can understand the Khedive’s readiness to substitute a new set of 
creditors for the old ones who have become over-impatient at the delays and evasions in 
the settlement of their claims, 1 do not sup[K)se that such an enterprise would be under¬ 
taken from motives ol charity, or without the prosjiect of making a considerable profit out 
of it, for which, in my opinion, there is no margin whatever in the present state of affairs; 
nor do I think that Mr. ^Valker’s clients are likely to invent any more stringent control as 
a guarantee for their arrangement than that of Messrs. Goschen and Joubert, which has 
already failed. Still I am told that His Highness is rather sanguine of the success of 
Mr. Walker’s mission; but 1 fear this is only a proof of his old inclination to resort to 
shifts and expedients to relieve the immediate pressure of his difficuities, whereas, in my 
opinion, the financial disease is far too deep-seated to tie removed by any but a radical 
remedy. 

I beg to inclose a statement published by the Commissioners of the Caissc, showing 
the result of their management of the sinking fund of the Unified Debt during the last 
three and a half months, from which it ap[)ears that during that period they cancelled 
stock of the nominal value of ">34,000/. for 167,3 .''j 6/., and that the debt is thus reduced 
from 57,379,500/, to 50,845,500/.

IxN your despatch No. 27 of the 15th instant, your Lordship invites any observations 
1 may have to make upon the able letter from the Treasury to Lord Tenterden of the 
4th instant, respecting Egyptian Finance and the limits within which Her Majesty’s 
Government can properly interfere in it. 

With respect to the criticism of the ’I'reasury upon Captain Baring’s suggestion, that 
the credit of England and France might be employed to assist Egypt to pay off her 
floating debt, 1 must remark that Captain Baring only desired to indicate, from a purely 
financial point of view, a possible combination which might solve the difficulty of meeting 
the large floating debt which, with her impaired credit, Egypt was utterly unable to pay 
off unaided, except on ruinous terms, lie wished, therefore, to show the maximum sum 
which would be required to clear Egypt of all her floating liabilities, and if the principle 
that he propounded could have been entertained, it is not improbable that the very sound 
objection that it involved preferential treatment of certain creditors, might have been met 
by a compromise of tlieir claims which they would probably have readily accepted. 

Captain Baring also undoubtedly contemplated a preliminary inquiry into the whole 
flnancial position ot Egypt, which he has from the first supported, as an essential condi¬ 
tion of his scheme, no less than that stronger guarantees should be given than the creditors 
now possess for improved administration and more efficient control ; he refers to this in 
his report when he says “that the benefit conferred on the Khedive by the Guaranteeing 
Powers, would be so great that they would practically be able to dictate their own 
terms.” 

I fully and cordially agree with Colonel Stanley’s remarks at the end of his letter, 
upon the proper scope and objects of the inquiry, and that he it should be iio half measure 
nor an expedient for throwing dust into the eyes of the creditors, but that it should go to 
the root of the evils “ which have brought this naturally wealthy country into so deplorable 
a condition,” with a view to their removal; I would only add to the important points 
which are very properly indicated by Colonel Stanley as requiring special investigation, 
the gross inequality of the land-tax, the burden of which falls exclusively upon the poor 
cultivator; the system which governs its collection and that ot the salt-tax; the cruel 
abuses sanctioned by the new Tribunals of the powers of the usurers over the peasants, 
and the lre{|ucnt evasion by Europeans of the taxes properly incident to the acquisition 
of real proiierty in Egypt,

My Lord, Cairo, February 23, 1878. 

I HAVR reason to believe that the Khedive is becoming uneasy at the strong 
expre.ssion of public opinion both in England and France upon the subject of Egyp¬ 
tian finance, and at the almost unanimous disapproval of his refusal to agree to the 
demand of the representatives of the bondholders for a thorough inquiry into the whole 
financial position of Kgypt, including her revenues, debts, and expenditure. 

I have avoided discussing the subject again with His Highness, because, as I have 
already explained, 1 could not with propriety continue to press friendly counsels to which 
he was evidently indisposed to listen beyond a certain point, and I was not authorized to 
use any further pressure. 

I am told, however, that he is now verv much changed, that he is seeking: some 
means of compromise which he may adopt without loss of dignity, and that he is only 
awaiting the arrival of Colonel Gordon from the Soudan to offer him the Presidency of 
the Commission, with full powers of inquiry; if this be true, His Highness will probably 
consult me again upon the subject. 

Meanwhile, I believe, His Highness is busily employed in working out with 
Mr. N\'alker a .scheme for paying off' all the floating debts of Egypt at the expense of 
the bondholders, whose rate of interest would be pro|)ortionately reduced. I have 
before said that I doubt the feasibility of this scheme, and 1 am not aware that 
Mr. Walker holds any powers or authority from the bondholders to treat in their 
name. 

J can well understand the disinclination and hesitation of Her Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment to depart from their long-established principle to refuse to interfere oflieially for the 
protection of persons who have chosen to invest their capital in foreign stocks with the 
hope of obtaining a high rate of interest. It is right to lay down as a general rule that 
speculators must accept the risks and perils together with the advantages of such enter¬ 
prises, and that if things go wTong they must not expect the power and authority of 
England to be employed to extricate them from their difficulties. 

Rut this sound I'ule does not quite apply to the case of Egypt. It is not only the 
bondholders and creditors whose interests are imperilled, but the whole Government of 
the country is thrown out of gear by financial mismanagement. Egypt pleads want of 
means as an excuse for failing to keep engagements sanctioned and protected by .solemn 
Conventions with foreign Governments, such as the execution of the sentences 
of the Tribunals of the Reform. The resources of the country are becoming seriously 
exhausted, and its credit iinjiaired. while affairs are becoming so entangled as to 
challenge the interference of foreign Governments for the protection of the interests of 
their subjects, although such interference could hardly be viewed with indifference bv Her 
Majesty’s Government. 

J therefore think the case of Egypt is so exceptional as to justify Her Majesty’s 
Government in departing in some measure from their sound rule of non-interference in 
similar cases. 

Since the above was written the Khedive has j)crsonally confirmed to me what I have 
rejiorted to be his intentions with respect to the inquiry. He intends to offer the presi¬ 
dency of the Commission to Colonel Gordon (whom he described “ as the greatest person 
after him in Egypt ”), with the fullest powers to iiupiire into the whole financial position, 
including both debts and expenditure, and to select his colleagues on the Commission 
as he chose, but outside the Commi.ssioners of the Caisse. 

His Highness said that this infusion of fresh blood and independent opinion would 
raise the Commission above the atmosphere of scandal and calumny, which unforcunatciv 
had warped the judgment and impartiality of almost every European official in Egypt, and 
he conceived that he was thus following the advice of Her Majesty’s Governinent bv 
making the bases of the inquiry as large and liberal as possible. 

I said I had criticisms to make on his project:— 

First: ’J'hat Colonel Gordon, with all his eminent qualities and abilities, had no 
experience in finance; 

Secondly; That His Flighness could not arbitrarily appoint Commissioners to deter¬ 
mine modifications in his Convention with the bondholders without the consent of their 
representatives; 


Thirdly: That if new men were chosen as Commissioners they would want the 
necessary experience of the country; and 

Fourthly: That so far as Captain Baring w'as concerned I could not admit that he 
was animated by any sentiment of personal hostility or animosity towards the Khedive 
such as His Highness imputed generally to the members of the “ Caisse.” 

The Khedive, however, authorized me to report to Her Majesty’s Government that 
this was his final decision, from which he could not and would not depart. It remains to 
be seen whether the representatives of the bondholders will accept this compromise.

And in his despatch of 3rd October last, copy of which was inclosed in your 
Lordship’s letter of 16th October last, Mr, Vivian reports an appeal made to him by the 
Khedive for assistance “ in obtaining from Europeans, holding real property in Egypt, the 
taxes which they ought in justice to pay, according to the laws of the country, and in 
increasing the revenues of the country by giving his Government greater facilities to cheek 
the enormous contraband trade which is carried on with impunity in Egypt under the 
shelter of the Capitulations. In these matters he confidently hoped that Her Ma-jesty’s 
Government, recognizing the justice of his demand, would give him a helping hand.” 

I am desired by the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury to request you 
to observe to Lord Derby that it appears to their Lordships that this appeal on the part of 
the Khedive cannot be altogether disregarded by Her Majesty’s Government, especially in 
the circumstances of the prc'cnt disordered condition of the Egyptian finances, which has 
been so fully described in Mr. Vivian’s recent despatches, and that it is at least their duty 
to examine how far the Capitulations can, in fact, be relied upon as affording protection to 
Europeans in their evasion of their fiscal obligations, or whether the Egyptian Govern¬ 
ment has not at its disposal all necessary means for the enforcement of its rights. 

It appears, so far as is known to their Lordships, that the Capitulations have never 
been formally denounced, although, before the establishment of the new Tribunals, they 
had come to be virtually superseded by the authority, wdiich gradually, but without legal 
warrant, had been acquired by the Foreign Consuls, and, on the establisliinent of these 
Tribunals, the necessity for maintaining tliem no longer existed to the same extent. 

The Capitulations were a series of obligations voluntarily assumed by the Porte 
towards foreign Powers, and renewed from time to time, guaranteeing certain immunities 
and securities to foreigners resorting to the Turkish Dominions for the purposes of 
trade. 

An examination of the Capitulations shows, as my Lords read them, that they do not 
exempt foreigners from paying tuxes (with one particular exception), and that it is only 
by an abuse that they can be held to afford the inviolability of domicile and of vessels 
which is invoked for the purposes of contraband trade. 

Lord Derby, then Lord Stanley, in a despatch dated the Ibth October, 1867,* on the 
subject of the proposed judicial reforms in Egypt, very clearly explains the object and 
scope of the Capitulations. He writes: Those Capitulations, indeed, were established 
under a very difierent state of tilings from that which now exists, and their object was to 
secure foreigners from arbitrary violence and exactions on the jiart of the local authorities. 

. . . The Capitulations did not pretend to deprive the local Government of jurisdic¬ 

tion in matters, whether criminal or civil, in which they were brought into collision with 
the laws of the territorial Sovereign. They reserve, however, as a protection to foreigners 
against the arbitrary local will of tribunals, a certain right of concurrence or supervision 
which might act as a check against abuse, lii process of time, this check, especially in 
Egypt, has become the great abuse, and hydcgii-cs the authority of tlio local 'IVibunals has 
been usur[)cd or set aside by the encroachments of an extra-territorial jurisdiction. . . . 

Her Majesty’s Government have no Ibndiiess for an exlra-icrritoiiul jurisdiction, even if 
limited by the strict letter of the Capitulations. . . . Her Majesty’s Government are 

certainly not inclined to hold out for a jurisdiction to whicli they have no Treaty right, 
which they admit to be an usurpation, though biought about by force of circumstances, 
and which is as injurious to Britisli interests as it is derogatory to the character and well¬ 
being of the Egyptian administration.” 

Tliese being the views of Her Majesty’s Government, they warmly su]q)uried the 
creation of the new .Mixed Tribunals, and the Tribunals being now in full uperalion, and 
having ample power to afford protection to foreign interests and justice to the rights of the 
Egyptian Government, it is clear that no justification exists for straining the Capitu¬ 
lations, 

As regards taxation, the foreigner stands (legally) in the same position as the native 
inhabitant, except that the Capitulations do specifically exempt him from the capitation tax 
or tribute. 

As a matter of fact, however, this tax is no longer levied in I'lgypt. it has been 
replaced by a license duty on professions and oceupatious. 'rhere may be a doubt, there¬ 
fore, wlicther the I'airopean cannot claim exemption from this duty, hut in regard to all 
the rest, there can he no (juestion as to his liability, and if the liability is eontested or 
evaded, the Egyptian Government can enforce it by appeal to the International Tribunals. 


♦ Paper* respecting Judicial 'lefornis in Egypt, presented by couimand, 1868. 
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The Khedive particularly adverts to the land tax. The right to hold real property in 
the Ottoman Empire was conccxlcd to foreigners by a law promulgated in 1867, and 
accepted as an international obligation in a Protocol of the subsequent year between Her 
Majesty’s Government and the Porte. This right, however, is, by the express terms of the 
law, subject to the condition that the foreigner is to hold his land on precisely the same 
conditions as to taxation and otherwise as the native proprietor, and all title-deeds conveying 
lands in Egypt arc understood to contain stipulations to the same effect. A refusal therefore 
to pay the land tax is arbitrary and illegal, and the revenue authorities can apply to the 
Tribunals for their remedy. If, as is not improbably the case, the European landowner 
justifies his refusal to pay upon the ground that the demand of the tax-collector is unjust 
or exorbitant, the same Tribunals would be able to settle the question in dispute and assess 
the proper amount of the duty. 

The other abuse, for the suppression of which the Khedive asks for the support of 
Her Majesty’s Government, is the smuggling carried on by Europeans. It seems that 
under a pretended aulbority of the Capitulations, the Ciisfoms authorities are refused 
access to ships lying off the ports having notoriously contraband cargoes on board; and 
that tlio goods are run a^hore at tlic first opportunity and stored in the houses of Europeans 
which, like the ships, arc held to be inviolable. 

Tlie Greeks and Levantines arc stated by Mr. Vivian to be the great offenders in this 
respect. If it he the case that an arbitrary right of search of ship and domicile cannot ' 
be exercised in virtue of tlie Capitulations, it is equally the case that the Capitulations, and 
especially the Protocol of I8GS, indicate and provide the means by which an abuse of the 
privilege may be obviated. 

In the first place, assuming tlie inviolability of the vessel, the cargo cannot be landed 
if proper vigilance is exercised by the Customs officers. Once landed, there appears no 
reason why the Customs officers are not ar. liberty to seize and examine the goods in the 
open street. 

If, however, the contraband goods escaped the attention of the Custom-house officers 
in transit from the ship, tlie officers have the right to require the presence of the Consul 
or his Dragoman at the jilace where the goods arc stored, and to enter the place 
accordingly. 

It would thus appear that in both classes of abuse specified by Mr. Vivian, and alluded 
to by the Khedive, the Egyjitian Government have the remedy in their own hands if tlioy 
choose or know how to use it. 

'I'herc is no doubt, however, tliat the hands of the Khedive and of his Controllers 
would be strengthened by a distinct declaration addressed to the Khedive by the English 
Government in answer to his present appeal, and communicated by Lord Derby to the 
other Powers, witli a request tor eo-ojieration, to the effect that Her Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment claimed no immimitie-, from taxation for British subjects, which arc not clearly 
accorded liy the Capitulations, and (hat they would not support or shelter persons seeking 
to evade their liabilities to the Egyptian Government. It may be proper (thoug'h this is a 
question of ])olicy) to retain the privilege given by tlie Capitulations, which is, in tact, 
cxeiniition from iiersonal tax:ition, on account of the grctit latitude for arbitrary assess¬ 


ment 
to the 


afforded by tlie imposts bearing that character. Tliis was the consideration which led 
1 introduction of such a condition in the original Capitulations, and it is a precaution 
which, even at the present day, it may be well not to dispense with. 

If the English and French Governments were to take the initiative in proclaiming 
their intention to support the Viceroy in the enforcement of whatever just rights he may 
possess, ill so far as regards their own subjects, he will probably have little difficulty in 
dealing with fhe less important, but more numerous, nationalities, who have given 
occasion for the pi’cscnt complaint by taking advantage of the ignorance or apathy ot the 
Egyptian Government. 

My Lords w'cre informed, by your Lordship’s letter ot the 12th ultimo, that Lord 
Derby did not feel in a position to frame any in^itruclious for Mr. Vivian s guidance at 
present in reference to the proposal for an imiuiry into the linaneiiil situation ot l\gyi)t, 
liecausc tiie question of the Commission of Iiiqiiiry had now assumed aiiotlicr aspect, in 
the absence of information us to the nature of the change ot circumsuinces alluded to, and 



conducted on the bi'oad general principles indicated in the letter from this Hoard ot the 

dth ultimo. . 

My Lords venture to think that advice in this direction, especially it ofiered in 

concert with the French Government, might be productive ot great advantage to the 
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various important interests concerned without involving either Government in any undue 
responsibility; and they w'ould point out that it would probably facilitate the task of 
urging these views upon the Ivhedive, and might render their adoption by him more 
probable, if an assurance could at the same time be conveyed to his Highness of the 
willingness of the two Governments to assist him in the suppression of the abuses by the 
European population, which gave rise to his recent appeal to Her Majesty’s Agent and 
Consul-General, provided His Highness gives satisfactory evidence of his serious intention 
to reform his financial administration, and can assure them that the decisions of the 
Tribunals will be respected. 

The Secretary of State will bear in mind that the British Exchequer has an immediate 
interest in this question, so far as it bears upon the solvency of Egypt. The Khedive owes 
to Her Majesty’s Government 200,000/. a-year on account of the Suex Canal Shares. He 
is further bound by Firman of the Porte to remit a certain portion of the Egyptian 
Tribute to the Bank of England, and 72,000 a-year; part of this remittance is appropriated 
to meet, so far as it wall go, the charge of the Turkish Loan of 1855, guaranteed by the 
Governments of England and France, In that part of the last-named sum, which should 
have been in the Bank before the 1st February, His Highness is already in default, and 
the attention of the Secretary of State is called to the facts in another letter of even 
date.

Memorandum communicated by Count Beust, March 5, 1878, 

TOUS les rapports venant de I’Egypte s’accordent a representer I’^tat financier de ce 
pays comme excessiveraent compromis. Les versements, auxquels les differentes Admini¬ 
strations etaient tenues au profit des creanciers de I’Etat, ont diminu6 au mois de Janvier 
dernier dans une proportion telle que les Commissaircs etrangers ont cru devoir faire des 
demarches par la voic judiciaire pour forcer ces Administrations il rendre compte de leur 
manipulation. Le payement du coupon echoir le I" Mai ne peut pas fitre considcre 
comme certain. 

Les creanciers particuliers du Tresor Egyptien, ainsi que de la Da'ira, attendent depuis 
longtemps vainement qu’il soit donnd suite a leurs pretentions legitimes. Tout ce qu’ils 
ont pu attcindre e’est un payement partiel dans des cas cxceptionnels, ct il arrive mSme 
que des jugements rendus en leur favour par les Tribunaux Internationaux deviennent 
inexecutables. 

Une catastrophe est imminente, et les capitaux engages par toute I’Europe sont 
serieusement menaces, h moins qu’une prompte intervention ne parvienne a I’cmpficher. 

Sous ce rapport il est question de retablisscrnciit d’une enqufite, et il parait que le 
Khedive lui-meme la desire, mais les opinions different quant aux attributions et a la 
sphere d’action d’une pareille Commission. Tandis (jue le Gouvernement du Khedive 
entend limiter cette action h un contrfilo de I’entree du revenu, les Commissaircs etrangers 


Commission devrait en efi'et s appliquer en premier lieu it constater le revenu reel du 1 resor 
Egyptien, 11 est de notoriete que la charge des impots est tres lourde, ce que I’on attribue 
moins au chiffre elev^ de I’impot m6me quit des imperfections inherentesit la repartition ct 
au mode de prdlevement. Une reforme radicale est done indiqu^e, mais la tache dc 
I’enquete ne serait nullement remplie par lii. 

L’dtat des depcnscs devrait dgalcmcnt faire partie du cadre des informations et du 
contrfile. Autrement il y aurait encore grand risque que I’ceuvre de I’cnquete n’aboutit 
qu’il une nouvelle repudiation eutouree d’une certaine apparence de necessite quasi 
Idgitime. 

Independemment de ces dangers, nous avons a signaler une autre circonstance dgale- 
ment grave, e’est la non-exdcution des jugements rendus par les Tribunaux Internationaux. 
Il est inutile de demontrer I’atteinte portde ainsi il I’autoritd de ces Tribunaux par I’oppo* 
sition passive de I’Administration. La Cour Internationale d’Ap|)el il Alexandrie en a fait 
dernidrement I’objet d’une protestation. 

En vue de la situation gdnerale qui compromet les interOts dc nos natiunaux et les 
rapports cornmerciaux, si suivi entre I’Autriche-Hongrie et I’Egypte, nous nous sommes 
poses la question s’il ne serait pas possible, a la suite de reprdsentations energiques de la 
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paH des Puissances intdressdes, d’obtenir un changeraent satisfaisant dans la situation 
financidre de I’Egypte. 

Nous avons cru devoir rdpondre affirmativement il cette question. 

D’abord il nous semble ndeessaire ejue la Commission d’Enqudte projetee soit com- 
posde de personnes qui ne se trouvent pas interessces dans I’alfaire, et a la tete desquelles 
on verrait les Commissaircs dtrangers pour la Dette Nationale, qu’elle soit convoqude 
immddiatemcnt, et qu’il lui soit confie non-sculemcnt I’examen des revenues, mais aussi des 
ddpenses et de la partie de la dette non-consolidde, enfin qn’elle soit autorisde ct chargee 
d’dlaborer des propositions en vue dc rdgler les finances de I’Egypte. 

Il nous semble que le Gouvernement Egyptien devrait ceder h une pression energique 
exerede dans ce sens. 

Il faudrait laisser il I’avcnir et ^ une entente ulterieure des Puissances il decider si, apres 
que les travaux de I’enquete sont finis, une demarche commune pour assurer la mise h 
I’execution des reformes sera necessaire et sous quellcs conditions elle pourra avoir 

lieu. 

Le Gouvernement Britannique est sans doute informe aussi bien que nous, par son 
Representant au Caire, sur I’dtat de choses lii-bas, aussi bien que sur I’echange d’opinions 
qui a eu lieu enlre les Consuls. 

Nous croyons rencontrer aupres dc lui le m^me desir dc voir mis une fois pour toutes 
une fin au triste dtat de choses que nous venons de depeindre, pour que les interfits 
Europeens qui s’y trouvent engages cessent d’etre prejudicies. 

Il nous importerait done de savoir comment le Gouvernement Britannique envisage 
les choses, et s’il juge utile (juc les Puissances fassent une demarche aupres du Gouverne¬ 
ment Egyptien.

Nous serions places dans un grand embarras si les creanciers 
de TEgyptc, rccourant aux Tribunaux Mixtes institii^s avec le concours et sous Taction des 
Puissances, obtenaient des jugements que le Khddivc laisserait iucxeciit^s. La situation 
qui en resulterait, accusant Tinefficacite d’une organisation qui a dte substituee par les 
Puissances a la jui'idiction de leurs propres Consuls et qui fonctionne actucllement sous 
leur contrdle, semblcrait en quclque sortc un defi porte il I’Europe enti^re. Elle enga- 
gerait dans une certaine mesurc la resiionsabilite des Gouvernements, et quelques uns 
d’entre eux inclineraient bientOt, nous avons tout lieu de la croire, il y trouver un motif 
d’intervention nationale.

You are authorized to represent officiously, but in firm language, the extreme necessity 
of the Khedive assenting to a full and complete inquiry, in which the interests of the 
bondholders should be adequately represented. You may inform His Highness that in 
the opinion of Her Majesty’s Government it is very desirable that Captain Baring should 
be placed on the Commission of Inquiry, and that if he desires that there should be another 
British Commissioner in addition to Captain Baring, Her Majesty’s Government will be 
willing to lend the services of Mr. C. Rivers Wilson for the purpose.

TPIE German Ambassador spoke to me to-day on the financial position of Egypt. 
His Excellency said that the German Government considered that the Khedive was acting 
in a manner which should not be allowed in refusing to pay claims when required to do so 
by the Courts of Law. The feeling of the whole foreign community in Egypt on the 
subject was strong. Prince Bismarck wishes for united action on the subject by all the 
Powers, if only to avoid the possibility of separate action on the })art of some of them. 

I told Count Munster that Her Majesty’s Government would consider this proposal, 
and that I would give him an answer in due course.

esperer que cc Uecret serait respecte et que les engagements pris par le Khedive scraient 
religieusement tenus. Ils pensaient que les revenus publics scraient regulierement per 9 US 
et verses :'i la Caisse de la Dette Publique et que le paiement des coupons de la rente unifide 
serait eficctud aux ccheancos fixees. 

MM. Goschen et Joubert en dtaient tellement convaincus, qu’en quittant I’Egypte, ils 
nous exprimaient leur conviction quo le cours de la rente allait se relevcr, entraine par la 
hausse qu’ils prdvoyaient sur la valeur privilegiee des chemins de fer. 

Il y a plus. Dans le eompte-renclu qu’il fit en Angleterre de sa mission en Egypte,

Cette dette est convertie en une seulc dette gdnerale de la Daira Sanieb au raoyen de 
nouveaux titres—jouissaucc du 15 Octobre, 1877—4 5 pour cent d’interfit minimum,pouvaut 
s’elevcr 4 7 pour cent au maximum, les iutercUs arridres sur les titres jusqu’au 15 Octobre 
dcvaiit dtre payes 4 raison de 5 pour cent.

Quelle garantie d’ailleurs offre, aux erd mciers, I’arrangemcnt de la Daira quand on 
sait qu’en dehors des creances avouecs h AIM. Goscheii ct Joubert, ct comprises dans la 
conversion, il existe d’autres creances qui n’y ont point etc comprises et i)our lesquelles des 
jugements sont pris contre la Da’ira, quand on voit que I’Jiypothequc promise solennelle- 
menr j)ar le \’ice-Roi dans I’acte d’arrangement n’est pas encore regulaiisee.

Nous n’avons rien exagerc dans cet expose rapide ; vous pourrez vous en convaincre,

Nous devons, en terminant, rendre hommage aux efforts constants de M. le Baron des 
Michels, notre Consul-Gemiral, et de nos Consuls en Egypte, pour obtcnir du Kluidive 
Tcxecution de ses engagements, et nous pensons qu’en de si graves cireonstances nos 
Repr(§sentants en Egypte trouveraient une grande force, pour le soutien de nos inUh-^ts, 
dans un vote qui emancrait dn Parlement.

Mr. Vivian to the Earl of Derby.—{Received March 11.)

My Lord, Alexandria, March 3, 1878. 

M. DE LESSEPS has sent me an extract of a letter which he has received from a 
“high authority” in Paris, and which he says he has read to the Khedive, containing the 
following passage:— 

“ L’Anglcterre serait en peril si le gardien politique du passage des Indes etait le 
vassal (Tun Sultan allib ii sos ennemis, de telle sorte (ju’un ordro venu de Constantinojile 
put arreter ses vaisscaux ou I’obliger ii livrer une bataillc navale, Elle n’aurait rien de 
pared a redmiter si TEgypte dtait neutralisee sous la garantie des Puissances eumme la 
Belgique ct la Suisse. Ce n’est pas seuleinent la neutralite du Canal (jui importc h la 
s6curite dc TAngleterre, e’est la neutralite dc TEgypte.” 

M. dc Lcsseps, whose leading idea, naturally, is the protection of his Canal and Com¬ 
pany from injury or loss in all times and under all circumstances, tells me that he shares 
these vicw.s, ami begs me to convey them to Her Majesty’s Government as worthy of their 
consideration. 

I have already stated that I disbelieve the story of the existence of any intrigues 
against England between the Khedive and the llussian Governmcnt,--a story which pro¬ 
bably owes ils origin to some member of the Khedive’s family at Constantinople who is 
personally hostile to him, and seeks to discredit him with us; but 1 confess to a feeling of 
uneasiness about the jiressure that might be brought to bear upon the Viceroy through 
the Porte in a sense hostile to our interests, if it turns out that the Sultan will iu future he 
the puppet of Russia. 

The dangers of such a contingency may well demand serious consideration, but 
whether they would he averted by the proposed “neutralization” of Egypt and of the 
Canal is another question. 

If“ neutrality ” means that the Suez Canal could not be used for belligerent purposes 
in time of war, I conceive that it would certainly not be in our interests to be lettered by 
such a condition. 

I have not sent a copy of this despatch to Mr. Layard, as my only means of commu¬ 
nication with his Excellency is the ordinary post.

My Lord, Alexandria, March 3, 1878. 

I HAVE considered, with every desire to find a door for tlie Khedive’s honourable 
retreat from his refusal to allow the proposed financial inquiry to extend beyond the 
revenues of Egypt, his last proposal to appoint Colonel Gordon and M. de Lesseps 
(with whom I hear he wishes to associate Sir Samuel Lang) as Commissioners, with the 
fullest powers of inquiry into the whole financial position of Egypt. 

On reflection I fear that the majority of the creditors will never accept an inquiry, 
liow'ever large its scope may be, in which their trusted representatives, the Commissioners 
of the “ Caisse,” are not allowed to take part, and although it is true that after the sharp 
correspondence that has passed, the appointment of these gentlemen on the Commis¬ 
sion might compromise in some measure the Khedive’s position, still I fear this is not the 
only feeling that actuates him, but that he hopes to obtain more lenient treatment at 
the hands of Colonel Gordon and M. de Lesseps than he could expect from the Commis¬ 
sioners of the “ Caisse,” while he also wishes to discredit the one branch of European 
control which has shown the greatest firmness and given him the most trouble by their 
persevering resistance to the least infringement of his Decrees. 

The feeling here is very strong that the Commissioners of the “Caisse,” in whom 
the greatest confidence is placed, can alone he trusted to conduct the inquiry, and that 
no Commission on which they do not serve can he accepted by the bondholders, and if 
Messrs. Goschen and Jouhert are of the same opinion, no such inquiry as the Khedive 
proposes will have any chance of being accepted. 

M. de Lesseps tells me that the feeling in France is very strong that any reduction of 
the rate of the interest, unsupported by the most satisfactory proof of its necessity, would 
strike a death-blow at Egyptian credit, and be considered as a warning of approaching 
bankruptcy ; and that if the Khedive persists in provoking such a catastrophe, it will in 
all probability involve his ruin. 

This is strong language from one of the Khedive’s oldest and most devoted friends.

WITH reference to your telegram of the 8th, my French colleague and I tliink that 
either all or none of the Commissioners of the Caisse must be on the Commission of 
Inquiry, because : 1st, Captain Baring refu.scs to separate himself from his colleagues; 
2ndly,*if the French and English Commissioners were selected, tlie Austrian Commissioner 
would certainly resign, and probably tlie Italian also, and ihcir Governments would he 
dissatisfied. On the other hand. Colonel Gordon, who has accepted Presidency, refuses to 
act with any member of the Caisse, and it will he most dirlicult to induce Viceroy to 
nominate them, hut public feeling here would not be satisfied with any inquiry without 
them. Pending further instructions on this point, my. colleague and I intend to prevent 
any arbitrary step by informing Viceroy to-morrow that, in the opinion of our two 
Governments the inquiry should ho full and complete, and that neither its scope nor 
composition can he decided arbitrarily.

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execution of the sentences of the international Tribunals, and have directed Her Majesty’s 
Agent and Consul-General at Cairo to support the representations un the subject which 
have been made to the Khedive. Her Majesty’s Agent has also been directed to urge 
strongly that the projected Commission of Inquiry into the state of the finances should be 
furnished with powers to make a full and complete investigation, and that the interests of 
the bondholders should he adequately represented on it.

MY French Colleague and I informed Viceroy to-day that we were instructed to 
support the adequate representation of the creditors on the inquiry; to say that inquiry 
should he full and complete, and that neither its scope nor composition could be 
decided without pievious agreement with the representatives of creditors. 

The Viceroy fully admitted the justice of the conditions and the principle that no 
inquiry nor modification of his Decrees would be valid without the consent of 
Messrs. Goschen and Jouhert, and said that he would accept any Commissioners sent out 
by them. 

He will evidently yield on all points except to the nomination of the Caisse on the 
Commission, and if a strong Commission could he appointed outside the Caisse, I should 
recommend this as a fair compromise if we cannot carry the Caisse. 

1 would suggest Mr. Rivers Wilson and Mr. Palgrave (who is here and whose 
knowledge of language and country would be invaluable) as good representatives of 
English creditors.

Sir, Foreign Office, March 12, 1878. 

I 'I'RANSMIT to you herewith a copy of a letter from the Board of Treasury 
referring to a recent despatch from Mr. Vivian, in which he mentions, as two causes 
notoriously operating to increase the deficit in the Egyptian revenue,—(1st), the smug¬ 
gling by Europeans, under shelter of the Capitulations ; and (2nd), the practical exemption 
of Europeans from taxation ; whilst in a later despatch Mr. Vivian reports ati appeal 
addressed to him by the Khedive for assistance to remedy the two evils in (luestion. 

The Lords of the Treasury are of opinion that this appeal by the Khedive ought not 
to be disregarded by Her Majesty’s Government, especially in the present disordered 
condition of the Egyptian finances, seeing that the evasion of taxation complained of by 
the Khedive is not countenanced by the Capitulations, whilst it is only by an abuse that 
they can he held to aftbrd the inviolability of domicile and of vessels which is appealed to 
for the purposes of contraband trade. 

The evasion of the land-tax is especially adverted to by the Khedive, hut the Treasury 
points out that the revenue authorities can apply to the Tribunals for their remedy; 
within whose jirovincc it would also he to settle any complaints of exorbitant demands by 
the tax-collectors; whilst as regards the practice alleged to he carried on by Europeans, 
the Th-easury point out that the remedy is already in the hands of the Egyptian Govern¬ 
ment otficiais, if they determine to avail themselves of it. 

Althougli this is the case, the Treasury consider that the hands of the Khedive and 
of his Controllers would he strengthened by a declaration to the Khedive by Her Majesty’s 
Government in answer to his ap])eal, in which the co-operation of other Governments 
should be invited, to the effect that ller Majesty’s Government claim no immunity from 
taxation for British subjects which are not clearly accorded by the Capitulations, and that 
they will not support or shelter persons seeking to evade their liabiliiies to the Egyptian 
Government, though the precise terms of such an assurance would have to he carefully 
considered. 

The Treasury represent that if the English and French Governments were to take the 
initiative in the above sense, the Khedive would probably have little difficulty in dealing 
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■with the less important nationalities against whom His Highness has also grounds of 
coin]ilaint; and they, moreover, suggest that such an offer of assistance to the Khedive to 
control the abuses complained of might be made of weight in inducing His Highness to 
consent to the thorough investigation of the tinancial condition of the country which has 
already been urged upon him, but as yet without success, and that it should be coupled 
with an undertaking that the decisions of the Tribunals shall be respected. 

I have now to request that you will bring these considerations to the notice of the 
French Government, and ascertain ■wdiether they will he ready to join Her Majesty’s 
Government in such a representation as is advocated by the Lords of the Treasury.

1 HAVE the honour to report that Colonel Gordon arrived here yesterday from the 
Soudan, in obedience to an invitation from the Khedive that he should preside over the 
proposed Commission of Inquiry into the financial position of Egypt. 

His Highness has awaited Colonel Gordon’s arrival with great anxiety, and evinced 
his desire to show him the greatest honour by lodging him in one of his palaces. 

Colonel Gordon has taken the earliest opportunity to tell me and my colleagues very 
frankly, that his sense of duty towards the Khedive had determined him to undertake the 
task of unravelling the present difficulties at all risks, but at the same time he has asked 
our views upon the position of affairs. We told him equally frankly, that in our judgment 
no inquiry would be of the slightest value unless its bases and the composition of the 
Commission were previously agreed to by tbe repre.sentatives of the bondholders, nor 
would any modification of the solemn engagements which bind the Khedive he lecog- 
nized, if they were made arbitrarily, or without the previous consent ot the bond¬ 
holders. 

Colonel Gordon clearly understands that this, in our opinion, must be an essential 
condition of any inquiry or modification of existing arrangements; he has refused to tell 
me what his intentions are, but I have reason to think that he and M. de Lesseps are 
advising the Khedive to take some rash step arbitrarily, irrespective of the Commissioners

highest esteem and admiration, should, from a chivalrous sense of duty, have undertaken 
a task for which I fear he has no special qualifications. 

As I write this I have received your Lordship’s telegram of this afternoon ; I will see 
the Khedive to-morrow morning and do my best to dissuade him from committing himself 
to any rash or arbitrary step ; but even if ! succeed so far, in spite of Colonel Gordon’s 
and M. de Lesseps’ great influence with him, I foresee great difficulty in inducing him 
(even with the combined pressure of my French colleague) to accept Captain Baring’ or the 
Commissioners of the Caisse upon the Commission of Inquiry.

ment were in favour of or adverse to the financial affairs ot Egypt being discussed there.

should be full and complete, and that neither its scope nor the composition of the Com¬ 
mission could be settled without previous agreement with the representatives of the 
creditors. 

The Khedive I’ully subscribed to these conditions and to the principle we laid down 
that no inquiry nor modification of his Decree eould have any effect without the previous 
consent of the representatives of the creditors, and he promised to accept any delegates 
that might be “ sent out ” to him by Messrs. Goschen and Joubert.

I HAVE the honour to inclose, for your Lordship’s information, a copy of a pamphlet 
upon the financial situation in Egypt, which has attracted notice here, and which proposes 
a means of dealing with the large floating debt that is gradually growing up, including 
arrears of pay and pension due to Government employds, judgment debts, &c., by demanding 
certain sacrifices on the part of the bondholders. 

It is evident that by some means or other an arrangement for settling this class of 
pressing claims and debts must be devised as a first step by any Commission of Inquiry 
that has to deal with Egyptian finance, and that the difficulty, however great it may be, 
must inevitably be grappled with before any order or regularity can be imported into the 
Egyptian administration.

HTS Highness the Khedive has charged me to communicate with Messrs. Goschen 
and Joubert on the financial state of the country, with the view of;— 

1. Relieving the present state of affairs without interfering with the existing Decrees, 
and in a provisional manner, until such time as a Commission of Inquiry can be held. 

2 Forming, in concurrence with Messrs. Goschen and .Joubert, a Commission of 
Inquiry on the finances of the country. 

The existing strained relations which exist between the Egyptian Government and the 
Commissioners of the Debt, render any rapprochement impossible, and blaming myself 
their modus operandi, I despair of any result should I endeavour to treat with them, 

J myself admit the rights of the creditors to a strict examination into the resources of 
the country, which has never yet taken place. 

I in no way wish to abrogate the two Decrees. 

I wish to relieve for the present moment the existing distress, in the manner of 
paying the pressing wants of the many, and preventing any disturbance in the country, with 
the full intention, on my part, to deal with the few, justly, but impartially, when the 
political state of affairs and the Commission of Inquiry will allow of it being done. 

1 W'ould wish it to be understood that something must be done at present to remove 
the present state of affairs; that unless Messrs. Goschen and Joubert will allow of the 
proposal I have made to them being carried out, I shall press His Highness the Khedive to 
carry out this measure without their concurrence, and to run the risk of this action. 

If Messrs. Goschen and Joubert propose any measure which will relieve the present 
distress, I will do my best to carry the same through, for my proposal is only a summary. 

Should your Lordship disapprove of the line of action I have taken up, your Lordship 
has the remedy in your own hands, for my recall would effectually eliminate me, and 
relieve me from the position, extremely disagreeable, and well-nigh desperate, in which 
I am.

naitre a rEurnpc I’Egypte sous un aspect dc« plus favorables. Les Europeens prenaient 
avec empressement la route de ce pays et. y employant leurs capitaux dans d’heureuses 
entrcpriscs, trouvaient la juste compensation de leur travail et lours peines. Les indigenes 
eux-mbmes, desormais h I’abri des depredations des anciens Mamclucks, commen 9 aient a 
jouir des bicni'aits d’un Gouvernement r(-paratcur, et, grflces aussi a la f'dcjndite du sol, 
I’argcnt circulait parmi eux avec assez d’abondance sans que le Gouvernement cherchat if 
s’en approprier la plus forte part. 

Ce n’etait pas encore la prosperite, mais on s’y acheminait, et avec de I’ordre ct de 
I’dconomic, en consacrant cxclusivcment au developpement de I’agriculture toutes les res¬ 
sources du pays, le succcsscur de Said Pacha aurait pu se flatter d’accomplir I’oeuvre, il 
peine ebauchee, de ses predccesseui’s. 

Le dernier Vicc-Roi, en effet, s’etait lance dans une voie par trop depensi^rc, et il 
avait souscrit, ii contre coeur il est vrai, les premiers bons du Tresor. A sa mort, le pays 
se trouvait avoir une dette de 3,000,000/. sterling, dont il fallait sc deeharger il tout 
prix.

SINCE I wrote my despatch No. 70 of the 14th instant I have seen the Khedive, and 
I took the opportunity of strongly urging him (in a friendly manner), in his own interests, 
to accept without re.serve any Commissioners that Messrs. Goschen and .foubert might 
propose to him ; and 1 informed him that your Lordship, presuming that Captain Paring 
would be one of the Commissioners, had authorized me to state that if His Highness 
desired the assistance of a second English Commissioner, Her Majesty’s Government would 
be willing to lend the services of Mr. Rivers Wilson for the purpose. 

His Highness said he would gladly avail himself of the services of Mr. Rivers Wilson, 
whose eminent qualifications for the task he cordially recognized; but, while he did not 
distinctly refuse to acceirt any member of the “ Caisse ” on the inquiry, he maintained that 
due consideration for his prestige and authority ought to govern the choice of the Cominis- 
sioners, and that he could not allow the inquiry to degenerate into a personal cpiestion 
between himself and the “ Caisse.’’ In short, he gave me the idea that reflection had 
somewhat modified the impression which my first visit with Baron des Michels evidently 
then made upon him, and I am convinced that delay in the settlement of the bases ot the 
inquiry and of the selection of the Commissioners will only encourage him to niakc 
further dillieultics. 

'i'he leading members of the “Caisse” (Ca[>tain Baring and M. de Blignieres) persist 
in their refusal to destroy the solidarity of the “ Caisse ” by acting on the Comtnission 
without their colleagues ; and it mu.st be remembered that their legal position is greatly 
strengthened by the recent decision of the Cairo Tribunal recognizing the Decree ol the 
18th November, 1876, as a civil contract, and the Commissioners of the “ Caisse” as the 
legal rcjiresentativcs of the bondholders. The eff’ect of this decision (if it is confirmed on 
appeal) vs ill be to empower the Commissioners, in the probable event ot tlie non-payment 
ot the coupon of the 1st May, to take legal proceedings in the International 'rribuuals for 
the defence of tlie rights of the bondholders. Their position as a representative body is, 
therefore, greatly strengthened by this decision, and I am not surprised at their not 
wishing to weaken it by splitting up their ranks. 












My opinion still is, that while the members of the “ Caisse” are generally indicated 
by public opinion as the proper persons to conduct the inquiry, still it may be found 
expedient to come to a compromise by selecting a strong Commission which would work 
cordially with the “ Caisse but there ought to be no delay in coming to a decision upon 
this point. 

The Khedive warned me that immediately the Commission of Inquiry was fairly 
started, he should renew his appeal to Her Majesty’s Government to recommend to him 
an Inspector-General for the whole of Egypt, a request which he hoped and expected they 
would then accede to.

THE Khedive repeated to me in conversation to-day his strong suspicion of the 
existence of some secret intrigue on the part of Russia against Egypt, which he thought 
might take the form of Russia urging some modification of the privileges granted to Egypt 
by recent Firmans from the Porte, with the view of obtaining greater control over Egypt, 
by rendering her more dependent upon Turkey. His Highness professed to know nothing 
positively, beyond a belief that the Grand Vizier had spoken to both the English and French 
Ambassadors at Constantinople, about the views of Russia with respect to Egypt. 

I took the opportunity to sound His Highness upon the truth of the report of his 
suspicions of English designs upon Egypt; he utterly denied it, and attributed the rumour 
to the intrigues of Halim Pasha, and of his niece Princess Nesli, the wife of Khalil Ch^rif 
Pasha, who, he said, was originally betrothed to his son Prince Tewfick. 

His Highness’ language about Russia and England was perfectly satisfactory.

SINCE I telegraphed to your Lordship on the 19th instant that a satisfactory 
arrangement was all but negotiated by which the Khedive would accept the whole of the 
“ Caisse,” with Mr. Rivers Wilson on the Commission of Inquiry under the presidency 
of M. de Lesseps, with |)owcrs to investigate the whole financial situation of Egypt, 
I regret to say that a serious hitch has occiirred in the smooth progress of the 
negotiations. 

My telegram was founded upon the inclosed Project of Decree, which was dictated 
by the “ Caisse ” in the sense of an agreement previously come to between them and 
M. de Lesseps, acting on belialf of the Khedive, and which project he undertook on the 
part of His Highness to agree to. 

But the Khedive refused to accept the exact text of this Decree, and after consultation 
with M. de Lesseps llis Highness put forward for acceptance the inclosed couutei'-project, 
differing in some points from the project of the “Caisse,” and proposing to appoint two 
Egyptians upon the Commission. 

This proposal gave rise to very warm opposition on the part of my French colleague 
and M. de Blignieres, the French Commissioner of the “Caisse,” who entirely refuse to 
admit the principle that the native clement should be represented on the Commission. 

I have induced the Khedive to limit his demand to one native Commissioner, and to 
name the representative he proposes, his choice having fallen upon Riaz Pasha, one of his 
most able and energetic Ministers—a man with the courage of his opinions, and whose 
character for honesty and integrity is unimpeachable. The only other serious objection 
made by the Commissioners is to the preamble of the Decree, which says that the Budget 
shall be fixed in the form prescribed by the Decree of the 18th November (that is, by the 
Council of Ministers advised by the Comptrollcrs-General'), but 1 think this objection can 
easily be got over by the elimination of these words, to which I do not anticipate any 
serious objection. 

In short, as I telegraphed to your Lordship yesterday, the only real difficulty now is 
the question of the admission of one native representative upon the Commission of 
Inquiry, and upon this point I do not believe that the Khedive could give w'ay with any 
regard tor his own dignity and authority, or that of his Government, nor is it consistent 
with my own .sense of justice to urge him to do so, and my views are entirely shared by 
M. de Lesseps and Captain Baring. 

I regret to find myself in opposition to the views of my French colleague on this 
point, but my sense of justice revolts from denying to Egypt, whose interest in the results 
of the inquiry is at least eciual to that of France and England, who will have two Com¬ 
missioners each, the riglit of being represented at all upon the Commission, more 
especially when the choice of the Khedive has fallen upon an able Minister well known for 
his energy, courage, and honourable character, and wdicn, moreover, the Commissioners 
have already pledged themselves in their letter of the 28th .January last to the 
Minister of Finance (annexed to their compte-rendu) to accept a native as President of 
the Commission. 

I therefore hope that Her Majesty’s Government and that of France will concur in 
my views, and will accept the nomination of Riaz Pasha upon the Commission.

C’est done pendant les derniercs annees de Said Eacha et les premieres annees du r^gne 
du KhiMive, que la forte augmentation dc Texportation a commencee. 

11 est naturellement de grande importance d’examincr la cause et I’origine de ce grand 
developpement commercial, pour savoir si c’est par suite des etibrts et du travail que cela 
a eu lieu, ou bien si c’est seulement par des circonstances heureuses et accidentelles. 
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Sans entrer dans de grandes rcchercbes, on decouvre bientot quo ce sont ces derniercs 
circonstances qui en sont la vraie explication. 

Lc grand accroissement dc I’exportation est du uniquement aux circonstances des prix 
eleves du coton pendant la guerre civile d’Amdrique qui ^clata cn I’annce 1862. 

Le prix du coton enEgypte etait de 14 talaris le quintal en I’annee 1861, de 32 talaris 
en 1862, et de 52 talaris cn 1864. Ce no fut que dans I’annee 1867 que les prix retom- 
berent de nouveau au-dessous de 20 talaris. 

L’Egypte voyant done sans lc nioindre effort de sa part la valcur d’un de ses preinieer 
articles d’exportation tripler, dc sorte que si I’exportation du coton dans I’annee 1860 et 
1861 etait de 65.),000 (juintaux, et d’une valcur d’environ 1,670,000/. sterling, cette mbme 
quantile de coton valait dans I’annde 1864 environ 6,000,000/. sterling. 

Les prix eleves du coton eurent pour resultat de provoquer dans le pays unc grande 
activite agricole ct commerciale qui, apres s’etre soutenu jusqu’a ce jour, subit un temps 
d’arret. 

La culture des cercales fut remplacee par ccllc du coton dans de tellcs proportions que 
le ble, qui auparavant avait ete un des premiers articles d’exportation, devint un article 
d’importation. 

Bcaucoup de canaux d’irrigation furent construits pour faciliter la culture du coton. 
Dans I’annec 1860 il n’y avait que 240,000 feddans ])lantes de coton, cn 1865 il y en avait 
700,000 feddans, ct maintenant il y cn a peu pres 1,000,000 dc feddans. 

On estime que le coton a produit a I’Egypte pendant les (juatre anuf'es dc 1863 a 
1866, environ 35.000.000/. sterling. 

Ces annees auraient etc encore plus productives pour I’Egypte, si I’epizootie n’avait 
paseclate en 1864-65, et cnleve une grande ])artie des animaux domestiques. 

On evalue cette perte a plus de 5,000,000/. sterling. 

Vient maintenant la question d’examiner comment il a ete possible, les prix des cotons 
reduits, (jue I’cxportation ait pu cependant sc maintenir b ce grand chi lire de 12,000,000/. 
sterling. 

L(‘n causes principales sont :— 

1. Environ 600,000 feddans soumis a la culture pendant les annees 1862 1 \ 1872. 

Dans tout autre pays un travail comme celui de soumettre 600,OOO feddans ii la cul¬ 
ture aurait etc un travail excessivement couteux et de longue durec, tandis qu’ici ce travail 
s’est fait cn peu dc temps et a peu de frais, car il ne s’agi.-sait (pie de fuire arroser ce nombre 
de feddans par I’eaii du Nil, cpii en transforme le desert en terre fertile. 

Quant aux canaux d’irrigatiou leur construction n’a pas coute grande chose. Il n'y 
avait pas lieu comme ailleurs de faire sauter des roches, mais seulement de creuser dain 
une Urre molle. 

Du reste, la plus grande partie de ces canaux a ete faite par les fellahs memes et par 
la corvee. 

Pour les grands canaux comme celui d’Ismailia, qui ont etc faits aux frais du Gouverne- 
ment et en partie par corvee, un droit de navigation a ete applique pour faire renter le 
Gouvernement dans ses fonds. 

2. L’extension dc la culture du coton. 

Cette culture milmc au ju'ix ou le coton se vendait avant la guerre d’Ame'rique, est 
plus avantageuse que celle des cerenles, et d’autant plus que pendant les dernibres annees 
les prix des colons ont etc plus eleves qu'avant lt)61. 

3. La cultivation du coton a en meine temps produit une grande exportation d(‘ 
graines de coton. Pendant (lue I’exportation en 1862 n’e'tait que de 150,000/. sterling, 
elle est maintenant d’enviren 1,300,000/. sterling. 

4. Le pioduit de I’agriculture par suite du grand nombre do canaux d’irrigation, ct par 
I’usage des ponqies i\ vapour pour arroser les terrains, cst plus grand qu’auparavant. 

On caleule ipr’un feddan rend maintenant en moyenne 3 qumtaux de coton par 
feddan, tandis qu’autrefois il ne donnait que 2^ quintaux. 

5. Durant le regne du Vice-Roi actuel 45,000 feddans ont ete livres a la culture de la 
caune a sucre, ce qui, avec les douzc grandes fabriques de sucre, est evaluee ii peu pii's 
6,000,000/. sterling. 

11 est dilHeile partout, ct specialement dans ce pays-ci, dc bien administrer une si 
grande entreprise. 

On pretend que si la culture avait ete bien soignee, on aurait pu sur une surface bcau¬ 
coup moins grande ([ue cello employee aujourd’hui obtenir une quantite de Cannes 5 sucre 
de bcaucoup superieure. 

Loin de pouvoir jiroduire la quantite de Cannes a sucre necessaire pour ralimentatiou 
des fabriques, plusieurs de celles-ci choment forcement. 

Les fellahs qui demeurent dans les districts ou se trouvent les plantations de sucre 
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stmt soumis it la corvee, cest-Sr-dire qu’ils sont obliges de travailler aux eonditions qui le«r 

or,St certaineraent obteou on tout autre rosultat en donnant en ““

Suite sur les Impots en Ge'ne'ral. 

Ce ne sont pas seulement les immeubles qui sont soumis a I’impot, mais les ouvriers, 
les artisans, et les domestiques payent des taxes dircctes trds-elevees au Gouvernement. 

Ilya quelques anndes qu’un droit d’oetroi trds-elevd fut impose dans les viUes prm- 

cipales de TEgypte. 

Les sommes produites par I’octroi auraient du etre emidoyees dans 1 mteret des vale .

Rien dc plus juste que les immeubles, appartenant ii des etrangers (surtout a ties 

Svriens iouissant de protection etrangcre), soient soumis a des taxes. Les Etats l^ro- 

peens ne s’v oi)poseraient certainement pas; mais I’avantage pour le ^ Gouvernement 

E‘^vptien de prelever dcs impots sur les immeubles, appartmrant aux etrangers, serait 

insignitiant en conqiaraison des inconvdnients qui en rcsulteraient, ne pouvant plus appli- 

quer un systeme arbitrairo d’impbt. 

Du Commerce de lEyijpte. 

Le grand commerce de I’Egypte, et meme une grande partie du petit commerce, sont 

presque ontibrement entre les mains dcs etrangers. ^ 

Une fois que les etrangers out fait Icur fortune ils retournent gencralernent chez eux. 
L’Egypte ne protitc done pas, comme font les autres pays, dcs fortunes gagiiees pui le 

11 s’ecouleva certainement bien desannecs avant que le grand commerce passe dans les 
mains des indigenes. Done ricn n’est plus important pour I’Egypte que de chercher a 
attacher les negociants etrangers aux interCts du pays, afiu qu’ils y resteiit et placent leurs 
fortunes dans dcs cntrepriscs Egyptiennes, surtout dans I’agriculture. 

Industrie, 

Ellc est comparativement de peu d’importance pour le pays, et u oecupe qu uii nombre 
restreint d’habitants. 

Navigation. 

L’Egypte n’a qu’une flotte mercantile peu considerable. 

Il existe une oompagnie de bateaux a vapeur, appartenant au Gouvernement, qui 
possbde vingt-six navires. 

Ces navires font surtout dcs voyages entie Alexandrie et Lonstantmopie. 

Ils entretiennent aussi dcs communications entre les dilferents ports de la Mer 

Rouge. , , , • J 1 

Le "rand trafic de transport avec I’Europe est entierement entre les mams de la marine 

etram’bre a laqucllc la marine Egyptienne a peu de chance de pouvoir faire concurrence. 
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Nous nous entretiendrons plus tard de la navigation sur le Nil et des canaux, qui sont 
les principales voies de communications du pays. 

Pecherie. 

II est de tr^s grand importance pour TEgypte de d^velopper les peelieries des Lacs de 
Menzaleh ct de Brulos, qui maintenant, malgre I’abondance des poissons, sont loin d’etre 
suffisamment exploitds. 

Mines. 

Les mines qui dans I’ancien temps furent exploit6es sont improductives maintenant, 
faute de conibustible et d’ingenieurs capables. Leur exploitation par les indigenes 
n’amhiera que des pertes. 

Le sel estau monopolc du Gouvernement. Pros de Suez il se trouve de fortes couches 
de sel. (^e scl pourrait fitre exportes aux Indes il un tres has prix. Beaucoup de bateaux 
il vapeur qui maintenant portent des charbons il Port Said, et qui ensuite transitent le 
Canal de Suez en lest, cn allant aux Indes, prelercraient certainement charger de sel il un 
nolis has plutdt quo de s’y rendre sans chargement. 

Trouvant du sel il charger il Ismailia ou ii Suez pour les Indes, les bateaux se conten- 
teraient probabloment aussi d’un nolis plus moder6 que maintenant pour porter Ic charbon 
^ Port Said, a Ismailia, et Suez. 

De cette mani^re la ville du Caire, et les provinces de Zagazig ct Mansourah, oil se 
trouvent les principales fabriques d’egraiuage de coton, pourraient par la voie du Canal 
d’Ismailia recevoir leur charbon de terre bion mcilleur march6 que presentement. 

En I'aisant des salines prils d’Alexandric, on pourrait en toute saison procurer des 
nolis de retour avec du set aux navires du nord. 

Les longs 6tes, les tones chaleurs, ct la brisc continuclle sans pluie, faciliteront beau 
coup la formation du sel. Vient en suite son embarquement aisd, grSce au nouveau port, 
le sel pourrait done 6trc vendu ii un prix plus has ii Alexandrie (juc dans tons les autres 
ports de la Mediterrannee. 

Le Natron. 

Le pronuit qu’on retire maintenant des Laes de Natrons, pres du Cairo, est triss 
inferieur ii ce qu’il devrait (Itre. L’exportation c<^t bien restreinte. Avec des installations 
aussi simples que peu cohtcuscs, on pourrait ii I’aidc du solcil ct de I’cau produire un 
natron, qui serait bien recherche sur les marche's ctrangers. 

On ohtiendrait alors non-seulement au plus grand prix mais on parviendrait en mfime 
temps il dtendre I’exportation. 

Des Grands Truvanx execute's pendant les dernieres Anne'es. 


Canal de Suez. 

L’embarras financier de I’Egypte provient en grande paitie des imnieuses sacriticcs 
qu’ello a laits pour la creation du Caual de Suez. Outre I’argcnt, I’Egypte a perdu des 
milliers d’hommes forces par la corvee ii.travailler au Caual. 

Le Canal, place dans un coin du pays et dans un desert, sort peu comme voie de 
communication pour I’Egypte. Elle nc retire done aucun profit du Canal de Suez, si ce 
n’est quo de ce qu’il a donne lieu ii la creation du Canal d’Eau Douce d’lsmailia, par lequel 
on espere soumettre une grande {juantite de terrains a la culture. 

Par la creation du Canal de Suez TEgyptc a meme perdu beaucoup, le tralic conside¬ 
rable de transit entre Alexandrie et Suez ayant cesse. 

C’est dans I’interft de I’Europc, et non dans celui de I’Egypte, quo le Canal de Suez a 
et^ cree. 

Chemin de Fer, 

L’Egypte possede un reseau de chemin de fer tr6s considerable de 1,220 milles 
Anglais. 

Les ehemins de fer avee le matdriel sont evalues ii la soinine de 13,000,000/. sterling. 
Ils content done environ 11,000/. sterling par mille Anglais. Une grande partie ilcs 
travaux a etc exeentee par la corvde. 

L’importancc des ehemins de fer pour I’Egypte est certainement beaucoup exageree. 

Si dans d’autres pays les chernins de fer sont les .seules voies de communications pour 
le grand commerce et Ic premier moyen pour faire augmenter la production d’un pays, cela 
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n’est nullcment le cas ici, oii les voies de communications naturelles sont le Nil et les 
canaux. 

Loin d’auginenter le commerce et la production de I’Egypte, les ehemins de fer n’ont 
produit d’autres rcsultats que d’accroitre la dette du pays. 

Les distances entre les dilferentes parties du delta et les ports de mer sont si courtes, 
qu’il n’y aura pas do grande difference dans le temps, si le transport se fait par chemin de 
fer ou par barque. 

Les chernins de fer Egyptiens longent presque les bords du Nil, aussi bien que les 
canaux et la mer. 

Le transport par chemin de fer n’abr^ge done pas les distances ainsi que cela a lieu 
presque partout ailleurs. 

Cornrnc le ti’ansport par flcuve et par canal revient u presque deux-tiers au-dessous du 
prix de tran.sport par chemin de fer, il est clair cju’il est de la plus haute importance pour 
I’Egypte, de (iieilitcr la navigation sur le Nil et sur les canaux pendant toutes les saisons. 

En outre les produits coinmc le coton et les c6r6alcs nc supportent pas beaucoup de 
frais de transport. 

Toute facilitation est im gain, et toute aggravation une perte, pour les producteiirs, 
savoir ])our les habitants ou pour le pays. Les canaux gagnent partout de plus en plus 
d’iinportancc comme voies de communications. 

Nous voyons done qn’en Ainerique, ou I’on calcule plus quo partout ailleurs la valeur 
du temps, ime giande partie des edreales est transportee de I’intericur par les canaux. 
Tandis que la les canaux se gelent en hiver, ici, au contraire, ils sont ouverLs pendant 
toute I’annee. Lorsque la ils iic servent uiiiqucincnt quo comme voie do coinmuiiication, 
ici ils ont aussi une grande importance comme moyen d’irrigation. 

Une fois la navigation sur le Nil et sur les canaux facilitec, on parviendra peut-etre 
ini^me ii pouvoir transporter les marehandises en moins de temps que par le chemin de 
fer. 

Car avec un vast(‘ systemc de canaux il y aurait moyen de pouvoir ernharquer les 
produit.s agricoles presque devant la poite des fellahs et de les transporter ihms des alleges 
jusqu’a cole des navires dans les ports d’Alexandrie et do Damiette; tandis quo mainte¬ 
nant les marehandises qui viennent de I’intericur doivent sejourner plusicurs jours aux 
garcs des chernins de for cncombrees, avant qu’ellcs soient transport des ii Alexandrie. 

De la gare d’Alexandric il I'aut dc nouveau les ernharquer sur des alleges pour dtre 
transportees a cote des hatiments ou les transierer on voiture dans les magasins. 

La seulc ligne indispensable est celle allant d’Alexandrie au Caire il Suez, qui est 
egalement uecessairc pour le grand trafic de transit. 

Les Dairas etant les plus grands propridlaircs, ce sont dies qui jusqu’a present ont 
fait transporter la plus grande partie de leuvs marehandises jiar les ehemins de fer. Les 
interdts des diverses Dairas etant I’ortement lies avee ceux du Gouvernement, le transport 
de lcur:> umrehandises a done etc beaucoup favorisd. 

Ce transport n’a pas en consdqucnce beaucoup conlribud ii augmenter les recettes des 
ehemins de fer. 

Pour ipie le chemin de fer donnat des recettes il fut necessaire de contreindre les 
jiarticuliers ii s’on servir, ce qui dtait facile pour le Gouvernement en ne faisant ricn pour 
umeliorcr la navigation du Nil ct des canaux. 

Actuellemeut les Dairas, nc pouvant plus ohtenir aucuue faveur pour le transport de 
lours marehandises par chemin de fer, ont tout interet ii lour faire prendre la voie du Nilet 
des canaux. 

Mais comme le eontrat, passe entre le Khedive et ses crdancicrs, stipule qu’aucune 
somme ue pent etre ddpcusde sans rautorisation des coatrolcurs, et que les revenus des 
ehemins de fer sont engagds pour payer les dettes de I’Etat, les crdancicrs out tout intdrdt 
h ce que le traffic des chernins de fer augmente et le transport par le Nil diminue. 

Il n'est done pas probable que les eontroleurs dans eo momcut-ci eonsentent 
assigner des somines considerables dans le luit de faeilitcr la navigation Huviale. 

Les ehemins de fer Egyptiens quo I’on suppose construits dans Ic but dc ddvelopper 
les rcssources du pays, sont done envisages maintenant comme une entreprise purement 
finaneidro. 

11 u’est pus sans intdrdt dc fixer ici I’attciition sur les ddmarclies qui ont dtd laites par 
les eouipagnies dtrangercs dans Ic but de laeilitcr la navigation du Nil. 

.Ainsi il n’y a pas beaucoup d’amides ipi’iiue Compagnie de llcmorquuge fut formde et 
qu’on avait aussi le jirojct d’en former une autre de hallage j)our le transport des produits 
des fellahs a Ale.xandrie ct pour faire des canaux, taut a I’av.intage de la navigation que 
dans I’intdrdt dc I’irrigation. 

Le Gouvernement craignant rinfluence des Europeens dans I’interieuv du pays. 
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acheta de la Compagnie de Remorquage scb actions ii dcs prix tres-eleves, et s’opposa H 
la formation de la Compagnie de Haliage. 

Une Societe Agrieole ayunt ete cve'ee dans le but de faciliter I’irrigation par le moyen 
des pompes vapeur, fut egaleineut rachetee par le Gouvernement a des prix elevds. 

Port d'Alexandrie. 


Rien de plus important que le port de la principale ville de I’Egypte soit sur et 
commode. Mais de cela il nc s’ensuit nullcment qu’il fallut laire de si grands travaux 
comme ceux qu’on vient d exdcuter. 

Le prix de ces travaux est beaucoup plus eleve qu’il ne le devrait 6tre. 

Le Port d’A-lexandrie coute maintenant 2,000,000/. sterling. 

La chose la plus essentielle—une entree et d’un acc6s facile, manque encore. Les 
navires ne peuvent ni entrer ni sortir pendant la nuit. Lorsqu’il tait mauvais temps Us ne 
peuvent meme pas entrer pendant le jour. 

11 est ndeessaire de faire sautcr Ics roches sous-marines, qui rendent I’entree si diffi¬ 
cile. 

Les revenus du Port d’Alexandrie dtant donnes egalemenl en gage aux creanciers 
de I’Egypte, il est dans leur inter^t de fixer les droits aussi haut ([ue possible au prejudice 
de I’Egypte et de la navigation. 

Phares. 


La c&te Egyptienne est bien eclairee, et le service du pbare bien administrd. 
Contrairement it I’ententc qui existe avee les Gouvernements etrangers, les droits de 
pbare sont devenus un moyen de ressource pour I’Egypte, tandis que ces droits ne devaient 
servir que couvrir les depenses. 


Instruction Publiqite en Egypte. 

D’apres les statisticiens Egyptiens Ic nombre des ecoles elementaires en Egypte est de 
4,817, et le nombre des ent'ants qui les frequentent est de 140,000. 

Malheureuscment, il n’y a qu’un nombre restreint d’e'colcs pour les filles. 

On enseigne dans ces ecoles primaires ii lire le Coran et souvent a cciire. 

Outre les ecoles elementaires il y a des ecoles ou instituls pour former des medecins, 
des militaircs, des ingenieurs, hommes de loi, &c. 

Le Gouvernement a contribue par dcs sommes tres-considerables a I’instruction 
publique. A cause du mauvais etat des finances du pays, une forte reduction dcs sommes 
allou^es a eu lieu a cet efi'et. 

La premiere condition pour que I’instruction produise dcs fruits est que la situation 
des fellahs soit amelioree. 

Lorsque le fellah suura qu’il pout rccueillir les fruits de son travail il comprendra alors 
la ndeessite de donner I’instruction a scs enfanfs. C’est a cc moment qu’une intervention 
^nergique de la part du Gouvernement aura son utilitc. 

Quant a I’instruction scientilique, il va de soi, que le terrain est loin d’etre prepare. 


De VAdministration de la Justice en Egypte. 

Jusqu’ii ce jour c’est plutot dans I’interet du Gouvernement Egyptien et des Dai’ras 
que dans celui des indigenes quo la reformc judiciaire a eu lieu, car par cette reforme le 
Gouvernement s’est soustrait ii la pression diplomaticiuc ii laquelle il etait sounds dans 
ses litiges avee les etrangers. 

11 aurait t-te sans doute mieux, si la question financi^rc avait pu ctre reglec avant 
I’inslallation des nouveaux Tiibunaux. On aurait ainsi evite les conflits entre les Tribunaux 
et le Gouvernement Egyptien, et on n’aurait pas vu les sentences contre le Gouvernement 
Egyptien et les “DaiVas” demeurer sans execution, tandis que les sentences contre les 
pavticuliers sont executees. 

On pretend que les nouveaux Tribunaux sont appeles ii cxercer unc grande influence 
sur la civilisation du j)ays. Loin de contester leur influence favorable, nous croyons 
pourtant qu’on I’a exaggej'ce de beaucoup. 

Ainsi en proclamant Ic Code Napoleon, et en envoyant de bons juges dans un pays 
sauvage, on nc changerait probablement lien a son etat, car les Tribunaux en general, au 
lieu d’etre la cause de la civilisation d’unc contrec, n’en sont que le reflet. 

Les Tribunaux Mixto, conq)oseb de Juges etrangers nc parlant miJme pas la langue 
du pays, etant d’une difierente religion et n’ayant m^me pas juridiction dans les affaires 
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qui concernent les indigenes entre eux, exerceront certainement peu d’influence comme 
moyen de civiliser le pays. 

A I’egard des Europeens nous sommes les premiers ii reconnaitre la grande utilite 
qu’une jurisprudence uniforme a produite. 

Ce qu’il s’agit avant tout de reformer, c’est le syst^ine du pouvoir administratif; car il 
est tout puissant et touche presque chaque habitant. 

Des Finances de I'Egypte. 

La dette de I’Egypte etait dans I’ann^e 1862 de 3,293,000/. sterling, maintenant elle 
est a peu prfes de 80,000,000/, sterling, outre celle do la Daira, qui est a peu pres de 
10,000,000/. sterling. 

Cette dnorme dette provient, comme nous venons de le montrer, en grande partie des 
grands travaux exdcutds, dcs dnormes inter^ts payes sur les emprunts, des grands arme- 
ments, des grandes ddpenses dans les administrations et dans les Palais, et ii Constanti¬ 
nople, &c, 

Cette dette a dte contractee pendant les annees de prosperite de I’Egypte, et les prix 
extraordinairement dleves des cotons pendant la guerre civile d’Amerique. Les indigenes 
sont trop pauvres pour prater de I’argent a I’Etat; c’est done par les etrangers que les 
titres des emprunts sont detenus, 

Une dette enorme, de la pauvrete' parmi les habitants, une diminution de la valeur dcs 
terres Egyptiennes, h cause des fortes taxes, voiU\ maintenant la position du pays. 

La richesse d’un pays dependant gdneralement de la valeur de ses exportations, il 
n’est done pas sans interet d’examiner la proportion entre la dette de I’Egypte et la valeur 
de ses exportations et celles d’autres pays. Ainsi la dette des Etats Unis d’Amerique ei 
celle de la France ne sont que quatre h cinq fois plus grandes que la valeur de lours 
exportations, tandis que celle de I’Egypte est plus que six fois plus grande. 

Si on prend encore en consideration les grandes ressources matericlles et intellcctucls 
de ces deux premiers pays on comprendra I’cnormite de la dette Egyptienne. 

La valour des exportations de I’Egypte est presque le double de ses importations. Ce 
fait, tres avantageux pour ses creanciers, est la preuve que les indigenes ne consomment 
quo ti'hs peu, iVlais une fois le bien-etre 6tabli chez les indigenes, cette grande difference 
entre la valeur de I’exportation ct de I’importation cessera. 

La question de regler une dette de 80,000,000/. sterling est de trop d’importance et 
trop intimement lideaux interetsetaravenir du pays pour pouvoir otre resolue d la legdre. 

La premidre condition pour la resoudre est non-seulement do retrancher les depenses 
inutiles mais aussi de developpcr les ressources du pays. 

11 ne s’agit pas d’un arrangement qui pourrait produire momentandment une haussc 
des funds Egyptiens, car cela ne ferait que placer la creance dans d’autres mains. 

Il nc s’agit pas non plus du remboursement d’unc somme, qu’on pourrait extorquer au 
pays dans Ic courant de quclqties amides, cn I’abandonnant ensuite ii son propre sort, mais 
d’une dette, comme nous venons de le demontrer, it amortir cn un grand nombre d’anndcs 
—soixante-trois ans. 

La base premidro ct essentielle du contrat a dtablir entre I’Egypte et ses creanciers est 
que les intdrots dcs dits creanciers soient intimement lids ceux do I’Egypte, dans la 
prosperite de laquelle ils doivent trouver leur avantage. 

La manidre dont on a proeddd jusqu’ici pour regler la question financidre ressemble 
plutot a. celle qu’on applique quand on a it faire avee un crdancier particulier. On oubli 
que la faillitc d’un Etat ne pent pas dire li()uidce d’apres la loi privee en vigueur, mais 
d’aprds une loi ou arrangement special. 

Sans examiner si les dettes de flilgypte ont ete contraetdes dans I’interdt du pays, ou 
si ceux parmi les crdancicrs iiui ont prete leur argent a des taux usuraires, ou qui ont 
realise des benefices dnormes aux depens de I’Egypte, mdritent beaucoup do sympathie, il 
est pourtant du devoir de I’Egypte do tenir ses engagements. Mais de la ii pretendre (jue 
les indigdnes ou le pays doivent dtre completcment ruines pour satisfuire les creanciers, la 
distance est grande. 

11 est difficile de considdrer les habitants comme tcllcment solidaires de leur Gouver¬ 
nement que les crdanciers puissent i)retendre quo les fellahs devraient dtre ecrases par des 
imp6ts, ct (jue les creanciers eussent le droit de vendre les fellahs et leurs terres pour ctre 
rembourses. 


L’Egypte ressemble maintenant a une grande domaine, qui est sous I’administration 
des crdancicrs; mais avee cette grande difference que tandis quo les creanciers geuerale- 
inent comprennent la ndeessite de developper les ressources d’un tel domaine atiu d(‘ 
pouvoir rentrer dans lours funds, ici on ne pense qu’il encaisser, oubliant parfaitement 
(lu’ii la longue on ne pent rdcoller sans semer. 
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Loin d’etudier les moycns de developper les ressources du pays, nous voyons au 
contraire ([ue tous les tvavaux productifs sont arrfitds, et le Budget actuel n’alloue aucune 
sonime pour les travaux publies. 

Le controle pour sauvegarder les inter^ts des creanciers n’est non plus etabli sur 

la seule base solide, savoir quo les interets des creanciers sont solidaires de ceux du 
pays. 

C est moins un contrdle qu’un Etat dans I’Etat, ou les creanciers par leurs represen- 
tants accaparent une partie du pouvoir Gouvernementalo. 

Sous le pretexte que les empnmts de I’Egypte doivent 6trc payes avant tout, nous 
voyons Ip jugeinents contre le Gouvernement rest^s inexdcute's, les employds dans la 
uiisdre, i^ayant pas etd payes depuis un grand nombre de mois, tout travail productif ct 
utile arrdte, et aussi toute I’administration du ])ays etre en soufFrance. 

Les pouvoirs de P Ad ministration et du Controle se contrecarrant mutuellement, se 
neutralisent en meme temps. Et le rdsultat en est que le pays soufFre, ce qui fait que les 
creanciers souffrent egalement. 

Les controleurs dtant des particulicrs, engages par contrat privd entre le Gouverne¬ 
ment Egyptien ct les creanciers, ils ne peuvent exercer aucune pression officielle sur le 
Gouvernement Egyptien. 

Si on ne parvient pas au moyen d’un compromis quelconque a etablir une entente 
avec les creanciers, il reste encore I’intervention diplomatique. 

Pour remedicr aux affaires Egyptiennes, la premiere mesurc h. prendre est certainc- 
ment de fairc etudier par des homines competents le veritable etat clu jiays et de ses habi¬ 
tants, ainsi que de tous les moyens qui pourraient servir h developper les ressources du pays. 

Unc telle etude mnntierait si I’Egypte est cn etat ou non dc payer integralement ses 
crdanciers, ou s’il faudrait re'duire le taux des intdrdts. 

La situation eclairee, et la position rcglee, tous y gagneraient, meme dans le cas ou 
il faudrait admettre une reduction, vu qu’il serait bien plus avantagoux d’avoir des fonds 
Egyptiens, se vendant a 80 et donnant un interfit moins que 6 pour cent, que d’avoir des 
fonds cotes h 30 et dormant un interet plus que de G pour cent. 

Si nous venons de criliiiuer les mesures qui, dans les dernieres annees, ont ete prises 
pour introduire des reformes ot [lour developper les ressources du pays, il ne faut pourtant 
pas perdre de vue les grandes ditficultes qu'il y avait h vaincrc. 

Il faut prendre en consideration qu’il s’agit d’un pays oil tout progres, ou toute vie 
intellectuelle, a ch6m6 pendant des siecles, ct oi'i la population se trouve encore h un de"rc 
trop bas dc civilisation non-sculcment pour pouvoir prendre une initiative quelconque, 
mais mt^me pour pouvoir donner suite a I’execution d’un projet de reforme. Tout doit 
done Otre fait par un scut liomme, savoir, par le Chef de I’Etat. 

La grande activit'^ introduitc cn Egyptc par le Khedive pourrait encore porter des 
fruits si la question financiSre pourrait Ctre resolue d’unc mani^re equitable. 

Scion nous, e’est moins par la voic des reclamations quo par cello des concessions 
mutuelles que cettc question doit ctre traitec, 

Avant tout, les parties cn cause doivent comprendre qu’clles n’ont qu’un intcrct 
savoir, le progr^s dc I’Egypte, ’ 

C’est en se servant des grandes ressources, dont I’Egypte est douecs par la nature, 
savoir, de sa terre fertile, dc son excellent climat, de I’eau du Nil, que la question doit CHre 
resolue. 

On changera alors rapidement la situation actuellement si funeste. 

Le fait presque miraculeux, qu’il a dte possible dans le courant de dix ans de tripler 
I’exportation de I’Egyptc, nous montre combien la nature est gencreuse ici, et Ic fruit qu’on 
peut rccueillir du travail. 

Soigner I’agriculture ct etendre I’irrigation sans trop taxer les fellahs, et s’abstenir 
de tout autre travail et ddpenses inutilcs, voilil cc qui avant tout on devrait avoir pour 
but. 

Toute autre solution ne serait qu’un palliatif.

WITH reference to your Lordship’s telegram of the 23rd instant, the Khedive begs 
me to urge the following considerations upon Her Majesty’s Government in reply to their 
demand that Mr. Rivers Wilson should hold the post of first Vice-President of the proposed 
Commission of Inquiry into the financial position of Egypt. 

I should first say that the change in the project of Decree is not the Viceroy’s fault. 
M. dc Lesseps too hastily, and without His Highness’s authority, assumed that he would 
adopt the first project that I telegraphed to your Lordship on the 19th instant. 

His Highness is convinced that it is not the desire of Her Majesty’s Government to 
weaken his authoiity, or to discredit him or his Government in the eyes of his people; 
but lie feels that it would certainly do so if, in the absence of M. de Lesseps (who will not 
be able to go into the provinces with the Commission), the summons and orders of the 
Commissioners to the local authorities should issue from a foreigner instead of from an 
J'lgyptian i'unctionary. 

His Highness reminded me that M. de Lesseps’ position in Egypt is quite exceptional, 
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and that no other foreigner, except Colonel Gordon, holds an equal one; besides, he says, 
Riaz Pasha would immediately resign his appointment upon the Commission if he were 
passed over for any one else, and it would be impossible to replace him. 

These objections seem to me real and valid, and I doubt the policy, either in the 
interest of the success of the inquiry or on political grounds, of insisting on what seems to 
me to be a mere point of form, although, if Her Majesty’s Government do so insist, the 
Viceroy can but submit. 

I trust that an immediate answer may be sent to me on this point, as delay may do 
harm.

The Khedive now authorizes me to request Her Majesty’s Government to allow 
Mr. Rivers Wilson to serve on the inquiry as first Vice-President; and I would suggest 
that he should come out here as soon as possible. 

I am not sure that the counsels which guided the opinion of the French Government 
on this question were guided by any desire for the success of the inquiry, or for our 
continued popularity in Egypt.

WITH reference to your Lordship’s despatch No. 32, Political, of the 2Gth ultimo, 
and to ray despatch No. 55 of the 8th instant,* I have the honour to report that mv 
principal colleagues having received instructions in the same sense as mine, to join in a 
strong remonstrance against the non-execution of the sentences of the Mixed Tribunals, we 
met yesterday, and drew up and signed the collective note to the Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, of which I inclose a copy. 

My Austrian colleague was further authorized by his Government to intimate to the 
Khedive that he would be held personally responsible for these debts; but as none of our 
instructions went so far as this, we could not agree to his proposition. 

The Khedive, upon whom the note has made a strong impression, has since asked me 
what was meant by it, as he could hardly be expected to satisly integrally and immediately 
both his judgment debts and the claims of the bondholders. He conceived that the best 
answer to the note was the appointment of the Commission of Inquiry, whose duty it 
would be to ascertain the whole indebtedness and the real resources of Egypt, and fairly 
to apportion the assests among the creditors. 

1 said that the scandal of the evasion of the sentences of the Tribunals had become 
so flagrant and provoked such strong remonstrances from all quarters, including the Judges 
themselves, that it was impossible for the Powers who had surrendered to the new 
Tribunals, under the guarantee of solemn Conventions, the legal protection of the rights 
of their subjects, to acpuiesce in it any longer silently ; that the note had been drawn in 
careful terms with every consideration for his financial difficulties, and that it was not 
intended to convey any demand which need involve a breach of his engagements to any 
of his creditors.

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If His Highness set himself seriously to work to assist in resettling the present 
disorder in his finances, and if he would honestly try to pay his debts so far as he 
could, I felt sure he might count upon the patience and moderation of the Powers.

My Lord, Cairo, March 30, 1878. 

SINCE I wrote my despatches Nos. 81 and 83 of the 22nd and 23rd instant, your 
Lordship will have learnt by my telegrams that the last remaining difficulty in the way of 
the proposed inquiry into the financial situation of Egypt has been settled by the 
submission of the Khedive to the demand of Her Majesty’s Government that the first 
Vice-Presidency of the Commission should be given to Mr. Rivers Wilson instead of to 
Riaz Pasha, and the Decree appointing the Commissioners has been signed by the Khedive, 
and will appear in the “ Moniteur Officiel ” of to-morrow. 

As the decision of Her Majesty’s Government has been accepted by the Khedive, the 
matter is at an end, and it is of little use now to question its policy, but I cannot help 
doubting if it was worth while wounding the susceptibility of the Khedive and his Ministers, 
who had always believed that the policy of England was to strengthen rather than to 
discredit the Egyptian Administration, by insisting upon a point of precedence which 
seemed to me one of very secondary consideration, that could in no way affect the 
infiuence and weight which Mr. Rivers Wilson must necessarily liave on the Commission. 

But 1 wish to record my opinion that the strong insistence of my French colleague 
that the Khedive should be forced to make this concession (and which, no doubt, guided 
the opinion of his Government) proceeded from the same motives that prompted his 
opposition to the admission of any Representative of Egypt on the inquiry. Baron dcs 
Michels has from the first been hostile to the inquiry on principle; he tlmught it 
unnecessary and only likely to help the Khedive to evade his engagements, and that the 
Khedive ought to be compelled to meet them without consideration for the condition of 
the country; but when the principle of an inquiry was accepted even by his own Govern¬ 
ment, he determined, so far as lay in his power, to make it essentially a hostile inquiry 
against the Khedive, and with this view he strenuously opposed, first, the admission of 
any Representative of the Khedive, and then the appointment of the Egyptian Represen¬ 
tative to what I cannot help thinking was his natural place on the Commission, 

I do not make these remarks with any view of justifying my opinions upon a question 
that is now finally settled and on which I do not presume to challenge the decision of Her 
Majesty’s Government, but because I foresee that this difference between English and 
French views as to the real object of the inquiry may very possibly raise difficulties and 
disagreement hereafter during its progress. 

That the consequences of the inquiry will be serious there can be little doubt, as it 
seems to me impossible for the Powers, and above all for England and France, to allow 
the present financial disorders in Egypt to continue, without the risk of their provoking 
political complications; its probable results will be, cither to compel us to put strong 
moral pressure upon the Khedive to induce him to adopt very radical reforms that may be 
most distasteful to him, and to guarantee their execution by strengthening the European 
control, by which his independent authority must be weakened; or it may expose such 
gross acts of dishonesty on his part, as would convince everyone that his retention of 
power would be incompatible with the establishment of any serious administrative reform 
in Egypt, and lead to his replacement by his son, or by some other member of his family. 

I agree with the view of Captain Baring, stated in the Memorandum of which I inclose 
a copy, that it would probably not be difficult to frame a report which would so incense 
public opinion against the Khedive, as to render his tenure of power almost impossible, 
but J do not conceive that this would be the wish of Her Majesty’s Government, and I 
therefore hope that moderate opinions may prevail on the Commission, that due considera¬ 
tion may be made in criticizing past misdeeds for Eastern habits, and the miserable system 
of Government which have so much contributed to the ruin of Egypt, and that the efforts 
of the Commissioners will be rather directed to glean from the sins of the past the best 
guarantees to establish against their repetition in future, than to fasten the whole responsi¬ 
bility for them personally upon the Khedive. 

If the inquiry is conducted in this spirit (it has not, unfortunately, guided the pre¬ 
liminary negotiations), and if the creditors can be convinced that their real interests are 
intimately bound uj) with the prosperity of the country, with the development of its 
agricultural resources, and tlie readjustment of the crushing weight of taxation upon the 
peasantry, which is destroying the bees that produce the honey, then 1 think the inquiry 




may, without creating any serious political difficulty, be of real and lasting advantage to all 
the great interests at stake.

Memorandum on llu- possible results of the Inquiry into the Financial Condition of Egypt. 
(Very Private and Confidential.) 

I BELIEVE the state of things in Egypt to be so bad that, if all the Commissioners 
were to commence the inquiry with a preconceived idea that the Khedive ought to be 
deposed, it would not be difficult to prepare a report which would so inflame public 
opinion against him as to render it almost impossible for him to remain Ruler of the 
country. As, however, I conceive that such a result might involve grave political com¬ 
plications which would be very disagreeable to Her Majesty’s Government, Mr. Wilson 
and 1 should, I conceive, do all we properly cah do to avert it. I should have no doubt 
of our success if I had any confidence in the Khedive’s political insight; but I have none. 
It is proverbially difficult to save a man from the results of his own folly, and I know of 
no case in which this axiom more thoroughly applies than that of the present Khedive. 
The recent outcry against him is the natural consequence of his not having been able two 
months ago to discern the signs of tlic times. If he liad chosen to lean on what I may 
call the moderate party ; i.e., Mr. Goschen, Mr. Vivian, myself, &c., we might have 
pulled him through without his having been subjected to all the humiliation and abuse to 
which he has been or will be subjected. But he deliberately rejected our proffered 
assistance. He knew perfectly well what he was doing. I explained in very iilaiu terms 
the very grave consequences that would probably be involved in the absolute I'ojection of tlie 
terms on which we (i.e., the Commissioners of tlie Debt, acting in concert with 
Messrs. Goschen and Joubert), stated in the first instance that wc were prepared to take 
part in an inquiry, and I also explained the possibility of arriving at some compromise if the 
Khedive really wished to do so. But he turned a deaf car to this advice, and that 
although the friendly advice of Mr. Vivian was at the time exerted in the same direction 
as all that I was saying. He replied to us in a manner which rendered a conflict 
inevitable. The consecjuence was that I and others, who would willingly have helped him 
if he would have allowed us to do so, found ourselves thrown into the arms of what I may 
call the violent party. The Khedive has now yielded, but lu* has obiained worse lerma 
tlian he probably would have been able to obtain had he been wise in time. The whole 
.thing is really a repetition of the Turk and the Constantino{)lc Conference over again on a 
small scale. 

And this is what I very much fear the Khedive will do again. I fear he will successfully 
play into the hands of his most bitter enemies. Infinitely the wisest course he could now 
ailopt would be to give every facility to the inquiries of the Commissioners, fciirlessly 
reveal the past, however discreditable the exposure may be to him, and cordially accept 
the reforms which will, no doubt, ultimately be presented to him. That the latter will be 
most unpalateablc to him there can be but little doubt. For instance, it seems to me to 
be absolutely necessary to deal with what is known as tlie “ Da'ira Famiglia Question,” 
that is to say, the large private properties which have accumulated in the hands of the 
members of the Khedivial family. If he pertinaciously resists iind hinders inquiry and 
consequent reform in respect to this and cognate matters, the result will inevitably be to 
strengthen the hands of those who are in favour of violent measures. It is these 
considerations that lead me to hope that throughout the inquiry a constant pressure will 
be kept on him by the British Government to faeilitale the inquiry and adopt timely 
measures of reform. Otherwise, I foresee that it will be difficult to avoid very serious 
complications here. 

As I have mentioned Mr. Wilson’s name, I wish to aild that 1 consider that an 


but with so powerful an ally as Mr. Wilson, I have no fear for the results. 'I'here are in 
general, three points on which I anticipate difficulties with the French. 

The first is that they are so bitterly prejudiced as to be almost incapable of doing 
justice to the Khedive. T know, of course, as well as anybody, all that there is to be 
said against him, and I agree in a great deal of it, but that is no reason why he should 
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not have fair play, and I am determined that, so far as it lies in my power to ensure it him, 
he shall have it. 

The second point is that, in spite of any professions to the contrary, I believe that 
the only thing that the French really care about is to get as high a rate of interest out of 
the country as they can. Now, the view of the majority of Englishmen is that, although 
they do not want to see the bondholders defrauded, neither do they wish to see the Fellahs 
oppressed, and that, in any new arrangement, the welfare of Egypt as well as that of its 
foreign creditors is to be considered. Certainly that is my view, and I have already stated 
publicly and in very plain terms, that whatever may be the wishes of the bondholders, I 
will not lend myself to the support of any measures which can fairly be characterised as 
over-exacting or as necessarily involving the oppression of the people. This attitude is, 
I conceive, one that will meet with the general approval of Her Majesty’s Government, and 
is very much the same as that in which Mr. Wilson will approach the questions now 
awaiting his consideration. I do not think that this description represents the frame of 
mind of the French generally, and especially not of Baron des Michels or M. de Blignieres. 
They are so fully impressed with the idea that the Khedive is defrauding his creditors, and 
they are so anxious to show that the country can pay all that it has engaged to pay, that it 
is difficult to make them look at the (juestion from any other point of view. When 
our report for the past year was in course of preparation, i wrote some passages indicating 
our solicitude for the welfare of the people of Egypt, and stating that in certain 
eventualities we should not hesitate to recommend a reduction in the rate of interest. 
M. de Blignieres did not raise any objection to the insertion of these passages, but I doubt 
if he entered heartily into the spirit of them ; I fancy that he rather regarded them 
as harmless general phrases whieh would not bind him to anything definite. I, however, 
consider them binding on me and on him, and when the occasion arises, I shall not fail 
to say so. 

The third point on which 1 anticipate some did'erences of ojunion is a purely financial 
one. The interests of the English and French bondholders arc not exactly identical 
There must be a large number of small holders of Egyptian stock in France; but the 
interest of the Paris Syndicate is so overwhelming, and they ar.e so much more powerful 
than any other class of Trench creditors, that, in speaking of their own interests, the 
French generally mean, more or less, the special interests of the Syndicates. Now, I 
believe I am right in saying that the whole of the stock held by the Syndicates as security 
against their claims, consists of Unified Debt bonds. Hence there will be a strong 
temptation on the part of the French when any new arrangement comes to be cast into 
shape, to get as good terms as po.ssil)lc lor the holders of Unified Stock. On the other 
hand, although the holders of Unified .^tock are very numerous in England—even more 
numerous than in France—the Short Loans are, I fancy, exclusively held by Englishmen, 
and the Preference Stock is much more largely held in England than in France. J am 
not at present prepared to say that no sacrifices should be demanded of these two latter' 
categories of creditors, and that the brunt of all the changes, whatever they mav be, 
should fall on the holders of Unified Stock; but to any one who knows the existing 
facts and tlie history of the past, it must be abundantly clear that the Preference and 
Short Loans Bondholders have claims to consideration which are superior to those of the 
holders of Unified Stock. Of course, I do not wish them to be unduly favoured; I only 
want them to get justice, and it is because, in French hands, there is a risk that they will 
get less than justice that I make the above remarks. 

I append to this Memorandum a note showing approximately the proportions in which 
the various stocks are held in England, France, and Egy]it. 

1 need hardly say that I wish this Memorandum to be considered as most strictly 
private and confidential.

Note showing the Approximate Proportions in which the several Egyptian Loans are held 

in England, France, and Egypt. 

THE following calculation is based upon the number of coupons presented for 
payment in London, Paris, and Alexandria or Cairo respectively. 'The figures belonging 
to the coupon of 15th January, 1877, have been taken in the case of the Unified Debt, 
and of 15th April, 1877, in the case of the Preference Stock. The distribution, therefore, 
represents that which held good at the beginning of last year. 
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2. The figures must only be regarded as a rough approximation. They are liable to 
the following sources of error:— 

(a) All the holders of the old Egyptian Loans have not yet converted. 

(ft) All the coupons due on 15th .January and i5tli April have not yet been presented 
for payment; or, if they have been, we have not yet received an account of them from 
London and Paris. 

For the above reasons the aggregate amount of stock held is somewhat greater than 
that shown in the table. 

Again:— 

(c) As we pay, so far as Europe is concerned, exclusively through London and Paris, 
it is impossible to say how much of the money paid represents bonds held in other 
countries. Probably the greater part of the coupons held on the Continent are encashed 
at Paris. 

(d) When exchange is high, people in h’gypi, owing money in Europe, often send 
coupons instead. Such coupons would, of course, represent in the following table stock 
held in England or France

Herr von Billow to Count Miinsler.—{Communicated to the Marquis of Salisbury by 

Count Miinster, April 9.) 

(Translation.) Berlin, March 27. 1878. 

I AM still looking forward respectfully for your Excellency’s report upon the 
execution of the instructions respecting Egyptian financial affairs, communicated in my 
despatches of 12th February and 7th March this year. 

With I'egard to the negotiations on this matter, wliich have taken place between the 
Powers, I am enabled by a report from Prince von Hohenlohe of the 20th instant, to inform 
your Excellency that the Cabinets of Paris and London have arrived at an understanding 
respecting the demands which are next to be presented to the Viceroy. 

Meanwhile, the Austro-Hungarian Government has also made this question the 
subject of a detailed communication to us, and aceompanietl it with the proposal of a joint 
representation of the Powers to be addressed to the Viceroy, which, as I may presume, 
will also be made known in Paris and London. In answer to the above com¬ 
munication, we have infbivried the Vienna Cabinet that we are quite willing to join in a 
representation to the Khedive in accordance with the proposal of the Austro-Hungarian 
Government. 

From a comparison of the Austro-Hungarian proposal with the stipulations upon 
which, according fo Lord Derby’s statements, the Cabinets of Paris and London have 
agreed, it appears that in substance, both with regard to the contents of the representation, 
and to the limitation respecting the steps now to be taken, the views of the four Powers, 
Austria, Germany, England, and France are perfectly identical as to the formation and 
object of the Commission of Inquiry. 

We consider it urgently desirable for the general interest, and with reference to the 
proposed effect on the Viceroy, that this common understanding should he expressed 
immediately by a joint official step, to which, as we hope, Italy also would not withhold 
her adhesion, and in so unequivocal a manner that the Viceroy can have no doubt as to the 
equally determined and unanimous will of thi' Powers. lt‘, as we learn from a report of 
Herr von Saurma’s, lately received, the Representatives of England and France have 
already made a preliminary representation to the Viceroy, for themselves alone, with 
reference to the Commission of Inquiry, our hope is thereby strengthened that England and 
France will be willing to assist the other friendly Powers in a joint act quite in accordance 
with tlieir previous proceeding. 

Justified as England and France appear to us in taking precedence in this affair, so 
extremely imiiortant for the interests of their subjects, so certainly are the otlier Great 
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Powers called upon and bound on their side also to take part, in the defence ot the interests 
of their subjects, the more so as in presence of the well-known character of the Khedive, 
and the counteracting influences that are brought to bear upon him, a separation of the 
Powers would afford fresh encouragement to the Viceroy’s effort to evade again as far as 
possible the compulsory force of contracted engagements. 

We therefore attach a definitive value to a joint manifestation of the Powers. 

The formulation of the Austro-Hungarian Government’s proposal appears to us to 
combine all interests. According to it the Powers would demand, that the proposed 
Commission of Inquiry should be composed of impartial personages, in the first rank the 
members of the State Debts Commission ; that it should be promptly summoned and be 
entruated not only with the examination of the revenues, hut also of the expenditure and 
all unconsolidated State liabilities, as well as that it should be entitled and commissioned 
to prepare suitable proposals for the regulation of the financial affairs of Egypt. 

In case the Cabinets of Paris and London should consent to a joint step in the 
direction above indicated, it would appear to us desirable, for the sake of expedition, that 
the respective Representatives in Egypt should be authorized hy telegraph to make a 
collective declaration on the above basis. 

I respectfully request that your Excellency will communicate the contents of this 
despatch to Lord Derby, and that you will warmly recommend our proposal to his 
Lordship’s consideration. 

I look forward with interest to the favour of a communication on the result of your 
conference with Lord Derby.

the four Commissioners of the “ Caisse ” of the Public Debt. 

I have not thought it worth while to notice the omission in the Decree to specify 
distinctly that Mr. Kivers Wilson is the first and Riaz Pasha the second Vice-President, 
as it is well understood that it is so, and their names appear in the proper order of 
precedence. 

The Commissioners are only waiting for the arrival of Mr. Rivers Wilson to commence 
the inquiry, and in the meanwhile they have asked for detailed accounts of the receipts, 
expenditure, and debts of the Government, which will probably be ready when he 
arrives. 

The knowledge that Mr. Rivers Wilson’s expenses will be defrayed by Her ^Majesty’s 
Government has made a very good impression here.

M. BARROT, the Khedive’s Private Secretary, informs me confidentially that it is 
quite true, as stated in the Paris letter of the “Times” of the 29th ultimo, that Halim 
Pasha, the Khedive’s uncle, has addressed to His Highness a very strong and able letter 
protesting against the administrative faults and extravagance which are bringing ruin upon 
Egypt and compromising the position and future of the family of Mehemet Ali, of which 
he (Halim Pasha) pretends, after tlie Khedive, to be the doyen, and strongly recommend¬ 
ing His Highness to agree to an inquiry, conducted by competent Europeans, into the 
whole financial position of the country, with a view to economy and readjustment of 
taxation, and to surrender to the State the vast properties held by himself and his family 
in exchange for a suitable civil list, wiiich should be settled in accord with the European 
Powers. 

M. Barrot tells me that the Khedive has refused even to read this letter, although he 
was warned that it was probably intended for publication. 

I look upon this step of Halim Pasha as a mere bid for European support to the 
pretensions he has never quite abandoned to supplant or to succeed the Khedive; but his 
views are not more liberal than those enunciated by the Viceroy when he came into power, 
and I am not aware that he would be more likely to carry them out even if he had the 
opportunity.

distress. 

Incomplete payment of coupons will certainly produce disastrous effect, but I doubt 
if I can properly do more than warn the Viceroy of its very serious conseciuences, leaving 
to him the entire responsibility of deciding how to act. 

Commissioners of Inquiry refuse to prejudge a question which they are sent to deter¬ 
mine after inquiry, or to assume any responsibility in the matter.

THE French Ambassador has communicated to me the accempanying telegram, which 
he had received from his Government, staling that there is every reason to believe that 
the Khedive can pay the coupons of the Unified Debt which fall due in May if he chooses 
to do so, and that in the opinion of the French Government the institution of the Com¬ 
mission of Inquiry into the financial condition of Egypt ought not to be made a pretext 
for postponing the payment of his debts so far as he was in a condition to discharge tiiem. 

M. Waddington having expressed a desire that you should act with your French 
colleague in urging this view on the Khedive, I sent you a telegram this afternoon stating 
that Her Majesty’s Government authorized you to do so. 

At the same time, I impressed upon you the necessity that you should, in carrying 
out the above instruction, bear in mind that Her Majesty’s Government consider that the 
payment of the Tribute and of the English shares in the Suez Canal are obligations of a 
more binding character than any others, and that they have a special interest in their 
punctual fulfilment.

I HAVE the honour to lay the following circumstances before your Lordship;— 

In November 1875 a claim of mine against the Egyptian Government became the 
subject of a correspondence between Her Majesty’s Agent and Consul-General in Egypt 
and the Egyptian Government. 

Upon the institution ef the “ Tiibunals of the Reform ” in Egypt my claim was 
referred, at the request of the Egy[)tian Government, to the “ Supreme Court of 
Arbitration,'’ which, in May 1877, gave judgment in my favour, and granted execution, 
for the sum of 4,4U0Z. 

Notwithstanding repeated application I have been unable to recover anything from 
the Egyptian Government. 

I now have to i)ray for the aid of Her Majesty’s Government in obtaining the due 
execution of this Award made by the Judges of the I'^gyptian Government in the Supreme 
Court of Arbitration, which obtained jurisdiction over tbc cause by the concession of Her 
Majesty’s Government, and to which my claim, already the subject of diplomatic corre¬ 
spondence, was referred at the request of the Egyptian Government. 

I inclose autbenticated copies of the correspondence and ol the judgment, with the 
official intimation of its notification, to the Egyptian Government.

(Telegraphic.) Cairo, April 18, 1878. 

IN com])liance with your Lordship’s instructions, 1 have urged the Viceroy to meet 
May coupon, and strongly advised him to make every personal sacrifice to do so. 

His answer is that, as the English and French Governments insist, he will endeavour 
to meet coupon at any cost to the country, but the responsibility for the consequences will 
rest with them, lie says that the large deficit cannot be made good without ruinous 
sacrifices. 

Whatever the French may say, I know that the country is in extreme distress; that 
the coupon, if paid, will be wrung by ruinous sacrifices from the unfortunate taxpayers, 
and that proposals have already been made to collect the whole year’s taxes in advance. 

I hardly think Her .Majesty’s Government would like to countenance such practices. 

If Viceroy has really put by money (which he denies), he will not disgorge it wdth- 
out stromrer ])ressure than any Government has hitherto put upon him, and the whole 
burden will fall upon the country.

The Marquis of SaJishunj to Count Munster. 

M. I’Amhassadeur, Foreign Office, April 18, 1878. 

I HAVE the honour to inform your Excellency that Her Majesty’s Government have 
learnt with satisfaction from the note of the 27th ultimo, communicated by you on the 
9th instant, that their views upon the subject of the steps to be taken to insure a searching 
and impartial inquiry into the condition of the revenues and expenditure of Egypt are fully 
shared by the Government of Germany. 

The concurrence of the Austro-Hungarian Government in these views had been 
previously expressed by Count Beust. 

Her Majesty’s Government have the satisfaction of knowing that if the Khedive had 
refused to yield to the representations of England and France, Germany and Austria- 
Hungary would have been prepared to unite with them in bringing to bear upon him a 
joint pressure which ho would have found it difficult to resist. 
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Your Excellency is, however, doubtless aware that the efforts of the British and Frencii 
Representatives have been successful. The Khedive has conceded all the points demanded 
of him, and the concessions fully satisfy the requirements laid down in the note which you 
were good enough to communicate to me. The Commission of Inquiry has been consti¬ 
tuted by a Decree issued by His Highness on the 30th March. It is composed of impartial 
persons, among whom are the Commissioners of the ‘‘Caisse;” it is entrusted with the 
widest powers; its investigations will extend to all elements of the financial position, due 
regard being given to the legitimate rights of the Egyptian Government; and all Govern¬ 
ment officials will be bound to furnish promptly all information required from them. 

The objects sought by the principal European Powers are attained by the appoint¬ 
ment ot this Commission ; and Her Majesty’s Government do not doubt that the German 
Representative in Egypt wdll cordially co-operate with his colleagues in supporting the 
Commissioners in the execution of the complicated and difficult task wdth which they have 
been entrusted. 

As it is possible that your Excellency may not have a copy of the Decree of the 30th 
March, I have the honour to inclose a copy herewith.

MR. ALEXANDER McEWEN, who is interested in the Turkish Tribute Loan, has 
come to Egypt from Constantinople with the following object: 

Seeing that the Loan of 1877, commonly known as the “Ottoman Defence Loan,” 
has hopelessly broken down, he proposes in lieu thereof to consolidate the whole of the 
Turkish Tribute Loans, including the Loan of 1855, on the security of a special and 
direct assignation to the bondholders of the whole of the Egyptian Tribute with the 
consent of the Porte. 

He also seeks to obtain a special mortgage of a portion of the Egyptian revenues 
not already pledged amply sufficient to cover the amount of the tribute, on the under¬ 
standing that any surplus will be returned to the Egyptian Government. 

If he could secure these conditions he would be prepared to offer a sop to the Khedive 
for the additional security thus given. 

Mr. McEwen, however, has understood during his stay here that the present 
moment is not a favourable one for making any such proposals, and he is therefore 
returning to England.

My Lord, _ Cairo, April 13, 1878. 

I HAVE the honour to inclose the answer of the Egyptian Government to our 
collective protest against the evasion by the Government and the Da'iras of the Khedive 
of the sentences of the Tribunals of the Reform. 

It conveys a general assurance of the Khedive’s loyal desire to respect the decisions 
of the Tribunals; it professes to explain how his desire has outstripped his means of doing 
so; it asserts that the sentences against the Vice-Regal Family “ DaTras ” have been 
satisfied in full, and those against the Khedive’s “Daira” almost completely, while it 
pleads that the appointment of a Commission of Inquiry to devise a settlement of the 
whole financial difficulties of Egypt is an earnest of the Khedive’s desire to deal fairly 
with all his creditors, including those who have obtained judgments. 

The majority of my colleagues are by no means satisfied with this answer, as they 
refuse to admit that the execution of the sentences of the Tribunals can be deferred until 
the termination of the labours of the Commission, but before reporting to our respective 
Governments upon Cherif Pasha’s letter we are taking steps to ascertain how far the 
statements it contains are accurate. 

Meanwhile it is evident that there is a great divergence of opinion among my 
colleagues as to the treatment of the various classes of debts. 

My French colleague strongly holds that the next coupon should be paid before 
anything else; that the failure to pay it would be a breach of contract which would 
give every bondholder the right to become a judgment creditor and provoke the 
catastrophe of national bankruptcy which we have sought to avoid, and his Government 
endorse these opinions. 

On the other hand, my German, Austrian, and Italian colleagues, less interested in 
the bondholders’ claims, and jealous of the preferential treatment they have already 
secured for themselves, will not admit that the necessity of paying the next coupon can be 
pleaded as an excuse for not settling with the judgment creditors, while the Khedive, 
sheltering himself behind the plea that he cannot pay both, will avoid as long as he can 
paying eithei*. 

The instructions sent to my Austrian and Italian colleagues go so far as to authorize 
them to threaten to liold the Khedive iiersonally responsible for the execution of the 
sentences of the Tribunals. 

There is also another class of claims, in my opinion quite as interesting as cither of 
the others, namely, the heavy arrears of pay due to the employes of the Government, 
many of whom are literally starving. The accompanying letter, which I received to-day 
(and I have had many others), will show your Lordship the intense sulfering and misery 
that is being caused by the non-payment ot these poor people. 

The whole situation is full of difficulty, and the Commissioners will naturally refuse 
to decide any point that might prejudge their ultimate decision until they have had time 
to make their inquiry. On the one hand the non-payment of the coupon wmuld consti¬ 
tute a breach of contract which might probably involve the disaster of bankruptcy; on 
the other the strong official support that is being given to the judgment creditors, and the 
urgent necessities of the Government employes may compel the Khedive to prefer their 
claims to those of the bondholders. 

My French colleague has received a despatch from his Government by this mail 
desiring him to urge strongly upon the Khedive the necessity of paying the next coupon, 
and lie has asked me to support him, but I have as yet received no instructions that 
authorize me to do so.

mouth. 

I should be happy to know whether you consider that the time has arrived for Her 
Majesty’s Consul to come forward and claim what in all countries in the world is the 
lawful and undisputed right of a public servant. 

Before paying for a fresh registration in Her Majesty’s Consulate, I think that I am 
entitled to know what British protection is worth. Your reply will satisfy me as to its 
value.

MY French colleague is strongly urging me to support him in requiring the 
complete payment of the coupon of the “ Unified Debt,” amounting to 2,014,246/., wliich 
falls due on the 1st May. 

T am as anxious as he is for the payment of this coupon, but the deficit in the 
revenues specially pledged to the bondholders is so heavy that unless the Khedive will meet 
it out of his private means, which is most improbable, I fear it could only be made good 
by fresh shifts or ruinous sucririces, such as compelling tlie wretched peasants to sell their 
growing crops or to borrow money upon them at usurious interest, or by taking the taxes 
in advance for the whole year, which is contrary to the solemn engagement recently taken, 
while it will certainly completely exhaust the 'H-easury Chest and leave nothing wherewith 
to pay the sentences of the tribunals, which we are instructed to demand otficially, the 
arrears of tribute, or the heavy arrears of pay due to the Government employes, who are 
in the greatest misery and distress. 

1 admit that the incomplete payment of the coupon would be an act of bankruptcy 
which would produce the most disastrous effect upon the credit of Egypt, but 1 am not 
sure that its payment by such illegal shifts and ruinous expedients is not more dishonest 
still, and 1 doubt if I ought properly to connive at such proceedings or to do more than 
warn the Khedive of the very serious consequences of the non-payment of the coupon, 
leaving to him the entire responsibility of deciding how to act, and giving him to under¬ 
stand, as I have done, that it belioves him to come to the assistance of his country in 
the hour of her distress, and that as he had shared in her prosperity and wealth, so he 
ought to be the first to make every personal sacrifice to assist her in the hour of her 
need. 

This is the exact language I have used to him, but I fear it finds very little echo in 
the heart of the Khedive. 

The members of the Commission of liuiuiry naturally refuse to prejudge the 
question of the sufficiency of the resources to meet liabilities which they arc appointed 
to determine after due inquiry, or to give any opinion or assume any responsibility at all 
in the matter.

IN obedience to the instructions conveyed to me in your Lordship’s telegram of the 
16th instant I saw the Khedive to-day and urged upon him the necessity of doing his 
utmost to meet the May coupon, and I strongly advised him at the same time to make 
every personal sacrifice to do so. 

Me replied that as the English and French Governments required that the coupon 
should be paid, he would do all that lay in his power to meet it, at whatever cost to the 
country, but that the responsibility for the consequences would not rest with him. Me 
added that the large deficit of about 1,200,000/. still remaining to be made good could not 
be covered before the 1 st May without ruinous sacrifices. 

1 can assure your Lordship (whatever the French say) that the country is in extreme 
distress, and that ll' the coupon is paid in full the money will be wrung by ruinous sacri¬ 
fices and cruel expedients from the unfortunate taxpayers; while 1 know that t|ie Govern¬ 
ment have under their consideration the collection of the whole year’s taxes in advance. 
1 ler Majesty’s Government, would scarcely wish to countenance such practices. 

If the Khedive really has, as is alleged, although he denies it, put by large sums ot 
money, he will not disgorge them without stronger pressure than any that has yet been 
put ujion him : but meanwhile the whole burden of the financial difficulties falls upon the 
unfortunate taxiiayers.

THF.. insistance of my Fi'ench colleague that 1 should join him in pressing the 
Khedive to pay the coupon of the 1st May in full, and that 1 should receive iastructions 
to that effect from Her Majesty’s Government, induced me to telegraph to your Lordship 
on the 1.5th instant my opinion that the heavy deficit which would have to be made good 
before the 1st May could only he collected by ruinous sacrifices and cruel expedients ; that 
it would absorb every available resource of the Government, leaving notliing wherewith to 
pay their other pressing debts, and that I thought that the utmost I could properly do was 
to warn the Kherlivc of the disastrous eflect the non-payment of the coupon would have 
upon the credit of I'gvpt. throwing upon him all the onus of dealing with difficulties for 
which he alone wnis responsible. 

Your Lord.ship, however, adopting the opinion of the French Government tliat the 
Viceroy could well afford to pay tlie coupon if he chose, and w'as only seeking to make the 
institution of the Commission of Inquiry a pretext for postponing the payment of his debts, 
instructed me on thr- Kith instant to join my French colleague in urging this view upon 
him. 

1 subse(juently informed youi' Lordshi[) that my view ol the situation was generally 
.shared here e.xcept l)v tlio-'O who desired to enfijrce tlie payment of the coupon at any 
cost , and that, as 1 felt convinced that even if the Vicerov had put by money (w'hich lu' 
denie.N) he would not disgorge it without stronger pre.ssure than any that had hitherto been 
jmt upon him, the wliole burnden of the financial difficulties would inevitably fall upon 
the wretched tax-|)ayers, and I expre.sscd my doubts if the payment of the coupon hv such 
means would be moi-e dishonest even than its incotnpletc payment. 

I also informed your Lordship that rny German, Austrian, and Italian colleagues pro¬ 
tested against any pieferenee being shown to the hondholder.C claims that mighf interfere

'I’he interview that 1 had with the Khedive on the 18lh instant to carryout your 
Lordship’s instructions e.mtirmed iny fear.- of the probable result of pressing liim to pav 
the coupon. 1 earnestly dwelt tipon the ])ropriety of his making cverv jversonal .sacrifice to 
do so; 1 protested agaiosi tiu' country being called upon to bear m.ore than it- fail-share 
of the Imrden, and I -iioii^ly appealed to him to remember that as he had so largelv 
shared in its wealth and pro-perity, so lie ought to he the fir-it to come forward and assist it 
in the hour of it.s need. 

I regret to say that my appeal found no echo with the \ ic('roy, if if he true, as is 
allegeci, that he has private means at his disposal. He simply said that as the Fnglish and 
1'reach Governmenfs demanded the payim-nt of the coupon, lie would strain everv effort to 
meet it, whatever it might cost the country, but that the responsibility for the sacrifice- it 
nuist entail would not re-t with him. lie added that it vvould he impossible to cover the 
large deficit in tin- icvenue-i of the pledged provinces, which would have to he made good 
before the 1st .Mav, without collecting the taxes in advance for the wdiole year, and other 
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such ruinous expedients. 1 said that Her Majesty’s Government had been given to believe 
that Flis Highness had the means to pay the coupon, if he chose to do so, without resort¬ 
ing to such measures, but this he absolutely denied. 

Since then I have forwarded to your Lordship a telegram from Mr. Romaine, the 
English Controller-General, stating that the Khedive has issued orders for the collection of 
all the taxes in the provinces pledged to the bondholders for the whole year in advance ; 
that this can only be done by selling up the poor tax-payers, and forcing the rich to borrow 
at usurious rates of interest, and that Mr. Komaine strongly protests against a pressure 
which the Khedive pleads as his justification for these cruel orders. 

'fhe Commissioners of the Caisse (who are the legal representatives of the hond- 
holdcrs) also intend to protest strongly against any such measures as a violation of the 
spirit, if not of the letter, ol existing Decrees, and as most injurious to the real interests of 
their clients. 

1 fear, my Lord, that the French vic.v of the position of affairs here, and of the ability 
of Egyjvt to meet her liabilities in full, as expre.ssed to your Lordship by the French 
Ambassador, is founded upon error, and rather prompted by the greed of the great financial 
establishments intcrc.sted in Egyptian stock to secure the integral payment of the interest 
upon their bonds at any sacrifice, without regard for the exhausted condition of the 
country. 

'^fhey insist that F)gypt is well able to bear her burden, and that in any case the 
Khedive is possessed of large sums of money, which he ought to disgorge. The first 
propo,sition will be proved or refuted by the result of the inquiry now sitting, but until 
then I deny the justice of insisting and acting upon it as if it were a proved fact, and in 
view of the undoubted distress that exists in many provinces of Egypt, cs[K'eially in Upper 
Egypt, where a famine is said to be threatening, tlic collection of the taxes should certainly 
not be pressed at this inonu-nt beyond proper limits. 

The question whether the Viceroy has or has not means which he might employ if 
he cho-e to relieve the jirc'-ent strain, is much disputed. I should hesitate to commit 
myself to any decided opinion upon this ])oint, but 1 have no hesitation in saying that, 
even if it bo true, he will not disgorge the money without far .stronger ])ressure than any 
that has yet been brought to bear upon him, and that meanwhile he will throw the whole 
burden of the financial difficulties upon his country.

IN my despatch No. 71, Political, of the Ifith ultimo, I warned Lord Derby that 
immediately the Commission of Inquiry into the Finances of Egypt was fairly started, the 
Khedive would certainly renew his appeal to Her Majesty’s Government to recommend to 
him an Inspector-General for the whole of Egypt. 

The Khedive has now formally requested me to renew his request that Fler Majesty’s 
Government will recommend an Englishman for this appointment, and to exprep his 
confident hope that it will be acceded to, as Lord Derby’s requirement that the Commission 
of Inquiry should first be instituted and its duties proceeded with has been complied with. 

My despatches of the numbers and dates marked in the margin* explain fully the object 
and duties of the proposed appointment and the considerations which should guide the 
selection of a person to hold it, and the Khedive has informed me that he is prepared to 
secure the regular payment of the salary attached to the post by making it a first charge 
upon his own Civil List. 

Your Lordship will sec by my despatches the great jealousy that the proposal to^ 
make this appointment created among the French ; there is no doubt that if the holder of 
the post were an able administrator he might become the most powerful and influential 

person in Egypt. ^ .... 

A thorough knowledge of the French language would be an essential qualification.

I have replied that Her Majesty’s Government, in supporting payment of coupon, had 
also instructed me to remind him of this debt as one of his binding engagements, but he 
pleads impossibility of satisfying all these claims fully and at once. 

Forced payment of coupon is said to be causing great pressure and sacrifices, but the 
Frencli arc evidently determined that it shall be paid, and would resent any preference for 
Suez Canal shares.

I HAVE to acknowledge the receipt of your telegram of the 29tli ultimo, reporting 
that His Highness the Khedive states that if he is obliged to make good the deficit in the 
coupon from Government revenues, it is very doubtful if he will be aide to pay punctually 
on the 1st June the interest on the Suez Canal shares, and expresses the hope that Her 
Majesty’s Government will not press the matter too hardly. In reply, 1 have to request 
you to bear in mind the instructions contained in my despatch No. 73 of the Kith ultimo, 
in which I pointed out that the Suez Canal shares were an obligation, in the view of Her 
Majesty’s Government, more binding, aud concerning Her Majesty’s Government more 
closely than the coupons. 

You should avail yourself of any opportunity you may have to impress upon the 
Khedive the opinion i have explained above.

My Lord, Cairo, April 25, 1878. 

IN accordance with your Lordship’s telegram ol the 20th instant, 1 took oceasion 
lately to state to the Khedive that no representations that I had made in favour of the 
payment by Egypt ot her debts could be pleaded in excuse for any cruelty, or undue 
oppression of the taxpayers by the Egyptian administration. 

1 said that although Her .Majesty’s Government thought it most dcsiiable that His 
Highness should use every effort and make every personal sacrifice to meet his engage¬ 
ments at the present moment, yet it did not imply any countenance of acts of oppre-'^sion 
or cruelty. 

In short, I gave His Highness clearly to understand that any sacrifices beyond what 
the country could reasonably bear ought to fall upon him. 

He replied that it would be idle to say that the large difi'ercnce of considerably over 
a million sterling between the actual receipts and the amount of the coupon could be 
made good at such short notice without pressure that must inevitably weigh heavily upon 
the country. There would be no injustice in the sense of demanding more than the legal 
taxes, but the taxes in the pledged provinces must be collected in advance for the whole 
year, which implies ruinous advances upon growing crops, and forced loans at usurious 
rates of intciest. 

He would not admit the possibility of meeting the deficit from his own private means, 
and said that the whole burden must fall upon the country. Orders had been given to 
collect the taxes in the pledged provinces for the whole year, and in the other provinces 
for three-quarters of the year, in advance. Your Lordship will see from the inclosed letter 
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that the En^dish Controller-General has refused to countersign these orders, but his 
opposition wUl be disregarded, and the spirit of the Goschen Decree will thus be 

violated.^ Commissioners of the " Caisse,” who represcuL the bondholders, had also seriously 

contemplated protesting against this forcible pressure, but on further consideration they 

have decided not to do so, although they are far from satisfied that 

country is in the real interests of their clients; they doubt if the general f 

will be sensibly improved by the payment of the coupon, while the judgment debts and 

other most pressing claims are allowed to accumulate; and ^'ley think, as I do, that it 

would have been better to throw the whole responsibility upon the Khedive of dealin^ with 

difficulties which he alone has created. „ i * a • thp 

The causes that have provoked this official pressure are well understood heie, the 

French interest in Egyptian stock, although considerably smaller than ours, is concen¬ 
trated in the hands of two powerfnl houses, the “ Credit Foneier, and the Comptoir 
d’Escomptc,” who have influenced the French Government to insist upon the payment ot 
the coupon, as they have before forced on ruinous engagements which Egypt has tound 

herself unable to fulfil. 


It remains to be seen whether they have not overreached themselves in this instance, 
and whether the forced payment of this coupon will not damage rather than improve 

Egyptian credit, as it certainly will injure the country. i 

The deficit on tlic coupon still amounts to about a million sterling, but heavy 
payments are expected in a dav or two, and I feel sure that every nerve will be strained 
&nd every expedient employed to find the money in time, it it is possible to do so.

My Lord, Cairo, April 21, ISIS. 

I HAVE received your Lordship’s Secret telegiam of the 20th instant, and 1 am very 
sensible of the contidcnce tliat a our Lordship is good enough to place in my discretion 
without any personal knowledge of me. 

It has always been my conviction, apart from any special considerations that may 
guide the jjolicy of Eer Majesty’s Government at this moment, that the true interests of 
both England and France, no less than of Egypt, lay in a frank, cordial, and friendly 
understanding between our two Governments and their Representatives here with rcs])ect 
to Egyptian Affairs. 

1 have alwa}s thought that no small share of blame for the financial misfortunes that 
have befallen Eg)pt and her cieditors attaches to the old political rivalry that divided our 
two countries, which encouraged the Viceioy to play ofl' one against the other, to shelter 
himself behind one fiom any strong pressure on the part of the other, and probably to 
juggle and laugh in his sleeve at both. 

'J'hc wholesome influence that might othciwise have been exercised by the combined 
counsels of our two Govcinmcnts was thus completely destroyed. 

I have done my best since 1 have been here to act eordiallv with mv French coIlca<ruc, 
he has generally met me half way, and I believe we may claim a complete success for our 
united action, in spite of the very difficult crisis through which we have passed, and the 
constant atten pts that have been made to separate us. 

I believe, too, I may tairl} claim that, in &j)itc of our unwelcome alliance with thcFrcnch, 
who are cei tainly, and not without reasi n, most unpojiular in Egypt, English intlucnce 
never stood higher tlian it does at this moment, nor did the Viceroy ever more thoroughly 
thiow himselt into our anus, while the coiintiv geiKially looks to us as its friend and 
protector; indeed, out of considciation lor the sensitiveness of tlic French, 1 have often 
had to thiow cold water uiion Eis Eighness’ overtures to us. 

I believe 1 shall have no diniculty in maintaining this position, but on one condition, 
and that is that England never lends her gicat reputation and influence here to support 
extiavagant or unieasonabie demands. Unfortunately, French policy in Egyptian financial 
questions, is, 1 tear, voiy much swajed at this present moment by a powerful Synelieate, 
whose views are not always (at least in mv opinion) cither sound, generous, or impartial. 
Eitl.e rto, while constantly seeking to co-opciate with my Fiencli colleague, I have made 
him understand that, as my instructions did not go so far as his, he must leave mo to 
strike the key-note of our combined language and action, and we have thus alwa\s carried 
our point. Ey these means alone 1 believe we may combine cordial and successful 
co-operation with the mainlenanee of e.ur influence hero, without =acriticing the great 
reputatie n ol England lor justice and generosity towaids a eountiy that leans upon her for 
advite and sujiport.

Can you siieak to the Khedive and tell him that your Government docs not wish 
every other creditor to be set aside unpaid in order that the whole coupon may be satisfied 
off, as I believe the receipts of this year will be much less than those ot last year, there 
will not remain 500,000/. for all the expenses of the Government to the end ot the 
year. This sum will not pay the eight months of salaries and pension, not to mention the 

arrears.

1 HAVE had under my consideration your political despatch No. 137, Confidential, of 
the 20th instant, in which you inform me that the Khedive has formally renewed his request 
that Her Majesty’s Government will recommend to His Highness an Englishman to occupy 
the office of Inspector-General of the whole of Egypt. 

In reply I have to state to you that the proposal of the Khedive seems to Her 
Majesty’s Government to be reasonable, although its execution might more properly be 
deferred until the Commission of Inquiry into the Finances of Egypt have made their 
report. 

Subject to the foregoing observation. Her Majesty’s Government will be prepared to 
recommend to His Highness an English officer for the post which he contemplates 
creating, provided that they are satisfied generally with the details of the proposed 
arrangement, and particularly that the powers vested in him will be sufficient for the 
purj)osc, and that he will not be liable to dismissal without a good reason. 

1 have to instruct you, therefore, to ascertain and to report to me more in detail His 
Highness’ views on this point.

'rilE Viceroy has stated to me that if he is called upon to make good the probable 
large di'ficit in the bondholders’ coupon from the revenues of the Government, it is very 
doubtful if he will be able to pav punctually on the 1st June the interest on the purchase- 
money of the Sue/. Canal Shares; and he hopes Her Majesty’s Government will not press 
him too hardly for this payment. 

I have ivplied that Her Majesty’s Government, while authorizing me to support the 
payment of the coiqion, had at the smne time instructed me to remind him of the Suez 
Canal Shares Debt as one of his most binding obligations ; but His Highness pleaded the 
imiiossibility of satisfying all these demands in full and at once. 

I hear’that tlie pressure for the jiayment of the coupon is causing great ojipression 
and sacrifices, but the French are evidently determined that it shall be paid at any cost, 
and 1 have reason to know that they would resist any preference for the Suez Canal

THE coupon of the unified debt, amounting to a little over 2,000,000/. sterling, was 

paid in lull on the 1st instant, when it fell due. 

It was not accomplished without great difficulty and sacrifices, and the future has, I 
fear, been seriously discounted by the collection in advance of the land tax lor tluj whole 
year in the [irovince^ mortgaged to the bondholders from every one who could p ly it. 

A large deficit had, notwitlistanding, to be made good at the last moment, and it w'as 
met by an expedient which w-ill [irobably prove a costly one, and which, in my opiifmu, is 
nothing but a forced loan in disguise, and therefore an evasion, il not a violation, ol the 
Decrees bv which the Khedive is bound. 
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A group of bankers here advanced the sum of 300,000/. (I do not know the conditions 
as regards interest and commission), ostensibly as an advance to the tax-payers of certain 
provinces, who were supposed to ask for it through their Representatives in the Chamber 
of Delegates, to enable them to pay their taxes, upon the security of an undertaking to 
repay the amount after the harvest, which undertaking had the collateral security of the 
counter signatures of the three eldest sons and the mother of the Khedive and of the 
Inspectors-General of Upper and Lower Egypt. By these means the necessity for obtain¬ 
ing the sanction of the European control to what was really a loan in disguise (which 
would never have been given) has been avoided, and the Controllers and Commissioners of 
the “ Caisse ” have had to look on at an infraction of the Decree which it is their duty to 
protect. Moreover, their hands were tied by the knowledge that any protest on their part 
would give the Khedive the opportunity of pleading the pressure put upon him to pay the 
coupon as liis excuse for resorting to such expedients. But even the money thus raised 
was insufficient to complete the coupon, and a sum of about 150,000/. was still found to 
be wanting, which was paid in at the last moment from some mysterious source (under 
threats from my French colleague), either, as the Khedive says, by private subscription, or, 
as his enemies say, from his own resources. 

In any case, the whole transaction seems to me a very discreditable one. The country 
has been sucked dry to pay this coupon; the future has been seriously discounted; the 
Decree has been evaded, if not violated, in the face of its guardians, who, with the know¬ 
ledge that they were being tricked, have been powerless to prevent it—their authority has 
thus been grievously impaired ; the financial difficulties, already sufficiently serious, have 
been increased; and I doubt if the position and prospects of the bondholders have been 
in any way improved by the forced payment of the coupon by sucli means. 

The English Controller-General of Receipts asks me to state that he has formally, but 
vainly, protested against the whole transaction.

My Lord, Cairo, May 4, 1878. 

IN compliance with your Lordship’s directions I spoke to the Khedive yesterday 
about the payment of the interest on the purchase money of the Suez Canal shares, 
which will fall due on the 1st June ; 1 reminded him that it was an obligation he was 
bound in honour to meet, and that Her Majesty’s Government expected it to be duly 
paid. 

He admitted the obligation, but said that the whole resources of the Government 
had been exhausted in paying the coupon, which Her Majesty’s Government had advised 
hini to meet, and that it would be very difficult for him to find 100,000/. between this 
and the 1st June, besides paying the arrears of the Tribute. 

I said that although Her Majesty’s Government had joined that of France in 
recommending him to pay the coupon, they had at the same time reminded him of the 
necessity of meeting his other binding obligations, such as this debt, and T could not 
admit the payment of the coupon as a pretext for not fulfilling this engagement. 

He said that he had warned me of the impossibility of paying everything in full and 
at once when, yielding to the joint pressure of France and England, but partieularly of 
the latter, he had undertaken to make every effort to pay the coupon, but that as he had 
not the purse of Fortunatus he could not find money if it did not exist, all tlurt he could 
promise was that he would do his best to meet the debt when it fell due. 

I advised him very seriously not to trifle with us, pointing out to him that the amount 
required was comparatively a small sum which he could surely find if he really wished to 
do so. He said that the sum might seem small to England, but that in the exhausted 
state of his Treasury it was a very large one for Egypt. He re[)eated several times over 
that he never would have made such ruinous and disastrous sacrifices to complete the 
coupon if it had not been for the advice of England, the French might have threatened as 
they liked ; it was only the voice of England that he had listened to, and Her Majesty’s 
Government ought to remenffier this. 

My conviction is that however empty may be the Treasury chest, and however much 
the Government may have forestalled their resources to meet the coupon, the money for 
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the Suez Canal shares will be found in some way or other ; but the Khedive is evidently 
very sore at Her Majesty’s Government having joinerl France in putting pressure upon 

him to complete the payment of the rioupon. ^

M.DE LESSEPS, President of the Commission of Inciuiry into the finances of Egypt, 
has left Egypt for France, where he intends to pass the summer months, unless he is 
recalled here by telcgrapn on account of any serious difficulty arising between the Khedive 
and the Commissioners. In his absence, Mr. Rivers Wilson acts as President of the 
C()mmission. 

I am told that M. de Lcsseps hardly throws as much energy and activity into his 
presidency over this Commission as he does into his direction of the Suez Canal Com¬ 
pany, and that his absenc;; will therefore not be 10 much felt. 

'Phe Commissioners are proceeding slowly but [)atiently with their laborious inquiry, 

and they have secured the services of a shorthand writer to take down the evidence 

* 

submitted to them. 
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They have already taken up the hard case of the Government ernployes, by suggesting 
that the Controller-General of Expenditure should be empowered to order of his own initiative 
the payment of the salaries of the employes, whenever there are sufficient funds for the 
purpose. At present he has only the power of giving or refusing his visa to payments on 
account of the State. The Khedive, I believe, has assented to the principle of his pro¬ 
posal, but has demanded its extension to the payment of the army, to which the Com¬ 
missioners see no objection, provided His Highness will allow the European control to 
extend to the Budget of the Ministry of War. 

The extended powers which will thus he given to the French Controller-General may, 
if fairly exercised, be productive of much good by insuring the more regular payment of the 
employes, but 1 apprehend that it may expose us to the danger of his preferring to 
pay the employes rather than the Tribute and the interest on the Suez Canal shares.

My Lord, Alexandria, May 11, 1878. 

THE Khedive has had a conversation with Mr. Rivers Wilson, in which, alter 
recounting all his grievances against the French in general, and their Representative here 
in particular, “whose insults had crowned all the affronts put upon him by the French 
for so man) years," he announced his intention of appointing an Englishman as Finance 
Minister in the place of his son, and ofl'ered the post to Mr. Wilson, whose appointment, 
he thought, might be agreeable to Her Majesty’s Government. 

He hoped by securing this appointment, and that of an Englishman as Inspector- 
General of the Provinci's, with the fullest powers of control, which ho had solicited from 
Hoi' Majesty's Government, to rolio\c himself in a gioat measure from responsibilities wbicli 
were becoming intolerable to him. 

Mr. Wilson tells me that, while congratulating the Khedive upon his determination to 
submit to a real and serious (ontrol, as evidenced by these proposals, he did not give llis 
Highness any deciih d answer upon the personal question of his acccjitancc of the post ; 
but Mr, Wilson’s own o|)inic.n, in which 1 decidedly concur, is that as these proposals come 
spont;incoasl\' from the Khcilivc without any pressure or persuasion on our part, it would 
be ])usbiug oui' l onsidoration lor Erench susccjitibility and political jealousy too tar to 
forci’ the Khcdi\e, against his own judgment and convictions, either to admit the French 
to share in these new administrative ajqiointmcnts, or to abandon these reforms 
altogether. 

Mr. Wilson sensibly remarks that, “if e\ery Englishman who eoincs here to do useful 
work is to be doubled l)y a Frenelunan fo'' no other reason than to soothe the political 
susceptibility of the I'reneli, an element of disturbance and rivalry will be created whieli 
must inevitably prove fatal to all real reform or improvement.” 

4'he evident preference of the Khedive tor Englishmen rather than Freneinnen in his 
service should not be attributed alone to sorenc.s.s at the proceedings of tin-Fi'cneh. It 
has become more pronounced as exjicricnce of the manner in which they go about their 
work has taught him that, w'hereas the Englishman occupied himself to the host of his 
ability and with honesty of purpose in the duties he has to perform, jnitting the service 
and interest ol' the Klu'dive above all other considerations, the Frenchman always eon- 
siders that he is tirsi ol' all a Frenchman, that his duties as an Egy[)lian official are a 
secondary consideration, and looks to his Representative rather than to the Khedive as his 
patron and protector. 

In short, the Khedive has found that the appointment of Frenchmen in the Egyptian 
service lias always involved the direct inyr'renrv in his affair.s of the French Representative; 
W'liereas Englishmen rarely, if ever, give him trouble by carrying their grievances to their 
Consul-General. 

It would be a mistake, 1 think, to discourage the Khedive in his desire to reform his 
julminlstration by the advice and co-operation of eminent Englislimcn. We have never 
sought for this preferenci'; on the contrary, Her Majesty’s (lovi'inment have hitherto 
thrown cold water upon his overtures to tliein to recommend officials to him, .nul have 
.somelimes forced him to seek for them himself, with a result that has not ahvays been 
fortur.iUe ; and no greater mistake could be made than to allow our influence to be shaken 
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and our reputation damaged by the ajipointment of second-rate Englishmen to high, posts 
in the Egyptian service. 

I cannot but think that by assisting tlje Khedive, on his application, in the selection 
of able Englishmen for the important posts in his administration, we shall gradually 
ac(|uire, by legitimate means, to which no one can fairly take exception, an influence for 
English interests, English views, and Engli''h ])olicy in Egypt of which it would be difficult 
to overrate the importance, and which, while reforming the admini-stration of the country, 
will jirobably give us in time every security wc require for the protection of our most 
important interests here. 

I hope your Lordship wall share this opinion.

AN incident, wffiich has provoked a great deal of scandal, has lately occurred here, 
arising out of an attempt to seize the furniture in the Khedive’s Palace at Ramlch, near 
.41exandria, for a debt due by his private estate or “ Daira Sanieh ” to an European firm. 

The seizure was first opjiosed by the Khedive’s agents on the ground that the palace 
with its furniture had been sold by His tiighness to liis familv, and a deed of sale to that 
eft’ect was produced, but it was challenged by the plaintiffs as fictitious. 

The Court holding that whether the deed of sale was good or not, the sale of the 
palace did not necessarily imply that the furniture went with it, authorized the Huissiers 
of the Court to proceed with the seizure. 

Their second attempt w’as met by the armed resistance of a sentry, who threatened to 
fire upon them if they did not withdraw : the Huissiers thereupon returned to Alexandria 
to demand the assistance of the public force from the Governor, which was granted, and 
on their return to the palace they were admitted, but informed by the Khedive’s repre¬ 
sentative, in His Highness’s name, that the palace was the residence of the Chief of the 
State, and could not therefore be violated, and that he should Ibrmally oppose any 
distraint or .seizure within it.s precincts. 

This opposition has again iiecn (piashed by a decision of the Court that Article 11 of 
the Egyptian Code subjects the private property of the Chief of the State to the juris¬ 
diction of the Law Courts; and tliat the public property of the State and of the Crown 
are alone exempt from seizure. It remains to be seen whether, alter this decision, an\ 
further opposition will be offered to the seizure. 

These attempts on the part of the Khedive to take refuge against his creditors in his 
position as Chief of the State are ill-advised and discreditable, and justly bring down upon 
him a great deal of opprobrium. It is even said that the transfer of property in this case, 
as in many others, is fictitious, and designed to cheat his creditors.

NOW that the coupon is paid, the majority of my colleagues, jjartieularly the 
German, Austrian, and Italian Agents, insist that we should require from the 
Khedive the immediate payment of the sentences of the Mixed Tribunals, Avhich they 
contend are at least entitled to equal consideration with the claims of the boud- 
holdci's. 

I'hcy argue that by paying the coupon and sinking fund in full the Viceroy has 
ipso facto admitted that he is solvent; that otherwise' he had no right to appro])riate 
the whole of his assets to the ])aymcut of a ])artleular class of creditors (llu' Italian 
Government even went so far as to instruct their Agent to protest against the'payment 
of the coupon as likely to interfere with tlic satisfaction of the more binding obliga¬ 
tions of the Government); and that wo arc now hound to rcepiire the payment of the 
judgment debts as being tlie only claims that the Jleprcsciitativcs of foreign Powers 
ought to support olllcially. 

Thcs(! arguments may be very sound, but the nc'ccssary public funds are no 
longer fortbeomiug, and it is not in (he Viceroy’s power to [)ay at once the whole of 
the judgment debts (winch probably amount to over 1,000,000/. sterling) from the 
resources of ilic country, which I believe to be thoroughly exhausted and anticipated 
by tin* efforts to meet the coupon. 

The Abcc'i'oy might, it is said, pay these* claims from his private means, but he 
certainly would not do so voluntarily, and T am not aware that we have; yet been 
autbeerize'd tee bold him pe'isonally rcspniislble Ibr the ele'bts e)f tbe* State*. i\loree>ve*r, it 
was clearly unele*rstood that all the imcimsdlldate'el liabilities's e)f the Sl:itc, including, 
the'refe)re, the juelgmcnt debts, were tei re)rm pari eif the investigatieiu e)f the Cemuuis- 
sion e)f the* Inquiry; but my cedleaigiu'S argue that the* payment of the coupon prevents 
their agre*i*ing te; any postpeeuenu'ut of the judgment ele'bts. 

In short, the* payme'id e)f the coupon, te) the cxclusieeu of these claims, has 
e^ide'utly provoked a good deal of irritation and soreness ame)ng my eolle*agucs. 

I have* suggestcel, as a middle e*e)urso, that we* .sbe)ulel maintain the* princij)le of the 
binding miture* e)f these claims, but that, receegniziug the practie-al impeessibility of 
paying the*m all in full and at once, Ave should mcauAvliile pre*ss fe)r the payme'ut of the 
claims against the Vic(*roy anel his family as having nothing te; de) uith State funds;

HAVING been informed by Chcrif Pasha that iMr. Romaine, the Controller- 
General of llec(*i])ts, Avas o])posing the (*ollcction of the money necessary for the pay¬ 
ment of the interest on the Suez Canal share's, I Avrote to him ])riA'atcly to remonstrate 
against his opposition to the payment of a d('bt Avhich I considered to be binding upon 
the Khedive. 

I have received the inclosed li'ttcr from him in reply, shoAving the miserable' straits 
to Avhich the Egyptian Ge)vernmcnt are reduced from having been compelled to 
complete the payment of the' bondholders’ coupon. 

If Mr. lle)maine’s account of the state e)f the Government finances is true (and I 
haA’C lie) re'asein to doubt it), my a])prohensions of the probable ruine)us results of the 
forced payment eif the' e*e)u])e)u AV(*rc not cxaggi'ratcel, and I hardly sec hoAV it is possible 
for the Ge)vernmcnt te) meet all its engagenu'nts. 

Ne)thing, in my opinion, could have been more short-sighted, or more injurious to 
the true inte*re*sts e)f the cre*elite)rs eif Fgyjit, than the mistaken iusistance of the French 
Syndie*atc upon the payment eif the* last coupem at any sacrifice.

lliAVE received your letter of thel.lth instant. No one has a right to say 
that “ 1 have e)bje*cti*d to the jiayment of die interest on the Canal shares.” It could 
but allbrd me saiisfaction to see it dulyiiaid. AVhat has liiippencd is this. Vesti*relay, 
in the absence of his Highness the* Aiiniste*r eif Finance, the AVekil came and asked 
me; to give eirders fen* the collectioii eif what re*m!iineel uncollected of thre*e-quarters of 
the yi'ar’s taxes in the* pro\inces not alleeteel to the payment eif the debt. I peiinteel 
out tei him tbai the taxes were* ae'tually being ceillccted on these orde'i's give*n by the 
Government, in order to pay the coupon of the 1st May, alihemgh 1 had declined tei 
issue sue*b eirde'rs tei the collei'tiirs. T'he AVi'kil said be Aiished me to eonlirm or reiicAV 
the pre\ious orders given by the Government. This 1 deeline'd Lo do, and I A\ill tell 
you Avhy. 

'i'lie ce*real barvi'st of the taxpayers has alreaely be'cii pledged to Alessrs. Deloit, 
Snare's, and Co.* fur the jiayment of an aelvance* eif 1)00,000/., anel they have made an 
advance* eif 150,000/. on the taxes of Lenver Egypt, which sum is inimi*di;itely to be 
collecte'el. 

In additiem to these sums, 102,000/. Avere eolle*cti'd and ])aid into the Caisse of 
the AHnistry eif Finance. This memey should have gone to pay interest on Suez Canal 
shares eir other urgi'iit expenses of the Government, but it Avas paid eive'i* lo the 
“ Caisse ele la Hette; Fulilique” tei help tei make up the ceiupem eif 2,000,000/. elue e»n 
the 1st M:iy. 

1 had iin account made up roughly yesterday, and I informed the AVckil that 
ulre'ady tlie revi'uucs eif the proA'inces not allectcd tei the payment eif the debt had 
been ne'arly anticipated for the first thri'c-quarters of the year. 

T’he account is noAV completed, and shoAVs that there remains imcolU'cted em 
account of all the revenues that can be collected in advance;—

ccheanee due to Conqitoir d’Escompte on the 15th April, and the necessary expenses 
of the Government to the fiOth September. 

* The bankers wlio luaik* the necessary advances to the Government to complete the coupon. 
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The War Department, including the army, is only paid up to last August. 

The salaries of all European and natiyo ollieials arc only paid up to November, 
1877. Pensions are only paid up to September, and a host of employes are from eight 
to twenty months in arrear. 

In ansAver to my orders to collect the 170,0001. due on the 23rd of this month for 
a coupon payable by the receipts of the Moukabaleh, I am told of the ditficidty of 
collecting money from the taxpayers at this season, and that if they are forced to pay 
they must either borroAv tbe money at exorbitant interest or sell their crops on the 
ground at the loAvest prices. 

The Khedive, at the suggestion of the Commission d’Enquete, has just signed 
a decree ordering salaries to bo paid in profcrcnce|to other demands; 00,000/. have been 
paid to the poorest for the month of December, 1877, but there is no money in the 

chest to pav the rest even for that month. 

The difficulties Avliich must obviously follow the full payment of the coupon of 
the 1st May AA'cre so clear to my mind that I did all in my power to prevc'iit a forced 
collection, which must have such ruinous consequences for the taxpayers and all tlie 
creditors of the Government. 

After reading this deplorable account of tlie finances of the country, do you, as 
representing Ilcr Majesty’s Government, think that I ought to help to cntorcc the 
orders alreadv giA'en by the Khedive, and wliicb I have hitherto refused to 

sanction ? 

I need hardly say that it would be extremely painful to me to think that I Avas 
putting myself into collision AA’ith the wishes of Ller Majesty s Government orAiith 
vou personallv.

These ar(' the principal assessed taxes ; a fcAV others, such as a periodical subscrip¬ 
tion (for last Iavo years 1 think not enforced) of j kale of Avheat per h'ddan, and 
Soofsaf (Avood for making charcoal to be used in manufacture of poAvder) do not 
amount to much, and (he sum total on the face of it does not seem too heavy for the 
fellah to bear, but in conjunction Avith this the .system must be considered, and of this 
later on. 

Y'oii Avill remember a Icav years ago, Avhen the National Bank scheme Avas started, 
each fellah was called upon for one year’s taxes oA'cr and above that year’s taxes, and 
again Avben the GoA'crnmcut coninic'iiced to use the Gregorian Calendar, the fellah Avas 
made to pay 1} year’s taxes in adAance, under the excuse that having formerly had to 
pay his taxes in October, he Avould noAV haA’e nothing to pay until the next .January 
but one, a period of fifteen months. But next October the Government Avere doAvn 
on him again, and tin's .systematic swindling, carried on for several years, started the 
fellah on tlu' high road to ruin. Pay he must, his reeei])ts Avi're ahvays for back taxes, 
or Avhich the Governuu'nt said Avero in arrear, and as he Avas continually pressed for ncAV 
ones, h(' Avas unable to pay the capitalist money Avhieh had hec'ii borroAved at a high 
rate of lilt ('rest; the capitalist, heing refust'd aid by the Governnu'nt ollieials, in the 
encashment of his outstandings, until all taxes had bec'ii ])aid, Avas obliged to content 
bim.M'lf Avith aecejiting new bills, so that in 1a\o years his principtd A\as doubled. 
Wheivas formeily the fellah us('d to rejiay the capitalist the interest on the sum lent 
him, with a certain portion of tin* princijial, Avhich, in the course of the summer ho 
again horroAved, he Avas now no longer abh' to do this, his debts having increased so 
enormously. Tin' new Courts Avere ('stablished, judgments Avere given against the 
fellalu'i'ti, and tlu'ir land, or sonu' ])ortion of it, Avas eitlu'r mad(' ov(‘r to the eapit;dist 
or mortgaged for a term of vears Avhieh in most cases thev had no chance of 
redeeming. 

Noav for the svstem. Lu the A’ear 1201, I think it Avas by order of Abbas

Pasha, a cc'usus Avtis ttiken, and books and lists Avere madi' out for each Adllage, and 
that e{'nsus is yet tiikeu as a basis for th(' salt-tax and for corv(jcs. 'flu'Tumieh and 
Wirko taxes an' b;ised on a census of eight or niju'vears ago. A village' mav hav(' had 
a population of 1,0UU ; it was taxed with i),0(J0/. Turkish for salt, Avould have to furnish 
one quarter of its mah' inhabitants for corvek's; and taking 30/. ’Purkish as an 
aA'crage', and 300, of tlu' 1,000, as the mah' leopulation over littei'ii y('ars ofagt', 9,0()0/. 
Turkish for Jmnieh. I'lu' population may have' decn'ased, hut tlu' :d)ove amounts are 
still rt'(pdred to b(' forthcoming, and the dilTerence made up by the iidiabitants. Sana' 
again with tlu'Wirko. A man dii's, but his nanu' is never struck olf tlu'roll; tlu^ 
amount he ])aid yt'arly Avill b(' dividi'd among the I'est. lu the next village tin' popu¬ 
lation nray hav(' inerijascd. Is that inen'ase over the census ('xempt from taxation ?

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rate. Tlicn for tlio Sheik. No honour is attachr>d to his position, pny he gets none, 
unless it is monkey’s allowance; continual summonses to the :Moucl<‘ri('h, very often 
m fear and tremhling (lie never goes to see the IMoudir witliout first seeing the clerk, 
to knoAV "uliat lie lias lo ansAvev for), iiovcr lvTio\ving iiudi'r Avliat prcti'xt lie mav next 
liavc to appear. Ilis life must lie anything hut plea'^ant, and lie uould not lor a 
mouiont lead sueh a one, unless he did uot reap advantages* If he makes no money 
out of it, he ohtains advantages in Avork-pi^oiilo for his land, cattle to till and u\ator it, 
immunity ol liimsolf and family Jrom solditu'ing and corvcc's, and ho has the poivo* to 
make it very -warm for any fellah who^ stands out against him. Tiai to one if tlic hdlah 
comjilains the Government "will not listen to him, he vvill only find it^ all the warmer 
when he leturns to his village. Iho]\rin(^t Samanoud alfair must haA'o heeii one of the 
woisl cases, and I do not think that many A'illages Avould he found Avhero such whole¬ 
sale extortion as, I hear, has there heen practised, has been carried on; hut it is not 
difficult to understand why more of tlu'se cases do not come to light, in a country 
where ^Miaeksheesh is all-powerful, and folse Avitnessos can ho hadln any quantity ; 
trom the highest to the lowest, it is an universal medicine, 

I A\ ill give } on a case which came under my oAvn personal ohseiwation. At the 
time of the Tanta fete for the Egyptian Avoundod iii thc^ Avar, a A'illago on the? Za**‘azi" 


line Liom here, feimhlaA^ein, A'oluntarily (I) suhseribed 100 Tsapolcous. About a Aveok 
after tlio fete, two inlmkitants of the village came and informed me that tlie Slieik had 


demanded a tnrthcr subscription from lliem, notwithstanding they liad paid the first 
contiihntion due trom them, and that this system wjis Ix'ing practised Ihronghout the 
village to such an extent, that the Sheik ivonld [)rofit to the extent of sevi'ral hnndrod 
Napoh'ons, and several other pco})le from the same village testified for this. I men- 
tioned tins eirenmstaneos in an nnotfieial way to the Mondir, who, after a verbal 
examination of the ivitncsses, opened an in([niry, hut the Sheik was too sharp, lie 
so feed one uitnoss and another that oven some of those who had at first hc('n most 


clamorous tor justice atterwards denied their assertions. The inquiry, of course, came 


to nothing, 


Another thing which cripples the fellah is that the taxes are demanded, as now, 
at a time when he has no crop to sell, hut pay ho mnsl, and without mercy; so that ho 
is obliged, Ivom fctU* of impvisounu'nt nnd (diuiiis, to sidl liis ecoj) iu udA'iUiceut ruinous 
rates. It the taxes, in sueh districts as lliis, where the fellah relies principally on his 
cotton cro2)> were only oneashod at tlu' picking season, say two-thirds or three-fourths 
then, during three' months, and one-third or one-qiiartor during the remaining nine, lie 
would, and he wishes for this, h(' much hc'iiefitcd. 

Again, the ('jieashment ot t.axes should ho made from each landed [irojiriotor, and 
not from a village wt Zi/ie, and instead of hai’ing a Saraf to each village, some other 
mode adopted under the imnn'diate ('ve of tin' Controllers, ivlieving th('> Mondir of all 
interferenee. At present the Controlha-s ha\ <• no control whatever, as the maehinations 
ot Gov('rnment will always sneceod in oinMuay or another. 1 heai that instructions 
have been giveii that if any inquiries are made In ihiropeaiis as to why all (axes have 
been paid, the fellaheen are to answer that they have done this of their own free-will. 
In another instance, I believe, the Controllers (lid not authorize the eiieashmciit of the 
Imnieh and Wirko, hut these Avere m'AX'rthelcss cneaslu'd, hut reeci])ts were given for 
1877, and when the authorization AA'as sent doAvn, the date's w('re ehange'crto 1878. 
Again, to complete' the sum required by Gemernment, several persons, ainhef rank too, 
horroAved money in tln'ii- oAvn namc.s, and jAaid same over to the ’JT'casnry, Avhieh, of 
course', has to he re 2 )aid from the' funds encashed by the Monelirs; and in sevt’ral 
instances, f he'lie'A’e', tin' Slie'iks haA'e heen exilled np, and in pavinent of taxes Ikia’-c 
I x'en obliged to giAX'hills to the persons in epie'stioii, with interest adeh’d thereto. 

Ih'spe'eting the' inquiry at present going on, or lately eonelnele'd at Ttinct 
bama'ioiid, I haAV* ?iot lu'arel that any jx'rsou has h('(*n throsAui iiitc) jerisoii eer other\A'isc 
malti-e'ated, on aeeonnt of testimony giAX'u, hut it may he pretty snvelv eonelnelcd 
that oneo the inquiry ho finished, and the afihir has to a certain extent blown over, 
those me'n Avill diseiiqx'ar, one'Avill die an .apjearcntly natural death, anotlier will he 
(IroAAou'd, a third taken for a soldier and iieiver more lu'ard of, and so on, and it Avill ho 
very generally knoAvn, although the matter Avill nothc much talke'd about, that such are 
not natural ex-cnrivneos, hut vengeances of the GoAV-rmnent; in (act, tin* Mondirs Avill, 
whotlu'r ennixewe'red or uot, Avhether in tlie'ir oAvn favour or in that of their GoA^orn- 
memt, irhite' these ease's to tlie fellaliecn, aeiel so terrorize llieuA into sih'uee. Testimony 
there Avill lx* none, hut the fact Avill remain. 

T re'meimlx'r, [ think it was last year, certainly not longer or fartlun- hack than the 
year before that, scA'eral Sheiks jent themselves in accord to represent to the Moudir of 
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Garhiah that they were unable to pay the demand for taxes made on them, and it 
created no little se'iisation at the time as to hoAv it aaus possible for these men to have 
gathered together such a stock of audacity. Several AA'crc sent to Cairo in chains, the 
ringleader disaiijAearcd a?xl has not since hee’ii licard of. This circnrastance AA'as brought 
to my re'eollcetion hut a short time ago by a fellah on my asking Avhy more petitions 
like the IMinet SaTnanoud one AA'ere not addressed to the Controllers. “We prefer,” he 
said, “ to he; ritiiied, to lose (;ve'rything, if aa'c can save our Ih'^os.” 

The fellah junsf thoroughly recognize the hiet that tlierc is a greater poAA'or than 
that of his Government Avalehing over him, and he Avill then Inu'C the courage te; speak 
out; hut until he does this, not all the inquiries in the AA'orld Avill prcA^cnt the* GoA'crn- 
ment from trying to SAvindlc right and left, unless, indeed, the Avholo system of 
Administration he ehanard. 

I hf)pe I haA'c not made this letter too long, hut your letter tonehed on so many 
points that T IVlf it impossible to make this shorter. In case of any repiuseiitatious 
to the Egyptian GoA'crnmeiit, I should Avish my name to he entirely suppressed.

illy Lord, Alexandria, May 17, 1878. 

AS the mail is closing, I receive an interesting account from Mr. IUa'CI’s Wilson 
of the progress of the Commission of Ineiniry, Avliieli he descrihe's as slow and laborious 
hut not altoge'ther unsatisfaetory. 

The most im])ortant Avitnessos that the Commissioners had examined Avero the 
Intepectors-General of Upper and Lower Es^ypt. No men in the country are bettor 
acepiaiuti'd Avith the state of affairs in the. provinces, none are more powerful or 
infiut'uiial for good or for evil, and vc'ry se'nrehing ([nestious Avere put to them. 

Mr. Wilson tells mo that tlu'ir answers produced the very Avorst impression upon 
the Commissioners, and showed that “ tlu'y lied Avith the utmost elfruntery,” and 
probably to ortler. 

No re'liable information Avhatcvcr coidd he extracted from them about the 
Viceregal Eri)j)erties, a question Avhieh the Commissioners arc determined to investi¬ 
gate as part of a system Avhieh notoriously and prejudicially affects the eonelition of 
the fellaheen. They anticipate determined resistance from the Viceroy iqxAU this 
point, hilt it is one on Avhich tlu'y Avill not yield. 

1 am glad that iMr. AVilson bears cordial testimonv to the thorough lovaltv Avith 
which Eiaz Pasha, the Egyptian Commissione'r, is doing liis AA'ork, although lie is in 
an exee'ptionally diirienlt if not dangerous jjosilieju; avc arc hejinid, 1 Ihink, to see 
him liarmless. 

Altogellu'r, 1 am AVell satisfied that the Commissioners are doing tlieir Avork Avell 
and thoroughly; and although 1 luiA’-e no doubt that thcATceroy Avill offer a determined 
resistance to such a far more erueial investigation than he ever autieiiiated, I feel 
pretty sure ho Avill ne've'r dare to push his o^iposition so lar as to compel the Commis¬ 
sioners lo throAV np the Ineiuiry. If he does, so mueh the worse; for liim. 

lleelnetions amounting annually to about half a million sterling are, I learn, decided 
Aipon in the Ministries of AVar and Alarine, and the; principle of priority of payment 
has heen secured to the hardly-nsod Government em^doyes, subject to eouelitions of 
control over this branch of expenditure.

^ I HAVE tbe honour to inclose a copy of a Decree issued by the Khedive, 
together with the rejiort of the Commission of Inquiry upon which it is based, 
providing that from the 1st of this month the pajmeut of the employes in tho^e 
Government Departments whose ('xpenditure is subject to proper control shall, uitlim 
the limits specified in the credits granted to them, be the first charge u^n any 
revenues paid into the Ministry of Einance,an(l ordered by the Committi'c ol Einance 
to be paid before anvtbing else regularly ev'cry month. The oA'crdue arrears of salaii 
are to be gradually liquidated by tbe payment of three months’ salary every two 

The extension of this measure to th(' State pensioners and to other Departments 
of the Government (such as the army and marine) is made subject to the ciindition, 
with respect to the pi'usioncrs, that the Commissioners shall he satisfied that the 
pensions have been really granti'd for services to tbe State; and with rcsiicct to the 
other Departments, that they shall submit their expenditure to proper financial control 

from uhich they arc now ('xempt. .. p • 

The Comm'issioiiers satisfactorily justify in their report the necessity of proposing 
this measure before the termination of their inquiry; it uill be a real boon to the 
poor Government employi's, and it has been protected, I tbink, by very proper and 
wse limitations and cond'itions Avith the vicAV ol securing effective control over the 
expenditure of everv Go\eminent Department.

My Lord, Alexandna, May 23, 1878. 

THE progress of the Commission of Inquiry, the interest it is exciting in Egypt, 
the support given to it by the Representatives of the Groat Powers, and, ahnv(' all, the 
last demand of the Commissioners to investigate the affairs of the “Ha'iras,” or private 
estates of the Viceregal family, have evidently thoroughly alarmed tlu' Khedive, and I 
am able to record the first instance of his spontaneous ofler to make some personal 
sacrifice in aid of tlic country which, from whatever motive it may proceed, is a very 
satisfactory symptom. 

As usual, when the Khedive is in trouble or difficulty, he at once summoned nu' 
to Cairo. I there learnt from Mr. Rivers Wilson that the Commissioners had called 
the director of the Viceroy’s Daira before them, Avho had refused to come without llis 
Highness’ permission, which had not been given, and ^tr. Wilson anticipated a deter¬ 
mined resistance upon this point, which the Commissioners were di'termiiu'd to carry, 
as being essential to the objects of their inquiry. 

When Mr. Wilson and I saw the Khedive, separately, the next day, it appi'ared 
that further reflection had determined him to try to disarm further inquiry by a 
spontaneous sacrifice of a portion of his private property. He informed us that he 
had decided to make over to the State the “ Daira Sanieh ” and the “ Daira Khassa,” 
the extent of the two properties being estimated at about 4^5,000 acres, with a probable 
net revenue of 400,000/. a-year; but as tlu'sc' estates are wholly mortgaged to the. 
creditors of the “ Daira ” by Mr. Goschen’s arrangenumt, the sacrifice is more apparent 
than real; but besides this tlu'Khedive undertook that his family should voluntarily 
surrender to the State 200,000 acres of their lands, the proceeds of which, he saiil, 
might be applied to the liquidation of the State floating debt, including the judgment 
debts. The value of this sacrifice depends altog('ther upon the nature of the lands 
surrendered. If the land is good it may be worth about 20/, an acre, and the sacrifice 
would represent 4,000,000/. sterling. If he only gives up the worst lands they might 
onlv be worth about 800,000/. 

The Khedive evidently anticipated that this .sacrifice would disarm furtlnr inquiry 
into the rest of his family properties; he spoke of his position and prestige in the 
country being seriously eompromised by the proposed ('xtension of the inquiry into his 
private affairs and of the ('vidence of an intention, if they aloni'were to be investi¬ 
gated, to direct the inquiry in a personally hostile spirit against himself and his family 
and to sit in jiidgnii nt upon his acts; this, he said, could onlv be doin' by an olUeial 
Commission aiipoiiited by the Rowers and sanctioned by the Rorte. He went on to 
say tliaf he wa- so convinei-d of tie possibility of 1‘lgypt meeting all her liabilities 
when they weri' reduced within jiroper limits, and so serious in his inti'iitiou of 
carrving out tlu* necessarv reforms in tlu' administration of the countrv, that he was 
prepared to sign a solemn engagi'iuent either with Ihiglaiul alone, or with all the 
Great Rowers, by which he would bind him.self and his sueci'ssors punctually and 
faithfully to discharge all obligations, to govern hgyjit justly and well, and scrupulously 
to carry out all the reforms that might be adopted ; by which, [ ])resum(‘, he meant to 
convey that he and his family were ready to sacrifice a pari of their private fortunes to 
relieve the State' if they liad some guarantee for tlieir confinnance in power. 

;Mr. Wilson and I having talked the matter ovi'r, and bi'ing both agri'cd that no 
compromise could justify the Comtnissiouers in neglecting to investigate the ti'iiure 
and administration of the A'icercgal fiimily jirojicrties, which was notoriously one of 
the chief liinincial blots of Egypt, we .s.-uv tlie Viei'roy togi'ther the next day, and whih' 
congratulating him ujion tlu' iiersonal sacrifices lu' had already madi' spontaneously, 
we strongly pri'ssi'd him, in his own interest, to givi' every facility to the investigation 
of tlu' Daira projierf ies, which the Commissioners could not possibly exclude from 
their inquir\. AVe jioiuti'd out that ('very W('ll informed person who had looki'd into 
the ([uestion of Hgyptian finance had ealh'd attc'iition to tlu'glaring economical evil 
of the alleged accumulation of oiui-fiftii of the whole cultivahh' land of I'lgyiit in the 
hand.s of oiu' family, and tliat the reigning one, to the abu.ses that might probably 
result therefrom, in the exaction of forced labour from the fellahs, or in tlieir payment 
at the t'xpimsc' of the State by relieving tlu'm from taxation ; publii* rumour also 
stated that these properties by no mixins eontributi'd thi'ir fair share t > the taxation of 
the country, and it was necessary to clear up all these reports, which were very 
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damaging to him. He ought, thcn'forc, in his own interest, to allows the matter to 
be thoroughly sifted, and we entirely disavowed the idea that the inquiry xvas intended 
to be jicrsonally hostile to him. 

The Khedivi' xvas evidently touched to the quick, and became much excited. He 
repeated all the arguments he had used the day before against the dangers and impro¬ 
priety of an investigation of his private affairs*; he dwelt upon the extent to which if 
w'ould injure his personal prestige and position, and he repeated his offer to take the 
whole mailer into his own hands, and to make himself and his successors personally 
responsible to tbe Rowers for the ])unctual fulfilment of the financial engagements of 
Egypt; but we ■were firm, and he eventually gave way, so far as to promise that tlu' 
agents of his Dai'ras .should be authorized to give any information that the Commission 
could ])rop('rly ask for, provided that he wcri' consulted beforehand, and acquainted 
with the naf lire of the subjects upon which they Avould be questioned. Mr. AVilson 
replied that the Commissioners were quite willing to show every courtesy and respect 
towards llis Highness in asking for the necessary information, provided they were 
allowed to arrivi' at the truth. 

The Director of the “ Daira Sanieh” Avas accordimrlv examined before the Com- 

n i' 

mission yi'sterd.ay, and a note w’as at the sanu' time hainhvl in to the Commi.ssioners 
from th(' Khedive, repeating in Avriting his promise to cede a portion of his properties 
to th(' State. 

I should add that my German and Austrian colleagues are strongly supporting 
the inquiry by r'xprc'ss orih'rs from their Govi'rnments, but they liaA'C informed the 
Khedive', af flu' sanu' time, thai ilu'v cannot allow the payment of the judgment debts 
to stand over until the termination of its labours.

1 IJAA^'E reeeivi'd private information from an Engli.sh ri'sident in one of the 
provinces of LoAver Egypt, Avho is agent to si'veral commercial houses tlu'rc and a man 
of respectability, that he has found throughout the provinces he A’isits widespread 
dissaiisfaefion at the harsh measure's adopt('d by the' Govi'rnmcnt to enforce the 
payment of the last coupon by the collection in advance of tlu' whole yi'ar’s taxes. 

He informs me that in the Avhoh' course of his experie'uee of Rgypt he has nCA’cr 
heard the action of the Khedive and his Government so openly and severely criticized 
by all classes of the population, including even the GoA''crnm('nt oflicials. 

This information tends to confirm in some measure the Viceroy’s fears of the 
fermentation prevailing in the country, Avhich he attributes chiefly to the intrigues of 
Halim Pasha and his friends.

IN my intorvioAV Avith the Khedive the other day one of the first questions he 
asked me Avas Avhether I had received any ansAver from your Lordship to his appli- 
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cation for an English official to occupy the post which lie proposed to create of 
Inspector-General of Egypt. 

In accordance witli your Lordship’s despatch No. 9-‘3 of tlie lOtli instant, I told 
His lliglniess in eouiidence tliat Her Majesty’s Govi'riunent Averc disposed eventually 
to entertain his request provided they were satisfied that the officer Avhoin they might 
designate for the appointment Avonld have full and ample poAvers vested in him, and 
that lie Avould not he liable to arbitrary dismissal, hut that your Lordship Avould prefer 
that the aiipoiutmcnt should stand over until the Commission of Inquiry into the 
Einanees of Egypt had made their report. 

ITis Highness strongly protested against any delay in making an appointment 
Avhich he eonsidevod to he urgently lu'cessary; with respect to the powers to ho vested 
in the officer, he said that they Avould bo as full as those ho had given to Colonel 
Gordon, Avitli which ho believed that officer had no reason to he dissatisfied, llis 
authority Avould extend over all the Governors of the Provinces, Avhom he might 
aiipoint, suspend, or dismiss as he thought ]iroi)er, subject to the IvhediA^c’s sanction, 
and he Avould he a klemher of tlie Council of Ministers. 

Eor any further information as to his duties and powers the Khedive referred me 
to Cherif Pasha’s letter of the 25th NoA'omher last (inclosed in my despatch to Lord 
I)crhy No. 320, Confidential, of the 30th Novemher last) to Avhieh he had nothing to 
add. 

In reply to my remark that it Avould he hotter to giA'o tlu* Inspector-General 
independent poAvers of apjiointing and dismissing his suhordiiiatcs, such as the 
^Ministers of tin* CroAvn exercise in Pngland, ITis Highness said that he could not part 
AA’ith his right of sanction or veto, hut that he Avould ph'dge himself to give him the 
most loyal and cordial siqqiort, as he had done to Colonel Gordon, lie added that the 
officer need have no fear ol' arbitrary dismissal, from Avhieh, if he chose, he might he 
protected by a contract. 

The IvhcdiA'o thus (‘vidinitly eonlem])1ates that the Tnspector-th'neral should he 
his own offieer, and in no A\ay put over him as a poj’tion of the European control, 
whom he looks upon ratlu'r as his enemies. I am not sure if this Avould me('t your 
Lordship’s vicAvs, hut I believe he might acquire greater inllucnee and power in this 
Avay than if he Avere to he constantly tlnvartcd by the Khedive as are the European 
Controllers. 

Mr. TVilson would prefer that this appointment should he considered at the same 
time as that of the European ]\linister of Einanee, so that their respective duties and 
poAvers may not he alloAV('d to clash. 

Th(' suseeptihilitA shoAvn by my Ereneh colleague on hearing of the rumoured 
intention of tlu' Khedive to appoint !Mr. TVilson as ^Minister of Einanee shows that 
the Ereneh Avill jirohahly inake greater difficulties about flu; double appointuu'nt of 
Englishmen to tAVo such important posts. Ihit this difficulty might perhaps he met 
by the abolition of the post of Controller-General of Ileeeipts, uoav held by 
Mr. Ilomainc, Avhieh I think is possible.

THE KIkkUa'c is evidtmtly iM'coming alai'ined at the turn alfairs an- taking, .at the 
serious nature of the investigati(m that is taking place ijilo his alV.airs, and at the 
signitieant hints he has receiA’cd that his failure to assist in putting order into the alfairs 
of the country may sm'iouHy jeoj)ardise his oAvn j)osition, and I'ven that of his 
dynasty. 

His appeal to uk' brought him little consolation. [ told him plainly that he had 
undertaken to givt* the greatest latitude to the inquiry, and that he must submit to its 
extending to his IJairas,” as being a most important ehnuent of the fiiianeial 
situation. J said that he would best consult his oami interests by giving the Com¬ 
missioners the fullest information, a.s, if the abuses connected Avith the admini.sHation 
and taxation of tlu'se properti('s Avere, as he alleged, untrue, it would he better for him 
that they should he publicly eontradieled, and he might he sure that the Cummis- 
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sioners Avould sIioav no hostile spirit toAvards him i)crsonally, and Avould do him full justice. 
Tliis sceuAcd to give him hut little comfort. 

ITic cession that he has made of a portion of his priA^ate estates has been Avrung 
from him by bis fears; no other motive, 1 suspect, Avould have i7idueed him to make the 
sacrifice, and it remains to he seen Iioav far it is ri'al. CiTtaiuly the “ Haira Sanieh” 
and the “ Hai'ra Khassa ” are already mortgaged to thdr full value to the creditors of 
the “ Ua'ira,” together Avith a large portion of his civil list; and as to the surrender of 
the 200,000 acres of his family estates, if he AVere inclined to trifle Avith his creditors, 
the lands mighf furn out to he comparatively valueless, hut I doubt if he Avould dare 
trifle Avhh them at this moment. Probably imminent danger might induce him to 
make even greater sacrifices if he could hope to obtain some guarantee from the PoAvers 
for his maintenance in poAAX'r, and this w as probably the motiA'o of his proposal to sign 
an agri'cment with the PoAvers, to Avhieh 1 refer in my (hspateh No. 181 of the 23rd 
instant. Hi' hesitates to risk the loss of both ])ro])erty and jiOAver. 

His ])osilion may ciirtainly become precarious, but if so be will have brought it 
entirely on himself, and he can only extricate himself from it by loyally supjiorting 
the Commissioners of Inquiry, and giving them full latitude ; if he Avill not do this 
it must be lhai he fears lest their investigation may lead to disclosures Avhieh he dare 
not face. 

Eor the jn’i'seni aa’c can only await the ti'rmination of the labours of the Com¬ 
mission and ils report. It will certainly suggest, among other .swce[)ing reforms, the 
creation of some strong barrier betwei'u the Viceroy’s agents and his people, which 
Avill, at all evi'iits, mitigate the e\ ils of di'spotie authority, and therefori' Avi'aken his 
personal power. All such reforms should be firmly supported, and he should be made 
to unih'rstand that hi' is in no position to object to them, and no I’ower has a better 
right than Pngland to make his voice heard, and her poAverful inlhii'iiee fi'lt in support 
of such reforms, and to impose her own conditions as to the mode of their ajiplication, 
seeing that the keystone of her jioliey in Egypt has bi'cn the establislnneiit of order 
and good government, and the relief of the people Jrom extortiim and oppression.

Ciicrif Pasba bad professed bis readiness to give Avritten answers to any questions 
that tbe Commission mi<>;bt formulate in AvuMtiiig, but lie refused to submit to a 
personal examination upon so important a question requiring great precision and 
clearness in tbe interrogatory wbieb, in bis opinion, could only be attained by putting 
both questions and answers in Avriting. 

Moreover, bis l^xeellency Avoiild not admit that the .3rd Article of the Khedive’s 
Decree of tbe 3{)tli Alareli last, by wbieb “ Lcs Ministres et b's fonetionnaires dc notre 
Gouvcriiemout soront tenus dc foiiriiir directement a la Commission, sur sa demande 
et dans b' })lus href delai, tons les renscignements qui lour seroiit demandes,” implied 
that tlie Miuistf'i’s Avere tliereby liound lo a{)[)ear liefore the Commission in person. 

The Commissioners, ]iowev('r, held to this interpretation of the Article, and 
refused to admit tliat any functionary of tbe State, however high Ins rank or position, 
could constitute himself judge of tbe necessity of bis appearing ))efore them ; and as 
tlic Viceroy, Avbatever may liave been his i)rivate opinions, did not A'cntiire to support 
Ills jMiuister openly, Cbe'’if J’asba bad only to yield or resign, ami be clioso tbc latter 
course. 

I tliink tlie decision and action of the Commission in tliis matter have been right, 
and I have said so to Clu'rif Pasba, alllioiigb I can uiidersiaud that it is Avouuding and 
galling to tli (5 pride of a 'rurkisb Minister to be cross-c.xamiued Im'Iovo a Couiinission 
of foreigners, avIio are eondneting an investigation Avhicb must in its nature be hostile 
to 11)0 pi’csent ndmi)iistration of tbc country. Put tbe Avbole aim and ol)jcct ol the 
impiiry being to obtain tlie best inforimition upon all the subjects oA'cr Avhicli it 
extemis, it seems to me that tlio Commissioners are the only competent^ judges of the 
shape in Avhicb that information ought to be given to them, and it is undoubtedly 
true tliat if tbe refusal of a bigli functionary to ap])ear before tbe Cominission liad 
been alloAvod to pass uniiotici'd, a seAV're blow would luiA'e beem struck at its ])restig(> 
and authority, Avbieh Avill now, uii tlie contrary, be greatly eubaiieod by tho tall of tbc 
most jiromiiient man in Egypt for disobeying its summons. 

1 cannot iiel]) rc'givtling till' loss in Cberif kasha of a liigh-niinded and honour¬ 
able 'Minister, loyal and straightforward in bis eoiuluet, and tborougbly English in bis 
sympathies; bis faults Avere gri'at Avant of (Miergy and initiatlA’o, and of resolution aiid 
courage in maintaining and defending bis opinions before the A'’ieeroy, to wliose Avill 
he has always shown himself too submissh’e. 

J hear that Ilia/. I’aslut, the second Vice-President of tbc Commission ot Inquiry, 
will lu’obably succeed Cberif kasha, both at the Foreign Olliee and the Ministry of 
.Justice; indeed be is tbc only other Egyptian Minister competent to till tbe ])ost, and 
although bo does not jit.ssess tbe jirestigo or authority of liis predecessor, bo lias more 
energy and aerivity, ami bis idi'as are more lilieral. 

I do not think it improbable that the fall of Clierif kasha, Avbo aa'ias Nubar Pashas 
great rival, and tlie diJlieulties of tlie Kliedive’s position, may pave the Avay lor the 
eventual return of Nubar to olliee, bitter pill as it would be for the Viceroy to SAvallow 
after the personal ill-feoliiig that has grown up betAveen them since the Minister’s 
summary dismissal. 

I regret to learn from iMr. Rivers Wilson that the Khedive lias not yet answered 
the inquiries that Avere put to him in Avriting respecting the mode of acquisition, the 
extent, and administration of his lamily projicrties. I'he delay is becoming serious, 
and gives colour to tlu' suspicious that uuderhaud practices arc being resorted to to 
conceal tbe truth. Nothing more has lieeu heard of the Khedive’s proposal to 
surrender to the creditors 200,000 acres of his family estates !

BAEON DES MICIIELS, my Eroicli colleague, who lias just returned from a 
visit to Cairo, has been good enough to communicate to me what passed at an inter¬ 
view he had Avitli tlie KlicdiA'e yesterday. 

The KhediA'c, it seems, contemplates a financial arrangcnnmt, hy Avhieh he Avould 
undertake to rc-atfirm and guarantee the regular payment of the interest on the Public 
Debt in accordance with Mr. Goschen’s arrangement, to liquidate within five years all 
the floating debts, and to pay off immediately the Avhole of the judgment debts and 
the arrears due to tlie Government employes hy a personal sacrifice on his part of 
2,000,000/. in ready money. 

M. dcs Michels, it appears, rejilicd that he could only express a personal opinion 
upon a proposal which could only he considered by the Commission of Inquiry, but 
that he took note with pleasure of the Khedive’s declaration, that the future payment 
of the coupons to the foreign bondholders would bo placed beyond the reach of 
doubt and discussion, and that the arrangement of 1870 Avould be scrupulously main¬ 
tained. 

M. des Michels Avent on to congratulate His Ilighncss upon the evidence of his 
intention to make personal sacrifices to assist in meeting his pri'ssing financial 
difiicultics ; it Avas the only AA'ay to disarm his enemies and riA'^als; hut lie pointed out 
that it Avas unreasonable to expect that the current creditors Avould consent to Avait for 
four or fiA’c years for tlio payment of their claims ai’Ih'u tlu' judgment debts Avould be 
paid at once ; and as critical evils required heroic remedies, and llis Highness AA'as in 
the vein of making sacrifices, he had better make up his mind to raise 4,000,000 
instead of 2,000,000 on the security of his family estates, and get rid at once and 
entirely of the Avhole floating debt Avith all its disagreeable consequences. 

I fear that })ro[)osals of this nature, Avhich arc only wrung from the Viceroy by 
fear, and Ailiicli have no better foundation than his jicrsonal guarantee, would be quite 
iuacceptable as sutricieiit security for the future. The Commissioii of Im^uiry must 
probe the evil to the root, and devise better means than the Viceroy’s personal 
guarantei', not only to meet the engau'ements of the Slate, but also ('Ifcctuallv to 
prevc'ut tlu' recuiTonce of linamaal disordi'r and maladministration, and the exhaustion 
of the country.

Mr. Vivian to the Marquis of Satisburij.—{Received June 26.) 

(No. 214. Political.) 

My Lord, Alexandria, June 17, 1878. 

THE Klicdivc sent for me yesterday to tell me that matters cuuld not go on as 
they were doing, as ii was evident to him that the Commissionei's of Iiupiiry -were 
acting in a s^jirit of personal hostility towards him, and his suspicions had been 
confinned, he said, by my Ereneh colleague, who had attributed the attitude of the 
Commission to a deliberate policy wliich, Avithout actually saying so, he had implied 
was directed by England. 

Baron des Michels, hoAvever, denies that he ever used such language. 

His Highness said that he had always understood that the policy of England Avas 
to support and encourage the independent administration of Egypt; how Avas this 
consistent Avith an evident intention to discredit him and his (ioA"crnment, and to 
take from him every vestige of authority and prestige ? If it Avas true that the 
policy of England Avas changed ho could only boAV to his fate, but if he Avas to be put 
on his trial, he must claim to be judged by a competent tribunal and not by a Com¬ 
mission Avhich owed its authority and origin to him. 

I said I had no reason to believe that Her Majesty’s Governnnmt had changed 
their policy, biit they required that there should be an end once and for all to financial 
disorder and maladmini.stration, which had become a public scandal and might provoke 
serious consequences. 

Ills Highness Avent on to say that the interrogatories put to him by the Com¬ 
mission res])ecting tin; origin and acquisition of his family estates thinly veiled 
suspicions of fraud Avhicli Avere personally olfensive to him. 

That the Commissioners aviwo ('xceeding the powers given to them by his own 
Decree, dragging him through the dirt and discrediting his authority Avith the evident 
intention of upsidting him; that this Avas contrary to the distinct understanding, 
which alone hud induced him to agree to the appointment of the Commission, that 
his prestige and position as Chief of the State should be respected. 
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Tliat he was prepared to make large personal sacri decs (as he had proved by his 
offer to gh'c up 200,000 acres of land or 2,000,000 of money), and to give every 
possible guarantee for the due performance of his ('ugagements in future by placing 
all control in the hands of Europeans, by folloAving the advice of the Commission to 
raise the “ Ouchonvy ” tax and extend the jurisdiction of the tribunals to the natives, 
whereby tlicy Avould be placed under the protection of the laAv. These concessions, 
by AA'hich the future Avas assured, ought to satisfy the Commissioners, and their demand 
to investigate the past clearly shoAved their intention not only to discredit him, but 
also to despoil him and his family of everything they possessed. This he could not 
allow; the Commissioners Avero going beyond all reasonable limits and he Aiould 
prefer to challenge an appeal to our Governments and to accept the consequences 
rather than alloAV’^ matters to proceed so far. 

I tried to combat his idea that the Commissioners avito actuated by any feeling 
of personal hostility toAvards him. I pointed out how much his ill-advised rcsi.stance 
at each stage of the negotiations Avhich preceded the inquiry had irrilated public 
opinion, and CA'cntually made its conditions much harder than they otheinvise might 
have been, and I expressed my fear that he might even noAv be turning the inquiry 
into a hostile channel by tlwarting and opposing it, and my regret that he had no 
good advisers at bis elbow. 

The Connni.ssionc'rs must, I said, arriA^c at the truth of the Avholo financial situa¬ 
tion Avith Avhich the question of the tenure of his large family properties A\'as 
intimately connected; but any reasonable objection to the form in Avhich the informa¬ 
tion Avas asked for might be met. He said he Avouhl gladly arrive at some compromise 
but he AA'Ould not submit to a criminal interrogatory. 

The fact is that in demanding this information as to the origin and extent of the 
“ Dairas ” of the Viceroy and his family and the history of their acquisition, the 
Commissiomn’s have probed a most simsitive point Avhich the Viceroy can hardly 
dare to allow lo be touched. He has been in possession of Mr. Bivors 'Wilson’s 
interrogatories, which, at his OAvm rc'quest, Avere given to him in writing, for more than 
three Aveeks, and he has not yet ansAvered them or promised that he Avill do so. iMean- 
while, h(' 1ms made various olTers involving considerable personal sacrifices, doubtless 
with a view of arresting further investigation, and public rumour says (I cannot 
vouch for the truth) that the interval has been employed in preparing fictitious 
transfers of large jiortions of the pro[)erty. 

The Commissiomws are, I believe, already in possession of proof that public 
moneys have been used to purchase jirojx'rties Avhicli have been absorbed into the 
Viceroy’s private estate, and they have lately sent in the resolution, of Avhich I inclose 
a copy, stating their reasons for insisting upon the information they re([uire being 
furnished; if it is not forthcoming by Saturday next, the 22nd, the English and 
Ereneh Commissioni'rs intend, 1 believe, to suspend the inquiry and appeal to us, 
and Ave juay !)e compelled to telegraph home fur instruetions as to hoAV far Ave 
should be juslifu'd in supporting their demand for this information. 

Eor this reason 1 Avish to prepare Her ^Majesty’s Government in time Avith full 
information as to the facts upon which I may possibly have to ask for instructions, 
and my Ereneh colleague is doing the same.

My Lord, Alexandria, June 23, 1878. 

THE Khedive has not yet answered the questions respecting his Daiia proj)ertics 
submitted to liim by the Commission of Inquiry a month ago, while the term witliin which 
he undertook to let the Commissioners know' how far he would answ’er them c.\pired 
yesterday. 

I inclose a copy of tiie Tabular Statement which was given to him indicating the 
information they asked for, and which has only just been placed in my hands. 'Phe 
searching questions put under the head of “ Renseignements sur I’Origine de la Propriete” 
fully explain the Viceroy’s strong objections and reluctance to answer them. 

He contends that in claiming to investigate the origin and tenure of his private 
properties the Commissioners are altogether e.xcecding their pow'crs, and showing a feeling 
of personal hostility against him, in violation of the understanding iqum which he agreed 
to the appointment of the Commission—namely, that his position as Chief of the State 
would be respected, and that, subject to the establishment of sufficient guarantees for the 
future, the faults of the past would he condoned. But he complains that tiie personal 
form the Incjuiry is taking, and the hostile nature of the questions, have made him suspect 
that it is the deliberate intention of the Commission utterly to discredit him and to shake 
his authority and independence; and he refuses to admit that a Commission of his own 
creation, deriving any powers it possesses solely from him, is competent to sit in judgment 
upon his acts. 

My conviction is, that the source and origin of the large private properties acquired 
by the Khedive and his family will not hear investigation by the light of Europe m prin¬ 
ciples of morality; and it is only a question how lar any blame for the practice he has 
undoubtedly followed of enriching his laniily and followei’s at the expense of the country 
can be imputed to the system which he inherited from his predecessors rather than to the 
individual. 

Greed and avarice have prompted him to pu.sh this system to inordinate excess, and 
he has undoubtedly in this respect grossly abused the great powers entrusted to him, and 
sacrificed Egypt to his private interests. But he maintains that if the system is to be 
attacked in his case, the same measure must in common justice be meted out to all the 
Pashas who have been enriched equally with his own family at the expense of the country; 
and his Highness has not failed to warn the Pashas, much to their consternation, that 
this must be the inevitable consequence of the form the Inquiry is taking, and that an 
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old-established system of the country, in virtue of W'hich they enjoy their properties, is in 
danger of being attacked. 

The Commissioners, however, have no present intention of pushing matters so fai', or 
of bringing this hornet’s nest about their cars, and they do not see the same difficulty in 
drawing the line between the use and abuse oi’ a bad system; and I agree with them in 
thinking that the Khedive ought, undoubtedly, to be called upon to make restitution on a 
large scale of a portion of the riches he has extracted from the State to meet the debts that 
the State has incurred. Indeed, he has already I’ecognized this obligation by spontaneously 
offering to make considerable sacrifices which have been deemed insufficient. 

Whether the Khedive, suspecting as he docs that it is the deliberate intention ot the 
Commissioners to deprive him of the greater portion of his estates, will give them the 
precise infortnation they have demanded, remains to he seen. 1 fear if he does so that 
he will only place himself in a worse position, by giving false information supported by 
fraudulent proofs. 

1 think it more probable that within a few days the Commissioners may have to 
appeal to their Representatives for support to enforce their demand, and that I shall be 
obliged to telegraph to your Lordship for instructions whether I and my French colleague 
are officially to insist that the information which the Commissioners require shall be 
supplied to them. 

I should also be glad to know whether your Lordship wishes that this question should 
be dealt with exclusively by me and my French colleague, or whether we should invite 
our colleagues of Germany and Austria-Hungary, who have received strong instructions 
to support the Inquiry, to join in any representations that we may have to make to the 
Khedive.

'I'lllii Khedive has handed to the Commissioners of Inquiry the accompanying’ 
tabidar statements :— (a), ot the lands intended to be ceded to the State by his Highness’s 
family; (h), ol the lands which they ])ropose to retain as their appanage. 

An analy.sis ol these returns show that the Viceroy’s family admit that they possess 
4:11,915 acres oi laud, which, added to the ISOjl-Sl acres of the Viceroy’s own Dairas, 
already mortgaged to his creditors, gives a total extent of 917,046 acres, which is not 
far short ot the 1,000,000 acres with which the Viceroy and his family are generally 
credited ; and it must he remcmhered that house pro])erty is not included in these state¬ 
ments. 

The acreage of all these properties, not including the Viceroy’s estates, is stated to 



22-‘l,64.5/. lie thus evidently retains the best lands. 

'riie Commissioners have not signified their acceptance of these returns as any 
satisfactory representation of the Viceroy’s family jiroperties; but fhey have taken note 
ol them, and they intend to proceed n ith their inquiry until the time arrives for challeng¬ 
ing their accuracy when they come to apportion the sacrifice that the Viceroy may be 
called on to meet the debts he has contracted in the name of the State ; and the crisis 
which 1 anticipated in my last despatch as thus been averted. 

1 think this decision is a wise one, and 1 have had some share in advising it. I do 
not think it either necessary or ex])edient at this state of tlie inquiry to drive the Viceroy 
into a corner, from which Lhei'e would he no issue save in the suspension of the in([uiry, 
and an open rupture l)etween the Viceroy and the Commissioners whicli would inevitahiy 
lead to all sources of information being closed to them before they have arrived at any¬ 
thing like the end of their labours. 

'file time may come when the Commissioners may be compelled to call upon the 
Viceroy to make restitution on a far larger scale than he has yet contemplated of tlie 
property he has ac(|uired at the expense of the country, and if he should refuse to do so 
they may then have to challenge his statements and investigate his titles; but 1 doubt if 
I he time for this extreme course has yet arrived. 

It must be remembered tliatthe Commissioners have already achieved extraordinary 
results in the short time they have been here; results such as a year ago it would have 
seemed al)surd to ex])ect. They have already obtained the recognition of the principle 
of an ecjuili/.ation of the Land-tax, calculated to add 600,000/. a-year to the annual 
revenue of the country at the exj)ense of the rich who can w'ell afford to pay it; of the 
<‘xtensi()n to the natives of a good system of justice which will protect them against the 
abuse of desi)otic i)ower, and of the liability ol’ the Khedive and his family to make 
personal sacrifices in aid of the State, 'riiese are great and really marvellous results to 
iiavc attained in so short a time, anti 1 slionld be sorry to see them compromised by any 
false or premature step, however much tlie Commissioners may be justified iu their 
suspicion that it is only by fear that any concessions can be wrung from the Viceroy.

My Lord, Alexandria, June 29, 1878. 

IN my despatch No. 180, Political, of the 22nd ultimo, I sent your Lordship a copy 
of a Decree signed by the Khedive, founded on a Report of the Commission of Inquiry, 
providing for the regular payment in future of the employes in certain departments of 
the Government whose expenditure was subject to proper control, and for the gradual 
liquidation of their arrears of salary by the payment of L} month’s salary every month. 

The Commissioners also specified the conditions on which they were prepared to 
recommend the extension of these advantages to the pensioners and employes of other 
Departments of the State. 

The hard case of the pensioners, many of whom are Europeans, old men, and widows, 
unable to work, and reduced to the greatest distress by the withdrawal of their only 
means of livelihood, attracted our special sympathy and attention, while in the Depart¬ 
ment of the Marine there are several Knglish engineers, who arc reduced to the greatest 
straits by the irregular payment of their salaries. 

1 and my colleagues, accordingly, determined to address to the Khedive the collec¬ 
tive note, of which I inclose a copy, strongly urging him to lose no time in taking the 
necessary measures to bring both the pensioners of the State and the employes ot the 
Departments of War and Marine within the scope of the privileges secured to other 
Government employes by his Decree of the 11th May. 

His Highness informed me this morning that he had immediately taken steps to 

give effect to our appeal.

Nfy Lord, Alexandria June 29 1878. 

IN my despatch No. 223 of the 23rd instant, 1 informed your Lordship’that the 
Khedive, in order to forestall the Commission of Inquiry, had desired tlie Minister of 
Justice to request the Court of Appeal to draw up a report upon tlie best means of 
extending to natives the benefits of the system of justice administered bv the Courts of the 
Reform. 

It appears that Mr. Scott, the English Judge of the Appeal Court, differing in opinion 
from his colleagues as to the best means ot carrying the contemplated reform into practice, 
refused to accc))t their project, and has, therefore, sent in a separate report, of which 1 
inclose a copy. 

Mr. Scott, with the practical ideas of an Englishman, seeks to economize expenditure; 
utilize as far as possible existing local institutions, and to educate the native magistiates, 
der the control of the Court of Appeal, in the inde|)cndent administration of cheap and 
simple justice; whilst he avoids the danger of creating pc'tty judicial tyrants in the pro> 
Vinces by proposing to introduce the check of the Engli.sh' system of judicial circuits, 
which is strongly opposed by his colleagues us only suited to our insular system. 

Mr. Scott also avoids the error, into which I suspect his colleagues will fall, of 
proposing a larger measure of change than is immediately necessary, involving the assump¬ 
tion by the International Tribunals of penal jiu'isdiction over natives and Europeans before 
the expiry of tho (luimjucnnial permd of probation, which w'ould certainly he re])udiated by 
many of the Powers, 

Mr. Scott’s scheme certainly appears to me sensible and practical, but if a majority of 
his colleagues support a rival project, I tear Mr. Scott’s proposals will have little chance 
of being entertained by the Egyptian Government, who wall probably propose to the 
Pow'ers for adoption the scheme elaborated by his colleagues.

PRINCE HASSAN called here on the 27tli ultimo. He said he had been ordered 
to do so by the Khedive in order to find out what answer the English Government 
intends to give as to allowing an Englishman to go to Egypt, as he expiessed it, with 
absolute control over administraiion and taxation, as Inspectoi-Gcneial.

IN a conversation that 1 had with the Khedive the day before yesterday we touched 
upon the question of the appointments of an Englisli Inspector-General in the provinces 
and of an European Minister of Finance. 

I should say that I had received a hint that pressure was being brought to bear to 
secure a jn'ornise to appoint a Frenchman to the latter post, and 1 was anxious to know 
how the case really stood. 

With respect to the a))pointment of Inspector-General, the Viceroy said that the 
delay that was taking place was, in his opinion, so injurious to the interests of Egypt, 
that ho had authorized his son. Prince Hassan, to press the ([uestion earnestly upon the 
attention of Her Maje.sty’s Government. 

I said that I thought your Lordship would prefer to wait until the Commission 
of Inquiry had reported, in order that the appointment might be considered togetlier 
with that of an European Minister of Finance (a post which His Highness had offered 
to Mr. Bivers-AVilson), whoso duties might clash with those of the Inspector-General. 

T’he Khedive thought that this delay was out of the question ; the appointment of a 
Minister of Finance might, ])orhaps, be allowed to stand over, as he was aware that his 
desire to give the post to an Englishman (to which he still adlnned) had aroused the 
jealousy of the French, but the Inspector-General must be appointed at once. 

There were signs of some slight hesitation in the Khedive’s manner when he spoke 
of the nominee for the Alinistry of Finance, which rather confirmed the bint I had 
received. He spoke of Air. Rivers-Wilson “ having refused the appointment.'’ I said I 
did not understand this to have been the case ; Mr. Wilson had simply said that he was 
not in a position to give any decided answer at the present moment, and that I need not 
explain the obvioti^, reasons for this answer. 

I can well understand, on the one hand, the great anxiet} of the French to prevent

so important a post falling into English hands, and, on the other, the hesitati(jn of the 
Khedive to provoke the displeasure of France by yielding to his strong predilection^ in 
cuoiu o an Englishman ; and 1 fear that the distribution of the posts to be created by 

the new admimstratiye organization will inevitably provoke some rivalry and jealousy 
between French and English interests. j j j 

I may safel\ sa} that the whole feehng of the country and of the public generallv, 
ins well as licdivc s own convictions are strongly'in favour of appointing an 

^ Ministry ot iMnanro; but I doubt if tho French would surrender the 

post without a struggle, and in any case they would claim one equivalent to it in rank 
and power. ^ 

But, as the Viceroy truly says, not only is the expense involved in doubling every 
mg ishman by a Frencbman ruinous to Egypt, but an Administration composed of such 
ditlerent patterns would never work smoothly. 

My own experience entirely confirms the Viceroy’s views. Our views, feelings, and 
policy m all matters relating to the Government of the country are so entirely different 
from those o the hrood,. thot T see litllo, if aoy. d.anoe of their liarmonisins'; ami I 
can hold out little hope ol tho success of any joint Aoslo-T’rcnch Adniinistration, in 
which English influence is not supreme. 

_ Mr. Rivers-Wilson has given me distinctly to undenstand that he wishes his per.sonal 
ckims to the appointment to be entirely pul on one side, although he thinks with me 
that it sliould be ^'iven to nn Fing'lisliman. 

As the inouth])iece oi the Commission of ln(|uiry it uas im'vitalile that he should 
become unpopular Mia^ il it wore nol so, it nould he a si.on tint he had

AS the Commissioners of Imiuiry proceed with their task, the great di'ffienlties with 
which they have to grapple become more and more palpable; and it seems doubtful if 
they can invent a means of tiding over the ilitliculties of the present year; but 1 am glad 
to say that it seems to be tlicir general opinion that, whoever should bear the loss, under 
no circumstances should Ibo nnfnrtuiiafc couniry be forced again beyond its powers, as it 
was to ])ay the last eouixm of the l>t Alay. 

The CominissioiuMs have now to look the coupon of the 1st November fairly in 
the face, on which there is an estiinafed deficit of over 1,000,000/. sterling, if the 
revenues are only collected np to the 31st October, and of over 800,000/. if7bcy are 
collected up to the end of tin' year. 

The Governmeut, already heavily iu arrears of pay to their emjiloyes, cau only 
ooimt upon 600,000/. as their yvbole available resources up to thi' end of 1878; out of 
yvbiob they will have to find the tribute, the coupon of the Suez f’anal shares, and the 
ordinary expenses of administration, and with tlie greatest economy there must be a 
deficit of about 900,000/. on this head. Add to this the portion of the floating debt 
calculated at about 700,000/., urgently and immediately demanded for the Judgment 
creditors, and you make up a total deficit of over 2,500,o00/. in the worst case, and cd' over 
2,250.000/. in the best, which must be made good to extricate the Government from its 
immediate difficulties this year. Whatever pro|)()sals the Commissioners may make J 
earnestly hope that under no circumstances they will alloyv the life-blood of the country 
to he again drained, nor the Government to he unduly deprived of the resources neces¬ 
sary to pay its employes and to carry on the administration of the country, which can 
only result in the creation of fresh debts,

of the Commissioners, and that his presence at Paris would be required during these 
deliberations.

My Lord, Alexandria, July 20, 1878, 

1 AM glad to be able to report that the damage done by the drought to the cotton 
crop is thought to be by no means so serious as was at first anticipated, and that the loss 
in quantity will be far more than compensated by the increase in prices as compared with 
those that ranged last year. 

It is calculated that the loss in quantity may amount to about 400,000 cwt., or about 
15 per cent.; but that at the price to which cotton is expected to rise, the crop will pro¬ 
bably realize about 9,000,000/. sterling against 7,000,000/. last year.

Sir, Foreign Office, July 27, 1878. 

PRINCE HASSAN called on me to-day to press the appointment of an Inspector- 
General to administer for the Khedive the affairs ot Egypt. 

In the course ol conversation it appeared that, in the view of his father, the Inspector- 
Gencml would, in the first instance, be charged to report upon the best means of organizing 
the taxation and the administration of the country; and that, if his proposals appeared 
satisfactory to the Khedive, the Khedive would keep him for a term of years in order to 
supervise their execution. 

I promised to reflect upon his proposal; but 1 did not hold out much hope that an 
Inspector-General on this pattern would be ajipravcd by Her Majesty’s Government. 

He also asked that military officers for the army of the Khedive should be named by 
England, in substitution of American officers, who had been dismissed. 

1 said that 1 feared their employment upon any considerable scale would be a heavier 
burden than Egyptian finances in their present condition could support; but I promised to 
inquire the views of the War Office on the subject. 

In the course of discussion his Highness observed with some severity upon the pro¬ 
ceedings of tlie Commission, and insinuated that their object was apparently hostile to his 
father’s authority. He also complained that they were pitiless towards the people. 

1 assured him that there was no such intention, and that we were sincerely anxious to 
suiiport the Khedive, and to save the peasantry from oppression; but I urged upon him 
the importance of a good understanding with the Commission, and a compliance with the 
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requirements which, in their efforts to place the finances 
future, the Commission might make.

The Marquis of Salisbury to Mr. Vivian.

NUBAR PASHA called on me to-day on his way to Egypt. 

He expressed a strong determination to make the Viceroy give up to the State the 
large part, if not the whole, of the land that he had taken. He looked upon it not only 
as a subtraction from the just rights of the State or of members of his own family, whom 
he had so despoiled, but also as the cause of serious loss to the finances by reason of the 
number of peasants who were thereby drawn from the cultivation of their own holdings in 
order to cultivate his land. 

He expressed himself strongly averse to the idea of a reporting Inspector-General 
such as Prince Hassan had explained to me, believing it to be only an excuse for getting 

rid of the Commission. . 

He was very anxious for the appointment of Mr. R. Wilson as Finance Minister, with 

authority to act as he should think fit so long as his measures were approved by the 

Council of Ministers. • • 

I expressed to him our anxiety to support him, so far as we possibly could, in 

conjunction with the French Government, and our resolution to uphold Mr. Wilson. 

At the same time, I pressed upon him the necessity of not pressing with undue 
severity upon the Viceroy, whom it would be undesirable to drive either to abdication or 
to a desperate resistance. 

I expressed an absolute objection to the appointment of a Frenchman to share m any 
degree Mr. R. Wilson’s powers, but I said I saw no objection to a Frenchman being 
appointed to hold some other portfolio. He suggested the Ministry of Public Works, to 
which I took no exception.

WITH reference to your despatches Nos. 221 and 226 of the 23rd and 29th June, 
which have been received and laid before the Queen, I would remind you that on the 11th 
instant I addressed to you a telegram from Berlin approving your proceedings in the matter 
of the Commission of Inquiry, and informing you that I had agreed with M. Waddington, 
with whom 1 had spoken at Berlin on the subject, cordially to support the Commission, 
avoiding at the same time extreme measures or exigencies, which might bring about the 
dethronement of the Khedive; and I avail myself of this opportunity to repeat my warning 
of the danger of pressing the Khedive personally too hard.

A VKIVAJL meeting of all the Representatives of the Great Powe'rs (with the 
exception of the French Consul-General, who is absent on leave) and the Commission of 
^quiry was held yesterday, its object beinii,' to ascertain generally the views of the 
Commissioners upon the financial position and the various classes of claims, so as to avoid 

embarrassing them by pressing any particular class of claims to the detriment of the 
general interests of the creditors. 

^ The discussion particularly turned upon the claims of tlic Judgment Creditors (that 
IS of those who have obtained sentences in the Tribunals) to priority of treatment. JVJv 
colleagues held that we ought not to allow our Collective Note to the Khedive demanding 

payment of these sentences to remain a dead letter; that it was impossible for the 
Powers to permit the sentences of the Tribunals, which they had contributed to establish, 
ami to which they had confided the protection ot their subjects, to remain unexecuted; 
while tiny p)o Tcita reduction of the amounts awarded by the Tribunals would, in their 
opinion, be tantamount to a revision of their sentences, whicli would be highly improper. 

The Commissioners, on the other hand, pointed out that, for the 6,000,000/. of 
floating debt, almost every creditoi’, without exception, could obtain a judgment if he chose 
to apply to the Law Courts; that it was impossible to pay everybody in full; that it could 
not be expected that the bondholders could he called upon to make further sacrifices if 
the “judgment creditors ” were to be paid in full both their capital and interest; and that 
if a state of bankruptcy were openly declared, the fact of a creditor having obtained a legal 
sentence would give him no right to priority of treatment. 

The result of the discussion was, that while my colleagues would not admit that there 
could be any reduction of the amounts awarded by the Law Courts, they were ready to 
agree to these claims entering into the general settlement and being spread over a term of 
time, and meanwhile, they unanimously agreed not to embarrass the Commission, to whom 
they promised their cordial and loyal support, by continuing to pi’css for the immediate 
payment of these claims. 

This meeting and our discussion were therefore extremely useful, and I regret that 
my French colleague should have objected to it before he left, which was the cause of the 
non-attendance of his locum teneus. 

1 am sorry to say that the Commissioners gave us but a gloomy estimate of the 
balance-sheet they would have to present, which they feared would show an unsecured 
floating debt ol about 6,000,000/. and a deficit for the November Coupon and necessary 
expenditure for the year of about 2,000,000/.; in all, about 8,000,000/. sterling to be 
made good. 

The exact balance-sheet will be ready in about three weeks’ time, and it remains to 
be seen how far the Khedive can or will fill up this ghastly gap.

MR. RIVERS WILSON telegraphed to me the day before yesterday that 
22,900/., due on account of the arrears of tribute for the 1855 Loan, ought to be paid 
in London yesterday, in accordance with an arrangement he had himself made with 
the Egyptian Government, but tliat there w'as no money in tlu> Treasury chest to meet 
the debt. 

It appears that the whole available assets had been employed to pay the “ Credit 
Foneier ” a sum of money on account, in consideration of their postponing the realiza¬ 
tion of the securities they hold. 

I immediately saw the Khedive, who promised me to endeavour to arrange for the 
[)ayment of a portion, if not the whole, of the sum yesterday. To-day, however, I 
[187] 3 F 
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learn that the 23,000?., which was only paid into the Treasury chest yesterday, was 
immediately sequestered by Baron de Malarct, the Comptroller-General of Audit, for 
the monthly pay of the Government employes, Avhich, in accordance Avith the Khedive’s 
late Decree, is held to be the first charge upon any revenues at the disposal of the 
Government. 

I have informed the Khedive that I cannot accept such an unsatisfactory excuse 
for this breach of faith; that I require to know Avhat explanation he can seriously 
offer for it to Her Majesty’s Government, and Avhen he can pledge himself that the 
money shall he paid. He has promised to let me have an answer to-morrow.

My Lord, Alexandria, August 2, 1878. 

THE monthly statement of the Commissioners of the Public Debt, made up to the 
31st July, which has just appeared, is as unsatisfactory as it is instructive, inasmuch as, 
after making every allowance for the distress in the Provinces, the ridiculously small 
amount of the receipts proves that in spite of all our boasted control it is only at the 
Khedive’s will that the money will come in, and it is not his object now that it should 
do so. 

For the coupon of the “ Unified Debt,” due on the 1st November next, amounting to 
about 2,000,000?. sterling, the Commissioners only have in hand, as the produce of three 
months’ receipts since the 1st May, 238,700?.! 

To meet the railway coupon of 442.872?., falling due on the 15th October, the receipts 
from the railways since the 15th April last have only realized 84,865?.! 

So that about a million and three-quarters sterling will have to be provided in three 
months to meet the “Unified Debt” coupon, and 358,000?. in two months and a-half to 
meet the railway coupon, the average railway receipts being about 50,000?. a month. 

After such a statement as this the preliminary Report of the Comniission of Inquiry, 
which will shortly he ready, must necessarily calculate on a heavy deficit on the 
1st November, Avith which they must immediately grapple, as it would be hopeless to expect 
the Government to cover it from its already overburdened resources. 

The question must then arise how far we can call upon the Khedive to make good 
this deficit as Avell as the unsecured Floating Debt, either wholly or in part, from his private 
means or those of his family. No sacrifice that he has hitherto offered to make, or that he 
is likely to make spontaneously, will anything like meet the deficit, and he shows no inclina¬ 
tion to increase the wholly insufficient offer he made to the Commissioners in June last to 
surrender cither two millions of money or 288,000 acres of land. 

But it is held, and with great justice, that the Khedive, having taken the Govern¬ 
ment of the country, to its most minute details, entirelj into his own hands, and having 
assumed an absolute authority and power greater even than that enjoyed by his Suzerain, 
has thereby rendered himself solely and wholly responsible for the results of his use, or 
rather abuse, of these great powers, more especially as while impoverishing his country he 
has succeeded in enriching himself and his family. On the other hand, this responsibility 
cannot fairly be held to extend to losses really accruing from causes beyond his control, 
such as a bad Nile, an indifferent harvest, and the stagnation of trade. 

In conversation, the other day, 1 told the Khedive that were 1 in his place 1 would 
not bargain with my creditors, but I Avould surrender every acre of land I possessed in 
exchange for a suitsible Civil List, and 1 reminded him that the Sovereign of a great 
Empire had spontaneously made this sacrifice. 

He replied that he could never consent to such a gross act of injustice to his family; 
the Civil List would pass at his death into the hands of his successor, Avho might deprive 
his family of their share and leave them penniless. I answered, that it his successor were 
dishonestly disposed, it would not matter to him if the property lay in money or in lands, 
and I instanced his appropriation of the landed [)roperties of Halim and Mustafa Pashas. 

From his tone and language it is evident to me that the Khedive is not disposed to 
yield on this point, and uidess Nubar Pasha’s influence can prevail with him I suspect that 
nothing short of the prospect of losing both his throne and his property would induce the 
Khedive to surrender any more of his family estates. 
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Her Majesty^s Government will, therefore, have to consider how far they can instruct 
me to go in pressing this sacrifice upon him, bearing in mind that the distinction he draws 
between his own property (which^ is wholly mortgaged to his creditors) and that of his 
family is illusory ; that the sacrifices he has hitherto offered to make are wholly insufficient 
to relieve the State, already so burdened with debt as to be unable to raise further loans; 
and that so long as he retains large landed properties in the possession of his ftimily, the 
great economical evils resulting therefrom will certainly be perpetuated. 

It is possible that I may have to telegraph to your Lordship for instructions upon this 
point when I am in possession of the Report of the Commissioners of Inquiry, which will 
probably be ready in a few days.

I have replied that I consider there has been an inexcusable breach of faith on 
the part of the Egyptian Government in failing to keep their promise to pay the 
money on the 1st instant; that the excuses they have put forward are, to my mind, 
utterly unsatisfactory; and thatladA'ise them to treat their engagements less lightly in 
future if they attach the smallest importance to the maintenance of their credit.

I HAVE had the honour to roeehe your Lordship’s despatches Nos. 137, 138, and 
139, of the 27th, 29tli, and 31st ullimo, aeciuainting me with the purport oi vouv 


conversations Avith Prince Hassan and Nnhiir Pasha njjon tin* affairs of Egypt, and 
repeating the warning Avhieh your Lordship liad pivvioiisly given me of the danger of 
pressing Avitli undue severity upon tlu' A'ieovoy, lest it should lead to his dnA\-iffall~ 
a contingency Avhieh Her ^Majesty’s Government are desirous to avoid. 

1 Avill not fail to bear this warning in mind, and shape my conduct accordingly, 
but I cannot arrest the course that events arc taking (as the natural result of the 
iuA'estigations of the Commission of Inquiry) to fix upon the Khedive the largest share 
of responsibility for the difficulties into Avhieli he has plunged his country by despotic 
misgovemment; and the best advice that liis real Mends could give him in his oavu 
interests is to consent in time to make adequate restitution of the property ho has 
abstracted from tin' State, and to give siiffieient guarantees against further abuse of 
poAA'er. 

I haA'e never joined in imreasonahle clamoAir against the IvliediA^e, and I IniA'e 
ahvays hc'cn inelined to attribute no small share of the blame for his mistakes to tlie 
evil traditions he inlierited from his predecessors; hut I cannot deny that the excess 
to Avhieh ho has pushed those traditions, and his assumption of all poAver and autliority 
in the State, render him primarily responsible for the ruin he has hrought upon his 
country, and therefore' liable to hear his fair share of the penalties attaching to it. 

Dming the fifteen years that Ismail Pasha has governed Egypt he has, by reckless 
extravagance and mismanagement of affairs, combined Avith improvident and unin¬ 
telligent farming and trading on his private account, involved the country in debt out 
of all proportion to its resources, and crushed the peasantry with increased taxation, 
no small portion of Avhieh must probably have been a])pro])riated to his oavu uses, 
seeing that pari passu Avith this enormous increase of debt and taxation lui has 
managed to amass vast private Avealth and landed properties, Avhich he now admits to 
amount to over 900,000 aci’cs. 

Can it ho denied that he ought in justice to he required to make restitution on a 
large scale of this property to meet a portion of the debts that he has eontraetc'd in the 
name of the State? I doubt if the creditors Avould consent to submit to further 
sacrifices until this primary condition of justice had been fulfilled. 

As regards your Lordship’s fears of the result of strong (I cannot say undue) 
pressure upon the Khedive, I doubt if any amount of pressure Avould haul to his 
ahdie-atiou or dethronement unless the PoAvers, acting in eoueert Avith the Porte, should 
''O Avill it. He may hagghi and resist to the last, hut ho Avoiild he most iinlikoh to 
abdicate, Avhile the elements of suceessful reA'olution or resistance to tyranny do not 
exist in thi^ country, Avhere the people are wonderfully docile, patient, and submissive 
187] 3 G 
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to authority, however tyrannically exercised; and the terror with Avhich the Khedive 
inspires them is beyond all belief. But it is my duty to inform your Lordship that if 
ever the Porte and the Powers should determine to remove the Khedive, his fall would 
create no turmoil in Egypt; it would simply he hailed by the whole community, 
native as well as European, with a general sigh of relief, as an earnest of reform and 
better days, and no hand would he held out to save him. 

There is hut one strong feeling in the country, in which I entirely concur, that 
the permanent establishment of any serious financial and administrative reform in 
Egypt is hopeless so long as the Khedive is allowed to retain absolute power, which no 
man dare challenge or controvert, and which necessarily overrides all control. A 
great many people, whose judgment and experience inspire confidence, go oven further 
and say that Ave shall never succeed in clipping the Khedive’s Avings cficctually, and 
that he Avill always manage to evade every check and control, hoAvever ingeniously 
contrived, that we may inA'cnt for him. What has happened hitherto goes far to 
justify this assumption. 

I am someAA'hat surprised to learn that Prince Hassan should have ventured to 
complain to your Lordship that the Commissioners of Inquiry had shoAvn themselves 
“pitiless tOAvards the people! ” 

The charge, I need hardly say, is untrue, hut in any case it comes ill from the 
lips of a son AAdioso father has rarely, if over, shown pity or mercy towards his people; 
who has used them like beasts of burden, ruthlessly crushed them Avith taxation, and 
alloAved every kind of cruelty to he employed to extraot their taxes. 

I should add that my Gorman eolleague sought an intervioAV Avith the Khedive 
yesterday, to inform him, by express order of his Government, that they hold liim 
personally liable for the debts he had contracted, in the name of the State; hut His 
Highness entirely refused to admit that any such liability could extend to tlic private 
property in the possession of his family.

My Lord, Alexandria^ August 18, 1878. 

NTJBAR PASHA arrived here on the 15th instant. 

The Khedive had awaited his coming with anxiety, and seems inclined to place 
himself almost unreservedly in his hands. 

I imderstand that the Khedive complained to him strongly of undue interference 
of the foreign Controllers in the internal affairs of Egypt, and of the evident tendency 
of the Commission of Inquiry to despoil him and his family of the whole of their 
private properties. 

Nuhar Pasha seems to have answered that, so long as the bailiff was at the door, 
it was difl&cult for His Highness to object to foreign interference in his affairs ; and 
with reference to his fears for the loss of his pi’ivatc property, he said that arguments 
that could he pleaded strongly in the interests of 5,000,000 people, lost much of their 
force when they were employed in defence of the private interests of the Viceroy and 
his family. 

The points of the Charter upon which Nuhar Pasha takes his stand arc as ’ 
follows:— 

1. The extension of justice to the natives. 

2. Ministerial responsibility, and the appointment of a Council (in which the 
Minister of Pinance must he an Englisliman) of Ministers who would he responsible 
for the enactment and carrying out of all administrative measures. 

3. The surrender by the Khedive and his family of the whole of their private 
properties in exchange for an adequate Civil List. Upon this point a determined 
resistance is being made by some of the Khedive’s sons and other members of his 
family, especially by his harem; but I have great pleasure in recording the fact that 
Prince Tewfyk,thc Heir Apparent, was the first to come forward and offer to surrender 
the whole of his property for the good of his country. 

Nuhar Pasha says he will not accept office or stay here unless In; succeeds in 
carrying all these reforms. 

As I .should much prefer to s('e these important concessions spontaneously made 
by the Khedive, by which they w'ill acquire a double value, I shall carefully avoid all 
pressure or interference in the matter unless it is absolutely necessary, and I shall 
alw^ays boar your Lordship’s instructions in mind. 

The Report of the Commission of Inquiry, which points to the same conclusions 
as those advocated by Nubar Pasha, and of which I shall treat fully in another despatch, 
will be presented by Mr. Rivers Wilson to the Khedive to-morrow or next day. 

My Italian eoileague states that his Government have instructed him to place it 
on record that, when the time arrives for deciding upon the administrative reforms to 
be adopted in eonsequonee of the recommendations of the Commission of Inquiry, the 
Italian Government wdll insist upon their right to a voice in the settlement, or, in 
other words, I suppose, they will claim to share in the distribution of appointments.

My Lord, Alexandria, August 19, 1878. 

I HAVE the honour to inclose a manuscript copy of the Preliminary Report 
of the Commission of Inquiry into the financial condition of Egjqjt. I hoi^e shortly 
to be able to forward some printed copies to your Lordship, with the rest of the 
Annexes. 

The Report consists of a preamble and two principal parts. 

The preamble sets forth that the Commissioners addressed themselves in the first 
instance to the task of investigating the existing financial system of Egypt. The 
information which the Commissioners have obtained enables them to state generally 
the reforms which they consider necessary; they are set forth in the fii’st part of the 
Report, which deals with “ Piscal Legislation and Pinancial Administration,” but the 
confusion and disorder prevailing in every branch of the Administration, together with 
the imperfect knowledge possessed by the Government officials of the laws and regu¬ 
lations which it is tlieir duty to admini.stcr, have rendered it so far impo.ssiblo to 
acquire that detailed knowledge of existing facts which is essential before thorough 
effect can be given to the general principles of reform contemplated by the Commis¬ 
sioners. The present Report is, therefore, prf'liminary to a more detailed work, the 
preparation of which must necessarily take considerable time. 

The Commissioners do not consider that practical effect can be given to the neces¬ 
sary reforms until the year 1880. The question how to deal Avith the transition 
period betAveen now and then presents great difficulties, and the Commissioners, in 
the second portion of their Report, describe at length the financial situation of the 
moment so far as they have bceiA able to ascertain it. 

The estimated defiedt of the y('ar 1879 has been add('d to that of 1878, and the 
Commissioners giA'c their reasons for holding the Chief of the State personally respon¬ 
sible for the Avholc of these combined deficits, and for maintaining that he cannot be 
released from this responsibility until time has been aliened for the introduction of 
an improved system of administration, the cardinal ])rinciple of Avliieh Avill he the 
limitation of tlie absolute poAver Avhich the KhediA^e has hitherto wielded, and Avhieh 
has resulted in the present deplorable condition of affairs. 

The first part of the Report is divided as folloAVs:— 

Accounts. 

Taxes. 

Decree of the 18th November, 1870. 

Conclusions. 

The Commissioners examine at some length the system of account, Avhich they 
condemn as so intricate and inaccurate as to render it impossible to state Avith accuracy 
the true amount of the revenue and expenditure of any one year. 

The important chapter on taxes (” Expose du Systftmc d’lmpOts ”) merits careful 
perusal. The Commissioners point out that such fiscal laAvs and regulations as exist 
have never been published, and that in many cases ncAV taxes have been levied, old 
taxes increased, and changes introduced Avithout any formal authority. It never 
occurs, they say, either to a tax-collector to justify his demand by any existing laws, 
or to a tax-payer to question the legality of the demand made upon him. The A’illage 
Sheikh executes the orders of the Moudir (Governor of the province), the latter those 
of the Inspector-General, Avho again acts under “ superior order.” This “ superior 
order,” in fact, constitutes the laAV. The Government officials obey it, even though it 
be only verbal; and no tax-payer Avould ever dream of challenging or protesting 
against it. 

That any such complaint Avould be impossible, or at all events useless, is proved 
by the evidence of the native Inspector-General of Upper Egypt, Avhieh the Commis¬

Cette rndme loi accordait en outre certains avantages aux contribuablcs qui, 
n’ayant pas jusqii’alors sur les terres qu’ils possddaicnt un droit de pleiue propridtd, 
consentaient a payer la Moukabalab. 

Le Uderet du 7 Mai, 1870, on “arretant roperatioii de la Moukabalab,” decida 
quo ces avantages seraiont defiuitivemcnt acquis memo aux contribuables qui ne 
s’dtaicnt quo partiellement liberes, et qu’il serait pris des mesures cquitables, soit pour 
restitution de ecs anticipations, soit pour une rdduction proportiounellc d’impdts. 

Avant quo les dispositions de cc Dccrot n’aicut dte appliqiices, le Decrct du 
18 Novembre, 1870, retablit la loi de la Moukabalab; clle ddt meme etre considdrd 
comme n’ayant jamais ccssd d’etre on vigueur. Co Decrct statue en outre “ que les 
rdductions anniiclles prodiiitcs par les cfFcts de la loi de la Moukabalab ne seront 
appliquecs qii’a partir do I’anndc 188G, et qu’il sera tenu compte aux contribuables 
jusqii’a la lin de I’anude 1885 do I’interet a 5 pour cent sur les sommes qui devaient

18 Novembre, 1870, eontimient a payer I’intcgralite do leur imp6t. On leur tient 
compte sciilcraeut, non pas do riuleret a 5 pour cent des sommes qu’ils out versecs, 
mais de I’iuteret a 5 pour cent do la raoitie do I’impdt dont ils devraient dtre 
decliarges. 

Le raoindre inconvenient des indgalitds dont nous venous d’dnumdrer les causes, 
est I’irapossibilite on se troiivc le Goiivcrnemcut de demander a I’impdt foncier de 
nouvelles ressourccs, on aiigmcntaut dans une memo proportion TimpOt do toutes les 
terres.

Deja Son Altesse a bicii voulu nous faire connaitre son intention d’elever Ic taux 
de I’impdt sur les ten-ains oiiclioiiris. Mais nous n’avons pas pensd poiivoir demander 
la rdalisation d’liue mesure qui soiil6vc do graves questions do prineipc et presente de 
grandes diiricultes d’application, sans une 6tude approfondie qui permeltra seule 
d’apprecicr dans quelle mesiue il sera possible de tenir compte des droits Idgitimcmcnt 
acquis. 

indepeudarament des causes d’indgalitd que nous venous do signaler, d’autres 
circonstances vicnucut encore, contrairoment a tout prineipc d’equite, modifier lo taux 
de I’impAt foncier.

Pour resoudre cos contradictions nous anrions voulu nous reporter au toxto des 
lois qui etablissaieut los imp6ts. Mais bien quo nous les ayons reelamee.s a plusiours 
reprises, le ]\[inist(''rc des Einanecs n’a pu encore nous cn produirc qu’un petit nombro. 

Du restc, pen importc lo texte d’unc loi quc personne ne pent deeouvrir ct ne 
connalt, et qui pent etre arbitraireincnt modifieo. Ce que nous reeberebions, e’est 
beaucoup plus le fait quc le droit; ct do tout ce qui precede il resultc quo nous 
n’avons pu obtenir aneuno explication satisfaisanto des agents du Gouvcrncmcnt qui 
devaient etre le mieux en situation dc nous eclaircr. 

Du moment oil personne nc pout dire si la taxe d’uu eoutribuablc doit resultor de 
I’application d’lin Tarif oil de la repartition d’un contingent, il cst impossible de 
comprendre comment un r61c pent etre reguli5rcmont etabli. 

Ces faits sudisent ii prouver la confusion qui ri'gnc dans la legislation fiscale, 
confusion dont nc paraissent pas sc rendre compto ct quc no cborcbcnt pas a dissiper 
ceux memos qui sont ebarges de I’application des lois d’impdt.

Lc Minist5re 
des Einanecs a recemment declare par unc Note inserec au “Journal Offleiel,” “quc 
le Gouvernoment s’etait fait une loi do renonecr aux anticijiations jusqu’ti present cn 
usage.” Mais cette declaration nc s’appliqiie qu’aux anticipations d’lmo annee sur 
Tautro, ct lc contribuabli' aiuiuel on rdelamo d6s le 1" Janvier la taxe dc I’anndo 
entii'rc no pent s’appuycr sur auciinc disposition legale pour en refuser lo paiement. 

Le Minist5re des Einanecs se borne a envoyer a telle Moiidirioli Tordre de 
poreevoir telle somme; lc Pereepteur-General nu lo Moudir la recouvre de qui il pent 
ct eomme il pout. 

Nous reeonnaissons dll rcste que determiner les ecliCmccs dc rimpdt presente en 
Egypte des dillieultes toutes parlieiili('‘rcs. Si le Gouverncment reclame aux petits 
cultivateurs la tntalite do I’impdt longtemps apr(''s qu’ils out rdalise 1(‘ produit de lours 
rdeoltes, ils se A'oiimt dans la ndeessite on liien dc veiidre par avance unc rdeoltc encore 
sur pied moyennant un prix bien infdrieiir ii eelui qu’ils obtiendraient quelques 
siMuaincs iiliis tard, ou bien d’emprimter a. un taux iisurairc la somme qu’on leiir 
reclame, 'fous les temoignages quo nous avons reeiicillis s’aeeordeut sur ee point.

Dans le cours 
iLo nous a i-omis. il ost vrai. Ic toxto d'uu r^slomcut recemmenfc 
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^laborc; mais cc rbglcment presentait de tclles lacunes ct sa teneur meme soulevait 
dc tclles objections que nous avons cm devoir demander au Gouverncment de surseoir 
a sa promulgation. 

En resume, nous constatons I’arbitraire le plus absolu dans retablisscment des 
taxes, dans Icur assiette ct Icur recouvrement. 

Nous naA'ons parle jusqu’ici que des impbts proprement dits: deux autres 
charges p6sent d’un poids tr6s-lourd sur les populations: la corvee et le service 
militairc. 

La corvee, e’est-a-dire le travail obligatoirc ct non remunere, n’est en realite 
qu’une forme de Timpot et, par consequent, dc meme que le produit do I’imjibt ne doit 
ctre employe qu’aux depenscs dc I’Etat; dc meme on nc devrait recourir a la corvee 
quo pour rexecution de travaux d’interet public. 

Mais ])cndant longtcmps, en Egypte, I’interet public a etc confondu avec I’interet 
particulicr du Souverain, et la corvee a etc employee pour des travaux tels que la 
culture dcs terres dcs Dairas ou pour roiivcrturc et rentretien dc canaux servant 
exclusivemcnt^ a ces terres, e’est-a-dire pour des travaux dont ne profitaient a aucun 
degre ceux qui etaient obliges dc les faire. 

Cc systernc de cm’vee avait pris une extension telle quo Son Altessc, lors dc son 
avbncment au Trbnc, declara qu’il etait “ la cause principale, sinon la cause unique, 
qui avait empeebe le pays dc prendre tout le devcloppemcnt dont il etait susceptible.” 
Aussi Son Altessp crut-cllc doAmir annoncer sa ferine intention dc I’abolir. 

Cette intention n’a pas encore etc realisec en cc qui concerne la corvdc appliquee 
^ la culture des terres des Dairas. 

Pour CCS travaux, la corvee subsiste ence sens, qu’a diverses epoques dc I’annee et 
principalcment au moment dcs recoltes, un grand nombre di' ielkilis sont contraints de 
se rendro sur les domaines des Dairas. Ce fait nous a etc atti'ste par des temoignages 
trop nombreux pour quo, malgre quelques denegatior.s ofTiciellcs, nous nc devions pas 
le tenir pour certain. 

Le traA^ail dcs fellahs sur les terres des Dairas est il remuuerd ? Il nous a etc 
donne a cc sujet dcs rcnscignemcnts contradictoircs. Nous pouvons affirmer sculement 
que cette remuneration doit parfois etre bien minime ct bien irregulierement payee, 
car “ les fellahs sont quclqucfois enfermes a la fin de la journee dans un ddnbt avec 
leur betail, de peur qu’ils nc sc sauvent pendant la nuit.” 

Parfois aussi, non-sculement aucune retribution n’est allouee aux fellahs, mais si 
tcl A'iUage ne pent fournir le nombre de chamcaux auquel il est impose, il doit payer 
au profit dc la Daira une contribution dont le taux moyen parait etre de 10 piastres 
par feddan. 

Il cst certain qu’on nc saurait admettre qu’un travail d’interet prive s’cxecute 
autrement qu’a I’aide de sm’viccs absolument libres, et nous avons lieu de croire, 
d’aillcurs, que le jour oil les fellahs ne pourront plus douti'r quo leur travail sera 
rdmunere, ils sc prescntcront spontanement en nombre suffisant pour quo les interets 
considerables qui se rattacbent a I’exploltation rcguliei’c des domaines dcs Dairas ne 
soient pas compromis. 

Mais, d’autre part, etant donndc la nature memo des travaux d’interet public 
frequemment ndccssaires cn Egypte, il cst impossible do meconnaitro que la main- 
d’ccuvre purement volontairc ne saurait, on certains cas tout au moins, suflire a leur 
execution. 

Quand il s’agit, par cxcmplc, de prevenir les desastres qui resulteraicnt de la 
rupture d’unc digue, il est indispensable quo les agents du GouAX'rnenient aient le 
droit d’envoycr sur les points menacds des travailleurs rcerutds ii la hate dans les 
villages les plus voisins.

Et si run de ces bauts fonctionnairos motive sen opinion par I’honorabilitd des 
agents ebargds de Tassiette derimpdt, I’autre la motive par eette consideration, qu’on ne 
pout rien prendre illegalcmcnt ii des gens a qui legalement on proud tout. “ Les 
Cbciks no peuvent pas commettre d’abus, parce quo c’est ii peine si les contribuables 
arrivent ii acquitter les impots dont its sont Irappes.”—(Deposition Xo. 9, p. 5.) 

X'ous no nous arrotons pas a discuter di* semblables deiidgations. Assurement, 
dtant donnecs les conditions dans lesquellos fonctionne rAdministration Egyptienne, 
les erreurs et les exactions doivent etro frequentcs. Co qui est rare soulenient e’est 
quclc contribuabk' lose so plaignc. On no saiirait s’en etonnor, car les fcllabs “ savent 
cl’avaneo qne Icnrs plaintes ne soront jamais econteos, et qu’clle n’auraient d’autre 
resultat quo de lour snscitor des ennuis et di's vexations.” Un autre temoignage nous 
apprend quo ees ennuis et cos vexations sont d’antant pins a craindre quo les plaintes 
sent porters devant nn fonetionnoirc d’nn rang plus eleve. 

II est de toute Evidence quo quand meme on aurait substitue an regime actuel 
une Idgislation moillourc et micnx appliquei', on n’aura rien fait taut (pie Ton n’aura 
pas institue en favour des contriliiiablos un syst(''mo do gavanties analogues ii colui qui 
existe dans les pays Europeens. 

Sans vouloir examiner d5s ii present les voies et moyens qui scront do nature a, 
permettre lo fonctionnement do cetto juridiction uouvollo, nous croyons devoir exprimer 
I’opinion (pi’il y aura lieu de tenir coiupti' des circonstances locales du caractere ct des 
mocurs do la population, et aussi d’ontourer cotte institution de garanties ipii hoient de 
nature a en assurer lo lil)rc fonctionnement, ct par dcssus tout, I’inddpendauce. 

Cela memo no sulHra pas, ct la Commission ne eroit pas sortir de ses attributions 
on declarant qu’un complement indispensable de tontes ecs reformes serait une organi¬ 
sation judieiaire, assurant unc cflicacc protection aux indigenes aujourd’hui soiimis 
dans lours personucs ct dans lours biens an pouvoir diseretionnaire d’unc autorite sans 
contrblc. 

II est done neccssaire d’institner parallelemcnt a la juridiction fiscale des Tribu- 
naux do Droit Commun, qui puissont garantir a tout eontribuable le respect de sa 
propridte. 

Cette pensee a prdoccupd la Commission an cours do sos travaux, et nous sommes 
heureux do constator quo Son Altesso a bicn voulii partager not re mauiere do voir, et 
nous a fait eonuaitre qu’ellc avait soumis cetto question a unc etude approfondie, et 
charge la Cour d’Appel des Tribunaux IMixtes d’etudier les moyens d’assuror aux 
iudigbnes lo beneliec d’lmo justice regulidro. 

Decret du 18 Novemhre, 1876. 

Los imporreetions do I’organisation administrative quo nous etudious actuelle- 
mont dans ses details, atin de reeborcbor les ameliorations qu’olle eomporte, sont eer- 
tainoment I’unc dos eausos prineipalcs do la situation si grave quo nous eonstatons 
aujourd’luu, ('t out dii attirer I’attontion de eeux qui se sont oeeupes jusqu’iei dos 
all'aires Egyjitioimcs. Aussi, lo Ddcret dn IS Xovombre, 1870, a-t-il organise tout un 
systeme nouveau, dont lo but jiarait avoir ete de donnera deux fonetionnaires Europeens 
designes sous le nom de Controlour.s-Ceueraux ime part })repoiiderante dans la Direc¬ 
tion di's services linaneii'rs. 

Aux tonnes des Ailielcs 7 i\ 10 do ce Decret, les deux Contvoleurs-Cdneraux out 
une attribution commune; ils doivent run ct Tautre prendre jiart ii la preparation du 
budget. 

Cette disposition du ddcrct est jusqu’ii pn-sent resteo lettre morte. Dans im 
Eapport adresse ic 15 .luin dernier ii la Commissiou d’Euquet., IM. le llaroii de 
Malarct, Contrdleur-Gcndral dela Dotte et di* la Comptabilite. sVx|rimo ainsi: . . . 

“ En realitd aiicun budget n’a etc regulierenn'ut fait en Kgypte dopuis quo 1’Adminis¬ 
tration credo par lo Decret du 18 Xovombre a eommenee do fouotionnor . . . (p. 17),” 
et M. Ronuiiue, Contrblcur-Cendral des lu'cetti's, nous a fait une declaration 
analogue. 

jM. lo Coutrolour-General de la Comptabilite ii expose ii la Commission d’Empiote 
des motifs qui, suivant lui, so sent opposes ii ee ipie un budget fut dresse pour 1878. 

. . . “ J’ai re^u,” nous a-t-il dit, “ eommuniealiou d’uu projet de budget pour 1878, 
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pr6par6 par Ics soins du Ministrc cles Financos. Co budget no comprend qtic ics ddpenses 
proprement dites, qiii sent dvaluces a d,000,000/. . . . Mais Ic Gouvcriioineut n’a pna 
aiicuao dcs mesuros pvosevito^ pour la discussion etle vote defiuitif du budget. Ni les 
pouvoirs piddics tpii doivent exaiuiucr et sauctiounev, s’il y a li(Hi, les })vopositions 
Gouvernenieutalcs, ni les Coulroleuvs-Genevaux, quiont le droit dc prendre part iicettc 
6tude n'ontete convocpies et mis a luemc de s’aquitter dc lours rouelions. Le Gouvernc- 
nieut s’est borne a eonuuuni(pi('r isolement aux Controleurs-Generaux uu projet plus 
qu’ineomplet et qui aurait du, plusieurs mois auparavaiit, ctre souuiis dans son entier 
et sur I’initiation du Gourernenient, aux epreuves quo la loi determine. Tel qu’il etait 
toule discussion doA'cnait inutile et A'aino.” 

Les Controleurs-Generaux n’ont, d’ailleurs, on cc qui concerne la preparation du 
budget, aueune initative a prendre. Tls n’ont d’autres droits que eeux qui leur sont 
conferes par le § 2 del’Article 10, du Deeret ainsi con 5 u : “Le budget prepare par le 
Ministre dcs Finances sera soumis au Conseil des Ministres, qui a 2 )pellera dans son 
sein les deux Controleurs-Generaux.” 

Le ContrOleur-General des Eceettes cst cn outre speeialcniciit eliarge dc diriger le 
serAucc dc la iicrcejAtion de tons les revenus dc I’Etat, e’est-a-dirc', eoinmc Tcxqjlique 
le Decrct lui-ineme, de s’assurcr qiic I’on recomTC tons les im2)6ts autorises, aiusi que 
de veillcr a co quo les imjiots autorises soient souls jicryus et a cc quo lour jiroduit soit 
verse dans les caisscs de I’Etat. 

Ce droit no pout etre exeree qu’ii la condition do savoir a quels caractcA’cs il cst 
possible de recounaitre un impdt legalcmcnt autorise et quels sont les imj)dts qui 
rdunissent cos caract^rcs. Or, commo nous TaA'ons d6ja expose, le jn'incipe general 
parait etre, cn ce qiu concerne I’etablisscment dcs taxes, (jii’iin Leeret KhediA'ial, rendu 
ai)res aA'is du Conseil Prive, pent seul erecr line taxc nouA’clle. Mais Tapjilication de 
ce prineipe comportc dc tr6s-nombrcuscs exceptions et pour toutc augmentation dcs 
taxes existantes, (m fait, un ordre du Moudir sufllt. Quant ii la liste des impots 
autorises, nous I’avons ju''qu’i\ present reclamje vainement au jMinistere des 
Finance's. Dans ccs conditions, on cst on droit dc sc demander comment on 
a pu s’assuror, ainsi quo Texigo le Decrct, quo les imp6ts autorises sont souls percus. 

Voulant donner a tout contribuable une garantie formelle de la legality dc la 
taxc qui lui est reelamee, au doidjle point de vue de son etablisscmcnt et de son appli¬ 
cation, le Decrct du IS Xovemljre statue que : “Les roles des contributionsdirectes ne 
doATont etre mis on rccouvrcment qu’apn'^s avoir etc revetus du A'isa du Controleur- 
General.” Tout contribuable aurait done le droit do sc refuser au paiement d’une taxc 
clii'ccte quand on no pent lui moirtrer sur un r61o revetu de cc visa la sommo qu’on lui 
rdclame inserite a son nom. 

Dans la pc'nsee de ^\. le ContreMeur-Ceneral le soul document qui, constituant un 
r61e de contributions (lireetcs, doit etre soumis ii son visa, est I’Etat indiquant pour 
ebaque division administrative le montant des rcA'cnus dc toutc nature.

A la date du 8 Aout le ]\Iinistere des Einanccs ne pent encore declarer s’il accepte 
oil non la responsabilite de ees previsions. 

Les dilTevenecs qne nous signalons plus loin entre quolqnes-uncs dc cos previsions 
et les recettes realisees pendant les six premiers mois do I’annee, inontrent eombien 
ees evaluations sont ineertaincs. 

Il ne saiirait du reste cn etre autrement; poiirquoi, en elTet, ees previsions scraient- 
clles plus exaetes que cellos qiii ont etc donnees par lo Gouvernement ii maintes 
reprises dillerentcs, (4 que les taits ont eonstaiument denicnties? Cc sont les 
menies agents qui, d’a])res les memes proeedes, ont transinis au Coutrdlo General, 
coinnie precedemment ils les transmettaient an ^linist^re des Eiuanees, les ren- 
seignements qui servent de base u tons ees etats de prevision.

Avant do songcr a imposcr aux contrihuaiih's des charges nouvclles, ou a 
demunder aux crdanciers do sacrifier unc partio des droits qu’ils tiennent de contrats 
ou de deerets, il est dc touto dquitd que le Chef d(‘ I’Etat, soul responsahle, puisque 
ricn iK'limitait rexereiec dc sou auloritd, eontrihne jiisqu’a eoneurronce de sa fortune, 
a combler le deficit qu’a produit I’usagc qui a dtd fait de ectto auloritd. 

Quoi de plus equitable, d’ailleurs, que riitlrihulion a I’Etat des domaincs dcs 
Da’iras ? Aueune rdglc prdeise n’assurant, cn Egypte, I’omploi cxclusif du produit 
des impdts ou dos cmpnints a dt's ddpenses d’intdret public, on a pu, sans so mettre en 
contradiction formcllc avee unc loi positive, afiecter a la constitution ou a I’accroissc- 
ment dos domaincs des Eairas los ressources que Ton doit, a bon droit, consideror eomme 
dcs deniers publics nc pouvant etre ddlournes dc lour destination spdeialc. 

On nc sanrait donter qu’il n’en ait dtd frdtpicmmont ainsi, ()uand on voit ligurer

On a d’aiitant plus lieu de sYdonner que le revciui des torres des Dairas nattcigne 
pas mfmu‘ la moyonne d’une livre par feddau, quo dans U' revenu do ees torres sont 
compris les iiroduits des tiTandos usines d(' siieri', et que dans le caleul dcs depenses 
d’exploitiitiou, ou iie tient compte ni dos interets, iii de I’amortisscmont du capital 
employe a la constructiou de ces usiues. Le moreollemcut dc cos terns auiait 
ccrtuinenKMit pour cousequeuec unc augmentation considerable dc lour rendemeut.

Mr. Vivian to the Marquis of Salishury.—{Received August 27.) 

(No. 282. Political.) 

My Lord, Alexandria, August 20, 1878. 

WITH reference to my despatcli N^o. 281 of yesterday, I nave tlic lionour to report 
that Mr. Rivers Wilson pre.scnted the Report of the Commission of Inquiry to the 
Ediedive to-day. 

Mr. Wilson tells me that he took the opportimity of giving some serious advice to 
the Viceroy, which, in appearance at least, was not unfavourably received. 

lie reminded his Highness of the intention he had originally expressed of adopting 
the conclusions of the Commission, and dAvclt upon the advantage to the Viceroy, his 
dynasty, and the country, of acce]iting them frankly, without bargaining. Mr. Wilson 
also pointed out the good effect upo}i public opinion udiieli would he produced by his 
spontaneous and proiujit acceptance of the conclusions of the Report, and begged him 
not to lose time and labour in concocting quack financial projects upon which there is 
reason to believe he is engaged. 

Li rcj)ly to the Viceroy’s remark that money was absolutely necessary to carry 
on with, Mr. Wilson observed that if he Avould accept the eo})clusions of ihc Report, 
his credit would he so rc-estahlished that money could he procured for pressing 
necessities on easy terms. 

On the whole, INfr. Wilson is satisfied with his interview. 

klr. AVilson and I propose to leave together for England on the 27th instant, Avhich 
will give the Viceroy a week to consider tlio Report. 

Before I go I propose to remind his Highness of his engagement to accept the 
conclusions of the Commission, and T shall ask him what ausAver he can authorize me 
to give to Her Majesty's Government.

My Lord, Alexandria, August 21, 1878. 

MTl. MYERS WILSON presented tlie first preliminai'y Report of the Commis¬ 
sion of Inquiry to the Khedire yesterday. 

The Report traces back all the disorders and abuses wbicb it signalizes in financial 
and fiscal matters to the system wliich bas allowed tbe Chief of the State to exercise 
uncontrolled power and authority, and it bolds the Khedive, as the Representative of 
that system, personally responsible for the results. 

The conclusions of the Commissioners are that, before thev can recommend the 
creditors to make any further sacrifices, or advise the imposition of any further 
burdi'ns upon the people, they must require the restitution to the State of all the 
privat(' ])roperties of the Viceregal family, and the appropriation of the proceeds to 
the liquidation of outstanding del)t, on the ground— 

1. Of the Khedive’s personal responsibility for the creation of the debt; 

2. Of the arbitrary and irregular manner in which be has acquired the pro¬ 
perties; and, 

3. Of the economical evils caused by his large monopoly of land. 

These conclusions are entirely approved by Nubar Pasha. 

As the Commission of Inquiry have adjourned their sittings to the middle of 
October, and his eolleagucs have left, Mr. Rivers "Wilson thinks, and [ agree Avith him, 
that his stay here during the interval Avould, for many reasons, l)o inexpedient. 

He therefore proposes to give the Khedive a Aveek for the consideration of the 
Report, and to leave AA'ith me for England on the 27th instant. Reforo I go I propose 
to remind ilis Highness of the communication J Avas directed by Her 3[;tj(‘sty’s 
GoA'crnmcnt to make to him Avheu they lent Mr. lYiNon for tlic purposes of the 
inquiry, that Avhen the Commissioners had framc'd tlicir Report, and iudicated tli(‘ real 
causes of the financial disorders of l^gypf. Her .Majesty’s CJoA'crunKml hoped lhat flis 
Highness AA'ould adopt Avithout undue delay the practical remedies I hey suggested.

Nuhar Lhisha bitterly complains that Avhile lu; ph'ads in tin; nann; of Bgypt and 
her people for these necessary reforms, llu' Klu'divc can think :ind speak of notiiing 
but his “ Da'iras,” and his Excellency critieizi's in no measured t('rms tin; seltish 

attitude and greed of the Viceregal family. 

No sentiment of honour or dignity, no sign of regnd for the disgrace :ind ruin he 
has brought about, no serious promise of amendment for the future, lum; ('scaped the 
lips of the Prince who has Ix'cu convicted of sacritieing his country to liis oAvn selfish^ 
interests and a\mriee; he :ind his family seem only intent upon saving as much of 
their private fortune as they can, and their liagglingand bargaining are most unseemly 

and unworthy of their high position. 

L must record one honourable exception Avhich contrasts brightly with the seltish 
conduct and attitude of the Viceroy’s family. Prince Tewfyk, the Heir A[)[)areut, 
Avhen he learnt the condition of the country and the sacrifices that were dem: in (led 
from his father, immediiitely came forward and otfered to give up the avIioKj of his 
lands for the good of the State. It was a loyal and dignified act, Avhich has deserA'i'dly 
brought him the highest praise, and greatly increased the popularity Avhieh his modest 
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and unassuming mode of life, and his reputation for honesty and integrity, had 
previously gained for him. 

iSAibar Pasha’s programme is to make the Viceroy pledge himself in Avriting to 
accept the conclusions of the Commissioners, and, as an earnest of his intentions to 
^riy out the proposed reforms, that lie should widtc me a letter asking Her ^Majesty’s 
Govcinmcnt to recommend to him an English ofTicial for the ^Ministry of Finance 
(Nubar desires to see their choice fall upon Mr. Rivers Wilson), avIio Avould have full 
and uncontrolled autluirity over every official under his orders, including the poAver of 
appointment and dismissal. A similar invitation AA'Ould, as I understood, probably be 
sent to the Trench GoAmriimcnt to name a person for some minor post in the l\rinistry 
(probably Public Instruction), and Nubar Pasha thinks that a Council ot IMinisters, 
ovei A\hich he Avould preside, composed of the best natiA'c elements, and strengtliened 
by the jirescnce of an Lnglishman and a Ereneliman, named by tlieir respective 
Governments,^ would sufficiently guarantee the independence of the :\rinisters and 
their power of imposing their Avill upon the Khedive. 

NAibar Pasha is very avcrsii to an international or CA'cn to a joint Anglo-Prcnch 
inteileience in the Administration. He Avould infinitely prefer to see EgAqit goA’^ern 
herself, but as he recognizes that this is impossible, and that the native ('h'ment is 
miithcr sufficiently a])t for admiuisiration nor independent enough to attempt to co])C 
with the despotic authority of the Chief of the State, he must needs look to a strong 
foreign Government for assistance and support, and ('A'ery consideration ])oints to 
England as the Power having the most real and impartial ‘interest in the Avclfare of 
Egypt. 

_ Ho Avould therefore prefer beyond all other plans an Anglo-Egyptian Adminis¬ 
tration, Imt as he recognizes the political necessity of sootliing the susceptibility of the 
Ereneli, he is prepared to offer thi'in a share—as small a one as possible—in the 
Government. 

J huA-e ahvady rcporti'd my gi'iu'ral agri'i'inont in these vicAVs, and my reasons for 
strongly doubting the sueci'ss of a joint Anglo-Urench Administration. 

I he only other alternatiA^e plan that occurs to me is the prolongation and extension 
of file poAA'crs of the Commission of Impiiry for a year or two, during aa'IucIi time they 
should lie empoAAX'red to put into execution tlie financial and administrative reforms 
they luiA'c suggested. 

TIr. Ruxrs IVilson insists A'cry firmly upon the priiieiidc of the restitution of the 
Avhole of tlie A^ieercgal family proiierties to the Stale, Avhieh is the only ri'al difficulty, 
and reluses to listen to any coinproniise upon this point; all sorts of ovi'rtures laiAm 
been made to him, all shoAving by the oxtraA'agance of the demands hoAV little the 
Viceroy’s family appix'eiate ihi'ir position or duties towards the State; the last otfer 
mad('Avas that the 113,000 acivs Avhieh the Viceroy proposes to retain for his family 
should he mortgaged, and the proe('('ds of the mortgage devoted to State imrposes, on 
condition that at the expiry ()f the mortgage the land should rcA’crt to the family. 

Bui .Mr. Riv('rs Wilson insists upon the Viceroy’s uneonditional aceeptanee of the 
conclusions of the Report, and. Jailing that, both he and Nuhar Pasha Avill leave 
Egypt on the 271 h hisiant, and the matter will then have to he dealt aaRIi by the 
Powers; but our impression is that the Viceroy Avill yield unconditionally in the 
end. 

L hav(i not as yet interferi'd aetiAU'ly in these discussion,s, for it is better that I 
should not speak at all than speak in any uneert:iin toiu', and the Vici'roy has some 
inkling that 11 1 'r .Maji'sty’s Government do not Avish him pre.ssed too hai'd; 1 have, 
thi'relori', let it be understood that I hold aloof, desiring to giAc the Khedive all the 
credit of sjioiitancously accepting the proposals of the Commissioners Avithout the 
semhlance of foreign pri'ssuri', but before I go on h'aAX I propose to speak to his 
High ness in the sense indicated in my telegram of yesterday.

M. WALDINGTON told me to-day that the Prcnch Government had learnt, 
though not officially, that the Khedive had charged Nuhar Pasha with the formation 
of a Ministry, that Mr. Eivers Wilson had been offered the Ministry of Pinance, that 
another post, the Ministry of Public Works, was, he believed, to he offered to a 
Prenchman, and that the remainder of the Cabinet would he composed of natives. He 
had also, he said, heard that ^Ir. Mhlson was leaving for England to-day, with the 
object, he, presumed, of obtaining the sanction of Her Majesty’s Government to his 
acceptance of the post which had been ofiered to him. 

M. Waddington said that, for his part, he did not see any objection to Nuhar 
Pasha’s scheme, and he thought that the Prcnch Government would he ready to 
sanction the appointment of a Prenchman to a post in the Cabinet about to be formed, 
provided of course that, on the principle of share and share alike, upon which the 
Governments of Great Britain and Prance were agreed witb regard to Egyptian 
matters, his eoiintrymen had attributions in that Cabinet equal to those of the 
Englishman. 

iM. ’Waddington begged me to convey these observations of his confidentially to 
Her Majesty’s Government, and to request your Lordship to he good enough to ini'orm 
him of their views in return.

AS the Khedive was leaving Alexandria yesterday to spend the Past of Bainadan 
in Cairo, I called upon His Highness before be left to congratulate him upon the 
wise decision lu' had taken, and to inform him that I took note with great_ satisliiction 
of the formal declaration he had made to Mr. llivers AVilson that His Highness 
accciited all the conclusions of the Commission of Inquiry without reserve. 

I added that this gri'al Chaiter, which opi'ucd out a new future to Egypt, was all 
the more valuable inasmiieb as it bad been granted spontaneously without the least 

pressure on the part of any foreign Government. _ 

His Highness replied as nearly as I can ri'eolleet in the following language, which 

was, of course, put into his mouth by Nuhar Pasha , ... t 

“ I am well aware of the serious nature of tlu* concessions and sacnlices 1 am 
makino-; but as I am satisfied that they arc necessary for my country I have acci'pted 
them without regret, although they involve for me a great loss of prestige and power, 

and for my family the sacrifice of their properties. , . 

“ I doubt if 1 could have consented to so large a measure ot change under toroign 

dictation, and you wisely refrained from exercising any pressure. It was necessary 

that the concession should be spontaneous on my part. 

“ I would onlv ask foreign Poivcrs to be indulgent towards our first attempts to 

enter seriously upon the path of administrative reform, and not to thwart our efforts 
to select our Ministers from such (dements as we may think usi'ful by reason ot their 

special qualification, by seeking to influence or ivstrict our choice by political consi- 

This is evidently the expression of Nuhar Pasha’s view that no iorcign Power has 
a riffht to dictate to Egyiit upon political grounds the choice of the foreigners whom 
Le may choose to enrploy. Ld his Excellency will use this argument to meet any

My Lord, Alexandria, August 30, 1878. 

I HAD an audience yesterday of the Khedive to take leave of him, and to present 
Mr. Lasoelles as Acting Agent and Consul-General. In bidding His Highness good¬ 
bye, I took occasion to congratulate him upon the excellent elfcct produced in 
England and elsewhere by his unconditional and spontaneous acceptance of the 
conclusions of the Commission of Inquiry, and T expressed my hope that the Avise 
administrative changes which he had authorized Nubar Pasha to introduce would he 
carried into effect without delay, and that the sacrifices which Ilis Highness had so 
loyally imposed upon himself and his family would relieve Egypt from the strain of 
the presence of the haililf at her door, and alloAv her to turn her attciitioii seriously to 
the reform of abuses. 

The Viceroy’s cold tone and manner shoAved too plainly that the sacrifice he has 
made of fortune and personal power is intensely disagreeahlc to him, and that stem 
necessity, not inclination, has induced him to consent to it. Nubar Pasha is therefore 
acting wisely in taking CA'cry possible precaution to place the concessions tliat the 
Viceroy has made beyond the rcacli of revocation, as well as to take legal possession of 
the properties he has surrendered; it is proposed to place IVlr. Money, Controller of 
the tAvo Dairas that the Viceroy had already mortgaged to his creditors, at the head of 
a temporary Commission, which Avill immediately proceed to verify and take OA’’cr, in 
the name of the Government, the Avholc of the ceded lands. 

The Viceroy begged me to support his request to Her Majesty’s Government to 
lend l\tr. llivers ‘Wilson as Minister of Pinanec. 

Nubar I’asha still maintains liis stroiig objections to alloAV a dual systent of 
government to he inq)osed upon Egypt, or to have his selection of any foreigners 
whom he may choose to invite to assist his Government hampered or restricted by 
political jealousies. His Excellency foresees, lioAvcA'cr, that in spite of his strong 
convictions of the impolicA of alloA\ ing Prcnch iuterferenec or dictation, he may he 
compelled eventually to yield to their pressiu'i' and give a post in his Ministry to a 
Erenchman, hut he refuses to he hurried, as he Avishes to he in a position to maki' his 
own terms Avith the Erench, and if he shoidd he forced eventually to give Avay and 
accept a Erenchman, he insists upon his being a man of his oavu choice, by Avhich 
means he hopes to minimize the harm he foi-csecs from Erench iuterferene('. I have 
warned his Excellency of the serious political diflieulties he may he creating for 
himself and his Government by leaving the Erench out of his comhinations, A\hich it 
woidd he Avise to avoid if possible, hut he })rofesses not to fear the consequences, and 
his j)rogramme is, “ Egypt governing herself in and for her oavu interc'sts, and trust ing 
to the link Avith England as a moral guarantee and support against undue pressure or 
intluenee, from Avhatever (pnirter it may come.” 

I'he I'h’ench Acting Consul-General ha.s informed me that he has as yet received 
no instructions from his GoA^ernment upon this subject, hut that he feels sure they Avill 
expect a po.st in the neA\ ^Ministry to he ollered to a Erenchman, and lu' begged me to 
let Nubar Pasha know that he had said so unotneially, Avhich I have done. 

X inclose a copy of Nubar Pasha’s ofiieial announeement of the formation of his 
new Nlinistry, Avith the Viceroy’s instructions as to its privileges and poAvei'.s. 

I also inclose' an official tetter from Nubar Pasha, asking Her IVlaje'sty’s GoA'^ern- 
ment to alloAv Mr, llivers Wilson to accept the post of Ministc'r of Einanee.

AVl'L’Ll rcrercnce to my despatch No. 293, Confidential, of yesterday, I liave the 
honour to inclose a copy of a eontidciitial letter from Nubar Pasha, by Avhich his 
Excellency seeks to remove all doubt as to the sufriciency of the powers proposed by 
the Khi'dive’s rescript lo be given lo Air. Rivers Wilson as Alinistcr of Einance. 

iiis Excellency explained to me the necessity of cstablisbiug the principle that 
every Alinister must siii)mit his jiroposals to the Cabinet for discussion and approval; 
be foresaw even Hiat tliis stipulation mighf lieeome a very important guarantee against 
undue or improper ('xi'rcise of power in the event of liis having to invite another 
foreigner to join his Alinistry; he therefore desired to maintain it, qualifying it, as 
regards Air. Jlivers Wilson, by his personal assurance as President of the Council of 
Alinislers that it shall nev('r alfect the latitude that would be given to Air. AA’'ilsun to 
carry any linaneial measures be may think prop('r. 

"Nuhar Pasha also refers in his letter to the financial control established by the 
Goschen-.loubcrt arrangi'inent in the interest of the bondholders as being incompatible 
with the new administrative arrangements. In this i agree; it ivould he difUcult for 
Air. Rivers Wilson or any other conipeteiiL person to reorganize or conduct the Alinistry 
of Einance so long as it is subject to the supervision of two foreign controllers, without 
whose “ visa ” no payment can be made nor tax levied; in short, the duties performed 
by the two controllers make uj) the sum of the dutiivs of the Alinister of Einance, and 
the control was, in fact, intended to annul all the Minister’s authority and power and 
to reduce him to a mere cypher. Ou the other hand, the guarantee of this control 
was made by the Khedive’s Decree eo-exislent with the debt, while the new Alinistry 
will hold ollice more or less at the Khedive’s pleasure, and the hondholilers may bo 
indispused to give up a stable, for wbat may a})pear to them a comparatively unstable 
guarantee. 

Tliis question must bo settled at once, as no competent European Avould aecept 
the Alinistry of Einance subject to sueh conditions of control with any hope of being 
able to carry through his measures.

Mr. Lascelles to the Marquis of Salisbury.—{Received September 12.)

My Lord, Cairo, September 3, 1878. 

WITH reference to my telegram of this day’s date, I have the honour to inform 
your Lordship that M. Eaindre, the French Acting Agent and Consul-General, called 
upon me this afternoon and told me that, in consequence of the intention expressed 
by Nubar Pasha to be guided, in the formation of the new' Egyptian Alinistry by the 
fitness of the persons to be selected for the different posts, irrespective of nationality 
or the influence of foreign Governments, he had thought it right to ajiply to his 
Government for instructions, and that to-day, in consequence of instructions w'hich he 
had received, he had made a declaration to Nubar Pasha to the effect that the French 
Government could not consent to the principle laid dowui by his Excellency. 
M. Eaindre added that, not having received instructions to discuss the question with 
Nubar Pasha, he had limited himself to making the dcclamtion. 

In the course of conversation ^M. Eaindre observed that he had expected to receive 
instructions in this sense, as ho did not suppose that either the French or English 
Governments would consent to give up the influence which they had acquired in this 
country. I thanked M. Eaindre for giving me this information, and I promised to 
[187j ^ . 4 D 
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inform him, at; soon as I should he in a position to do so, of the views of Her Majesty’s 
Government upon the subject. 

Shortly after M. Raindrc left me Nuhar Pasha came to see me. I at once told his 
Excellency that I liad received a visit from M. Raindrc, who had informed me of the 
declaration which he had been instructed by his Government to make. 

Nuhar Pasha then entered at length info tlic question. He said that he hoped 
that the nttcinpts he had made to establish a good system of government in Egypt 
would not 1)0 frustrated by Ercnch susceptibilities. Tie denied the right of any foreign 
Government to exercise an influence over the administration of Egypt, and observed 
that if the demand of the Erench Government were to be acceded to, other Govern¬ 
ments would probably insist upon being represented in the Ministry. Tinder such 
circumstances, his Excellency could not be responsible for the conduct of a Ministry 
wdiich would not be Egyptian but international, and the responsibility of whose actions 
must rest uitli the Governments who had insisted on being represented in it. Having 
spoken in the above sense to jM. Ilaindre, who had replied that he had no instructions 
to enter into a discussion upon the question, but had only been charged to make a 
declaration, his Excellency had requested that the declaration might Ijc made in. 
writing, in order that he might know upon wdiat principle the Government of Egypt 
was henceforth to be carried on. His Excellency added that he did not think it likely 
that this request would be complied with. 

I told Nuhar Pasha that I had received no instructions from your Lordship, and 
that I had no information as yet as to the view taken by Her ^Majesty’s Government 
of the changes which had recently taken place in this country, but I said that I would 
at once telegraph ■what ho had told mo, and I accordingly addressed my telegram of 
to-day’s date to your Lordship, which I read to Nuhar Pasha, in order to make sure 
that I transmitted a correct account of what his Excellency had said. 

Nuhar Pasha then said that he felt some alarm lest the action taken by tlu; Erench 
Government should induce Her Majesty’s Government to refuse their consent to the 
appointment of Mr. Rivers Wilson as Tlinister of Einancc. llis Excellency trusted 
that this would not bo the case. Tlr. Wilson liad been selected on account of his 
eminent qualifications for the post, of the knowledge he had acquired of the country 
wdiile serving on the Commission of Inquiry, and of the confidence which his name 
inspired both in Egypt and in Europe, and if he were prevent cd from ;vcccpting the 
post the Egyptian Government would he placed in a position of great embar¬ 
rassment. 

Owing to the ofileial pusition held by Tlr. llivers Wilson in England, the Egyptian 
Government had been compelled to a})[)ly for the consent of Her Majesty’s Government 
to his appointment, buL his Excellency could not admit that this consent, if given, 
would give a claim to any other Government to be represented in the Ministry any 
more than if Mr. TVilson had been in a private position. 

Nubar Pasha added that hcAvould not h(' influenced by any question of nationality 
in the uppointmeiits he might have to make, and as a proof of his Avillingness to make 
use of the services of a Erenehman, if he thought him a fit i)erson to ho a})pointed, ho 
told me that it Avas his intention to request TI. Ttaunoury, a Erench Deputy, Avho had 
already served under his Execlleuey’s orders, to come to Egypt to assist him in the 
Ministry of J ustico.

]M. DE TIARTTXO, the Italian Agent and Consul-General, called upon me this 
morning to sj)eak to mo on the subject of the declaration Avhich the French Acting 
Agent and Consul-General had ma(h' y('st(‘rday to Nuhar Pasha, lie said that ho 
regretted that this steq) liad ])ecn taken, as ho Avas afraid it Avould place great 
diilicultics in tlu' Avay of Nubar Pasha, Avho had formed the only Ministry that had a 
prospect of succc'.ss, and the great strcaigth of Avhich he considered to he the appoint¬ 
ment of Mr. Piiv('rs Wilson as Minister of Einance. 

M. do IMartino went on to say that the instructions ho had received from his 
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Government were to remain aloof for the present, but that ho felt sure that, if the 
claim put forward by the Erench Government Avere admitted, the Italian Government 
would also put forward a claim to he represented in the Ministry. The same course 
would probably be followed by other Poivers, and the result Avould be an international 
instead of an Egyptian Ministry, in the success of which ho had no confidence, and 
which, he Avas convinced, could not be of long duration. He added that, as he had 
been generally instructed to act in concert Avith his English colleague, he supposed 
Her Majesty s Government hold the same vicAvs as the Italian Government with 
regard to Egypt, and Avould be glad to see the establishment of a strong GoA'ernment 
capable of governing the country Avithout foreign interference; and he hoped that a 
fair trial Avould he given to the Ministry formed by Nubar Pasha, 

I told M. dc Martino that, as I had not yet rcceiA'’ed any instructions from your 
Lordship, I Avas unable to tell him Avhat aucav Her Maji'sty’s Government took of the 
changes that had recently taken place, but that I was convinced that Her Majesty’s 
Government agreed Avith the Italian Government in AAoshing to see a good Government 
firmly established in Egypt.

THE Erench Ambassador called upon me to-day to speak about Egyptian aftairs, 
and expressed a wish that Her Majesty’s Government sliould come to a preliminary 
agreement with the Erench Government before Nuhar Pasha was suffered to proceed 
witli the Ministry which he liad been charged to form. I said that Avhile entirely 
reciprocating the wish of the Erench Government that there should be the most 
perfect concert between the two countries in regard to the affairs of Egypt, I was of 
opinion that any such formal agreement as ho suggested Avoidd w^ar too much the 
appearance of a joint protectorate, which might be embarrassing, and was not justified 
by our previous cugageincnts with tin' Khedive, or hy our position towards the 
Porte. 

I pointed out to him that Mr. Eivers IMlson had been selected by the Khedive 
for the post of Finance' Minister, witliout oven the most indirect suggestion on the part 
of any Agent of Her Majesty’s Ciovcrinncnt, and that, beyond according to Mr. 11 ilson a 
certain amount of leave for tlic purpose—an indulgence which had before been 
granted in similar cases—they had officially expressed no opinion, and taken no actioti 
in the matter. I told him that 1 had been informed privately, hut I believed 
accurately, that a similar appointment was about to be offered to a Frenchman 
selected by Nubar Pasha, and that as this arrangement would place the tuo countries 
in a precisely similar position as respects the new Egyptian Government, T had little 
doubt that it would be accepted with equal satisfaction by both. 

Her Majesty’s Government Avould prefer that any joint action that might be 
necessary on the part of England and France should be deferred until some measures 
were taken by the new Government of Egypt to which the two Powers could 
reasonably object.

cceding; and no\r, alter this lapse of time, a Frenchman is named, a man of no 
position, whom he had never heard of before, Avho appears to havi' been a teacher in a 
school ol engineers for the last twenty years, and Avho Avould siiiiplv go out to E'wpt 
as the servant and tool of Nuhar Pasha. 

lliis, his Excellency Avent on to say, he could not for a moment allow. If he were 
to do so, tlii'ro w ould he a perfect hoAvl amongst the jmhlic, and public opinion must 
he eonsulered. The post, too, Avas not what it should he, and he could not sanction 
till' a[)poiiilment of a Frenchman unless he was clothed Avith greater attributions. 

Ilis Exccdleney advi'rted to your Lordship’s de.spatch No. of tlu' 10th instant. 
He said that when he shav your Lordship in Paris, a fortnight ago, your vii'ws appi'ared 
m comeide eiitjrely Avith his, and Avere similar to those recorded in > )ur despatch 
No. tt)2 ol the 7th ultimo. He thought that he could detect some difference in the 
language ol the despatch of the 10th instant. He Avas very anxious to impress upon 
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me that Nubav Pasha was going upon a wrong road, whicli would lead to disaster, if 
he were not cheeked. He said that it was clear that Kuhar Pasha was working hard 
to stir \ip the old rivalry hetAveen England and Prance, and Avas doing Avhat he could 
to divide the tAvo countries with respect to Egypt, lie consideia'd that all Nuhar 
Pasha’s policy Avas based on his personal ambition, and that ho Avould, if he could, 
OA^erturn the* Khedive himself, lie was convince^l that the only safe policy was in a 
continuance of the cordial understanding between our two Governments Avhieh had of 
late so happily existed, and, as a firm adherent of the Anglo-Prench alliance, he hoped 
that such accord would continue. 

I stated to his Excellency that your Lordship Avas most desirous of acting m 
Egyptian matters in perfect unison Avith him. I said, Avith reference to yom' Lordship’s 
despatch No. 575 of the 10th instant, that you Avcrc somcAvhat surprised that he should 
have taken exception to the attitude of H<'r Majesty’s Government in this matter, an 
attitude AAdiich Avas adopted in the hope of meeting his vicAVs, and A\ith the object of 
making the position of the tAvo Governments in Egypt entirely parallel. I shoAved that 
the nomination by England and Prance of IMinistcrs of the Khedive would dangerously 
affect the latter’s formal independence; and I added that Her Majesty’s vjovernment 
would hesitate before they selected a Minister tor the Egyptian Cabinet, as they avouUI 
be responsible for his possible failure, and they could therefore not recommend the 
Khedive to make a different arrangement as regards Prance. 

I repeated Avhat I had said to M. Desprez, that neither Her Majesty’s Govoriunent 
nor Mr. Vivian had had anything to do AA'ith the appointment ol Mr. Rivers V ilson; 
and I expressed the earnest hope that by an acceptable Prenchman being nominated by 
Nubar Pasha to a seat in the Cabinet our relations Avith respect to Egypt Avould 

continue on the present excellent footing. -x- 

I also alluded to a report which had reached me, upon excellent authority, that it 
Nubar Pasha Avas to accept in his Cabinet a Prenchman nominated by the Preneh 
Government, the Italian Government Avould at once claiin'li seat in that Cabinet for an 
Italian; and I added that I need hardly ])oint out the complication and dangci which 
would ensue, as in that case Germany and Austria Avould naturally adA ance similar 

claims. , 

Our conA'’crsation lasted an hour, and I can only give a summary ol it noAV. 

M. Waddington was A'ery moderate in tone, sincerely desirous of acting in common 
with yoiu- Lordship, ready to* accept Avhat he considered reasonable and just, but fully 
determined not to entertain for a moment the present proposal of Nubar Pasha, Avluch 
indeed he qualified as “ dcrisoire.”

1 HAVE the honour to report that the Preneh Acting Consul-General here has 

to-dav informed Nubar Pasha that he is not authorized to put in writing the declara- 

tion iie made to his Exeellencv on the 3rd instant. He was, hoAvover, instructed to 

explain that as the present state of things in this country had been the result oi 

English and Preneh iulluenee, the Preneh Government could not admit that its 
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influence should cease; and that as an Englishman had been selected for the post of 
Minister ol hinance, a post ot equal importance should be given to a Prenchman. 

N ubai 1 asha told M. Raindrc that he could not admit the right of any foreign 
Government to interfere in the administration. It had been his intention to offer the 
Ministry of Public Works to a Prenchman, but he should be unable to do so if it Avere 
to be considered that he hereby yielded to the demand made by the Preneh GoA'crn- 
ment. Ho Avould furnish M. Raindre Avith a Avritton statement of his views upon the 
subject, which he requested him to forward to his Government. 

Nubar Pasha again expressed to me his eanicst hope that Her Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment Avould giA e their consent to Mr. Rivers Wilson being appointed Minister of 

Pinance, his Excellency would otherwise be placed in a position of very <>Teat 
embarrassment.

My Lord, Cairo, September 7, 1878. 

NUBAR PASHA informed me this alternooii that he had had a long conversa¬ 
tion Avith the l^reneh Acting Consul-General on tlu' subject of the declaration AvPich 
M. Raindre had been instructed by his Governmeni to make on the 3rd instant. 

M. Raindre began by stating that as th(‘ declaration in question was not in the 
nature of an injunction, he was not autliorized to make it to his Excellency in Avriting, 
but that he had been instructed to enter into some explanations on the subject. He 
said that the changes that had recently been brought about in Egypt being the result 
of English and Preneh influence, the Pr(>nch Government could not admit that their 
influence should cease. 

To this, Nubar Pasha had replied that, ('V(*n admitting that the present state of 
things had been brought about by English and Preneh influence, the result obtained 
by the Commission ot Inquiry had been the establishment of a form of GoA'ernment in 
which such influema* Avould be henceforth unnecessary. His Excellency also pointed 
out that the influence Avhich had hitherto existed had not been that of the two Govern¬ 
ments, but rather that of priA’ate individuals Avho represented the creditors. His 
Exci'lleney added that he Avas Avell UAvan' that he could not escape from the influence 
Avhieh a poAvi'rlul Government had ahvays the means of exercising over a AAX'ak one, 
but the dmnand noAv put forward by tlu' Preneh Government Avas a different matter, 
and amounted to no less than the right of interference (“ ingerence”) in the Egyptian 
administration, and to such a claim he Avould never submit. 

]\1. llaindre observed that the Pr<mch and English ought to be placed upon the 
same footing in the Egyptian Government, and that as the Ministry of Pinance had 
been giA^en to an Englishman, a post of equal importance should he given to a 
Frenchman, and he suggested that one of his countrymen should be appointed Minister 
of Public Works, Commerce, and Agriculture. 

Nubar Pasha replied that there Avould he no separate Department for Commerce 
and Agriculture in his Ministry, but, even if there Avere, he Avould be unable to appoint 
a Prenchman to it at the demand of the Preneh Government Avithout giving up the 
principle which he Avas resolved to maintain. As regards equality of position, his 
Excellency observed that tlu* only wtxy in Avhich it could be obtained Avould be by 
dmding the Ministry of Pinance betAveen an Englishman and a Prenchman, and he 
asked M. Raindre Avhether such an arrangement Avould he possible. His Excellency 
also asked M. Raindi’e whether he thought that the appointment of any other member 
of the Commission as Minister of Pinance Avould liaA^e inspired as much confidence in 
Paris as the appointment of Mr. Rivers Wilson. 

As a matter of fact, his ExcclleiKiy had hojaal to avail himself of the services of 
a Pri'nch gentleman of his acquaintance Avho lie kncAV Avas Avell qualified for the post 
of Minister of Public AVorks, but if by this aj)[)()iutnicnt he should he considered as 
yielding to the demand of the French Governmi'iit, ho would be compelled to dispense 
with his services. 

His Excellency then contrasted the action of the Govcrnmimts of Prance and 
England Avith regard to this question. Whereas the Eb’ench Government apparently 
[187J 4 G 
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wished to force him to take a Minislt'r against his will, the only alarm he felt with 
regard to Her Majesty’s Government was that they might refuse Mr. Rivers M ilson 
leave to accept the post he Avished him to till; and if thi^ should he tlu' ease in conse¬ 
quence of the action taken hy the Prcnch Government, his I'ixeclh'ney considered that 
a serious injury Avould have been inflicted, not only on the country, hut also on the 
creditors, hv the dcunand Avhicli they had made. His flxeelleney repeated to iM. Raindre 
the reasons which had induced him to apply to Her iMajosty’s Government for their 
sanction to Mr. Rivers AVilsou’s appointment, and read to him the letter which he had 
addressed to Mr. Vivian on the subject. If the gentleman Avhose services he hoped to 
s('cure had heen in the Government service, his Excellency would have made a similar 
applicatioiA to the French Government, hut as this was not the (;ase, he did not feel 
hound to do so, although he would have no objection to addi’css a similar letter to the 
French Government. His Excellency said that he must naturally he in a better 
position than the Erench Government could he of judging of the fitness of imy 
individual ibr a post in the Egyptian Government; and if he had recourse to the 
services of a foreign subject, it Avould he to the public to whom he would ajiply, and 

not to the Government. ^ . 

Xubar Pasha concluded by telling M. Raindre that he would give him a written 

statement of his views, which he would request him to forw'ard to his Goyernmeiit. 
M. Raindre, however, having observed that his instructions did not authoriyf' him to 
receive an official communication on the subject in writing, Nuhar Pasha said that, if 
lu' iireferred it, the document should not hear his Excellency’s signature. 

I thanked Nuhar Pasha for the information he had given mp, wluch^ I said 1 
would at once communicate to your liordship hy telegraph, upon which his Excellency 
he«''’'ed me to express again to yonr Lordship his earnest liopi; that Her Majesty 
Government AVOLild grant Mr. Rivers Wilson leave to aece])l the post of Minister ot 
Finance, as otherwise the Egyptian Government would he plaeed in a ])osition ot the 

greatest embarrassment. , , , . , i > 

I consequently had the honour to address to your Lordship my telegram ol to-day s 

date.

M. Raindri' informed me that, alter ha\ing‘ niaile the explanations which he had 
been iiislriicted to make, he did not consider himself aiithorizial to receive from Nuhar 
Pasha anv official communication in writing, and that he had therefore told his 
Kxcellene*y that any document he might send him could only he looked upon as 
unofficial, and Avould only serve as an aide memoire in order to avoid any possible mis¬ 
understanding as to the language which his Fixeellency had used.

I HAD along conversation with Nuhar Pasha yesterdav on the suhjeet of the 
intervieAV,s he liad had with the French Acting Consul-Geni'ral. 

•M he had gathered from the conversations he had had 

with M. Raindre that the object of the French Government was to hind the Egyptian 
Government, either hy a y-crhal or a Avritten engagenumt, Avith respect to the appoint¬ 
ment of French and English Mini.sters in th(> Egyptian Government, 'fo admit this 
manner ol proceeding AA'ould ho to agree to the principle of foreign interference hasi'd 
u))on an agreement made beforehand. 

His Excellency Avas fully' awari' that it would he impossible for him, for the 
present and for a long time to come, to form an administration without availing 
himself of the services of foreigners; and he hoped to sccuri' th(> assistance of a 
I'reiich gentleman ol his acquaintance, wdio w'as endow'ed with great powers of 
organization, as Minister of Public, Works, lint the f^rench demand implii'd that the 
Ministry in question should ahvays he lllhal hy a Frenchman, and that was a claim 
w'hich his Excellency refused to entertain. 

Nuhar Pasha Avent on to say that il he wore suri' Her .Majesty’s Government 
would allow Mr. Rivers M'iIson to acce|)t the post of ^finister of Finance, he would 
at once olfer the post ol Minister of Public Works to the French giMitleman above 
r<‘lerred to, and addri'^s a letter to the J'Vench Government similar to the one in Avhich 
he had applied for .Mr RiA'crs Wilson. Both GoA'ernments would then he placed on 
an equal tooting. No ground of complaint would he left to the f’rench Government, 
and his Excellency w'ould escape from the necessity of coming to any agreement 
with the French Government with respect to the nomination of ^linisters. fn one 
Avord the Egyptian Governnu'ut Avould not he lied. 

His E.xcelleney, however, thought it probable that Her Majesty’s Govi'rnment 
would wish to i*ome to an understanding on the subject with tin' i‘’rcnch Government 
hcfori'giAang llu'ir consent to (Mr. Rivers Wilson's appointment, and if this were the 
cus(> his Execllcney wais com inced that the best arrangenumt that could he made, in 
the interests of Egypt and her creditors, w'ould he for the two Gov'ernments to allow 
him pi'rlect freialom in the clioicc of his (Ministers, and to givi' a fair trial for two or 
three years to the .Vdministration In* had formed, reserving to them.selvcs the right 
ol inh'rfering later if necessary. In this easi' his Excellency woidd still a])ply for 
.Mr. Riv'i'rs M’'ilson and for tlu^ French gentleman relcrred to .above. 

If, however, the Iavo GovermiKMits found tlu‘m.selvcs unahh! to agree to such au 
arrangement, iind thi' Egyptian Government w(>re eompidled to submit to the principh' 
ol I'oriagn interfenmee, Ids E.xci'lleney would prefer to aecejit a Minister imposial 
upon him by the French Govi'rnment, in Avhieh case the amount of French inter- 
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lercnce would bo clearly defined instead of being exercised, as hitherto, in an arbitrary 
manner by the French Consul-General. 

His Excellency added that this question bad caused him so much annoyance and 
anxiety that he would sooner accept any solution than remain in the state of suspense 
he Avas in at present. The Egyptian Government Avere in immediate Avant of money, 
and his Excellency was endeavouring to obtain an advance from the Anglo-Egyptian 
Bank in order to meet the daily expenses of the Government, but he found^ great 
difficulties put in his Avay by the delay which had occurred in filling up the IVlinistry 
of Finance, and the doubt Avhich existed as to whether Her Majesty’s Government 
would sanction Mr. Fivers "Wilson’s appointment. 

His Excellency then declared to me (and he had the full approA'al of his colleagues 
in making the declaration) that if the Egyptian Government Averc to be deprived of 
the services of Mr. Fivers AYilson, it Avould be impossible to nu'iA'e the credit of the 
country or to furnish any guarantee for a good internal administration. Pecuniary 
difficulties Avould then arise, the Government Avould be unable to meet its liabilities 
when they became due, and the French Govc'rnment Avould acquire a right, Avhich his 
Excellency denied that they possessed at present, to interfere, on behalf of the Freneli 
creditors, in the internal affairs of Egypt. 

As he was leaving, Nubar Pasha informed me that he found that M. Faindre had so 
completely understood his Excellency’s vicAvs upon the sidjjeet that it was unnecessai'y 
for him to furnish him with a Avritten statement of them.

Lordship’s despateh No. 575 of the 10th instant, a copy of which 1 liad transmitted 
to him, and 1 said that it contained similar assurances on your part. I carefully 
imin-essed iqion his Excellency that your language had nm er \ aried, and I deelare'd 
that I was instructed by you to say that Her Majesty’s Government would deeply 
regret the absence of a French Minister from the Cabinet which was Indng formi'd by 
Nubar Pa.sha. [ told bis Excellency that Her ^Majesty’s Govcriimc]il would be glad 
to use their influence to promote an acceptable arrangerai-nt, but they could not, I 
repi‘at('d, oflicially recommend a Frenchman to the Khedive for a seat in the new 
Cabinet, as ]\fr. Rivi'rs Wilson had been appointed by His Highness without any 
.suggestion cittn'r from them or from any Agent of theirs. 

With ivganlto Nnbar_ Pasha, I told :\f. Waddington that your LonElii]) did not 
take till' same view as he did. Four Lordship, I said, had requested me to endeavour 
to remove an impression which his Excellency seemed to hav(', that Niihar Pasha 
wished to slight France, or to destroy French influence in Egypt; and 1 ]nit it to him 
whether Niibar Pasha was likely to pursue such a policy, os* it would manifi'sHi lead 
to his placing himself so much more in the power of England. 

I went on to say that, both in the case of ]\rr. Rivers Wilson and of Mr. Cauvet, 
Nubar Pasba had declared that he was guided soh'ly by personal knoAvledge. 1 quoted 
passages from Mr. Lascelles’ despatch No. 298, Conihh'ntial, of the 3rd instant, in 
which he reports Nubar Pasha as having stated that he could not admit the right of 
any foreign Government to exercise an infliu'nce ov(‘r the Administration of Egypt, 
and that, if what he called the demand of the French Govc'rnment were to be acceded 
to, other Governments would probably insist upon Ix'ing repri'simted in the 3linistry. 
Under these circumstances, 1 said, still quoting from Mr. Lascelles’ despatch, Nubar 
Pasba di'clared that he could not be responsible for the conduct of a Ministry which 
would not be Egyptian, but international, and the responsibility of Avhosc actions 
must rest with the Governmi'iits avIio had insisted on being represented in it. 

I then asked his Excelli'iniy if lu' knew M. Maimoury, a Deputy. 

He replied in the aflirmatiw', adding that FI. Maimoury Avas noAV in Egypt, 
adAising Nubar Pasha, and that he had come to s(‘e him at the Foreign Office before 
his departure. 

I thereupon Avent on to quote the last paragraph of IMr. Lascelles’ despatch in 
proof of Nubar Pasha’s willingness to make use of a Frenchman in the case of 
M. Maimoury, and of his thus carrying out. his di'clared principle if capacity ix’re- 
s])ective of nationality. 

FI. Waddington, however, remarked that FI. Flaunoury was only there for a short 
time, and Avould return for the approaching Session of the Chambers. 

I concluded by jiointing out to his Excellency that di'lay in such a matter Avas 
dangerous, esiii'cially in view of the step already taken by the Italian Agent at 
Cairo. 

Ft. FVaddington replied that he did not Avish to go back much to the past, nor did 
he desire uoav to ijuestion the attitude of Her Majesty’s Government up to the 
21st instant. Hi* stated that what he told your Lordship on the 4th instant Avas, that 
h(.‘ trusted Her Flajesty’s Government Avould not consent to (he noAV arrangements in 
Egyjit until satisfaction Avas given to France in the matter, and that he undei’stood 
your Lordship to haix* agreed to this: further, that the Flarquis d’llarcourt had 
reported that, in your intervii'AV on the 13th instant, you had said to him that you 
would only consent to these new arrangements Avhen France should hi' ri'prcM'uicd 
according to her desiri' in the ncAV Flinistry. 
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What had, therefore, he must say, taken him hy surprise and somewhat annoyed 
him, was the intelligence which he had received on the 21st instant, that Mr. Rivers 
Wilson was actually gazetted as Minister of Finance. 

I replied that I could assure him that H('r Majesty’s Government had been 
constantly pressed hy Nuhar Pasha to permit the appointment of Mr. AVilson to he 
gazetted, hut that they had steadily refused, hoping that in the meanAvhile a French¬ 
man would he appointed to the Ministry of Puhlic AA'orks, But 1 informed him that 
Mr. Lascelles had re])orted that he had learnt from Niihar Pasha that the Viceroy of 
Egypt was hoginning to make difficulties about giving up the title d('eds to his estates, 
that this Avas a matter Avdiich might hecomc very serious, and tliat IS’uhar Pasha con¬ 
sidered that the announcennent of Mr. Rivers AAllson’s appointment Avould assist in 
overcoming these difficulties, and that in this manner a crisis might he avoided which 
would possibly lead to an European intervention, i inferred, therefon', that Iter 
Majesty’s GoAwnment had consented to the appointimnit of Mr. AA’^ilson being gazetted 
simply OAving to the A'ery serious difficulties Avhich Avere ai'ising. 

M. Waddington here remarked that he believed the N'iceroy liad now ghen up tlie 
title deeds. 

I replied that if, as I liad seen in tiu' })a])ers, this was so, the action of Her 
Majesty’s Government Avas accounted for and justified. 

After I had finished my exidanations, At. AAbiddingtou said that ho had some 
information to give me. He had, lie began, jioaa' received a leiegram from AI. Raindre, 
the French Acting Agent at Cairo, from Avhicli it a])peared that tlie latter had seen 
Nuhar Pasha in the presence of AI. Alaunoury, that Nuhar kasha liad given up the 
idea of nominating AI. Cauvet as Alinister of Public Works, that both Al. de Blinic^rcs 
and AI. do Alalaret had, in the intervicAV, been mentioned for the post in question, and 
that Nuhar Pasha seemed inclined to gu'^e the proferenee to the formci’, because of his 
technical knowledge, whereas the latter Avas sim])ly a diplomatist. 

Al. Waddington proceeded to say that, as far as he Avas concerned, the choice 
between these tAvo was immaterial; what he Avant('d was, that Prance should he treated 
fairly; he AA’as exceedingly anxious that this matter should he settled, and now that he 
had seen me he should telegraph to Al. llaindn' that he was ready to sanction the 
a])pointment of either of these tAVO gentlemen, always, hoAvever, with the proviso 
that the person selected should he invested Avitli the full attributions Avhich he had 
already mentioned to me, and Avhich \A ere \isually attached t,o the; post in question. 

Al. AA'addingron then said that it Avas clear that Nuhar Pasha Avas coming round, 
and he begged me to inform your Lordship that Ik' would he very much obliged to 
you if you could in any A\"ay promote Avhat lu' considered to he an acceptable 
arrangement. 

1 here reminded his pA'ccIlency that youi' liordship could make no official recom¬ 
mendation of a Frenchnnin to the Khedive. 

This Al. AVaddington understood, hut he r(‘peated that he was exceedingly anxious 
for a settlement ; he Avas determined to make no demand on his part, and he hoped 
that thus the ])retension of the Italian Government to hav(‘ a seat \n the Egyptian 
Cabinet for an Italian Avould come to nothing. 

For his part, h(' said, all he required Avas that what he considered to he proper 
satisfaction should he given to France in the matter, and if tin* question of the 
attributions A\ere settled in the Avay he claimed, he did not foresee any further difficulty, 
and he (*xprcss('d th(‘ earnest hope that in this manm'r the present difficulty Avould 
ho solv('d, and that the two Governments would continiui to act in perfect concert Avith 
respect to Egypt.

Ill Majesty s Acting Vice-Consul, informed me this afternoon that 

he )ad heard on good authority that Shaheen Pasha, Inspector-General of Lower 
Egypt, had visited several of the loading merchants of Cairo, and had subsequently 
invited, them to his house, Avitli a vicAV of getting up a demonstration against the 
dianges which have recently been brought about, and hy which the authority of the 

Khedive has been practically destroyed. This plan AA^as also said to have the support of 
the Ulemas. 

1 thought it right to bring this information to the knoAvledge of Nuhar Pasha, 
moie especially as Shaheen Pasha is knoAvn to he on intiinah* terms with the Khedive, 
and not likely to take any action Avithout His Ilighncss’ approval. 

Nuhar Pasha told me that although there inighl he* some of the merchants of 
Cairo who had talceu advantage of the former state' of things to avoid paying taxes, 
and therefore Avho looked Avith displeasure on the change's that had taken place, the 
large majority of the population Avere so elecieledly in favour of these changes, that it 
would he impossible tei geit up any serious popular domeenstration against them. As 
regards the Ulemas, his Excellency said that the large majority of them were also in 
favom' of the new state of things, although there AA'cre' no eloubt some among them 
who would like to sec the authority of the Khedive restored. His Excellencv added, 
however, that he would have the matter inquired into. 

N ubar Pasha then Avent on to say that although he did not attach much importance 
to any attempts which might be made hy Shalu'cn Pasha, who, hoAvcver, always acted, 
if not under the direct orders, at all events Avith the knoAvledge, of the Khedive, 
intrigues Avere being carried on in the Palace which caused his Excellency great 
annoyance. These intrigues, his Excellency said, Avere being carried on chiefly by the 
Khedive’s mother and daughters, and more especially hy His Highness’ second son, 
Hussein Pasha, Avho Avere using all their influence to prevent the Khedive from 
carrying out his promises Avith regard to the cession of the property which belonged to 
them. 

His Excellency said that Avhen once his AOnistry is formed he Avill he in a position 
to resist these intrigues, hut that until that is the case he is almost powerless against 
them, and on that account he is all the more anxious that the question at issue 
between him and the French Government should he settled as soon as possible.

GREAl' difficulties bave been put in tbe way of Nubar Pasha by the refusal of 
the -Khedive to give up the title deeds of tlie property wliicli he agreed to cede in 
accordance with the conclusions of the Report of the Commission of Inquiry. The 
Commission appointed to draw up a Report upon this property has hitherto been 
unable to make any progress in consequence of His Highness not having yet given 
orders to the managers of the estates to furnish the necessary information. 

N ubar Pasha has informed me that he has used every means in his power to 
induei' the Ivhedivi* to carry out the conclusions of the Commission to which His 
Highness had agreed; but the Khcdivi', after having promised to do so, now refuses, 
until the amount of the Civil List is settled, to give up the title deeds of the property 
which belongs to bis family, saying that he, as a father, has not the right to despoil 
his children of their property without securing a provision for them in future. It is 
in vain that Nubar Pasha has explained to His Eliglmesh that he is unable, Avithoutthe 
consent of his colleagues, who are not yet all bere, to settle the amount of the Civil 
List. It is in vain tlial hi' has appealed to llis Highness to trust to the Government, 
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and not to sacrifice the welfare of the country to his individual rapacity; and it is in 
vain that he has pointed out to His Highness the risk he runs in failing to cany out 

the obligations which he has accepted iu the face of Euro])e. 

The Khedive, yielding to his insatiable avarice and to the intrigues which are 
being carried on in the Palace, is emboldened to persist in liis refusal l)y the fact that 
the question at issue between the Prench and Egyptian Governments is not yet 
settled, and that Her Majesty’s Government do not wish the nomination of Mr. Eivers 
Wilson to he published before that of the Erench gentleman who is to fill the post of 
Minister of Public Works. 

Nubar Pasha therefore finds himself in the following dilemma ;— 

On the one hand, he has the Erench Government advancing a claim for inter¬ 
ference in Egyptian matters, which he is striving to resist; on the other, he has the 
Khedive, who, by his refusal to carry out the conclusions of the Commission ot 
Inquiry, will probably bring about a crisis which will lead to the necessity ol foreign 

iiitcrfcrsncc* * 

If the Egyptian Government were already firmly established, Nubar Pasha is of 

opinion that he would he strong enough both to compel the Khodivc to carry out the 
obligations he has incurred, and also to resist tlie demand for foreign interference. 

As matters stand at present, his Excellency is not in a position to bring sufilcieiit 
pressure to hear upon the Khedive to induce him to make over the title deeds of the 
ceded property, without which it will ho impossible for the Egyptian Government to 
raise the money of which they are in immediate want. His Excellency, however, 
believes that the announcement of Mr. Tlivers Wilson’s appointment would so far 
streno^then his position Avith regard to the KhediA’'e as to enable him to induce His 
Highness to fulfil his promises in this respect; and, under these circumstances, Ins 
Excellency hopes that Her Majesty’s Government will not withhold their consent to 
the immediate announcement of Mr. Rivers Wilson’s appointment as Minister ot

Commerce and Agriculture should be added to that of Public Works, and asked under 
Avhieh Ministry the direction of ports and lighthouses would be placed. 

Nubar Pasha has requested M. Raindre to wait for an ansAver to his letter until 
after the arrival of the next Erench mail, Avhich is expected to arrive to-moriw, his 
reason for so doing being that M. Maunoury, the gentleman referred to in my despatch 
No. 300, Political, Confidential, of the 5th instant, Avho has been in communication 

with M. Waddington on the subject, is on his way to Egypt. 

His Excellency then told me that, if he had not been hampered by the obstacles 
iiut in his Avay by the Khedive’s refusal to give up the title deeds of the ceded pro¬ 
perty he Avould ‘haye been able to giye an immediate ansAver to M. Raindre, in which 
he Avould have pointed out that there is no necessity for a Minister of Commerce; 
that, as nearly the whole of the resources of Egypt lu’e derived from agriculture it is 
necessary that*agricultural matters should he dealt with by the Cabinet as a whole, 
and not be put under the control of any particular Minister; and that, as a ^venu 
is derived from ports and lighthouses, more especially as the revenues ol the i ort ot 
Alexandria were alVeetcd to the payment of the debt, it Avas necessary that those 
institutions should, at all events for th(^ present, be placed under the Ministry ol 

Such reasons as the above, his Excellency believes, Avould have been a suOicient 
reply to M. llaiiidre’s letter, but his Excellency foresees the possibility, in conse¬ 
quence of the difficulties noAV being raised by the Khedive, of his having to yield 
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the demands of the Erench Government, and, therefore, he has not as yet sent any 
answer to M. Raindre.

I stated that your Lordship had been glad to learn that the selection of the French 
Minister in Egypt was satisfactory to his Excellency, and that you trusted that he no 
longer felt dissatisfied, either with the attitude of Her Majesty’s Government or with 
that of Nuhar Pasha. 

M. Waddington replied that from what he had heard he had reason to hope that 
the whole matter was now in a fair way of settlement, and he was happy to think that 
such was the case, 

I was careful to impress upon his Excellency that, as far as the attributions were 
concerned, which he had required for M. Bligni5res, your Lordship considered them to 
be much greater than those of the Minister of Public Works in England or in India, 
and that whilst Her Majesty’s Government would continue unofficially to recommend the 
Khedive to make concessions on this point, they could not advise that there should he 
any alteration of previous arrangements. 

M. Waddington asked me what I meant by this. 

I reminded him that he had spoken to me on a previous occasion of Nuhar Pasha 
having said that the matter of the attributions rested with Mr, Rivers Wilson, and, 
without going into any particulars, which, I observed, were not contained in the telegram 
I had received from your Lordship, I intimated that I believed that these arrangements 
might relate in some way to the Suez Canal or the Port of Alexandria, arrangements in 
fact, I said, which had special reference to the protection of the through route to 
India.

I HAVE the honour to report that Nubar Pasha, perceiving' that the Irench 
Government maintained their right of interference in the organization ot Egypt, and 
insisted upon ports and railways being placed under Ministry ot Public Works, has, with 
a view to facilitating and terminating the question, sounded M. Wacldington, through 
the medium of a common friend, to know whether the French Government would, 
case of his Excellency giving up the candidate he had suggested and nominating M. do 
Blignieres, abandon the claim they had put forward and treat him in the same manner as 

he had been treated by Her Majesty’s Government. 

M. Waddington informed Nuhar Pasha yesterday, through the Acting French Consu - 
General and through the common friend, that the French Government would, on his hxcel- 
lency’s applicationforM.de Blignieres, give that gentleman leave of absence in the same 
way as Her Majesty’s Government had granted leave of absence to Mr. Wilson ; but 
that the French Government could only do so it the attributions ot the Ministiy of 
Public Works are complete and brought into accordance with logic and general practice 
—that is to say, that they should comprise the administration ot ports and railways, as 
well as of roads, canals, and irrigation ; otherwise what would he offered to the hrench 
Commissioner would he, not a Ministry, hut a simple direction, Plie ohjections raised 
in consequence of the receipts of the ports and railways being affected to the debt could 
not he regarded as serious, because the guarantee would he the same under whatever 
Ministry they were placed. The French Government were convinced that loth 
Mr. Wilson and his colleagues would agree to so simple and natural an arrangemmit, by 
which all difficulties would he terminated and the sympathy and support ot trance 
secured to his Excellency in the difficult task he had undertaken. 

Nuhar Pasha says that he cannot possibly yield as to the port of Ale.xandria and 
the railway, which, in accordance with the custom of the country and in virtue ot a special 
Decree, form part of the Ministry of Finance ; and that he cannot make any change m 
the position of Air. Wilson, who only accepted the post on the earnest entreaties ot the 

Viceroy and his E.xeellency. , ,, in .+ 

His Excellency proposes to defer giving a definite ans\Ycr to the French Goveinment 

for two or three days.

will, however, let us hope, be no less competent for the performance of its difficult 
task. 

But there can be no doubt that an essential preliminary condition for the further 
uninterrupted efficiency of these various elements is, that they shall work harmoniously 
togcD'cr. This we should like to see secured against any disturbance. 

We believe that the co-operal.ion of the Ministry with the State Debt Commission 
in all financial affairs would be the very best warranty for success. 

Without wishing to advocate a preconceived opinion, it still appears to us opportune 
to express our meaning more clearly on this point. 

We consider it desirable, then, that a regulated connection should be established 
between the Ministry and the State Debt Commission, which, without harming the full 
independence of the latter, should yet be in a certain measure adapted to bring about a 
community of exertion. 

It would be premature to inquire just now whether this could be best effected by a 
co-operation of the Commission in the resolutions of the Council of Ministers on financial 
matters or in some other way. 

There ought to be no difficulty in finding out a combination in accordance with this 
idea, and we believe that by this means such a guarantee would be afforded for the 
future against the recurrence of the former system as a Ministry formed exclusively by 
the Khedive’s personal nomination cannot of itself offer. 

We should be glad to know the opinion of the English Government on this con¬ 
ception, which you will be so good as to communicate to the Minister for Foreign Affairs 
at the first suitable opportunity, and we request that you will inform us ot the reception 
that our overtures meet with in that quarter.

I HAA^E to acquaint your Excellency that the Italian Ambassador at this Court 
pressed me very strongly to give, if asked, an answer favourable to the admission of an 
Italian member to the new Egyptian Cabinet. 

His Excellency urged the point with some vehemence, declaring that the Italians 
would bear malice (“ rancune”) if refused, and saying that it was a main condition of 
Count Corti’s continuing in office that he should succeed in gaining the assent of Her 
Majesty’s Government to the request. 

I repeated to his Excellency in various forms the desire of Her Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment that Italians should look kindly upon the new arrangements with respect to the 
Government of Egypt, and their desire to soothe, if possible, Italian susceptibilities; but 
1 declined altogether to pledge Her Majesty’s Government to any particular course of 

action. , t • i 

I held similar language to the French Ambas.sador, but, at the same time, I pointed 

out to him that the pressure which the Italian Government now lirought to bear was due 

to the long delay which had occurred in completing the arrangements for the final 
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composition of the Egyptian Cabinet, and I expressed a hope that Nubar Pasha would 
be able to devise some course acceptable to the Italian Government, without interfering 
with the efficiency of the new Ministry. 

The Au.strian Government also are beginning to show a desire to have a voice in 
the matter, and they propose that in all financial matters provision should be made that 
the State Debt Commission should be present at all meetings of the Cabinet.

My Lord, Paris, October 9, 1878. 

ON the 1st of this month (the day after my return to Paris) I called upon 
M. AVaddington at the French Foreign Office. 


to the in-eneh member ot the Egyptian Cabinet, and insisted especially on the necessity 
of including in those “attributions ” the railways and the harbour of Alexandria. 

On my raising objections to such an arrangement, M. Waddington declared that he 
had not the least desire to disturb the existing organization under which the harbour 
and tlic railways were administered by a Board composed of two Englishmen, two 
Egyptian^-, and one Frenchman, the President being one of the Englishmen. The 
Decree instituting this organization might, he said, subsist in full force, but it was 
essential, as a satisfaction to public feeling in France, that, as would be the natural state 
of things, the Board sliould bo >ubon!inatc totheBcpartmcnt of Public AVorks (‘‘rattachd 
au Minist^re dcs Travaux Publics ”). 

On the 8th instant 1 saw M. AVaddington again, and put before him a proposal that 
while the Decree organizing the administration of the railways and of the harbour of 
Alexandria should be fully upheld, the railways should be assigned to the Department 
of Public AVorks, and the harbour of Alexandria to the Department of Finance. 

M. AVaddington did not by any means reject this proposal, lie observed that it 
required serious consideration, and that he must examine the matter thoroughly, and 
see how' the plan would work in practice. 

He went on to say that he understood that Mr. Rivers AVilson was in Paris, and 
that as in point of fact the negotiation w'as between the Egyptian and French Govern¬ 
ments, he should wish to communicate with him as an Egyptian authority. 

M. AVaddington accordingly received Mr. Wilson this afternoon, and, a little later, 
he saw Mr. Goschen and Mr. Joubert together. Subsequently 1 myself went to see him 
at his request. He began by again putting ibrward the claim to the harbour of Alexan¬ 
dria, but on my insisting that it was impossible that this claim could be admitted by 
England, he said that he would consent to abandon it rather than cause any embarrass¬ 
ment to Her Majesty’s Government, or retard a settlement of the question. 

He added that the other harbours and the lighthouses would, of course, as was 
(he affirmed) the case in all the countries of Europe, belong to the Department of 
Public AVorks. 

But besides this, he must, he said, ask some compensation for the abandonment ot 
the harbour of Alexandria. He had showm every consideration for the wishes and 
interests of England, and he trusted that no less consideration would be shown to him. 
He w'ent on to propose that the lands which the Khedive had just ceded, or was about to 
code, to the State, should be under the control of tlie Department of Public AVorks. 
His suggestion w'as that these lands should be administered by a Board composed of one 
EngliHiman and one Frenchman, and that in addition the Alinislcr of Public Works 
.should be Frcsident of it. 

I demurred strongly to this proposal, and said that it amounted to his asking for 
the administration of something like a fifth of the soil of Egypt. 

He answered that he did not intend that the lands known as the Da'ira Sanieh 
shouhl be includerl, but only the lands newly ceded. He added that the only i)olitical 
objection to the arrangement he proposed, which it seemed po-sible to make, was that 
French Colonies might be established on tlie lands, or large jxirlions of them be ceded to 
French Companies. He was ready to give every security against this, his view being 
that the lands should be sold in small lots to the native husbandmen. 
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I did not conceal from M. Waddington that he had not succeeded in removing my 
objections, but I did not feel justified in absolutely refusing to comply with a request he 

made, that I would communicate his proposal to your Lordship. 

In the course of conversation, M. Waddington expressed his approval ot a sugges¬ 
tion which had, he said, been submitted to him, that the English and French control 
over the Egyptian finances now in force should not he abolished when the new Cabinet 
was established in Egypt, but should be simply suspended, and should revive, ipso facto, 

if the Khedive upset the new system. . , , u i ij 

M. Waddington told me that he should leave Pans that evening, but that he should 

be back here on the evening of next Sunday (the 13th).

WITH reference to your Excellency’s despatch No. '790 of the 9th instant, I have 
to state to you that I could not express either assent to or dissent from the proposals 
made by the Minister for Foreign Affairs with regard to the Daira until I have ascer¬ 
tained Mr. Rivers Wilson’s opinion on the subject. The arrangement which I came to 
with Mr. Wilson on Saturday last was that, if the French Minister insisted on his 
proposal that the Daira was to be under the control of France, the negotiations should 
be allowed to remain for a time inactive, and that Mr. Wilson should at once proceed to 
raise money without the assent of the French Government. Ihe compromise suggested 
at the end of Mr. Wilson’s Minute is, however, considerably more favourable to France 
than the terms upon which we had agreed, but 1 do not object to them ; and I assent 
to the proposal that the three concessions set forth at the conclusion ot this Minute 
should be offered to the French Minister for Foreign viffairs; that he should be intoimed 
on Monday that the discussion on the part of Her Majesty’s Government will be closed 
by the offer of these concessions; and that if the proposal should be rejected. Mi .Rivers 
AVilson should raise, as best he can, the money he reipiires, leaving the French Govern¬ 
ment to take such course as they may think proper to adopt. 

1 have to add that if the French Minister for Foreign Affairs does not return to 
Paris on Monday, it will be expedient for Mr. Wilson to take such steps as he may think 
desirable for raising the money without further delay.

1 AM directed by the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury to acquaint 
your Lordship tliat, at the rciiuest of the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, they 
have had under consideration the arrangement that should be made for enabling 
Mr. Rivers Wilson, Secretary and Controller-General of the National Debt Office, 
to take temporary service under His Highness the Khedive of Egypt as Minister of 

Finance. . . 

Mr. Rivers Wilson’s previous connection with Bgypt, Ins position as one ol tlie 

British Administrators of the Suez Canal Company, and more especially the services he 
has recently rendered in the inquiry into the financial position of Egypt, which has led 
to the important change announced by the Khedive in his system ot administration, 
combine to render his selection for the Ministry of His Highness’ finances an object 
which Her Majesty’s Government arc concerned in facilitating for reasons of public 

policy. . 

As, therefore, Mr. Rivers Wilson cannot be expected to be willing to exchange 
unconditionally the advantages of his position in the service of Her Majesty for the 
employment offered to him, my Lords request you to inform the Marquis of Salisbuiy 
that they propose, with the concurrence of the Commissioners for the Reduction ot the 
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National Debt, that Mr. Wilson should be released from the personal discharge of his 
duties as Secretary and Controller-General for two years from 1st January, 1879, during 
which he will cease to draw salary from Imperial funds, but will, in other re.spects, letain 
the privileges of a civil servant of the Crown in active employment, and will not actually 
vacate his appointment under Her Majesty’s Government. 

For this period of two years Mr. Wilson will be at liberty to hold office under the 
Khedive, and at the expiration of it he will resume the active discharge of his duties as 
Secretary and Controller-General. 

My Lords, however, have only felt themselves able to agree to this very exceptional 
arrangement because, as above intimated, they understand that it is recommended by 
the Secretary of State on grounds of public policy, and they reserve to themselves and 
their successors the most complete liberty of action in regard to the manner and time of 
recalling Mr. Rivers AYilson, and terminating the arrangement before the 1st January, 
1881, if such a step should seem expedient.

NUBAR PASHA having expressed the wish, through you, to be informed 
whether the statement made to him on the authority of General Menabrea, that I 
had no objection to the appointment of an Italian in the Egyptian Ministry represented 
tlm views of this Government, I havi' replied to you by telegraph that the principle 
which Her Majesty’s Government has uniformly maintained is that the Khedive has a 
right to choose his onn Ministers, and so long as English interests are not threatened 
they will not officially interfere with the selection of those persons whom His Highness 
may .see fit to invito to assist him in the Government of the country. 

Guided strictly by this consideration. Her Majesty’s Government have not even 
suggested the appointment of Mr. Rivers Wilson as Minister of Finance, and they 
strongly object to the assertion on the pari of any other Power of a claim as of right to a 
scat in the Egyptian Cabinet. 'I'he Go\eminent of His Italian Majesty have been 
made acquainted with the view's of Her Majesty’s Government in this respect. 

It is necessary, however, that a distinction should be drawn, which, it would 
appear, is not understood by either the French or the Italian Governments. 

Animated as are Her Majesty’s Government by the most sincere desire to cultivate 
and maintain the cordial relations which happily subsist on the part of this country with 
France and Italy respectively, they cannot put themselves in the position of joining 
France to obtain the exclusion of an Italian from the Khedive's Ministry. They cannot 
say to Nubar Pasha that this man or that man shall not have a seat in the Egyptian 
Cabinet because he is an Italian. He will form hi- own Mini.stry according to his own 
views ol policy, and no objection will be interposed on the part of Great Britain should 
he think fit to select an Italian as one of his nominees. 

Knowing that Nubar Pa.sha attaches greal imporlance to the weight of Italian 
inriuence, I have most carefully avoided in my communications upon this subject the use 
of any form of language calculated to wound Italian susceptibilities.

COT (NT DEYM communicated to me, on the 10th instant, a note which he had 
received I'rom Count Andras'jy on the subject (4 the new' Egyptian Ministry. 

In this note, of which a translation is inclosed, Count Andrassy stated that the 
Austro-Hungarian Government had hailed with sati.sfaction the formation of a Council 
of Ministers under the Fresidency of Nubar Pasha invested with extensive powers, but 
considered that it would bo desirable, in order to ensure the .success of the Ministry, that 
a regulated connection should be established between it and the existing State Debt 
Commission, which, without interfering with the independence of the Commission, should 
entail a community of action between the two bodies. 

Since this note was communicated to me the negotiations w'hich were then in 
progress ladwccn the French Government and Mr. Rivers Wilson, acting on behalf of 
Nubar Pasha, has been lirought to a conclusion by the acceptance, on both sides, of the 
following arrangement- 

M. de lilignieres will be a member of the Ministry as Minister for Public AVorks, 
and will thus be a collenguo of Mr. Rivers Wilson, who has, as you are aware, been 
already gazetted as Minister of Finance, 

The functions of the Department of Public Works will comprise— 

1. The superintendence of the canals and irrigation. 

2. 'I'he working of the railways as it w-as established by the- Decree of November 
1870; that is, the admini.stration to bo maintained as it was therein defined, but the 
powers reserved to the Khedive to be transferred to the Minister. 

3. 'rhe management of the port.s, except Alexandria, which is to be under the 
Minister of Finance. 

The control of the lighthouses is, as now, to rest with the Council of Ministers. 

The domains new'ly surrendered Ijy the Khedive’s family arc to be administered by 
a .special Commission, composed of an Englishman, a Frenchman, and an Egy])tian, and 
dependent upon the Council of Ministers. 

The question of the maintenance of the “ Caisse de la Dette ” and of the “ Com- 
inksion d’Enquete ” is reserved for further under 'tanding. 

The “Control of the Finances” is suspended, with the provision that if cither the 
English or French Minister should be removed witlioul previous arrangement with his 
Government, the Control will ipso facto resume its functions. 

Your Excellency is at liberty to communicate to Count Andra-sy, if he should 
quc.stion you on the subject, the terms of this arrangement, which is well calculated, ia

I HAVE the honour to inclose copies of two telegrams which Nubar Pasha has 
received from Air. Rivers AVilson, dated the 14th instant, on the subject of the arrange¬ 
ment which has been arrived at with regard to the attributions of the French Member of 
the Egyptian Cabinet. 

His Excellency informed me that, as it appeared from the first of the.se telegrams 
that the arrangement was the result of the negotiations which had been carried on 
between Her Majesty’s Ambassador at Paris and the French Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, and represented the understanding come to between the two Governments, he 
would, as soon as he had consulted bis colleagues, and taken the orders of the Khedive, 
telegraph to Air. Wilson that he was authorized to notify the acceptance of this arrange¬ 
ment by the Egyptian Government without modification. 

Immediately after my interview with Nubar Pasha I addressed to your Lordship mv 
telegram of the 15th instant. 

Nubar Pasha has since communicated to me the telegram, of ivhich I have the 
honour to inclose a copy, by which Mr. Wilson was given full powers to conclude the 
arrangement. 

His Excellency informed me that he was perfectly satisfied with the result that had 
been obtained, and more especially with the last part of the arrangement, which contem¬ 
plates the possibility of the removal of the Foreign Alinisters subject to the re-esiablish- 
ment of the control. Tlie administration of tlie country, instead of being hampered by 
the control of two functionaries whose duties were limited to criticizing the acts of the 
Government, will be improved by securing the services of the new Alinisters, who will 
each be charged with administrative duties. His Excellency did not consider the 
(lue.stions of detail as being of great importtince, and did not believe that they Avould give 
ri.se to any practical inconvenience.

I HAD this morning the honour to receive your Lordship’s despatch No. 706 of the 
day before yesterday, informing mo that Her Majesty’s Government accede to the 
proposal of the Government of France with regard to the management ot the Daira 
lands, which arc to form the security for the advances of money to the Egyptian 
Government, respecting which Mr. Rivers \Filson is in negotiation with tlic house of 
Rothschild. 

I showed your Lordship's despatch in the course of the day to M. IVaddington, and 
he, in return, showed me a copy of a letter addressed by Sir Julian Pauncclotc to Baron 
Lionel do Rothschild on the 22nd instant. 

M. Waddington said that he was quite ready to write a letter to Baron Alphonse 
de Rothschild, the head of the Paris house, in the same sense as your Lordship's 
ilespatch, and that indeed he should have Avritten to the Baron at once, on receiving the 
copy of Sir Julian Pauncefote’s letter, if there had not been two points with regard to 
Avhich the exprcs.sions in that letter seemed to him to bo ambiguous, lie added that 
the same ambiguities appeared to him to exist in the despatch from your Lordship which 
I hail just shown him. 

In both the letter and the despatch the expression used, with regard to the English 
and French Commissioners, was that they should benominated’’by their rcspcctiA'c 
Governments. Did Her Majesty’s Government moan that they should simply be nomi¬ 
nated or designated by France and England to the Egyptian Government, with which 
the formal appointment should rest ? Or was it the intention ot Her Majesty’s GoAcrn- 
ment that ^he^e Commissioners sliould be absolutely and definitively a[)pointcd by the 
British and French Governments respectively ? 

In practice perhaps the difrercncc might not be very great; but jM. Waddington 
was anxious to know exactly what Her ^Majesty’s Government intended, in order that his 
letter might be in accordance with theirs. 

He proceeded to say that the other doubt which had occurred to him proceeded 
from the Avording of the last sentences of the letter and the note. 

The tw o sentences ivere nearly identical. That in the despatch ran as folloAvs :— 

“They (Her jMajesty’s Government) undertake the proposed nomination in order 
to furnish to the holders of the loan security that the penson nominated shall not be 
divested of his functions without their consent.” 

To whom did the word 2their’’ refer? Was it the consent of Her Majesty’s 
Government, or the consent of the holders of the loan that was to be required ? He 
presumed the consent of Her IMaje.sty’s Government to be meant; but he wished the 
point to be cleared up. ' 

He begged me to communicate without delay Avlth your Lordship, in order that lie 
might be enabled to send his letter to Baron Alphonse de Rothschild as soon as possible. 
Accordingly, 1 dispatched a telegram to your Lordship immediately on my return 

I understand, in fact, that the near approach of the day on which the coupon or the 
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Egyptian debt becomes due renders it urgent that the letter from M. Waddington 
should be in the hands of the Paris house of Rothschild at the earliest possible 
moment.

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I endeavoured to assure Count Maffei, in accordance with your Lordship’s instruc¬ 
tions, that Her Majesty s Government were in no way opposed to the appointment of an 
Italian Minister, inasmuch as the matter rested entirely with Nubar Pasha; but as he 
a^ipearcd to trace the ojiposition they have met with to the foreign element in the 
^-^A'.vptian Cabinet, he admitted, after some pressure, that he had received a telegram 
from the Italian Agent in Egypt, which document he coinmimicated to me in the 
.strictest conlidence, stating that the Viceroy had told him that His Highness had been 
informed by Nubar Pasha that Mr. Rivers \\ ilson was opposed to the Italian appoint¬ 
ment, and that all the oppo.sition came from his side. Nubar Pasha, the telegram further 
states, is well di.sposed towards Italy, as also M. do Blignieres, but they could not prc.ss the 
Italian noinination without creating dissension in the Cabinet. I have reason to believe 
that it is in consequence of this information that General Menaln'ca has at once been 
iiistruclcd to return to England to confer with your LoixLhip on the subject.

My Lord, Paris, October 3\, 1878. 

YESTERDAY morning I wrote unofficially to M. AVaddington to inform him that 
it appeared to Her Majesty’s Government that in justice to persons who might subscribe 
to the new' Egyptian loan, it would be proper that the exact terms in which the British 
Government had consented to nominate a manager of the newly ceded Dai'ra lands 
should be ollicially published. 

I said that conse({uently it was proposed that your Lordship’s correspondence with 
me on the subject .should appear in the " London Gazette ” to-inoriow evening; and I 
imjuired what M. ^Yaddington’s wish was with regard to the ])ublicatioii of his letter to 
Baron Alphonse de Rothschild of the 28th instant. 

1 saw 31. AVaddington in the afternoon, and he told me that he .saw no objection to 
the intended publication of your Lord.ship’s correspondence with me. As regarded his 
letter to Baron de Rothschild, he was (piite willing it .should be published eventually, but 
he should not like to take the initiative in the matter, it would be ditlicult to authorize 
the publication without an understanding with 3I.de Rothschild. In all probability M de 
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Eothschikl would ask leave to publish the letter, and this leave would he readily given, 
and the publication of it would then take place in Paris. But, on the whole, 
M. AYaddington would rather that it should not appear lirst in London, and therefore he 
Avished that it should not he included among the papers about to he made public by Her 
Majesty’s Government.

My Lord, Rome, Noreuiber 1, 1878. 

IN continuing the conversation reported in my despatch No. 40-', ('ontidential, ot 
to-day, Count Maifei next spoke respecting the anxiety of the Italian Government tor 
the admission of an Italian as a member of the new I^lgvptian Administration, and he 
expressed himself very much in the same terms as he had done to Mr. Macdonell, as 
reported in his despatch No. 458 of the 2!)th ultimo. 

1 told Count Maffei that I was at a loss to understand the persistence with which 
the Italian Government continued to pursue this object. 1 was not aware, [ said, what 
were the .special interests which Italy had in Mgypt, which gave her a better title or 
claim to he represented in the Egyptian Government than Austria, Germany, or any 
other Power. 

Her Majesty’s Government, I said, would never consent to placing Egypt under a sort 
of foreign protectorate, nor to giving an international character to the Egyptian Govern¬ 
ment. Mr. Pivers AVilson was not the Representative of Her Majesty’s Government, 
nor had his appointment been suggested, or in any way put forward by Her Majesty’s 
Government, who had done nothing more in the matter than to grant Mr. Pivers Wilson 
the permission which he had solicited to serve the Khedive. 

Count Maffei replied that Italy had lately received a check in 'Punis, and her exclu¬ 
sion from all share in the nenv arrangements in Egypt wonhl bo a further humiliation, p 
incpiircd what had been the check in Tunis, but Count lAlalfei pursued his observations 
respecting Egypt. 

He Avent on to say, in reply to my in([uir\ what were the s])ecial interests ot Italy in 
that country, that, amongst others, there were a larger number of Egyptian bondholders 
in Italy than in any other country except France and England, and that, consequently, it 
would he desirable that any financial arrangements Avhich should he made should have 
the .sanction of an Italian Delegate. He also spoke of the advantage which the presence 
of an Italian would have in bringing about an understanding in the event of a disagree¬ 
ment between the English and Freneb members of the Government; to which 1 replied 
that the case was al-o to be foreseen of great inconveiuence arising from Ep pt being 
made the scene of diplomatic rivalry, and of questions being settled with a view' to con¬ 
siderations unconnected with the interests immediately at stake. I added that 1 was 
unahle to see how there could he any humiliation lor Italy by the Egyptian Government 
not including an Italian member. 

Count Maffei then .said that a most satisfactory telegrain had been received from 
General Menahrca, who had been desired to return immediately to his post, to confer 
Avith vour Lordship respecting the matter we Avere speaking of; and he proceeded to read 

it to me. . r I 1 • 

In this telegram General Menahrea reports that, having informed your Lordsinp 

that it was not for the mere gratification of national pride, hut lor the real interests ol 
the country, the nature of which he e.xplained, that the Italian Government desired the 
admission of an Italian into the Egyptian Government; that your Lordship had acknow¬ 
ledged the validity of these interests, the explanation of which placed the (luestion in a 
new light before him; that your Eonhlnp had informed him that you had spoken to 
Mr. iirver.-^ Wilson before his departure for Egypt as to the possibility ot satisfying the 
Avishes of Italy in ibis respect; that you had found Mr. Rivers Wilson well disposed on 
the subjec't, but that you could not comply with General Menahrea’s reque.st to use any 
influence in lygypt lor the purpose desired, a.s this would he a depaituie tioin the piin* 

ciples on which you had acted throughout this business. 

Count Maifei observed that this was (piite understood, and that what your Lord.ship 
had suul to General Menahrea would be perfectly satisfactory to the Italian (»overnmcnt. 


General Menahrea ends his telegram by saying, C'est en Egypte qu’il faut maintenant 
agir.” and this advice is no doubt being now very fully acted on. 

I told Count Maffei that your Lordship had also informed me of your having 
spoken to Mr. Rivers Wilson in the sense described ; and I trusted, I said, he Avas noAV 
convinced that his last information from Egypt, to the effect that Nuhar Pasha and 
M. de Blignieres had no objection to the appointment of an Italian, and that the opposi¬ 
tion came only^ from Mr. Fivers AA^ilson Avas erroneous. 

Count Matfei replied that he had never l)clicved it.

Memorandum by Mr. Rivers Wilson. 

'I’ME folloAving branches of the Administration have been mentioned as po.ssible 
additions to the hlinistry of Public Works in Egypt:— 

1. Railwavs. 

« 

2. Harbours, 

3. Lighthouses. 

4. The ATeercgal estates recently surrendered. 

1. No serious objection need be raised to placing the general control of the railways 
under tbe Ministry of Public AA'^orks, provided that the constitution and authority of the 
Board of Ailniinistrators, as defined bv the Decree of Novemher 1876, be maintained in 
their integrity. 

Tbe poAvcAs reserved to the Khedive would merely be transferred to the Mini.ster. 
'fhese powers coiAsist in the veto or sanctitAu of the nomination of the sujAcrior employes, 
ami of any modifications proposed in tbe ’Pariffs and in the regulations. A considerable 
concession would thus he made to tbe French, l)ecause prior to the Decree of November 
1876 the raihvays Avere subject to the Alinistiy of Finance, and under the late Mouffetish 
this control Avas complete and absolute. 

On the other hand no great inconvenience to English interests need be feared, as 
the Decree gives tAvo seats on the Board to English Directors, and only one to a 


frenchman, and the President is ahvays to be an Englishman. 

'Phe foreign Directors are appointed on the nomination (if they c 


choose to exercise 


their right) of the English and French Governments. OtberAvise the selection must be 
made from among the higher officials, civil or military, of the tAvo countries or of their 
great railway companie.s, either in actiA'c service or on the retired list. 

It must he observed that, as the Decree of November 1876 is ol the nature of a 
contract betAveen the Egyptian Government and the creditors, to whom the revenues ot 
the ruilAvays are idedged by the Decree, no further modification ot its terms could be 
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admitted tluiu a transfer of the Khedive’s powers to some other authority—a condition 
which becomes the necessary consequence of the altered position of the Viceroy as 
regards the administration of the country. 

2. [larliotirs .—Tlie Port of Ale.xandria is placed by the Decree of November 1870 
under the same Hoard, subject to the same conditions as the railways. 

It is muleiNtood tliat Her Majesty's Glovernment refuse to allow this port to be 
transferred to the French Minister, and that M. VVaddington allows the objection. 

As some Ministerial authority must, as In the case of the railways, replace the 
eontroliing power vested in the Khedive by the Decree, and as that authority is 
not to be that of the Minister of Public AVorks, tbe Minister of Finance must exerci.se 
the uecc-.-.ary control. 

The arrangement is illogical, but not necessarily inconvenient. Both ])orL and 
railways are Revenue Departments. Their economical management is important to the 
finance of the i-nuntry. Both branches are managed by the same Boanl, but the details 
of the management and the staffs are quite distinct. 

All the other harbours are placed, together with the lighthouses, under a separate 
Administration, which hitherto has worked under the direct authority of the Viceroy. 

These other harbours, not being of intercut to the Finance Minister, may properly 
go to the Minister of AVorks unless political objections arise. 

Such 1 canons appear to ajjply oidy to the Suez Canal harbours; but as these 
harbours are virtually in French hands already, a concession of them with all the 
others (always e.xcepting Ale.xandria) would not he attended with much risk or incon¬ 
venience. 

At the .same time, such an arrangement may hiirly be made as a concession, 
considering the great preponderance of Fnglish shipi)ing that frequents the Egyptian ports. 

3, Liylnhouncs. —A'hese are now under a joint management with the harbours (other 
than Alexandria), but with this dilference, that their administration is, under inter¬ 
national arrangement, subject to a certain control of the Con'.uls-Oeneral, to whom 
their accounts are rendered periodically. They arc managed by an English stall', at the 
head of which are two Pashas, both Engli.shmcn, one Admiral, the other a Post-Captain in 
the British Navy. Several of the subordinate olficials also are Engli.sl), amt the light¬ 
houses are in great measure manned by Englishmen. 

Of course English shipping pays the chief portion of the tolls. 

The good maintenance of the lights, and the regulation of the rate of toll arc 
matters of greater iuterc't to England than to any other country. 

These reasons point to the advanta.:e of maintaining the present Ivnglish manage¬ 
ment, which would ])robably disappear under a French Minister. 

Theie is an Fgyptian iAlinister of Marine, lie has little to do, and if absolutely 
nece.-isarv, the lights might be placed under him, but a prelerahle arrangement would 
probably be to h-ave the lighthou-^C'i as a separate Department, distinct from the barbours, 
but dependent generally on the Council of IMinistcrs, Such an arrangement would 
coiillict le.'.s with the intmnational character of the Administration. 

•1. Dd'ira Ldiid.s .—The Dairas Sanieh ami Khassa, or personal e.-itates of the Khedive, 
consisting of qS.glol acres, with an average tiet income of about 4.30,000/. a-year,_were 
mortgaged to the creditors in 1S77. 'fhey were to be managed by a Board consisting 
of an Englidunan, a Frenchman, and an Egyptian, subject to the general control of the 
Khedive, who retained the reversionary interest in the estates after the liual liquidation 
of the debt for which they were mortgaged. 

By his recent Declaration, the Khedive surrenders this reversionary right, and the 
freehold passes to the State. 

'I'he ^Ministerial control of these lauds (which has to be substituted for that of the 
Khedive) is not claimed for flu* Public Work'. Department, and would naturally tall to 
the Minister of Finance. 

'fhe Fdiiiihi Da'ird estates recently surrendered, consist of 431,913 acre.s, with an 
estimated rental of -1()0,(*4()/., together with house property producing 2i,n(}L a-year.^ 

The French Government a^k that in consideration of their renouncing their claim 
to the Port i)f Alexandria, these family DaTra estates should he placed luuler the 
Minister of Public AVorks. 

These estates aic to be the securily I'or the new loan, of which it is certain that 
the larger part will be subscribed in England, and it is not certain how tara krench 
controlling element would be attractive to intending contributors as likely to improve 
the value of the .security offered to them. 

xAccoialing to all i'luropean rule and precedent, these lands represent the linancial 
element of administration, and slioidd be under the control ot the Alinister of kinance. 
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1 here seem to be special reasons why in Egypt a power should not be placed in 
the hands of a Frenchman, who, although nominally an Egyptian functionary, will 
always be an Agent of French policy, by which he would be able to encourage a system 
ot hrench colonization, or the creation of great land boldings by means of French 
companies. 4 hat such a system falls within the area of French policy and French senti¬ 
ment, has already been sufliciently demonstrated by the attempt made on so large a 
scale to establi.shed krench settlements in the neighbourhood of the Sw^eet AVater Canal, 
and the tenacity with which the French clung to the privileges they had acquired there, 
and the reluctance with which they finally abandoned them. 

If, however, lor political reasons the pre.sent French pretension must be admitted, 
the result vyill be to have two sets of estates—one subject to tbe control of an English 
Finance Minister, the other under a French IVIinister of Public AForks. 'flic estates 
would probably be worked on different and rival systems, and endless complications 
would ensue, besides the certain increase of expense caused by a double Administration. 

Admitting, then, that the French claim is to be conceded, the solution would seem 
to be tound in a conjoint administration of the two classes of estates. 

It might be effected either by making the tw'o Ministers o^^'c/o members of the 
Board ol Administration or by having a Managing Board (with klngland and France 
equally leprescntcd), under the joint authoiity of the two Ministers, with appeal in cases 
of difference to tbe Council of Ministers. 

Bearing in mind, however, that these lands are essentially Revenue Departments, it 
would be a distinct concession to admit the Minister of Public AV^orks to a participation 
in their management. 

To resume, no grave inconvenience would .seem likely to be caused by a coiu'cssion 
to fhe Minister of Public AForks of— 

1. Railway.s, subject lo the conditions of the Decree of November 187<». 

2. Harbours (other than Alexandria). 

3. An ecpial share in the management of the whole of the Slate diomains, comprising 
about 917,000 acres.

NUI3AR PASHA called upon me yesterday morning and showed me a telegram 
he had received from Mr. Rivers Wilson, from which it appeared that Messrs, de Rothschild, 
before concluding a loan with the Egyptian Government, required a formal assurance 
that the property belonging to members of the Khedivial family had been legally 
ceded to the Government. 

In order to meet the desires of Messrs, de Rothschild, his Excellency said that he 
would send me an official note, inclosing a letter from the Cadi of Cairo, .stating that 
the formalities required by IMussulman law had been complied with, and that the Govern- 
menf had become the legal proprietoi-.^ of the ceded pro])erty. His Excellency 
requested me, as soon as I should receive his official note, to telegraph the Cadi’s letter 
to your Ijordship for communication to M. de Rothschild. 

Ju order that I might have no doubt as to the rerpiircments of the iMussulman law 
having been complied with, Nular Pasha retiuested me to send for Mr. Borg, Her 
Majesty's Acting Vice-Consul, whose long residence at ('airo and knowledge of the laws 
and customs of the country would enable him to judge whether the cession had been 
made in conformity with Mussulman law or not. 

On jSIr. Borg’s arrival .Nubar Pa‘-ha asked him whether such a letter as he proposed 
to obtain from the Cadi woidd, in his opinion, be siifficieul proof of the recpiiroment.s of 
the law ha\ing been complied with. Mr. Jiorg having replied in the affirmative, his 
Excellency begged him to call at the Ministry for Foreign Affairs in the afternoon 


ffir the purpose of seeing the letter in question, and, if necessary, of legalizing his 
Excellency’s signature to it. a t,

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As I was aware that negotiations were being carried on in London for raising a loan 
which Nubar Pasha had more than once told me was to be devoted to the payment of 
the floating debt as well as the coupon, 1 was r^trongly of opinion that it would be 
unadvisable to make any representation to his Excellency on the subject, at all events, 
until the result of the negotiations for the loan should be known, and 1 took an oppor¬ 
tunity of speaking to some of my colleagues in this sense before the meeting of the 
Consnlar Body took place. 

The meeting took place the day before yesterday, and it was unanimously admitted 
that, under the present circumstances, it was a matter of necessity for the Egyptian 
Government that the coupon should be paid. A proposal was, however, made that it 
would be advisable to forward the letter from the holders of sentences to Nubar Pasha, 
and to remind bis Excellency of the promises which bad been made by the Egyptian 
Government with regard to the payment of the floating debt. This proposal did not 
meet with the approval of the majority of my colleagues, several of whom had received 
assurances from Nubar Pasha similar to those which his Excellency had given me ; and 
it was decided, after some discussion, that wc should wait until it was known whether the 
Egyptian Government would be able to raise sufficient money to pay the floating debt, 
and that wc should hold another meeting, if necessary, as soon as we received definite 
information on the subject.

My Lord, Cairo, October 20, 1878. 

I HAVE the honour to inclose two copies of a Decree which has been published in 
the “INIoniteur Egyptien,” by which the Khedive, in accordance with the conclusions of 
the Report of the Commission of Inquiry, cedes to the State the property belonging to 
the various members of his family, and authorizes a loan to he raised which is to be 
guaranteed by the ceded property. 

At the request of Kubar Pasha, I had the honour to transmit to your Lordship 
yesterday by telegraph the text of this decree, for communication to Messrs. Rothschild. 

Notwithstanding the unconditional acceptance by the Khedive of the conclusions of 
the Report of the Commission of Inquiry, Nuhar Pacha has had great difficulty in 
inducing His Highness to fulfil his obligations Avith regard to the cession of the property. 
It was perhaps not unnatural that his Highness should demand assurances as to the 
amount of the civil list to be assigned to him in exchange for the ceded pro])crty, and 
there is no doubt that some of the members of his family made great opposition to the 
cession being made, but even after the amount of the Ci\'it List had been settled, His 
Highness still eagerly availed himself of every pretext his ingenuity could invent for 
delaying the cession of the property, and it Avas only on the 2Gth instant, and under 
very strong pressure from Nubar Pasha, that the formalities of the Mussulman law Avere 
complied Avith by the members of the family, and that His Highness signed the Decree 
which Avas published on the 28th instant. 

I am informed that the publication of the Decree has had a very good effect in 
allaying the anxiety Avhich Avas becoming general as to the result of the negotiations for 
a loan Avhich are being conducted by Mr. Rivers Wilson in London.

WITH reference to my dc.spatcli No. 374 of the 29th ultimo, I liave the honour to 
inclose a copy of a letter which has been addressed to Riaz Pasha by the Commissioners 
of the Public Debt, calling his Excellency’s attention to certain di.scroiiancies between 
the draft of Decree submitted to them and the Decree itself as published in the 
“ Moniteur Egyptien ” of the dSth ultimo. 

Nubar Pasha, to Avhom I have spoken on this subject, has told me that Avith regard 
to the ditierence in the amount of laml ceded, it Avould have been impossible for him to 
have obtained the formal cession Avithout making certain concessions, that the property 
absolutely ceded Avas sulficient to guarantee the loan Avhieh !Mr. Wilson Avas negotiating, 
and that the property still retained by the Kliedive and his family consisted principally 
of gardens round the various palaces. 

ll'ith regard to the amount of the revenue, Nubar Pasha said that it appeared from 
the calculations made by the Commission appointed to report upon the ceded property, 
that the revenues of the land abolutely ceded exceeded in 187G and in 1877 the amount 
of 422,420/. mentioned in the Decree. 

Nubar Pasha also pointed out that as in the preamble of the Decree the Khedive 
confirms his acceptance of the conclusions of the Heport of the Commi.ssion of Inquiry, 
the fact of the cession of a portion of the ])ro[)erty for tlie purpose of guaranteeing a 
loan Avill not relievo His Highne.ss from tlie obligations he has incurreJ. 

His Excellency added that if time had permitted he avouIiI certainly have submitted 
to the Commi.ssioners of the Publie Debt the alterations that it had been necessary to 
make in the Decree, but that he had only become aAvare of them at the last moment, 
and that any further delay in the publication of the Decree AAould have rendered it 
impossible for Mr. Wilson to raise the loan in time for Hie payment of the coupon on 
the Unified Debt aaIucIi is due to-day.

" THE day before yesterday the Italian Agent and Consul-General intormed me that 
he had received instructions from his Government to make a further communication to 
the Eo-yntian Government on the subject of the demand imt forward by the Italian 
Government that a post in the Egyptian Cabinet should be oll'ered to an Italian. M. de 
Martino told me that he had not yet been able to speak to Nubar Pasha, who was so 
much occiuiied that he had not been able to find time for an interview mi]x hiin. He 
had however, seen the Khedive, who had referred him to Nuhar Pasha. His Highness 
had added tliat, as the Government of the country had been entrusted to a responsible 

Ministry, he could not interfere himself in the matter. , . 

M. de Martino informed the Khedive that the Italian Government understood that 
his Highness was still the head of the Htatc, and that they could not admit that he 
could divest himself of the responsibility attaching to him in that capacity, 

I asked M. de Martino whether the Italian Government intended to refuse to 
recognize the new Egyptian Government, and he said that that would depend in a gieat 
measure upon the answer he should receive from Nubar Pasha. _ _ , 

This morning Nubar Pasha informed me that he had an interview with M. de 
Martino, who had'communicated to him a telegram he had n'ceived from his Government 
stating that your Lordship had informed General Menebrea that, although Her Majesty s 
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Government wonld not depart from the principle by which they had been guided to 
leave complete liberty of action to the Egyptian Government, you would be glad to see 

Italy satisfied, and would not fail to express your sympathy with the iust demand of the 
Italian Government. 

The telegram also stated that Mr. Wilson was well disposed towards Italy, and that 
therefore the whole responsibility of a refusal would fall upon the Egyptian Government, 
of which it was impossible to foresee the consequences, i\I. de Martino was consequently 
instructed to bring the matter again to the attention of the Khedive and of Nubar 
Pasha, pnd to point out that the future attitude ot Italy towards Egypt would depend on 
the decision which the Egyptian Government should arriv'e at. 

M. de Martino observed that the demand of the Italian Government had been made 
at the instigation of Nubar Pasha himself, who had stated that, if he were oblif^'ed to 

consent to the apiiointment ot a Frenchman, he would have no objection to the aimoint- 
inent of an Italian also, 

^ Nubai Pasha denied that he had ever used language nhich could be interpreted as 
an invitation to the Italian Government to put forward a claim to a post in the Egyptian 
Ministry, all ho had said was that, it the negotiations which had been carried on at 
Paris resulted in his being obliged to accept a French iMinister at the dictation of the 
krench Government, Ins i\linistry would become an international one, and other Power.^ 
would have a right to be represented in it. As it was, however, the arrangement made 
in Paris seemed his libcitj of action, and he denied that the Italian Government had 
any right to claim tliat a post should be offered to an Italian. Nubar Pasha added that 
as he hoped that both IMr. Wilson and !M. de Blignieres would arrive in Egypt before 
long, he must request ]\I. de Martino to wait until after the arrival of these two gentle¬ 
men, in order that his Excellency might have an opportunity of consulting the whole 
Council ot JMinisters before giving a final reply to the Italian Government. 

His Excellency did not conceal from j\l, de JMartino that his personal opinion uas 
adverse to the appointment of an Italian, which would give an international character to 
the Egyptian Government; but he said tliat tlie question was one that he was unable to 
decide without consulting all his colleagues.

The appointment 
of an Italian, however, would merely have the effect of giving an international character 
to the Government without any counterbalancing advantage, and would not he subject 
to the arrangement made at Paris, which contemplates the possibility ot the reino\al of 
one of the foreign Alinisters subject to the re-establishment ot the contiol. 

Nubar Pasha added that although the Khedive agreed with what he said, he could 
see that His Highness was still leaning towards the appointment of an Italian. 

I asked Nubar Pasha whether he bad any information as to the intcntions_ oi the 
Austrian Government, as I understood that they intended to put forward a

with the house of Alessrs. Rothschild in Paris, has proposed to Her Majesty s_ Govern¬ 
ment that the Daira lands recently surrendered by the latmly ol the A iceroy which are to 
be hypothecated in .security for the proposed Fgyptian J^oan shall be managed by three 
persons, one of whom shall he an Egyptian, and the other two shall be nominated one 
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by the English, one by the French Government, and that the rents of the said lands 
Shall be collected and remitted to Alessrs. Rothschild, so far as they may be required to 
keep tlown the interest on the loan and supply the sinking fund. 

Hei Majesty s Government have assented to this arrangement, but they do not 

accept any liability to pay, in any contingency, the interest on this loan. They under- 

take the nomination of one of the managers in order to provide to the creditors a 

security that the person so nominated shall not be divested of his functions without their 
previous consent. 

In making this communication to your Excellency, I have been instructed to draw 

youi Excellency s attention to the sentence immediately preceding this. In thus far 

inlciposing o a.ssist the conclusion ol the Egyptian Loan, Her Alajesty’s Government 

understand themselves to be authorized by the Egypiian Government, to assume that 

the Agent nominated by them will not be divested of his functions without their 
consent.

I HAVE tlie honour to inclose the monthly statement of the Commissioners of the 
Public Debt which was published in the “ Moniteur Egyptian ” on the 2nd instant, 
accompanied by the text of the correspondence which has passed between Mr. Wilson, 
the Egyptian Minister of Finance, and the Commissioners, on the subject of the 
temporary suspension of the arrangement contained in the Decree of the 18th November, 
1876, for the sinking fund. 

The amount which had to be provided by the Ministry of Finance towards the 
payment of the coupon of the Unified Debt on the 1st instant out of the proceeds of 
the loan which has recently been concluded in London was, in round numbers, 1,260,000/., 
the sums received by the Commissioners having fallen short to that extent of the amount 
required to pay the interest on the debt without any provision being made for the 
sinking fund. 

A sum of 277,000/. was taken from the funds in the bands of the Commissioners 
in order to complete the payment of the coupon on the Privileged Debt of the 15th ultimo, 
and the damage caused by the excessive inundations of the Nile had rendered it 
impossible to collect as much money as was anticipated in the provinces. 

The receipts from the railways from the 15th to the 31st October amounted 
to 20,011/.

conviction that he was justified by the interests of his country in doing so), had put 
forward the claim of Italy to have an equal share with England and France in the 
aclministnition of Egypt, there was_ a general feeling of relief throughout all political 
spheres that Italy was aljoiit to reirieve her diplomatic position, and to fall back into her 
trmhtional policy of a.ssociating herself with the AFcstern Powers in questions where her 
interests were ( ccply concerned. Great had been the disappointment of the Italian 
Goycinmcnt at the coldness or opposition with which their pietcnsions had been received 
by the Governments of Lngland and France. A distinction. Count Maffei said, had 
cei am} o be made between the manner in which your Lordship had ahvays spoken, 
and that of M. A\ addington. It was only due to your Lordship to say that your languao-e 
had always been much more friendly, to the effect, namely, that if it suited the Khedive 
and JNubar Jasha to take an Italian, there would be no objection on the part of Her 
Majesty s Goverument whereas M. AVaddington had, after several attempts to evade the 
question, at last told General Cialdini in the crudest, driest terms, that it did not 
suit the Ircnch Government that an Italian should form part of the Egyptian Admi- 
nisti'ation, and that they would oppose it. It ivas true that of late this tone had been 
modified, and the Irench IMinister had expressed himself in the same sense as your 
Lordship But It lyas now known that the efforts of the Italian Government had failed 
or were about to fail, and they were being attacked in the press for the further humiliation 
which then incompetent direction of foreign policy was bringing on the country. AVhat 
would it be when it was known that their demand had been finally rejected ? Italy would 
at all events lose all her inllucuce, prestige, and consideration in Egypt. 

•41 " present moment isolated, and the Government would be rciiroached 

with this. J heir desire w'as to draw closer their relations w ith the AVestern Powers 
especially with England, with whom they considered they had the .same interests in all 
questions relating to the East. In Egypt, if the desire of the Italian Government were 
now' acceded to, their co-operation would be assured to England, and Count Alatfei 
evidently intended it to be understood that this co-operation would be extended to all 
other questions in the East. But of late, he said, there had been no confidential 
exchange of ideas on subjects of interest to the two Powers .... and if, as was 

now to be foreseen, her ju.st pretensions in Egypt were disregarded, there might be a 
change in her foreign policy. 

^ fo Count Maffei, I did not conceal from him that, in my opinion, if the 

Italian Government now found itself in a disagreeable position, as regards the Egyptian 
(lue.stion, it was entirely ot its own creation. AVhy, I asked, had they made a national 
affair of it. Ihis had certainly not been done by the English Government, 1 repeated 
as 1 had told him in a previous interview, that Mr. Rivers Wilson was not in the Egyptian 
Government as the Representative ot Her Majesty’s Government, but simply because the 
Khedive and Nubar Pasha had selected him as an able financier, whom they thouflit 
capable ot bringing some sort of order into Egyptian finances. Her Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment had had no part whatever in his nomination, beyond giving him the solicited 
permission to serve. Nothing could be more simple, and 1 must at the same time add 
more friendly as regards Italy, than the line which your Lordship had taken throughout 
this affair. It was again repeated in the telegram ivliich 1 had just read to him, and 
which I again read. From the principles therein laid down, and hitherto consistently 
[!«?] 5 I 
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followed, it would be more than ever difficult for Her Majesty’s Government to depart, 
now that there was another Power in the field with a candidate for a post in the Egyptian 
Ministry. I was sure Count ^lafl'ei would understand that Her Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment could not consent to interfere for an Italian, and refuse to do so for an Austrian, 
H<‘r IMajesty's Government would, therefore, be bringing about a state of things, viz., an 
International Government in Egypt, against which they had set their faces from the 
beginning. 

As regarded the change in the foreign policy of Italy, of which Count Maffci had 
spoken, as a possible consequence of Italian pretensions in Egypt not being complied 
with, I asked Count Maffei whether this was to be understood as referring to their policy 
towards Egypt, or to their general policy. He said it applied to both. If there were an 
Italian in the Egyptian Ministry, the Italian Government and nation Avould have confidence 
in the acts of the Administration; if there were not, the Italian Government might 
perhaps be under the necessity, in the interests of Italian bondholders, &,c., to question 
the decisions of the Egyptian Government. 

In general policy, he hinted that the Italian Government might be compelled, 
contrary to their inclination, to lean more on other Powers than on England and 
France. 


I replied that 1 could not believe that any Italian Government would be so ill- 
advised as simply out of pique to take any course either in regard to Egypt or in general 
foreign policy, at variance with the real interests of their country; and, in the most friendly 
term.s, i called his attention to the consequences which might follow from Italy’s placing 
herself in opposition to England, or English policy. I assured Count Mafei of the 
pleasure with which I heard him express the desire of the Italian Government for the 
most cordial relations with England; but, at the same time, I could not help reminding him 
that the same language had frequently been used to me before, but that 1 had had occasion 
to remark that, whenever it came to any particular point, we had not found the acts of the 
Italian Government correspond with their expressions, and I gave several instances. I 
assured him, nevertheless, that there was no country for whom we had a greater sympathy 
than for Italy, nor one with whom we desired more to cultivate the best relations, or in 
whose welfare and prosperity we took a deeper interest, observing, at the same time, 
that if it was ready the wish of the Italian Government to place these relations on a more 
intimate footing, and they thought tit to take the initiative in doing so, I was convinced 
they would meet with the most attentive consideration on the part of Her Majesty’.s 
Government. 


As in the lengthened absence of Signor Cairoli Count Maffei must be considered as 
the authorized exponent of the views of the Cabinet in regard to foreign affairs, and as, 
moreover, it is impossible to suppose that he would have spoken to me as he did without 
a knowledge that he was speaking the sentiments of the ISIinistry, I thought it my duty 
to add the paragraph marked Contidential in the telegram I had the honour to address to 
your Lordship yesterday evening.

My Lord, Paris, November 22, 1878, 

TOijK Lordship’s despatch No. 752 of the 13tb instant respecting tlie proposed 
suspension of the Contr61e i of the Egyptian finances, concludes with the following 
sentence:— 

“ It must be borne in mind that by the Decree of 1876 power was reserved by the 
English and French Governments to nominate the Controllers.” 

The sentence was embodied in the note which I addressed to M. Waddington, in 
conformity with your Lordship’s instructions on the 1.5th instant; and his Excellency 
asked me verbally, the day before yesterday, to suggest to your Lordship that it was not 
literally correct. 

He proceeded to show me the text of the 14th Article of the Khedive’s Decree of 
the 18th November, 1876. 

The first paragraph of this Article runs as follows :—

ferons choix,^ nous nous adresserons officieuseinent aux Gouvernements Anglais et

I observed to M. Waddington that the sentence to which he objected appeared to 
me to be substantially accurate. The circumlocution in the Article was, I said, .simply 
a formality introduced to save the dignity of the Khedive, while the meaning clearly 
was that the persons to be appointed were to be designated by the British and French 
Governments respectively. 

M. Waddington answered that he fully admitted this, but that it might be neces¬ 
sary in certan circumstances, to be jrerfectly accurate in form as well as in .sub.stance in 
this matter. The designation of the persons to be appointed did indeed, he said, belong 
virtually lo France and England, but the formal appointment of them rested with the 
Khedive. 

I replied that of course as he wished me to mention the matter to your Lordship, 
I should not fail to do so.

ON the 15th instant the Italian Agent and Consul-General called upon me and told 
me that he had come, by order of his Government, to speak to me on the subject of the 
language he had used to the Egyptian Government with respect to the demand for an 
Italian Minister, which your Lordslnp considered to he of a menacing character, and with 
regard to which the Italian Ambassador in London had reported to his Government that 
your Lordship had addressed a telegram to me. 

M. de Martino said that in all his communications with the Egyptian Government he 
had strictly adhered to the language of the instructions he had received from his 
Government, which could not he considered to he of a menacing character. He added 
that he had invariably communicated to Nuhar Pasha the substance of the instructions he 
had received, and that therefore it would have been impossible for him to have used 
language which would not have been warranted by those instructions. 

I told M. de Martino that 1 certainlv did not understand that he had exceeded his 
instructions, and that I should regret if your Lordship should have gathered from my 
despatches that he had done so. But I poinred out to him that I undersood that he had 
told Nuhar Pasha that “ it would he impossible to foresee the consequences of a refusal,” 
and that the future attitude of Italy towards Egypt would depend on the decision which 
the Egyptian Government should arrive at,” and 1 thought that your Lordship might 
consider such language to he of a menacing character. 

M. de Martino said that it v/as evident that if the Egyptian Government refused to 
accede to the demand of the Italian Government it would he impossible that the same 
friendly attitude on the part of Italy towards Egypt should he maintained, and that he 
could not suppose that your Lordship considered the above language, which he had been 
instructed to use, as a menace. His Government evidently did not consider it in that 
light, and he begged me to explain the matter to your Lordship. 

1 had, accordingly, the honour to address to your Lordship my telegram of the 
15th instant. 

I have since had a conversation with Nuhar Pasha on the subject. His Excellency 
told me that IM. de Martino, in communicating to him the instructions of his Government, 
advocated the appointment of an Italian Minister, on the grounds that the presence of an 
Italian w'ould be an element of strength to a Government of which a Ifrenchman and an 
Englishman were members. Plis Excellency added that M. de Martino would have been 
warranted by his instructions in using stronger language than he had done in his 
conversations with him.

Sir, Foreign Office, December 2, 1878. 

BEFOEB this despatch will have reached you the Cabinet, which has recently been 
formed by Nuhar Pasha, including the British and French members whom he has invited 
to join it, will have assembled at Cairo. 

In the opinion of Her Majesty’s Government, a very grave responsibility will rest with 
his Highness the Khedive for the success or the failure of the new regime, especially as 
regards the collection of the taxes. 

Rumours have already reached Her Jlajcsty’s Government which, if well founded, 
might cause them to apprehend that, under cover of the interference of foreign Govern¬ 
ments, attempts will he made in high quarters to throw off all responsibility, a state of 
things that would soon be understood throughout the country generally. 

It is essential to the successful working of the scheme for the government of Egypt, 
as devised by Nuhar Pasha, that the taxes shall he equitably apportioned and collected, 
as well as paid with punctuality and in full. 

By no other system can the Egyptian Government obtain the means to meet the 
claims of its creditors, and a failure on the part of those in whose hands has been placed 
the administration of the country to be guided by these principles must inevitably give a 
fatal blow to the reviving credit of Egypt, and would cause a depreciation of all Egyptian 
securities. 

Her Majesty’s Government have full confidence in the resources of the country, and 
entertain no doubts as to the result of the new system, if it is only allowed to have a fair 
trial. 

But if it be opposed by those in power, or should they even show a disposition to 
throw discredit upon it, the difficulties of Nubar Pasha and his advisers will he enormously 
increased, and the responsibility for their failure will involve its promoters in the 
disastrous consequences that must result. 

Both the British and the French Governments earnestly desire to see the establish¬ 
ment of a stable Government and a sound Administration in Egypt, and they rely upon 
steady support being given on the part of His Highness the Khedive to the endeavours of 
Nuhar Pasha and his Cabinet to re-ostablish the financial credit of the country. Such a 
result cannot but strengthen the position of His Highness and of his dynasty; hut it 
should be borne in mind that their position may become seriously compromised should a 
contrary course be adopted. 

I have to instruct you to lake an early opportunity of speaking to His Highness in 
the sense of this despatch. 

IM. Godeaux, who replaces M. de jMichcl as French Rei)resentative in Egypt, will 
receive instructions for his guidance from jM. Waddington of a similar character, and I 
should wish you to communicate freely with him on all matters relating to the financial 
administration of Egypt where the interests of both Governments are equally concerned.

Lord Lyons to the Marquis of Salisbury.—(Received December 7.) 

(No. 983. Confidential.) 

My Lord, Paris, December 5, 1878. 

MR. VIVIAN passed through Paris yesterday on his way to his post in Egypt, and, 
at my suggestion, called with me upon M. AVaddington in the afternoon. 

Mr. Vivian said to M. Waddington that your Lordship’s instructions enjoined 
him to act cordially and loyally in concert with his French colleague, and he added that 
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his OAvn feelings and convictions were entirely in accordance with these instructions. In 
fact, he could, he said, assure M. Waddington that he was prepared to treat his 
French colleague with the utmost frankness, and that he felt very strongly that the suc¬ 
cess of the experiment which was about to be tried in Egypt could be obtained only by 
complete unity of action on the part of the Diplomatic Agents of France and England. 

M. Waddington answered that it was especially Avith a view to promoting union 
and cordiality between the Representatives of France and England that he had made 
choice of M. Godeaux, the newly appointed French Agent and Consul-General in 
Egypt. M. Godeaux was, he said, an excellent Consular officer, of a calm and con¬ 
ciliatory disposition, quite free from any previous connection with Egypt and Egyptian 
parties, and well inclined to coniine himself to his proper duties, and not to raise 
unnecessary political questions. In fact, it was, M. Waddington said, to bo 
expected that, under the new system of administration in Egypt, the political functions 
of the British and French Agents Avould fall very much into abeyance. 

Mr. Vivian pointed out that a question might possibly arise very soon, in which it 
would be necessary that the political influence of the two Agents should be strenuously 
exerted, and in which it Avould be particularly important that they should act together. 
The Khedive might not be very desirous that the new system should work successfully. 
His Highness might affect to throw off all responsibility, and, under colour of abstaining 
from interference, might in fact thwart and discredit the new Cabinet. It might be very 
necessary for the English and French Agents to make His Highness aware that their 
Governments expected from him a real and steady support of his Ministers, and could not 
but hold him accountable if the new system failed for want of that support. 

M. Waddington said that nothing should be wanting on his part to ensure the 
new system’s having a fair trial, and that his instructions to M. Godeaux provided 
for his acting in full concert Avith Mr. Vivian in all circumstances in wliich the success of 
that system Avas involved. 

I took the opportunity of asking M. Waddington whether he had definitively 
chosen the French member of the Commission for the management of the newly ceded 
Daira lands. 

M. Waddington answered that the appointment had been offered to M. Bouteron, 
the Head of the Section of Country Roads {‘^ Chemins Vicinaux ”) in the Department of 
the Interior, and had been accepted by that gentleman. M. Bouteron Avas, M. Wadding¬ 
ton observed, possessed of considerable experience in the administration of these roads 
and similar matters, and Avas accustomed to superintending the system of accounts 
relating to them, and he Avould be found to be very Avell qualified to take part in the 
management of the Daira lands. 

M. Waddington had, if I understood him rightly, already authorized M. de Blignidres 
to mention the selection ofM. Bouteron to Hubar Pasha. 

He proceeded to speak of the form in Avhich the actual appointment of M. Bouteron 
and his English colleague should be made. 

Mr. Vivian said he had reason to believe that Nubar Pasha considered that the tAvo 
Commissioners should be nominated by their OAvn Governments; but that the formal 
appointment of theni should rest Avith the Egyptian Government. Mr. Vi'/ian expressed an 
opinion in favour of proceeding in this Avay, or, at all events, of consulting in some 
manner the Egyptian Government on the persons selected. He observed that otherwise 
there might be some danger of that Government attributing any Avant of success in 
managing the lands to the fact of tAvo foreigners having been forced upon it Avithout 
an opportunity having been given to it even to make any observations on the appoint¬ 
ments. 

M. Waddington observed that the Avord he had ahvays used Avith regard to the 
action of the French Government in the matter Avas “ designer ” (designate), and that 
this word \Aas quite compatible Avith Hubar Pasha’s interpretation. He could not, how¬ 
ever, admit that in point of fact the selection should not rest entirely Avith himself He 
felt a considerable responsibility toAvards the contractor for the loan that was guaranteed 
by the lands in question, and, moreover, he could not allow anything to impair the 
engagement that the Commissioners Avere not to be removed Avithout the consent of 
their respective Governments. 

He concluded by begging me to ask your Lordship to favour him Avith your opinion 
as to the form in Avhich the appointments should be made.

I hat, by the Avord ^‘nominated,” your Lordship meant to reserve to the British 
Government absolute selection, Avhile leaving to the Khedive the form of bestoAA’al of the 
office of management; 

2ndly. 'J hat your Lordship’s meaning Avas that the Commissioner so nominated 
should not be divested of his functions Avithout the previous assent of the British 
Government.

THE Decree which was signed by the Khedive on the 20th October last contains no 
clause providing that the English and French Commissioners, who are to constitute 
together with an Egyptian the Board of Management for the Dai'ra lands, shall not be 
removed without the consent of the British and h>ench Governments respectively. 

I have instructed you by telegraph this day to call Mr. Rivers Wilson’s attention to 
this fact. You will remind him that I drafted my despatch to Lord Lyons, No. 706 of the 
24th October, which constitutes the engagement to the Public of Her Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment in his presence, and you will express the hope that you may receive immediately for 
transmission to me a diplomatic engagement given by the Egyptian Government and 
drawn up in the terras of my despatch to Lord Lyons. 

You will report to me immediately that you receive this assurance, which it is desirable 
should be given without delay, as questions may be asked in Parliament which would 
seriously affect Egyptian credit if they cannot be answered satisfactorily.

My Lord, Cairo, December 7, 1878. 

I HAVE the honour to report that a further letter has been addressed to 
M. de Martino on behalf of the holders of judgments against the Egyptian Government, 
renewing the protest contained in the letter addressed to him on the 25th October last, 
copy of which I had tlie honour to inclose in my despatch No. 372, Political, of the 28th 
of that month, and requesting the Consular Body to insist upon the payment of the 
sentences by the Egyptian Government. 

A meeting of the Consular Body was held yesterday to discuss the steps which it 
might be advisable to tabe with reference to this matter, 

A proposal was made that a note should be addressed to the Egyptian Government, 
requesting them to furnish the Consular Body with information as to the arrangements 
that might be contemplated with regard to the payment of these debts. It ivas agreed 
that the Consular Body, in the interests of the subjects of the States they represented, had 
a right to rcciuest to be furnished with such information. 

I thought it right to oppose this proposal on the ground that anything in the shape of 
a collective note from the Representatives of the Powers would be an indication on their 
part of distrust in the new Egyptian Government which we had, so far, no reason to 
express. 1 pointed out that progress had been made in carrying out the conclusions of 
the Report of the Committee of Inquiry. The new Government had been formed, the 
lands belonging to the family of the Khedive had been given up, and the loan which was 
to be applied in covering the deficits in the budgets and to paying the debts had been 
raised. If the former state of things had continued to exist, and we had to look to the 
Khedive for the distribution of the new loan, I thought that the Consular Body would have 
been fully justified in obtaining assurances tb.at the money should be applied to the 
purposes for which it had been raised, but as a new state of things had been brought 
about, I did not think we should take any action which might be interpreted as expressing 
distrust of the new Government. 

A. proposal was then made that one of the Consuls-Gencral should be authorized by 
his colleagues to speak to Mr. Wilson on the subject, and to request him to state the 
measures which he proposed to adopt with regard to the payment of the judgment holders, 
to which I observed that Mr. Wilson had only been a week in Cairo, and probably had 
not yet had time to decide iqjon the measures he would have to take, and I said the 
objections 1 had raised ajjplied to any collective action on the part of the Consuls-Gcneral, 
whether vei’bal or in writing.

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It was finally decided that no action should be taken for the present, and that a 
further meeting of the Consular Body should take place in about a fortnight’s time.

THE question of the terms in which the Decree suspending the functions of the Con- 
trollcns-General is to be drawn u[) has been engaging the attention of the Egyptian 
Government, and has given rise to a difference of opinion between Mr. Rivers Mfflson and 
his French colleague, which threatened to disturb the harmony which it is so essential 
should prevail in the new' Cabinet. 

Before the arrival of Mr. Wilson, M. dc Blignicres had drawn up a draft of a Decree, 
and also of a letter to be addressed to the Khedive, copies of w'hich I have the honour to 
transmit herewith to your Lordship. 

Your Lordship will perceive that this Decree docs not confine itself to providing for 
the suspension of the functions of the Controllers-Gcneral, but creates a new Commission 
of Audit ('‘* Controle ”), to be composed of the Commissioners of the Public Debt. 

To this Mr. Wilson, although admitting the necessity of the establishment of an 
independent audit, objected, on the ground that he was not prepared to agree to an 
arrangement by which he would be bound to the French system of audit, whicli he might 
find later would not be compatible with his system of accounts, and which would subject 
the suspension of the “ Controle ” to a condition not contem|)lated by the arrangement 
come to in Paris. He therefore objected to the terms of the Decree, and proposed to limit 
it to the suspension of the functions of the Controllers-Gencral, and he succeeded eventually 
in obtaining the consent of the Council of Ministers to a draft Decree drawn up in that 
sense, and to considerable modifications being made in the letter to be addressed to the 
Khedive on the subject. 

As, liowever, the Decree of the 18th November, 1876, under which the Controllers 
were appointed, is regarded as a contract between the Egyptian Government and the 
creditors, no modification of its terms can properly be made without the consent of the 
Commissioners of the Public Debt, as representatives of the creditors, and, in order to obtain 
their consent and secure their co-operation in the new Administration, Mr. Wilson has 
agreed to a proposal that has been made, that the Commissioners should delegate one of 
their number to undertake the duties of Auditor-General. Mr. Wilson has explained the 
manner in w hich he thinks these duties should be carried out, and the proposal is now 
being considered by the Commissioners, who, there is reason to believe, wdll agree to it on 
the grounds that the proposed arrangement affords an equal, if not a superior guarantee, to 
the creditors to that established by the Decree of November 1876.

I HAD some conversation this evening with Baron Schwcgel, on the subject of the 
new Egyptian Ministr), respecting which, he said, there had been some misapprehension 
owing to Count Deyin not having quite accurately represented the arrangement that had 
been made. The matter had been cleared up, and the Imperial Government were now 
perfectly satisfied that there should be an English and a French member of the Egyptian 
Ministry instead of the two Controllers of the Finances. If, however, an Italian was to be 
introduced into the Government, as there had not previously been an Italian Controllor of 
the Finances, the Austrian Government would tlicn expect that one ot their subjects should 
at the same time be admitted on equal terms, although they were in no respect favourable 
to the formation of an International Administration, to which such an arrangement would 
amount.

one member respectively, that the two Governments being willing to comply with this

Her Majesty’s Government further think that some declaration should be added to the 
effect that these designations were made on the understanding that if the gentlemen so 
named should bo accepted by the Egyptian Government and appointed by it, they should 
not subsequently be removed without the assent of the Government by which they were 
named.

ment that the Egyptian Government accept this condition, I saw Nubar Pasha and 
Mr. Rivers Wilson upon the subject. 

Nubar Pasha shcAved me, by a comparison of dates, that as the condition in question 
was made subsequently to the promulgation of the Decree, it could not possibly have 
been embodied in it, but he assured me that the Egyptian Government unreservedly accept 
this and all the other conditions specified in Mr. Lascelles’ letter of the 2nd November 
last, of which a copy was inclosed in his despatch No. 379 of the same date, and his 
Excellency pledged himself to send me an official assurance to this effect to-morrow.

Mr, Vivian to the Marquis of Salisbury.—(Received December 22.)

My Lord, Cairo, December 14, 1878. 

1 HAVE just time, before the mail goes, to give your Lordship a hasty sketch of my 
first impressions of the progress of affairs in Egyid, as derived from my conversations with 
the Khedive, with Nubar Pasha, Mr. Rivers Wilson, and others. 

On the night of rny arrival in Egyjit, at a ball at the Palace, I had an opportunity to 
tell the Khedive that both the French and English Governments were watching the new 
administrative reforms in Egypt with great interest, that they were determined the scheme 
.should have fair play, and that any intrigues or attempts to thwart the new Government, or 
to throw difficulties in their path, would recod on the heads of their promoters, 1 also 
pointed out to him that he was more interested than any one else in promoting the success 
of an experiment upon which the future of Egy[)t so much depends, and that he ought, 
therefore, to aid it in every way in his power. 

He positively assured me that he liad done so, saying that tbe sacrifices he had made 
were the most practical proof of his sincerity. He could not thrust his advice or assistance 
unasked upon his Ministers, but whenever they chose to consult him he was ready to place 
his advice, or any assistance he could give them, unreservedly at their dispo.sal. 

I find Nubar Pasha sanguine and confident of the success of his scheme; the chief 
difficultv he foresees is the immediate financial straits of tbe Government, which have been 
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increased by the serious losses arising from the inundations, and the consequent difficulty 
in getting in the taxes; but he is strongly of opinion that, while payment of the legal taxes 
should be rigorously enforced at the proper season, no pressure, however severe, should 
induce the Government to have recourse to the old cruel expedients of exacting the 
payment of the taxes before the harvest season, and compelling the peasantry to sell 
their growing crops at ruinously low prices, or to borrow money from usurers in order 
pay their taxes in advance. He had always said that Egypt, under a good adminis¬ 
tration, could pay her way and meet her engagements; he secs no reason to change 
his opinion, but good administration implied putting an end to crying abuses, and he 
felt convinced that the honourable men lent to Egypt by England and France, as her 
Minia'evs, ought not to connive at the perpetuation of such abuses as had existed 
under the personal rule of the Khedive, evem in the most pressing financial straits. 

He as>uics me that tlie Khedive lost his power and prestige with his property, and 
that he is now comparatively powerless, either for good or for evil. He told me that 
when His Highness had attempted to throw difficulties and obstacles in his path, he had 
ascertained that the Ulemas were quite prepared to pronounce his deposition, and that the 
country was ripe for it. Nubar professes not to care for the Khedive’s active co-operation, 
which, he thinks, could under no circumstances he loyal or sincere; all he requires is 
that His Highness shall not actively intrigue against him, and to this extent he would be 
glad of the support of any warning I might be authorized to give His Highness. 

Mr. Rivers Wilson thinks (and I agree with bin)) that Nubar is inclined to over¬ 
estimate his own strength, or rather to underrate the power and influence of the Khedive, 
which, however much on the wane, is still a very important factor in Egypt, which must 
be taken into calculation; and Mr. Wilson asks for more than a passive attitude on His 
Highness’ part, and that he should loyally and cordially co-operate with his Ministers in 
promoting the success of the new administrative scheme; the instructions that I have just 
received from your Lordship upon this point are thcrclbrc well-timed, and will be a 
useful support to the Ministry. 

I regret to say that Chcrif Pasha, who is by high birth, position, and character, one 
of the most powerful men in the country, holds aloof from the new Ministry, and declines 
to associate himself with it, partly from his strong personal dislike for Nubar, and partly 
smarting from a sense of ill-treatment at the hands of the Couunissionors of Inquiry, who 
insisted upon his appearing before them in person—a demand which led to his resignation 
of office. 

Cherif Pasha is the chief representative of the old Turkish party in Egypt, and 
having held the highest oflices in the State, deservedly enjoys very great consideration in 
the country, and so long as he holds aloof from the new INIinistry he will be a tower of 
strength to malcontents and a thorn in the sides of the Ministry, although he is incapable 
of stooping to intrigues. Mr. Rivers Wilson agrees with me that it would be well to 
conciliate him by the offer of a post in the Cabinet; but I doubt if be will consent to 
serve under Nubar Pasha, for whom, as an Armenian, he professes a jjrofound contempt, 
and for whom he entertains besides a strong personal dislike. 

There has been a certain amount of friction in getting the Government machine to 
work between the English and French members of the Cabinet, uhicb, 1 am glad to say, has 
been ainicablv smoothed over. 

M. de Blignieres desired to substitute for the .susjicnded Control a Department of 
Audit conqiosed of the Commissioners of the Caissc, upon the model of the French Cour 
Ofcs Coinples, and in Mr. Rivers Wilson’s absence he drew up a project accordingly. 
Mr, Wilson objected to the proposal, and thought that M. dc Blignieres was trenching 
upon tlie proper attributes of his Department; but in the end the difficulty has been 
happily compromised by the Cabinet agreeing to the appointment of an Auditor-General 
on the English pattern, and they have selected M. Baravelli, the Italian Commissioner of 
the Caisse, for this imjjortant post, which will probably be an acceptable sop to the Italian 
Government, and go far to satisfy their demand to be represented in the Egyptian 
Government. 

I have reason to believe that the Austrian Government would never have thought of 
putting forward a similar demand to that of the Italians, had they not been erroneously 
led to believe, by the Acting Austrian Agent, that the Commission of the Caissc, upon 
which Austria is officially represented, was to he abolished. My Austrian colleague has 
now explained the misconception to his Government, and has strongly dissuaded them 
from press-ing any such demand. 

The (luestion of the prolongation of the labours of the Commission of Inquiry is 
being discussed, and there seems to be a inajoiity in favour of its completing the inquiry 
into the real resources of the country. I am strongly of opinion that this is the right 
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course, and that the creditors would not he satisfied with any Report, upon which their 
interests so much depend, from a less impartial source. 

I have thus given your Lordship a rough sketch of my impressions of the progress of 
the new order of things in Egypt. It is too early to pronounce a confident opinion upon 
the chances of its stability; but the only dangers I foresee are the immediate difficulty of 
getting sufficient money to make a fair start, which may create discouragement and 
impatience; overweening confidence or ambition on the part of Nubar Pasha; disunion or 
jealousy between the French and English members of the Cabinet, or between me and my 
French" colleague, of which the enemies of the new order of things would not be slow to 
profit; but 1 believe T can answer for Mr. Rivers Wilson and for myself that we will take 
every precaution to guard against this danger. 

My French colleague, M. Godcaux, arrived in Egypt by the same steamer as I did, 
and seems a moderate, sensible man. I have assured' him of my strong desire, prompted 
both by my instructions and by my own convictions, that ws should co-operate loyally and 
cordially, and communicate freely and frankly on all matters relating to the financial 
administration of Egypt, in which our two countries are equally interested.

^ THE Khedive having fixed this morning for my official reception on my return to 

E^ypt, 1 took the opportunity to carry out the instructions conveyed to me m your Lord- 

ship’s despatch No. 229 of the 2nd instant, by making the following communication to His 

Highness.^ previously informed Nubar Pasha, Mr. Rivers Wilson, and my French colleague 
of the language I had been instructed to hold, and they all concurred in it. M. Godeaux 
said that it was in entire accordance with his own general instructions. 

I said 1 had been instructed to inform His Highness that_ .-of 
Her Majesty’s Government were watching the new scheme of Administrative Reform 

in Egypt with great interest. . , tt. tt- t r ..u 

That, ill their opinion, a grave responsibility rested with His Ilighucss foi the success 

or failure of the new^ scheme. 1 u 11 u 

That a primary condition of its successful working was, that the legal taxes should be 

equitably apportioned and collected, and paid punctually, and in full. In no other way 

could the Egyptian Government find means to meet its engagements, and any iailure to be 

guided by this principle must inevitably deal a fatal blow to the reviving credit of Egypt, 

and cause a depreciation of all Egyptian securities. ^ r r' ^ 

That Her Majesty’s Government had every confidence in the resources ot lijgypt, ana 

in the successful working of the new system, if it were only allowed a fair tnal; but if it 
were opposed by those in iiowcr, or if they showed any disposition to discredit it, the diffi¬ 
culties of the new Administration would be enormously increased, and any responsibility 
for their failure would involve its authors (whoever they might be) m the disastrous 

consequences that must result therefrom. , , . i . 1 r u 

That both the Britisli and French Governments earnestly desired to sec the establish¬ 
ment of a stable Government and sound Administration in Egypt, and relied upon the 
Khedive’s steady support to the endeavours of Nubar Pasha and his colleagues to re-estab¬ 
lish the financial credit of the country. Such a result, I said, would tend more than 
anything else to strengthen the position of His Highness and his dynasty; but a contrary 

result might seriously compromise their position. t 1 1 • 1 1 1 uu 

The Khedive listened to me most attentively, and when I had finished said, with 

evident signs of great annoyance, that it was one of the most serious and paintul com¬ 
munications he had ever received from Her Majesty’s Government, and that he regretted 
deeply that they should have thought it necessary to hold language to him which he 
thought was undeserved and unjust. Hitherto the advice given to^him by Her Majesty s 
Government had always been dictated by evident “ bienveillance lor himself and his 

dvnasty, but now it seemed as if they had taken a “ parti pns against nin. 

Moreover, the responsibility they sought to cast upon him tor the successful result 
of the new order of things and for the due entry of the taxes was nciUier logical nor just 
and he must entirely dihcluim it. What was his present position m Egypt? He had 
surrendered his iiersonal property and his personal power, and deliberate y accepted the 
position of a Constitutional Prince ; a responsible Ministry had been tornieil to advise him, 
and if he rightly understood tlie first principle of Constitutional government, it was that 
the Ministers and not the Chief of the State were made respoiisilile under such circum- 
staiiees, while as to the entry of the taxes he had no control or power over it, and there¬ 
fore could ill no way be held responsible for it. 
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He must decline to meddle with the proper functions of his Ministers ; his advice or 
opinion were entirely at their disposal if they chose to ask him for it, but he could not 
thrust it upon them unasked, and although he quite understood that he was the person 
principally interested in the successful working of the new scheme, he could not interfere 
with the attributes of his Ministers, and if they were not responsible for their own acts 
what was the meaning of a responsible Ministry ? Responsibility, he thought, could only 
attach to him if he attempted to interfere improperly in the government of the country ; 
otherwise he must entirely disclaim it. 

I replied that, in the first place, I could assure His Highness that the warning of Her 
Majesty’s Government was dictated by the same sincere and warm interest they had always 
taken in His Highness’ welfare and that of his dynasty, and that I thought I could easily 
reconcile His Highness’ views of his position and duties, which in theory were sound, with 
the wishes of Her Majesty’s Government. 

His Highness must remember that although he had surrendered his personal power 
and a Constitutional regime was established in Egypt, the new order of things was in its 
infancy, and it was rather too early for the strict application of the doctrines of Consti¬ 
tutional government as understood in Europe. His Highness had still all the prestige 
and intiuence of the Chief of an Eastern State, combined with greater knowledge and 
experience of Egypt than that of any other person. 

What 1 understood Her Majesty’s Government to desire was, that instead of sliowing 
indifference, coldness, or even dislike to the new order of things, he should place all his 
knowledge, influence, and experience at the disposal of his Ministers, and loyally and 
cordially co-operate with them within the proper sphere ot his prerogative; the respon¬ 
sibility of w'hich I had spoken was a moral responsibility for any hostile action that might 
tend to thwart the new Ministry, but it was never intended to hold him responsible for the 
result of measures taken by his Ministers on their own responsibility, nor for events over 
which he could have no control, such as the disaster of a low Nile or of inundations. 

In taking leave of Ilis Highness, who had been much agitated by our interview, I said 
that 1 did not at all regret the explanation we had had; I had placed before him plainly, 
hut in a most friendly spirit, the views and advice of Her Majesty’s Government, while the 
frankness of liis language and his evident annoyance at any doubts of his sincerity, made 
me believe that he was earnest in supporting the new order of things.

General, Controller-General of Accounts. 

The third Decree appoints M. Jules Blum, who has taken a leading part in the late 
financial negotiations, Under-Secretary of State in the Ministry of Finance. 

I am of opinion that the establishment ot an independent and impartial audit ot 
the public accounts is a wholesome check which it was wise to substitute tor the lapsed 
foreign control. The choice of M. Baravclli is a good one, and I trust that it may go 
far to satisfy the demand of the Italian Government tor a place in the Egyptian 
Ministry, to which my Italian colleague has lately been instructed to press for a cate¬ 
gorical answer.

My Lord, Cairo, December 21, 1878. 

M. GODEAUX, iny French colleague, has spoken to me about the language 
your Lordship has instructed me to hold to the Khedive, and with respect to his 
attitude towards the new rdgime in Egypt, of w'hich I had communicated to him the 
purport. 

He says that although he has received no special orders from his Government to 
♦speak to the Khedive in the same sense, the general tenour of his verbal instructions 
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would enable him to take the first opportunity of warning His Highness of the personal 
responsibility and risk he will incur if he thwarts or opposes the new order of things; but 
M. Godeaux hesitates to use any expression implying that the position of the Khedive’s 
dynasty would be imperilled by his acts, as not being warranted by any instructions he 
has received from M. Waddington, nor by the interest of France in the maintenance of 
the dynasty founded by Mehemet Ali. 

I explained to M. Godeaux that this point was of comparatively small impoiiance 
for the moment, inasmuch as the Khedive was chiefly solicitous for the security of his o\vn 
personal position, and a warning that he might compromise that by his acts would probably 
answer all purposes. 

I confess, too, I think that if it were found that the Khedive’s bad faith or intrigues 
rendered his maintenance in power incompatible with the progress of reform and the 
success of the new Administration, by far the most natural and easy solution would be to 
put the legal Heir, his eldest son Prince Tawfik, in his place. This young Prince, among 
aU the Khedive’s sons, has shown himself the most honest, liberal-minded, and sensible, 
and he set the first example to his family of offering to surrender the whole of his private 
property for the good of the State. 

It would, therefore, be hard, and I think rather unjust, that the misdeeds of the 
father should bo visited on this young Prince, who is not responsible for them, and who, 
on the contrary, has always opposed, so far as his difficult position and his great fear of 
his father permitted it, the extravagant and reckless expenditure which has brought Egypt 
to the brink of ruin.

AVITH reference to my despatch No. 1055 of the 21st instant, I have the honour to 
inform your Lordship that M. Waddington told me last evening that he concurred 
generally in the form proposed by Her Majesty’s Government for notifying the appoint¬ 
ment of the French and English members of the Commission for managing the Daira 
lands in Egypt. 

He approved of a suggestion that it would be well to make it apparent in the 
recital that the Commission was to consist of only three members, one French, one 
Flnglish, and one Egyptian. 

The wording of the form set forth in your Lordship’s despatch No. 872 of the IGth 
instant seems to imply that the English and French Commissioners should be both 
appointed by one collective instrixment. Not being quite sure of your Lordship’s 
intentions, I did not distinctly raise the question with M. AVaddington; but from his 
language I should think that he rather supposed that each Government would notify 
separately the appointment of its own Commissioner, though the terms of the two notifi¬ 
cations would be identic, or nearly so. 

M. Waddington said that he had hitherto not succeeded in obtaining from the 
Egyptian Government any distinct information as to the salaries which were to be 
assigned to the English and French Commissioners, or the terms of the contract which 
was to be made with them. He added that he could not appoint M. Goutron, whom he 
had selected as French Commissioner, until he was in possession of this information.

WITH reference to your letter of the 20th instant, I am directed by the Marquis of 
Salisbury to transmit to you a draft of a letter which, with the concurrence of the Lords 
Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, his Lordship proposes to address to 
Mr. Eowsell, notifying to that gentleman his nomination by Her Majesty’s Government, 
subject to the approval of His Highness the Khedive, as British member of the Commis¬ 
sion for the Management of the Da'ira Lands. 

I am at the same time to forward to you a draft of an instruction which Lord 
Salisbury proposes to address to Mr. Vivian, Her Majesty’s Agent and Consul-General 
in Egypt, directing him as to the manner in which Mr. RowscU’s nomination should be 
notified to the Egyptian Government. 

Lord Salisbury requests that you will move the Lords Commissioners of Her 
Majesty’s Treasury to take these papers into their consiileration and to inform his Lord- 
ship, at their earliest convenience, whether they meet uith their approval. 

I am to add that Mr. Rowsell proposes to leave England for Egypt on the 9th 
proximo from Southampton, and it is essential that his instructions and the form of 
notifying bis nomination to the Khedive should be settled definitively with the French 
Government, through Her Majesty’s Ambassador at Paris, before he leaves.
